CONSTITUTION 


OF THE 


AMERICAN HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


Art. 1. This Society shall be denominated Taz AmpRican Home Mis- 
SIONARY SOCIETY. 


ArT. 2. The object of this Society shall be, to assist congregations 
that are unable to support the gospel ministry, and to send the gospel to 
the destitute within the United States 


Art. 8. The officers of this Society shall be a President, Vice-Presidents, 
a Treasurer, an Auditor, one or more Secretaries for Correspondence, a 
Recording Secretary, and fifty Directors who shall be annually appointed 
by this Society; and who, together with the Directors for Life, shall con- 
stitute a Board, seven of whom shall be a quorum, at any meeting regu- 
larly convened. 


Art. 4. The officers and Directors shall appoint an Executive Commit- 
tee of fourteen, (including the Treasurer, the Secretaries for Correspondence, 
and the Recording Secretary,) residing in the City of New York and its 
vicinity; five of whom shall bea quorum at any meeting regularly con- 
vened. The Committee shall have power to appoint its own meetings, 
form its own rules of business, and fill any vasancies in its own number 
which may occur during the year, and to convene special meetings of the 
Board or Society; shall appoint missionaries, aad instruct them as to the 
field and manner of their labors; shall have the disposa! of the funds; shall 
create such ageacy or agencies for appointing missionaries, and for other 
purposes, as the interests of the Institution may require; and shall make 
an Annual Report of their proceedings to the Society. 


Art. 5. The Treasurer shall give bonds3, annually, to such amount as 
the Executive Committee shall think proper. 


Art. 6. Any person may become a member of this Society, by contrib- 
uting annually to its funds; thirty dollars paid ut one time shall cousti- 
tute a Member for Lite; and one hundred dollars paid at one time shall 
constitute 1 Director for Life; and any person on the payment of a sum 
which, in addition to any previous contribution to the funds, shall amount 
to one hundred dollars, shall be a Director for Life. An executor, on pay- 
ing a legacy of two huadred and fitty dollars to the funcs of this Society, 
shall be a Member for Life; and the pavment of a legacy of one thousand 
dollars shail constitute a Director for Life. 


Ant. 7. Any Missionary Society may become Auxiliary, by agreeing to 
pay into the Treasury of this Society the whole of its surplus funds, and 
sending to the Secretaries for Correspondence a copy of its Constitution and 
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Annual Reports, mentioning the names of its missionaries, and the fields 
of their operations. 


Art. 8. Every Auxiliary Society, which shall agree to pay the whole 
of its funds to this Society, shall be entitled to a missionary or missionaries 
to labor in euch fields as it may designate ; at least to the amount of its con- 
tributions; provided such designation be made at the time of payment. 


Art, 9. The officers of all Auxiliary Societies shall be, ex-officio, 
Directors; and annual contributors to their funds shall be members of the 
Society. 


Arr. 10. This Society shall meet annually in the city of New York, on 
the Wednesday next preceding the second Thursday in May. 


Art. 11. No alteration shall be made in this Constitution without a 
vote of two-thirds of the members present at an annual] meeting; nor unless 
the same shall have been proposed at a previous annual meeting, or recom- 
mended by the Executive Committee. 


ACT OF INCORPORATION. 


[Passed February 6, 1871.] 


The People of the State of New York, represented in Senate and As- 
sembly, do enact as follows: 


Snctron 1. Theodore D. Woolsey, William G. Lambert, Christopher R. 
Robert, Simeon B. Chittenden, Richard 8. Storrs, Jr., William I. Budington, 
Calvin C. Woolworth, Charles Abernethy, John B. Hutchinson, Henry M. 
Storrs, William Henry Smith, Milton Badger, David B. Coe, A. Huntington 
Clapp, Austin Abbott, and George 8. Coe, and all such persons as are now, 
or hereafter may become members of the American Home Missionary Society, 
formed in the City of New York in the year one thousand eight hundred 
and twenty-six, are hereby constituted a body corporate by the name of 
“The American Home Missionary Society,” for the purpose of assisting 
feeble congregations, and of sending the gospel and the means of Chris- 
tian education to the destitute within the United States. 


Sec. 2. Said Corporation shall be capable of taking and holding, by 
purchase, gift, grant, devise or bequest, subject to the provisions of law 
relating to devises and bequests by last will and testament, real and per- 


sonal property, and of granting or otherwise disposing of the same, for 
said purpose. 


Szo. 38. The net annual income of said Society, arising from their real 
estate, shall not exceed the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars, 


Sec, 4. This Corporation shall possess the powers and be subject to the 
provisions of title three of chapter eighteen of part one of the Revised 
Statutes, as amended, so far as the same are applicable. 


Sec. 5. This Act shall take effect immediately. 


FORTY-SEVENTH REPORT, 


Cksesse 


In reviewing the history of this Society for another 
year, our thoughts turn first to the friends and associates 
who have gone from our fellowship to that of the saints 
above. Since the last Anniversary, two of the Vice-Presi- 
dents, Hon. MarsHatyt 8S. Bipwett, LL. D., and Rev. 
JOHN P. CLEAVELAND, D. D., and three of the Directors, 
Rev. ZEDEKIAH S. Barstow, D. D., Rev. Jorn PARKER, 
D. D., and Epwarp J. Wootsry, Esq., have been removed 
by death. 

Mr. Bidwell was. elected a Vice-President in 1860; but 
he had been for many years, a firm friend of the Society, 
aiding it by the advocacy of its principles, by generous 
gifts to its Treasury, and by his professional counsel. Few 
men have manifested a warmer interest in its welfare, or 
held in higher appreciation the work it is performing for 
the country and the world. Dr. Cleaveland, Dr. Barstow, 
and Dr. Parker, held official relations to the Society for 
more than thirty years, and during this long period were 
among its most liberal supporters and its most earnest ad- 
vocates.. Though their names disappear from the list of its 
officers, their eminent services in its behalf will long be 
held in grateful remembrance. 

Mr. Woolsey was elected a Director in 1859. Though 
he never took an active part in the administration of the 
Society’s affairs, he kept himself familiar with its operations, 
and was, for many years, one of the most generous con- 
tributors to its Treasury. His loss is deeply felt by many 
kindred institutions of benevolence which have shared in 
his benefactions. 

A heavy bereavement has fallen upon the Society, and 
especially upon the Executive Committee, in the removal 
by death of Rev. Mrirron Banpeerr, D. D., the senior Sec- 
retary. He died in Madison, Conn., on the first day of 
March, in the 73rd year of his age. He was elected an As- 
sistant Secretary, My 25th, 1835, and became aco. ordinate 
Secretary for Correspondence in December, 1837. In 1869 
he was obliged, in consequence of his ill health, to retire 
from active service, but his official relation to the Society 
continued till his death, and covers a period of nearly 
thirty-eight years. Eminently qualified for his office by his 
intellectual gifts and culture, by his experience in the pas- 
toral work, and by his deep interest in the cause of Home 
Missions, he performed the varied and arduous duties 
which devolved upon him, with singular fidelity, wisdom 
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and success. During nearly four-fifths of the Society’s ex- 
istence, he has had a larger share than any other individual 
in guiding its counsels, supplying its resources, defending 
its principles, and conducting its work. Of thore who 
composed its corps of executive officers, when he entered 
unon his labors, not oneremains in its service to join in this 
tribute to his memory ; but the associates of his later years 
rejoice to record their high appreciation of his personal vir- 
tues and his public services. They will ever hold him in 
affectionate remembrance, while thousands of Christian 
churches, scattered all over the land, will stand, as monu- 
ments of his labors, to the end of time. 

Nine Missionaries have died since the last Report :—Rev. 
CHaRLEs D. Praron, in Massachusetts ; Rev. Wititiam W. 
BALDWIN and Rev. CHARLES G. GoDDARD, in Connecticut ; 
Rev. Davin H. Goutp, in New York; Rev. GIDEON DANa, 
in Ohio; Rev. THrron K. Brxspy and Rev. Rurus M. 
Sawyer, in lowa; Rev. GeorcEe B. HircHoock and Rev. 
A. L. Smits, in Kansas.

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SUMMARY OF RESULTS. 


The number of ministers of the gospel in the service of 
the Society, the last year, whose names are found in the 
General Table commencing on page 13. together with those 
engaged in superintending the work, is 951. 

Of these, 734 were in commission at the date of the last 
Report, and 211 have since been appointed. 

hey have been distributed in 30 different States and 
Territories, as follows: In Maine, 102; New Hampshire, 
39; Vermont, 57; Massachusetts, 66; Rhode Island, 7; 
Connecticut, 41; New York, 39; New Jersey, 7; Pennsyl- 
vania, 3; Virginia, 2; West Virginia, 1; Tennessee, 1; 
Ohio, 30; Indiana, 9; Illinois, 59 ; Missouri, 35 ; Michigan, 
78; Wisconsin, 70; Iowa, 100; Minnesota, 48; Kansas, 
67; Nebraska, 35; Dakota, 4; Colorado, 5; Wyoming, 1; 
Utah, 1; Nevada, 1; Idaho, 1; California, 35; Oregon, 6. 

This distribution gives to the New England States, 312; 
Middle States 49; Southern States, 3; Western States and 
Territories, including 43 on the Pacific coast, 587. 

Of the whole number in commission, 447 have been 
pastors or stated supplies of single congregations ; 293 have 
ministered to two or three congregations each ; and 211 have 
extended their labors over still wider fields. 

The aggregate of ministerial labor performed, is 714 

ears. 
A The number of congregations and missionary districts 
which have been fully supplied, or where the gospel has 
been preached at stated intervals, is 2,145. 

Two missionaries have been in commission as pastors or 
stated supplies of congregations of colored people, and 33 
have preached in foreign languages; 18 to Welsh congrega- 
tions, 13 to German congregations, and two to congrega- 
tions of Swedes. 

The number of Sabbath school and Bible class scholars 
is not far from 74,000. 

The contributions to benevolent objects, reported by 608 
missionaries, amount to $25,313.03. ta 

Ninety missionaries make mention of revivals of religion — 
during the year, in some of which there have been 70, 60, © 
58, and in one case 90 hopeful conversions. The number of 
conversions reported by 367 missionaries, is 2,935, 

The additions to the churches, as nearly as can be as- 
certained, have been 5,725, namely :—3,183 on profession 
of their faith, and 2,542 by letters from other churches. 
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Bighty-nine churches have been organized, in connec- 
tion with the labors of the missionaries, during the year, 
and thirty-four have assumed the entire support of their 
own gospel ordinances. 

Fifty houses of worship have been completed ; three re- 
paired or improved ; and the building of thirty-three others 
commenced. Seventy-seven young men in connection with 
the missionary churches, are reported as in different stages 
of preparation for the gospel ministry. 


THE TREASURY. 


ReEsourcEs.—The balance in the Treasury, April 1, 1872, 
was $13,404.55. The receipts for the succeeding twelve 
months have been $267,691.42—making the resources of the 
year $281,095.97. 

LIABILITIES.—There was due to missionaries. at the 
close of the last year, $20,202.65. There hassince become 
due, $282,157.81—making the total liabilities $302,360.46. 

PaymeEnts.—Of this sum, $278,830.24 have been paid, 
leaving $23,530.22 still due to the missionaries for labor per- 
formed. In addition to these past dues, appropriations 
already made, and daily becoming due, amount to 
$121,035.48, making the total of pledges $144,565.70, 
toward canceling which there is a balance in the Treasury of 
$2,345.75. 


The foregoing statements show that, in some particulars, 
the Society has accomplished less than in the preceding 
year. The number of missionaries sustained is less by ten, 
the number of revivals reported, by twenty, the number of 
conversions, by 608, and the number of additions to the 
churches by 583. But, in other respects, there has been a 
decided advance. In the older States of the West, an un- 
usual number of churches have assumed the support of 
their ministers, and thus the corps of the Society’s laborers 
in that portion of the country has been reduced ; while, in 
the States and Territories beyond the Mississippi river, it 
has sustained a larger number than in any former year. It 
is worthy of notice, also, that a greater proportion of them 
than heretofore have occupied fields each of which embraces 
several congregations ; so that the Society has been able to 
extend its ministrations over a wider area and to a much 
larger number of communities than during the previous 
year. 

The receipts have been less than in the preceding year 
by $26,875 ; but this decrease is partly in tthe tetera 
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rived from legacies. The gifts of living contributors, though 
less than in the twelve months immediately preceding, ex- 
ceed those of any other year in the history of the Society 
by $29,915. We are happy to acknowledge, also, the re- 
ceipt of numerous and valuable gifts which are not included 
in the Treasurer’s Report. Many friends of the Society 
have testified their sympathy for the missionaries and their 
love to Him whose ‘servants they are, by offerings for the 
relief of families whose wants could not be adequately sup- 
plied by the ordinary grants of the Executive Committee. 
A single gift of $1,000, for this purpose, was recently placed 
at their disposal by an American gentleman now residing 
in England. Samuret Houmss,Esq., of Mont Clair, N. J., 
in addition to his other liberal donations, has presented to 
each of the missionaries a copy of Rev. Henry Ward 
Beecher’s ‘‘ Yale Lectures on Preaching.’’ Other contribu- 
tions in books, periodicals, clothing and other articles valu- 
able to missionaries and their families, swell the amount of 
donations not noticed in the Report of the Treasurer, to 
nearly $40,000. 

During tbe latter half of the year, the Treasury suffered 
severe embarrassment. The Committee had been encouraged 
to enlarge the scale of their operations. The receipts of 
the previous year had been much larger than ever before, 
and, at its close, a considerable balance remained in the 

-Treasury. The National Council had manifested an extra- 
ordinary interest in the work of the Society, and not only 
recommended to the churches that they should raise their 
contributions to its Treasury to $500,000 a year, but sug- 
gested the adoption of certain methods of co-operation, 
which were expected to contribute to this result. Accord- 
ingly, large missionary re-enforcements were sent to the 
frontier portions of the field, and heavy liabilities for their 
support were incurred. But, in consequence of severe 
monetary pressure in the Western States, the expected in- 
crease of contributions from that quarter was not realized ; 
while the fire in Boston, in connection with other causes, 
diminished the gifts of the New England churches. ‘The 
Committee, therefore, were obliged to postpone their plans 
of enlargement, and to exercise the closest economy in all 
their expenditures. Yet, for several months, the Treasury 
was entirely exhausted, and the balance remaining in it at 
the end of the financial year was less by $23,500 than the 
amount required to cancel the liabilities of the Society to 
missionaries for labor already performed.

MAINE MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


Rey, JOHN O. Fiske, D. D., President; Rev. SrepHEN THuRsTon, D, D., Sec- 
retary ; JosHuA MAxwenn, Esq., Treasurer. Office in Portland, 


The receipts of this Society for the year ending March 
Ist, were $13,338.54—of which $2,987.35 were from legacies. 
The direct contributions from the State to the Treasury of 
the American Home Missionary Society, were $1,094.97, of 
which $500 were from legacies,—making the amount raised 
for Home Missions, $14,413.51; being $3,471.75 less than 
the amount raised in the preceding year. There was ea- 
pended on the work within the State, $16,508.44. 

The number of missionaries employed within the year 
is one hundred and two—eight less than in the previous 
year. Of these fifty-six were commissioned—and _thirty- 
three served—for the entire year. The average term of ser- 
vice was a little more than six and one-half months. Four 
missionaries were ordained as evangelists. One church has 
completed and dedicated a beautiful and convenient house 
of worship, and two others have made available, by exten- 
sive repairs, houses that were unfit for occupancy. Though 
there have been few marked revivals of religion, several 
churches have been spiritually refreshed: one has more 
than doubled in membership, and large additions have been 
made to three others. No aided church has assumed self- 
‘support, while one that had been independent has come 
back upon the Society. | 

The Society met with a serious loss in the death of Eben 
Steele, Esq., and the Hon. Woodbury Davis—faithful and 
efficient members of the Board of Trustees, ‘‘ wise in coun- 
sel, and liberal in measures.”’ sh Sas 

Reminding the churches of the conditions of disciple- 
ship, the Trustees say: ‘‘ How a man worth his hundreds 
of thousands, can give nine-tenths of it to his children, and 
only one-tenth, or less, to Christ and his cause, and yet 
claim that he loves Christ more than sons and daughters, is 
a problem not easily solved. How such claims of disciple- 
ship will stand the final trial, is a momentous question 
which every man to whom God has given large wealth 
should deeply ponder.’ The greatest embarrassment to the 
work in Maine is still the want of ministers. ‘‘ There is in 
this State,’ says the Trustees, ‘‘a very frequent call for 
ministers, to which none respond. Many of our churches 
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must remain destitute, unless more men of a humble and 
unambitious spirit are brought into the ministry, who shall 
cheerfully toil where their names will be ljttle known, that 
they may win souls to Christ and train them for heaven.”’ 


NEW HAMPSHIRE MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

The receipts for the year closing with the first of March, 
were $6,804.38. There was received in the Treasury of the 
National Society from New Hampshire, during the same 
months, from legacies, $2,515.58 ; from churches and individ- 
uals, $1,922.84; through the New Hampshire Society, 
$958.04—in all, $5,396.46 ; making the entire Home Mission- 
ary contributions of the State, $12.250.79—less by $3,647.53 
than the amount contributed during the previous year. 
The expenditures for missionary work in the State were 
$8,721.42. 

The number of missionaries aided within the year is 
thirty-nine ; of whom twenty labored through the twelve 
months, and seven others, each for six months or more. 
The average term of service is nearly eight months and 
three-quarters. No general revivals are reported, nor any 
marked gain beyond the addition of eighty-five persons to 
the missionary churches. Death and emigration have 
meanwhile been doing their work of depletion. 

‘‘The increasing weakness and ultimate extinction of 
not a few of our very feeble churches by death and emigra- 
tion’’—say the Trustees—‘‘appear inevitable. While we 
deeply regret this, we will rejoice if other churches of evan- 
gelical faith take the ground once occupied by our 
churches, and do the work performed by some of them for 
more than a century. Several of these weakened churches, 
hitherto self-sustaining, have applied for assistance, and 
others will do the same.” 

Of the work of the National Society the Trustees say, 
‘* No one of the numerous enterprises bearing on the educa- 
tional, moral and religious welfare of our country, occupy- 
ing the deliberations of the National Council for an entire 
week, was made so prominent, or elicited so earnest and 
protracted discussion as Home Missions. Members of the 
Council, all the way from Maine to Oregon, entirely agreed 
that this cause is the only hope, under God, of the per- 
petuity of our Republican government, of the invaluable 
free institutions that have risen up under it. They can be 
preserved only as the fear of God pervades the national 
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mind. This fear can be inspired only by the. faithful 

reaching of the gospel throughout the entire land; and 
this can be done in our vast new States and Territories, at 
the first, only through Home Missions. It was under this 
strong conviction that the Council, by a rising vote. de- 
clared its belief that the 3,000 churches connected with it 
should raise $500,000 yearly for this cause.’’ 


VERMONT DOMESTIC MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


J. W. Hickox, Esq., President ; Rev. C. 8. Smrrn, Secretary ; J. C. EMery, 
Esq., Treasurer. Office in Montpelier. 


The receipts of this Auxiliary, from all sources, for the 
year ending March Ist, were $16,103.34. There was re- 
ceived into the Treasury of the Parent Society, in the same 
time, from legacies, $3,371.61; from churches and individu- 
als, $954.00—in all $4,325.61—making the amount raised in 
‘Vermont for Home Missions, $17,428.95—less by $159.72 
than the contributions of the previous year. The expen- 
ditures within the State were $10,079.10. 

Fifty-seven missionaries—sixteen of them being stu- 
dents and licentiates—have been employed in sixty-two 
different fields, performing thirty-eight years of service. 
The ‘‘county missionary’? has continued his labors in 
Windham county with encouraging success. One pastor 
has been settled; two have been dismissed. Two houses of 
worship have been completed and dedicated, five have been 
repaired, and one parsonage has been purchased. Eleven 
churches have been visited with more than usual religious 
interest ; one hundred and eighty-four hopeful conversions 
have been reported, and two hundred and fifty-five have 
been received to church membership. 

The ‘‘itinerant work’’ (corresponding with that of 
most of the Western missionaries of the National Society) 
continues to be richly blessed—eighty-eight of the conver- 
sions occurring in connection with these labors. The Sec- 
retary relates the case of a TheoJogical student who went 
into two neighboring communities, with no church organi- 
zation of any kind, and no evangelical preaching for many 
years, though in each place was a ‘‘union”’ house of wor 
sbip. In these the student preached on alternate Sabbaths. 
The people came to hear. Sabbath schools and prayer 
meetings were gathered. The Holy Spirit came among 
them; the congregations increased to two or three hundred. 
Men inquired after Christ and found him. A congrega- 
tional church was formed, of thirty-five members, of whom 
eleven uniting by letter were from five different denomina- 
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tions—each surrendering some of his preferences, and all 
dwelling together in harmony. At two subsequent com- 
munion seasons eighteen were added by profession, several 
of them heads of families. ‘‘A marked change is apparent 
in the whole atmosphere of the place. The Sabbath is ob- 
served as & holy day, instead of a holiday. There is an 
average congregation of one hundred and seventy-five and 
a Sabbath school of one hundred and twenty-five, and the 
people have subscribed $650 toward the support of preach- 
ing.’ . Well urges the Secretary : ‘‘ How does God rebuke 
our want of faith, by thus making the wilderness a fruitful 
field, and the desert to rejoice and blossom as the rose un- 
der Christian culture! Such instances should confirm our 
confidence in the gospel as the power of God, and adapted 
to meet the condition of men in all communities, and in 
every moral and spiritual state.”’ 


MASSACHUSETTS HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

The receipts of the Massachusetts Society for the year 
ending March 1st, were $70,576.12—of which $9,741.31 
were the avails of legacies. The expenditures within the 
State were $20,345.81, and the amount forwarded to the 
Treasury of the National Society during its financial year 
was $49,000. The Parent Society also received from Mas- 
sachusetts, during the same months: in payment of legacies, 
$11,210.33; from the Hampshire Missionary Society, 
$6,420.65 ; from congregations and individnals, $16,481.20— 
in all, $34,112.18. The whole amount raised in the State 
for Home Missions within the year, was $104,688.30 ; which 
is less by $12,732.71 than was raised in the previous. year. 
The amount placed at the disposal of the National Society 
was $83,112.18; which is $19,377.66 less than the amount 
furnished in the previous year. 

The number of missionaries under commission within 
the year is sixty-six. Of these forty-eight served for the 
entire year, five for six months or more, making an aggre- 
gate of nearly fifty-one and a half years’ service, to 
churches numbering 2,384 members, congregations in which 
were statedly gathered about 10,000 hearers, and Sabbath 
schools with about 4,000 pupils. The conversions reported 
were 118. There were seventeen changes in the ministry of 
the aided churches, but at the end of the year all were sup- 
plied. One missionary was ordained, and one died at his 
post. One church came to self-support. 
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The Home Evangelization work, under the lead of Rey. 
DantEt P. Noyes, was prosecuted with growing success, 
till the close of 1872, when he regarded it as having been 
‘‘brought into such a shape that it might be satisfactorily 
continued under the direction of the General Association 
and its Committee, without a paid Secretary.’ He accord- 
ingly resigned, and such special measures as may seem 
wise, ‘*for reaching the neglecting classes in towns and 
cities,’’ will hereafter be managed by a State Committee 
made up of members from the several local Conferences. 

The venerable Dr. Hooker, who, since 1858, as Secretary 
of the Massachusetts Society, has been rendering the Home 
Missionary cause in this land such admirable service, has 
for a year felt that he was entitled to a discharge from so 
arduous a work, and has been holding his post only until a 
suitable successor could be found. The Society has united 
in the choice of Rev. WritrAm Barrows, D. D., whose ac- 
ceptance is announced as this Report is going to the press. 
Among the results of the Society’s work during the fifteen 
years of Dr. HooKer’s service, it appears that seventeen 
churches have been organized, and twenty-one have been 
raised to self-support. There have been sent to the National 
Society, through the Massachusetts Treasury, $466,700 ; 
and from the State, but not through that Treasury, $167,- 
§18—in all, $634,218. Expended in the State during the 
fifteen years, $266,847; raised in Massachusetts for Home 
Missions in the State and over the land, the generous sum 
of $901,065. In view of such a record, cannot the friends 
of Home Missions elsewhere afford to come to the front 
with special offerings, while the glorious old Bay State re- 
pairs the ravages of fire and gathers up her forces for yet 
grander achievements in years to come ! 


RHODE ISLAND HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

The receipts of this Society for the year ending March 
1st, were $1,999.85. There was also contributed from the 
State to the Treasury of the National Society, during its 
financial year, $1,962.67; of which $333.34 were in’ pay- 
ment of legacies—making a total for the cause of $3,962.52 ; 
which is $35.97 less than the contributions of the previous 
year. The expenditures within the State were $2,096.50. 

The number of missionaries sustained during the year 
is seven, one of them being pastor of the colo ed church in 
Newport, Five labored in the same fields during the 
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twelve months. Fifty-one members have been added to the 
aided churches—twenty-nine on profession of faith, and 
twenty-two by letter. 

‘‘ With a. single exception,’ says the Secretary, ‘‘ the 
churches aided by this Society have enjoyed a fair degree 
of prosperity during the past year. They have, for the 
most part, been doing good service, and the aid rendered 
them has been met with corresponding effort on their own 
part. Itis hoped that the whole question of missionary 
effort in destitute towns and districts may be taken up anew 
by this Society. As we have now a larger number of 
settled pastors in the State than for many years, we are in 
a better situation to organize and carry forward liberal 
plans for the upbuilding of the church of Christ. The 
condition of the Treasury is favorable, and nearly every 
church in the State has responded to our calls. With the 
blessing of God, we look forward cheerfully to new enter- 
prises and bolder endeavors for the future.”’ 


CONNECTICUT HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


Rev. WinuiAM H. Moors, Secretary; JAMES L. CHAPMAN, Esq., Treasurer 
Office in Hartford. 


The receipts of this Society for the year ending March 
1st, were $17,143.16, and the expenditures within the State 
were $11,429.59. This Auxihary also forwarded to the 
National Society, during its financial year, $5,054.65 ; be- 
sides which there were contributed directly to its Treasury ; 
from congregations and. individuals, $16,893.12; in pay- 
ment of legacies, $21,925: in all, $38,818.12—making the 
total for the cause, $55,861.28; more by $924.81 than the’ 
amount raised in the preceding year. The amount placed 
at the disposal of the National Society is $48,872.77; which 
is $2,874.69 more than the amount so placed in the previous 
year. 

The number of missionaries: aided during the year is 
Forty-one, having the oversight of thirty-four churches 
with the outlying districts. One has been disabled by sick- 
ness, and two have died. Three have been installed. No 
ehurch has become self-supporting; one has united with 
another denomination. The general condition of the aided 
churches is good ; one, with outside help, has cleared itself 
of a debt of $6,000, and expects no further aid; one has 
more than doubled its membership. Aid has been granted 
to ten churches reporting debts, on condition that these 
should be paid. The aided churches reported, January 1, 
1873, a membership of 2,276—724 males and 1,552 females. 
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The additions in 1872 were 161—73 by profession and 88 by 
letter; and the removals were 119—a gain of 42. The 
average attendance upon the Sabbath schools was 3,298 
and in the congregations were 1,951 families. The reported 
charitable contributions were $3,887.62—an average of $1.71 
for each church-member, and forty-one per cent. of the 
amount granted to these churches for the year, 

Rev. Cuartes H. Butuarp resigned his position as 
general missionary, April 1, 1872, and no successor has 
been appointed. 

The Secretary looks to see an increase of the number of 
churches asking aid, on account of the decay of rural 
parishes, the uncertain tenure by which churches in factory 
villages hold their places, and the increase of. salaries. 
**Yet on the whole,’’ he says, ‘‘the interests of Home 
Missions in the State are in a sound and hopeful condition, 
and there is no flagging in the interest with which the 
churches of Connecticut follow and sustain the American 
Home Missionary Society in its great work for our country 
and for Christ.’’ 


The total of receipts from New England is $208,925.32 ; 
which is less than the amount of the preceding year, by 
$25,001.57. Of this, $69,180.66 were expended within its 
own bounds, and $139,744.66 were forwarded to the Na- 
tional Institution, for its general work. 


NEW YORK HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

The number of missionaries commissioned for service 
in New York, within the year now reported, is thirty-nine. 
They have supplied forty-eight churches and thirteen out. 
stations. One pastor has been installed; one church has 
become self-sustaining ; several have refitted and renovated 
their houses of worship, at corisiderable expense. A few 
report interesting revivals, and several speak of additions 
beyond their average yearly number. 

The contributions from the State where $17,240.85—of 
which $4,223.50 were the avails of legacies. New York 
stands the third upon thelist of contributors to this 
Society ; having raised for its Treasury in the last five years 
$168,460—an annual average of $33,692. 

At the meeting of the General Association, in October, 
1872, the New York Home Missicnary Society was organ- 
ized as an Auxiliary of the National Institution, for the ex- 
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ploration and supply of such sections of the State as are 
destitute of the means of grace, aiding feeble churches in 
the support of ministers, supervising the work of home 
evangelization, keeping alive the interest of the churches 
in the National Society and securing large contributions 
for it. Rev. L. Smrrn Hosparr having resigned the Su- 
perintendency he had acceptably filled for ten years, 
Rev. Dr. HotBrook was recalled from California to the 
oversight of the weaker churches, in which he had 
taken a deep interest during his former ministry in this 
State. The Society has begun its work under very favor- 
able auspices. It is making special efforts to bring to- 
gether weak churches of various evangelical denominations, 
in places where one organization is sufficient ; to secure the 
union of two or more neighboring Congregational churches 
under the same pastoral care ; and to induce the churches 
to adopt the plan of ‘‘ weekly offerings’’ in the support of 
the ministry and benevolent causes. Thus far it is succeed- 
ing in each of these efforts, and the Secretary believes that 
in these ways many of the missionary churches of the State 
will ere long cease to need aid, while far larger contribu- 
tions will be realized from the abler congregations. 


OHIO HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


Rev. THomas EH. MuNROB, Secretary ; FRaNncts C. Spssrons, Esq., Treasurer. 
Office in Columbus. 


The receipts of this Auxiliary, from July 1, 1872, to 
March 1, 1873, were $3,174.72. There were also contributed 
from Ohio to the Treasury of the National Society during 
its financial year, $2,775.91, of which $336.50 were the 
avails of legacies—making the sum raised in the State for 
Home Missions, $5,950.63—less by $2,130.95 than the 
amount raised in the previous year. The expenditures of 
the Auxiliary were $2,529.77. There were also $742 appro- 
priated to missionaries in Ohio by the Parent Society, within 
the year. 

The number of missionaries commissioned in Ohio by 
the National Society and the Auxiliary, during the year, is 
thirty. These have had the pastoral care of about forty 
churches and out-stations  ‘l'wo churches have become 
self-sustaining, and three which had assumed self-support 
have come back for needed aid. One church has been or- 
ganized ; one has built a house of worship, and three have 
made extensive repairs. While there has been no general 
revival of religion, several missionaries report far more than 
usual interest—iu one instance extending to the families of 
the entire town.

The new Auxiliary Society was formed at the meeting of 
the General Conference in June, 1872, and went into opera- 
tion in July. Rev. LysanpEer Ketsry, who has efficiently 
represented the National Society in Ohio since 1857, re- 
signed his position, and the Auxiliary has since gone for- 
ward without a salaried Superintendent. Its work, thus 
far to some extent preliminary and experimental, ‘* has met 
with a success,’’ says the Secretary, ‘* beyond our expecta- 
tion. Our force of laborers is increased, and our collee- 
tions from the churches now reported are several hundred 
dollars beyond the contributions of the same churches last 
year.’’? As soon as the new and spirited organization gets 
its field surveyed and its forces well in hand, we look to 
see the waste places of Ohio well cared for, and gen- 
erous aid furnished for the evangelization of the regions 
beyond. . 


INDIANA. 


Rev. NATHANIEL A. Hyp, Indianapolis, Superintendent. 


Within the bounds of Indiana nine missionaries served 
fourteen churches and congregations. Contributions to 
this Treasary were $435.87—less by $205 than the previous 
year. One church was organized; two became self-sup- 
porting; one house of worship was dedicated and one 
parsonage erected. The year, though not marked by re- 
vivals, was not fruitless. One missionary reports twenty 
hopeful conversions, and others smaller numbers. 

During the year, at Mr. Hyde’s request, his field of 

eneral oversight and work has been reduced, leaving him 
ree to devote himself chiefly to one church at Indianapolis. 
In review, he says: ‘*The progress of the Society’s work 
in this State is materially affected by the fact that the field 
is largely occupied by other denominations. The sons and 
daugiters of Puritan churches coming from elsewhere 
commonly cast in their lot with the stronger religious 
bodies. In early days, while the State was yet fixing the 
character of its institutions, the American Home Mission- 
ary Society was promptly on the ground with a large force 
of faithful men. For several years more than fifty were 
employed, and a great number of churches were established 
by their labors, many of which are now amongst the 
strongest in the State. But the fruits of those years are 
gathered in another ecclesiastical connection ; they do not 
appear in the present constituency of this Society. This 
may serve to explain why its work on this field is more 
limited than on others.”

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ILLINOIS, 


Rev. Josernu E. Roy, D. D., Chicago, Superintendent for Northern Illinois (also 
Field Superintendent); Rev. MARTIN K. WHITTLESEY, Alton, Super- 
intendent for Central and Southern Illinois. 


The Society had jifty-nine missionaries in Illinois, serv- 
ing eighty churches and congregations. The receipts to 
its Treasury were $8,531.56 ; a gain of $795 in one year. 

In the Northern District, three churches were organized ; 
four became self-supporting ; nine enjoyed revivals; four 
completed, and two more began houses of worship. 

In the Southern District, four churches were organized ; 
five enjoyed revivals, and three completed houses of wor- 
ship. 

Stimulated by the National Council, the churches, at the 
last General Association, created the Illinois Home Mis- 
sionary Society, designed to co-operate with this in its ever- 
growing work. This Empire State of the West should 
certainly bring out its immense natural wealth and Chris- 
tian force till the point of self-support has been reached 
and left far behind. ‘‘ Fellowship meetings,”’ with this in 
view, have been in progress under the auspices of the State 
Society. Dr. Roy writes: ‘‘ By the end of the year nearly 
every church will have been visited. The plan is this: 
special prayer and visitation of members are the preparation 
for one. <A day is then given, with each church, to visiting 
in the forenoon; service for salutation, conference and 
prayer in the afternoon ; and to addresses on Home Evan- 

elization in the evening. Great good has followed. 
eaker churches have been encouraged, the stronger 
stimulated, and all have felt the quickened pulse of church 
communion. Contributions to our cause have increased, 
aided churches have been led to effort for speedy self-sup- 
port, and the ‘yoking’ of churches promoted.’ In re- 
peated instances, fellowship meetings were followed by 
‘‘four days meetings’’ and revivals. The whole furnished 
a beautiful illustration of Rev. Dr. Alden’s sermon at the 
last anniversary of the Parent Society on ‘‘The vital con- 
nection of Home Missions with the fellowship of the 
churches.’’ Our churches are fast coming into sympathy 
with those at the East as to depletion by removals. Our 
material spreads over the plains and mountains beyond. 
To strengthen things that remain is becoming a large share 
of our work. 

Besides its large number of faithful missionaries, each 
claiming from one to seven stations, Illinois now has the 
undivided labors of two Superintendents, Rev. Martin K. 


ae 
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Whittlesey having taken oversight of the work in the 
Central and Southern part of the State. Himself a Home 
Missionary for years, and more recently an honored and 
beloved pastor at Alton, he needs no letters of commenda- 
tion or introduction. As cordially appointed by the Com- 
mittee, as he was nominated by the Directors of the State 
Society, he has entered on his work with prospects of the 
most gratifying success. 


MISSOURI. 


Rev. Epwin B. Turner, Hannibal, Superintendent. 


In Missouri thirty-five missionaries have served fifty- 
two churches and congregations. The receipts to this 
Treasury were $1,006.96; a gain of $161 in one year. Five 
churches were organized ; one became self-supporting ; ten 
enjoyed revivals ; two began to build, and two essentially 
repaired their houses of worship. 

_ Sixty churches—more than one-half of them aided— 
raised $6,121.75 for benevolent objects. The sixty-nine Con- — 
eregational churches have over 2,800 members, and 5,000 
in their Sunday schools. They bear up nobly against 
severe discouragements, and richly deserve, as they will 
have, the aid of this Society by which they were mostly 
planted. Its missionaries sought out and organized their 
material when there were few or none asking itsaid. Their 
existence to-day should show those who know their origin 
that this Society is in no wise bound in its work of explor- 
ing in advance, and planting churches. 

‘This year,’ says Mr. Turner, ‘* has been the most try- 
ing of the last eight. The severe monetary stringency has 
embarrassed those who have bought property since the war. 
Many of them were our best supporters. This—with 
changes in towns; old ones going down and new ones com- 
ing up—has enforced reniovals that have almost disheartened 
some churches. But we are doing our best to follow up 
those that move. Much labor has been spent to cheer de- 

leted churches to fresh effort. Precious seasons and many 
additions have been the result. Out of our poverty, too, 
we are trying to give more than in former years. The field 
was never more inviting ; the physical growth of the State 
never more rapid, despite the hard times. New veins are 
being opened in the vas. coal fields. The immense iron 
deposits are developing fresh mines of wealth, stimulating 
manufactures of all kinds, creating new centers of popula- 
tion, and bringing immigrants from all quarters. Lead 
was lately found underlying a whole county, and more 
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than 3,000 people came together in six months. One of our 
missionaries at once took up his quarters among the rough 
shanties, and has gathered a church of twenty members. 
Such new centers need the gospel, need the missionary to 
lay Christian foundations amidst the rude beginnings. A 
dozen men, of apostolic zeal and self-denial, could to-day 
find open doors for labor where they could not boast in 
another man’s line of things made ready to their hand, 
But how can we go forward without men for this founda- 
tion work, or without means to support them ? 


MICHIGAN. 


Rev. Woxucorr B, WriniaMs, Charlotte, Superintendent for Southern and 
Eastern Michigan; Rey. Laroy WARREN, Pentwater, Superintendent 
for Northwestern Michigan. 


In Michigan seventy-eight missionaries this year served 
more than one hundred and sixty congregations. The con- 
tributions to this Treasury were $8,912.47; a gain of $6,162 
in one year. 

Fourteen churches were organized—making now 134 
‘aided churches in this State ; four became self-supporting ; 
- four enjoyed revivals, while seven more had seasons of 
special interest ; and eight dedicated houses of worship. 

The great increase of contributions to Home Missions 
deserves special remark. It did not come largely from leg- 
--acies, but from a giving heart and system in living men and 
churches. The General Association named $8,000 as the 
least that ought to be raised, and apportioned it out. The 
plan was taken up with a will; and more than the $8,000— 
nearly $9,000—is the result, where before $3,000 was the 
supposed outside amount possible; and where $2,950 had 
been the annual average for the last five years. The joy 
such a success brings must be a great reward. It places 
Michigan at the head of Western States on the Home Mis- 
sionary roll of honor. But Home Missionary work there is 
not yet finished. Mr. Williams says: ‘‘In this (Southern) 
District are several vacant churches in settled towns which 
_ self-denying men, with reasonable talents and piety, might 

expect ere long to build up into self-supporting ones, that 
will bless the community for generations to come. The 
chief work here for the next few years will be not so much 
the occupancy of new fields and the organization of new 
churches, as the strengthening of things that remain.” 

Mr. Warren, of the Northwestern District, after writing 
of the eight churches organized—three of them at county 
seats ; one in the midst of large settlements of homestead- 
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ers covering two townships where no other denomination 
has yet preached the gospel or authorized any Christian 
work ; and the remaining four at important railroad stations 
—says, ‘* But though the work has been thus enlarged, far 
less has been done than the wants of the country impera- 
tively demand. There never was a time when the increase 
of population and the progress of improvement here were 
so rapid as now. Nine hundred and thirty-three miles were 
addled last year to the railroad system of the State; and 
these roads traverse not mainly the older sections, but the 
hitherto uninhabitable wildernesses of the north, and bring 
population with them. Villages and towns spring up before 
the forest disappears. From the start these welcome the 
gospel. The people are very ready to attend meeting on 
Sunday, and always desire to have a meeting-house. Very 
many of them are the sort of people out of whom a stable 
Christian society can be built up. But many of these most 
inviting fields the lack of men and lack of money compel 
us to pass by. In five counties newly crossed by railroads, 
we have no missionary. We are then in great need of men 
—men of ready wisdom, full of faith and of the Holy 
Ghost—to answer these calls, and often the money would 
help us to the men. For though the men wanted are not 
those who would come for the money, yet they would some- 
times ceme when they do not, could they be assured of 
support for their families.” 

Can we not enlarge our work a little more this vear? 
Now is the day of our opportunity in Northern Michigan ! 
What will those who love our country—what will the dis- 
ciples of Christ—what will the friends of this Society and 
its work answer to facts and appeals like these from Michi- 
gan. which come also from all the great West ? 


WISCONSIN. 


Rev. DExTER CLARY, Beloit, Superintendent for Southern Wisconsin; Rev. 
FRANKLIN B. DOE, Ripon, Superintendent for Northern Wisconsin. 


By seventy missionaries this Society has preached at 
one hundred and forty-five stations in Wisconsin. The 
contributions from the State were $3,345.80, an increase of 
$759 in one year. Of these missionaries twenty-six labored 
in the Southern District, supplying thirty-nine churches 
and twenty out-stations. Of the ninety-four Congregational 
churches here, ten are Welsh and one German. Five min- 
isters left and six entered this field. 

Last October, Rev. Mr. Clary was constrained by grow- 
ing age to resign his office. The eminent wisdom and devo- 
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tion he brought to it for over twenty-two years were attested 
by the deep feeling and grateful words of the Wisconsin 
General Convention at its annual meeting. His memory 
will be cherished. The Directors of the Wisconsin Home 
Missionary Society. then organized, soon after nominated 
Rev. H. A. Miner, pastor at Columbus, in that State,— 
having the confidence of all the churches and believed to be 
fitted for the work—to fill the vacancy. This nomination 
was cordially entertained by the Executive Committee, and 
the appointment was made experimentally for the vear. 
We are able to report its acceptance and that Mr. Miner 
will soon enter upon his duties. 

Of the 107 Congregational churches in the Northern 
District, not more than thirty-seven are self-supporting, 
and some of these are so only as united with others. Of 
the rest, sixty-two, with thirty-four out-stations, were sup- 
plied by the forty-four missionaries there. Two churches 
were organized ; two assumed self-support; four built 
houses of worship, and two paid off heavy debts. One 
minister was installed and two were ordained. ‘‘ With 
three exceptions the self-supporting churches gave some- 
thing to Home Missions—the aided churches gave nobly.” 
Some have adopted the plan of systematic giving, to their 
advantage. ‘‘ More is to be done for Home Missions,”’ says 
. Mr. Doe, ‘in 1873 than ever before.’? The year was not 
specially marked by revivals, but there were some of great 
power; and many churches were refreshed. _ More than 
500 members were added on profession. There is. a work- 
ing spirit in most of our churches and abundant opportu- 
nity for it. Our great need is, more devoted ministers who 
will talk less about salary and do more to win souls. But 
we have many noble ones who reach almost the outer limit 
of achievement and devotion. We have also a great num- 
ber of large-hearted, self-denying members. The work will 
prosper. God will not forsake his own cause. We are as 
yet, however, emphatically a Home Missionary State. Rail- 
roads are pushing out every way, and so the work 
enlarges. We must be abreast of the demand. Our 
churches will not be content with an ox-team when the 
world moves with the swiftness of steam.’? With deep in- 
terest and great hope this Society looks to Wisconsin for a 
true fulfillment of these proniises. 


IOWA. 


Rey. EpHRtAM ALAMs, Waterloo, Superintendent for Northern Iowa; Rev 
JoserpH W. Picknrr, Des Moines, Superintendent for Southern Iowa, 


Distributed over the broad area of Iowa, one hundred 
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missionaries ministered, the past year, to one hundred and 

seventy-five churches and stations. There were contributed 

to this Society $3,573.26—a gain of $295 in one year. Thir- 

teen churches were organized : four became self-supporting ; 

three completed houses of worship, and five began building. 

_Many report revivals. Four men were ordained and three 
installed. 

The Northern District has seventy-seven Congregational 
ministers—of whom thirty are supplying churches once 
aided by this Society, but now independent. Of the others 
twenty-eight were chiefly occupied at one station each, and 
the rest had from two to five stations. In this field are 
eighty missionary churches, of which six are German sup- 
plied by five ministers preaching in German. 

In the Southern District, of thirty-nine missionaries, 
three preached to German and two to Welsh churches; 
twenty-three labored chiefly at single points, eleven at two, 
four at three, and one at four. Thus sixty-one churches 
were statedly supplied, and other congregations had occa- 
sional services. There seems to be in both Districts an 
increased interest in Home Missions and greater readiness 
to make sacrifices. The State Society, organized last June, 
is at work invigorating local committees and the system of 
‘¢fellowship meetings.’ In consequence the churches are 
disposed to do more for self support, or to share the 
services of one missionary among two or more of them, 
relieving this Treasury. The past year has been one of 
spiritual blessing. Mr. Pickett writes, ‘‘The cry from my 
western frontier for help in revival work was so importunate 
that I left all else and spent the whole winter among the 
feeble churches.’’ , Mr. Adams says, ‘‘I think I have never 
known such a revival interest among our churches. ‘Fel- 
lowship meeting’ is coming to be a synonym for a time of 
quickening. From every direction reports come of meet- 
ings held and refreshings enjoyed. It is not yet time to 
count conversions—as well say, perhaps, ‘the churches are 
being edified.’ Our missionaries, as a class, are workers in 
Zion ; faithful Christian men ; able men too, many of them, 
and stroug for God. The churches—thanks to my _pre- 
decessor’s sagacity—are most of them well located. Their 
congregations are the Puritan element in this glorious 
State, and are felt in our schoolsand seminaries of learning, in 
our political as well as religious affairs. Iowa would not 
be the State she is to-day, but for what the American 
Home Missionary Society has done in her through these 
churches.”’ 

Both Superintendents plead for men and money. 
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‘‘Here are twenty places I could occupy at once and then 
go on with the demand increasing. When shali we hear 
the cheering word ‘Forward’ ?’?—asks Mr. Adams. ‘‘ More 
and more am I oppressed by this need of missionaries, de- 
voted and able young men who will say to the large Eastern 
inducements, ‘No! I am consecrated’ !—answers back Mr. 
Pickett. ‘‘More men and more money!’? Who of our 
young men will say ‘Here, Lord, am I, send me’? And 
who will answer to that, ‘Here, Lord, are the means with 
which to send, and furnish, and sustain him’ ? 

It is impossible to refuse sympathy with the words in 
which Mr. Pickett concludes his annual report: ‘‘As in 
loneliness and weariness I roam these rolling prairies, I 
foresee some of the wonderful beauty and glory that twenty 
years will unfold. Christian homes, with waving grain, 
teeming orchards, and groves from which rise church spires, 
will then cover these now vast, untrodden solitudes. In 
imagination I hear the tramp of the coming millions who 
are to find homes here in the near future, and my footsteps 
are quickened and my ardor is kindled as I listen to the 
command— ‘Prepare ye the way of the Lord; make 
straight in the desert a highway for our God’ !”’ 


MINNESOTA. 


Rev. RicHARD HALL, St. Paul, Superintendent. 


Through forty-eight missionaries the Society has min- 
istered in Minnesota to seventy-four churches and congre- 
gations. Its receipts were $1,344.26, a gain of $160.26 in the 
year. 

Out of eighty Congregational churches in this State, 
sixty are still aided ; forty-seven have good houses of wor- 
ship—tive of them built this year; eight were organized ; 
three became self-supporting ; eleven have settled pastors ; 
eleven are wholly unsupplied ;: two report revivals. 

One year ago, Rev. H. N. Gates had just been sent to 
explore along the Northern Pacific Railway. Success has 
fully crowned expectation. His welcome was cordial, and 
the field worthy of his energy. Thanks are due to the rail- 
road authorities for their generous spirit and deeds. Or- 
ganized and well-appointed churches at all best points on 
the line are the rich fruit of this pleasing co-operation. 

On the railways penetrating the great south-western 
counties, Rev. E. H. Aiden, under a like commission, and 
aided by men of the same stamp in similar position, is 
doing work of the same kind with cheering results. Min- 
nesota added 356 miles to her railroads last year. Towns 
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spring into being all along these lines and create new de- 
nands for missionary aid. More than half the 530,000 
eople of this great State, climbing so rapidly to power, 
ire of foreign parentage and largely of foreign tongue. It 
yelongs to us—children of the soil, and having the word of 
Jesus—to pervade all this population with a vital religion. 
Neither nationality nor language, active infidelity nor dead 
ormalism should long prevent us. Each new year the 
American church is confronted more solemnly by this ques- 
ion of the foreign element. It cannot be ignored or over- 
ooked. If we have not the men for the work, God can 
reate or convert them. Meantime we are certainly to 
strengthen the brethren, the little churches diffused like 
eaven through the mass, and so prepare the way. Minne- 
ota, too, organized its Home Missionary Society. The 
ime for fruit is not yet. The winter's extreme severity 
yrevented meetings designed to follow the week of prayer, 
argely diminished attendance on Sabbath services, and 
nade revival efforts almost impossible. But the churches 
ind brethren are not discouraged. The husbandman hath 
ong patience; then cometh harvest. 

Rev. Mr. Hall, Superintendent for sixteen years, has 
elt compelled to tender his resignation. In accepting it 
he Committee bore cordial testimony to its own obli- 
rations for the fidelity and wisdom of his counsel, and to 
ts deep sense of the great value of his work to the State 
vhere he has labored so long and devotedly to raise up the 
‘foundation of many generations.”’ 


KANSAS. 


Rey. SYLVESTER D. STORRS, Quindaro, Superintendent. 


In Kansas sixty-seven missionaries the past year served 
ot less than one hundred and fifty preaching stations. 

There were received to this Treasury $1,254.37; a gain 
yf $429 in the year. Twenty churches were organized— 
naking 104 Congregational churches in the State, ten of 
vhich are self-supporting and several others nearly so ; 
wo completed and eight more began houses of worship, 
ome of which are nearly ready for use. One man was 
icensed, four ordained, and one installed. Seventy-two 
ninisters gave their whole time to preaching, and five others 
ender occasional service. ‘‘ Twelve came to the State last 
fear as missionaries, and eight more, not before actively 
ngaged, or working in other denominations, joined our 
anks.’’ Three, previously in commission, left the State 
nd two died ; making a net gain of fifteen ministers.”’

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The year has been ‘‘marked by great and precious re- 
vivals. _ Never before has the Holy Spirit visited our 
churches in such power. At least twenty have enjoyed a 
season in which souls were converted, and as many more 
were greatly quickened in the divine life. God has greatly 
blessed his people, giving them more faith, courage and 
zeal to labor in his service. To him be all the praise.”’ 

The Superintendent also says, ‘‘By November Ist, 
twelve new and rapidly growing counties had been partially 
explored—in seven a church was organized, and for six a 
resident missionary was secured. The area so occupied is 
larger than all Massachusetts ; and yet there is much land 
to be possessed. Thousands and tens of thousands are 
preparing to come to Kansas this season; are already 
coming. , Money has been extremely close, but the people 
have never shown a greater desire to give for the support of 
their ministers, the Suiidind of churches or general benev: 
olence. Nota few of these brethren and sisters have been 
most self-sacrificing that they might give.’’ 


NEBRASKA. 


Rev. ORVILLE W. MERRILL, Lincoln, Superintendent. 


In Nebraska thirty-five missionaries, through thirty 
counties, have preached to fifty-one churches and forty out- 
stations. Five occupied each a single station, eleven had 
two ; sixteen had three or four; three had a county each ; 
and several covered larger fields. The average ‘‘ Sabbath 
day’s journey ’’ of a Nebraska missionary is twelve miles; 
_his weekly range, fifty miles ; in some cases, one hundred 
and fifty. Twenty churches were organized ; two became 
self-supporting ; tive report revivals; several more than 
doubled their numbers, and three completed houses of wor- 
ship. Three missionaries left, and fifteen entered the State. 
Without commission or salary one from the extreme front 
sends back word of a church made ready with twent 
members. Two brethren were ordained, another installed. 
Exclusive of money raised for Sunday schools and in- 
cidentals of worship, these little churches averaged about 
fourteen dollars a member for Christian work. Contriby- 
tions to this Treasury were $316.78, against $319.86° last 
year ; a slight decrease. . 

Compared with 1872, the report shows fifty-five churches 
against thirty five; thirty-seven missionaries, against twenty- 
five ; thirty counties supplied with at least one church 
against nineteen. ‘‘ Thus we stand,’ says the Superintend- 
ent, ‘‘at this opening of the year—fifty churches are just 
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beginning life, requiring missionary aid ; and thirty-seven 
men prayerfully toiling for the cause they represent—a 
feeble band to turn this incoming empire into Christian 
channels. The feeling is growing on us, out of our very 
impotence, that our only hope is in the ‘Lo, I am with 
you!’ Careful authorities put our sure increase this year, 
by immigration alone, at 160,000. With 65,000 last year 
we were compelled, doing the least we could, to organize 
twenty churches. How many for 150,000% Even now a 
half-dozen fields lie morally wasting; we cannot care for 
them. Add the eight vacant churches, and these 150,000 
immigrants, and you see something of the magnitude of 
your work in this State alone. 

**Does any one expect to carry through one of the great- 
est and grandest works ever, in all the.centuries, laid on the 
church, without cost and sacrifice? It is as though the 
culminating hour of the work of redemption had come, 
and God were throwing the nations together on these 
fertile plains for it! Oh, to see this tide setting in upon you, 
and to fear that the church only feels that it does not feel, 
and cannot bring prayer and consecration to meet the hour ! 
Of machinery we have what we need. The Home Mis- 
sionary Society—aunfettered, and free to adapt itself to 
every phase of the enlarging work,—-planting churches and 
sending ministers; the Congregational Union, aiding 
churches to houses of worship; the Congregational Pub- 
lishing Society providing for our Sunday schools; the 
Dorcas Societies saying to our missionaries, in most prac- 
tical ways and in voices sweet with prayer and sympathy, 
‘‘Be ye warmed and clothed,’’—these, together, make a 
system where nothing seems wanting but an enduing of the 
whole—societies, churches, missionaries,—with the power 
from on high. Oh! for prayer and money and men.” 


THE TERRITORIES. 


At the opening of the year the Committee made prepara- 
tions to extend the work of the Society in the remote and 
sparsely settled portions of the country. For this purpose 
the Field Superintendent visited Dakota, Colorado and Wy- 
oming, to make explorations and prepare the way for the 
re-enforcements that were to be sent to those Territories. 
But the condition of the Treasury soon became such that 
these plans could not be carried into full effect. In some 
of the Territories, however, considerable progress has been 


made. 
Two additional laborers have been sent to Dakota, and 
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several of the most important positions in that Territory 
have been occupied. One church has been organized, and 
the way has been prepared for the organization of several 
others during the present year. The church in Yankton, 
the capital of the Territory, has passed from the list of the 
Society’s beneficiaries, and is enrolled as the first self-sup- 
porting church in Dakota. This region presents strong 
attractions to the immigrant, and the population is increas- 
ing with great rapidity. Urgent appeals have been made 
by the missionaries there, for helpers in their work, and 
the Committee hope to send them forth at an early day. 
The work of the Society in Colorado, owing to causes 
frequently referred to in former Reports, has made but 
little progress for several years. But, since the last anni- 
versary, three missionaries have been sent into that Terri- 
tory, who commenced their labors in the autumn. One of 
them is attempting to revive the churches at Georgetown 
and Empire, which were gathered by the labors of a mis- 
sionary of this Society who died at his post in 1866. The 
other two have occupied Greeley, Longmont, and several 
minor stations on the plain, near the base of the moun- 
tains, where colonies from the East have settled. The 
church at Denver, which was gathered by this Society in 
1864, has passed through many vicissitudes ; but, having 
shared in the revival which visited that city during the last 
winter, it will probably be able to dispense with further aid. 
In April, 1872, the Society’s Superintendent for Cal- 
ifornia visited Salt Lake City, for the the purpose of reviv- 
ing, if possible, the mission which was established there in 
1865, but was broken up, in the following year, by an out- 
break of Mormon fanaticism. The same missionary by 
whom the church was organized has been recommissioned 
to labor in this field. Itis hoped that the scattered frag- 
ments of the church may be gathered, and the structure 
rebuilt. But the result of the undertaking is yet uncertain. 


CALIFORNIA, 


Rey. James H. WARREN, San Francisco, Superintendent. Dr. J. W. CLARK 
Financial Agent. ; ; 

The Society has employed in California, during the year 
thirty-five missionaries, who have ministered “to thirty- 
three churches and to eight congregations where churches 
do not exist. Five churches have been organized, with an 
ageregate membership of forty-three, and six have become 
self-supporting. One missionary has been installed, three 
ordained, and one licensed to preach as a candidate for the 
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ministry. Two church edifices have been completed and 
dedicated, and another was ready to be dedicated at the 
close of the year. Revivals of religion are reported from 
four or five fields. The aided churches have raised for 
their current expenses $20,763, for church debts $2,003, for 
church building $4,797, for charitable purposes $720, mak- 
ing a total of $28,486. The value of the property held by 
these congregations amounts to about $90,000. Each of the 
churches which have become self-sustaining during the 
year has a commodious house of worship, and two are in pos- 
session of pléasant parsonages. The contributions from 
the State to the Treasury of the Society amount to 
$1,902.30, in coin, exceeding those of the previous year by 
$498.30. ; 

The Superintendent speaks of the growing interest of 
the churches in the work which this Society is performing 
in that State. He says: ‘‘The General Association, at its 
session in October, discussed the ‘New Departure’ pro- 
posed at Oberlin, and in particular the question—How can 
the churches be brought into warmer sympathy and co- 
operation with the Society? A Constitution for a State 
Home Missionary Society was considered ; but, after com- 
paring the prospective work of such an organization with 
the simple methods already in hand, it was thought best to 
postpone the scheme for one year, and to work, meanwhile, 
substantially as before. 

The report concludes as follows: ‘‘ We rejoice over the 
work done, and well done by our missionaries; but we 
dare not stop to look at it for congratulation or enjoyment. 
We are pushed forward. There is a movement, all along 
the front, and our looking must be ahead. Others may 
write histories at their leisure ; we are in the evolutions and 
drifts that make them. AsIwrite this report, there are 
-before me seven letters from various sections of this field, 
demanding the personal visitation of the Superintendent, 
preparatory to the establishing of churches and the send- 
ing of missionaries. Some of them are from places where 
there is total destitution, and where good churches could 
be built up and maintained. But, by the side of these 
letters is a circular from the Bible House to the Super- 
intendents, calling them from the front, because the 
churches are not making up the Oberlin quota for the war. 
Had it not been for the margin made by the swinging off 
of six churches, this circular would have seriously dis 
tressed us. But when this margin is filled up, what then? 
The prosperity of the last year, the full prospects of the 
present year, with the coming in of more railroads, more 
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immigration, more general confidence of capital and invest- 
ment, admonish us that now is not the time to sound a 
retreat. We say nothing about the sharp rivalry of de- 
nominationalism. Weare not in that business. We care 
not for its stimulus. It is all we can do to lay foundations 
where they are needed and where they will abide. There is 
room enough; and all the hosts may do their work. 
Retreat! Better, a thousand times, for the churches to 
speak the Master's own inspiring words, ‘‘Go up and 
possess the land !”’

OREGON. 


In the last Report the Committee alluded to their plans 
for the enlargement of their work in Oregon. They regret 
that they are unable now to report the progress which they 
then anticipated. No additional laborers have been sent 
into the field, and two of those whose names appeared in 
the last Report have left the State. Another, who had 
just entered upon missionary labor, at several points on the 
Oregon and California Railroad, did not find sufficient en- 
couragement to continue his labors, and was obliged to 
abandon the field and the missionary work. The Commit- | 
tee have, however, secured the services of two ministers 
who have long resided in Oregon. Rev. ELKANAH WALKER, 
who was formerly a missionary of the A. B. C. F. M., 
among the Indians, has taken charge of the church in For- 
est Grove. This church has, for many years, received only 
such pastoral care as could be bestowed by the professors 
in the Pacific University. Having now the entire services 
of a minister, it is expected to advance steadily to self- 
support. Rev. Dr. ArKinson, having resigned the pas- 
toral charge of the church in Portland, has been commis- 
sioned to perform a general missionary work in the State 
for one year. He will visit those communities where he 
believes that Congregational churches may be gathered and 
the way prepared for the introduction of additional laborers, 

But the same causes which have been adverted to in 
former Reports, as retarding the work of the Society in Ore- 
gon, continue to exist. The growth of the missionary 
churches is slow ; and repeated efforts to occupy new fields 
have proved. unsuccessful. In a few cases foundations that 
had been laid, with much labor and sacrifice, have been 
destroyed, and the laborers, after contending for years with 
the peculiar difficulties incident to this field, have yielded 
to discouragement and sought other spheres of service 
Those who remain are worthy of double honor for their 
faith and patience and heroism. The Committee are using 
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their best endeavors to strengthen the things that remain, 
and will advance to the occupancy of other posts whenever 
Providence shall prepare the way. 


CONCLUSION. 


_We cannot close this review of another year without 
bringing home to our hearts, and to all that love this So- 
ciety, the solemn, delightful assurance that the same Divine 
blessing which has been its honor and glory, and which 
has made it from the first an instrument for the salvation 
of tens of thousands, is resting upon it still. Again we 
record with fervent gratitude what God hath wrought by 
its hand in establishing and enlarging the church and 
kingdom of Jesus Christ, our Lord. By his gracious 
Spirit and favoring providence, he has vindicated its meth- 
ods and its work at the bar of history, and to the judgment 
of men. His word, at its mouth, has not returned to him 
- void, but has prospered in the thing whereto he sent it. 
Going forth at the opening of the year, bearing precious 
seed, it comes again at the close bringing its sheaves with 
it. It has planted and watered, and God has given increase. 
The churches were multiplied, and daily were added unto 
them of such as should be saved. 

In common with all similar evangelizing agencies it has 
felt the financial pressure on the country, but its receipts 
from living contributors have still exceeded those of any 
former year, save one ; and have been so administered that 
among its large number of missionaries—now almost a 
thousand—it is believed that while many have consented to 
sacrifices, there has been no instance of necessary distress, 
though the season was one of extreme severity. We have 
occasion to thank God that the stronger churches—the 
brethren and sisters in those churches, in their different 
ways—have never yet failed this Society in its hours of 

reatest need. And they never will. The cause of Home 
Rieesions lies too near their hearts, is taken too often, too 
solemnly, and too tenderly into the social meeting and_the 
closet of secret prayer, has been made holy and beloved by 
too many sweet sacrifices of children, and often of the 
‘‘whole living,’ and is too deeply identified with that 
blessed Redeemer whom they love, ever to be forgotten or 
left to languish. at. 

The past year has witnessed the embodiment of a newly 
aroused missionary zeal throughout the great Interior and 
Western States in Societies which are now co-operative, 
and are to be auxiliary to this by which most of their 
churches were planted or aided through years of weakness. 


el 
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It is a grateful privilege to welcome so many growing chil- 
dren to the family board ; or, rather, to see sO many stal- 
wart sons entering this harvest field. The expanding 
greatness of the work, multiplying with a startling rapidity 
far beyond any power yet put into our hands, endears 
every agency coming to our help. This Parent Society | 
then, gathering up these strong helpers and looking with 
appealing faith to the Lord of the harvest, begins another 
year. May the blessing of Almighty God be upon it as 
never before: upon its missionaries ; its churches ; its out- 
stations and the few sheep in the wilderness; the thou- 
sands and tens of thousands gathered into its Sunday 
schools ; the tens and hundreds of thousands to whom it 
will bring the gospel of the mercy of God ;—upon its ad- 
ministration, and the faithful friends who have long minis- 
tered to it of their substance and given their sons and 
daughters to its work ! 

Oh, that we knew the true magnitude and infinite need | 
of that work! What Dr. Chalmers urged, with all the 
eloquence and power of Christian sagacity, for Scotland, 
we would plead with far greater earnestness and truth as to 
America. If there—in the very midst of a refined and 
thoroughly appointed state of society, an enveloping at- 
mosphere of evangelical sentiment and a multitude of an- 
cestral arrangements soliciting popular attention to spirit. 
ual things—it was still not safe to rely on the ordinary 
commercial “laws of demand aud supply,”’ but the relig- 
ious community must band together and use effort and 
make sacrifice to bring the gospel of Christ home to the 
masses, and overtake them with its healing and saving 

ower, —carrying it to the people who would not come to 
it, through every street and alley of her crowded cities, 
through every glen of her wild. mountains, and every val- 
ley of her salt friths—that so at last little Scotland might 
be presented an offering clean and white unto Christ; 
how much more clear and convincing must it be to every 
thoughtful Christian or patriot here—especially in our ris- 
ing States, where a very melange of nations is flung to- 
gether without unity or sympathy, without acquaintance 
or mutual interest, compelled to seek first what they 
shall eat, crowded with thoughts of material things to an 
almost absolute exclusion of what is spiritual and invisi- 
ble and eternal in the heavens, —it will not do to rely on 
the ordinary commercial ‘‘laws of need and supply ;’’ and 
that if this mighty population is ever to be overtaken with 
the gospel, and America—this home of transcendent forces 
—presented unto Christ clean and white, there must be a 
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banding together of those that know him, and _ sacrifices 
such as the world bas never seen! May his Spirit endue 
his church with power for it! Then ‘‘As THE EARTH 
BRINGETH FORTH HER BUD, AND AS THE GARDEN CAUSETH 
THE THINGS THAT ARE SOWN IN IT TO SPRING FORTH 3; 80 
THE LORD GOD WILL CAUSE RIGHTEOUSNESS AND PRAISE TO 
SPRING FORTH BEFORE ALL THE NATIONS.”’

State and other large Auxiliaries, 


Most of the State Missionary Societies were in existence before the form- 
ation of the National Society, and some of them were among the earliest 
organized efforts in our country for sending the gospel to the destitute. 
They have voluntarily connected themselves as Auxiliaries with the Ameri- 
can Home Missionary Society, from a conviction that greater unity of plan 
and efficiency in action would thereby be promoted. 

The terms by which such Auxiliaries—acting on the principles of the 
Parent Society, undertaking the supply of the destitute within their own 
bounds, and paying over their surplus funds to the Parent Institution—are 
connected with the Parent Society, are such as to secure the following ob- 
jects, viz: 

First—The Auxiliary is not superseded or overshadowed by the National 
Institution, but on the contrary, is invigorated and sustained by connection 
with it. 

This is secured by the provision that the Auxiliary is the sole agency for 
this cause that operates on its field. It controls all appointments in the 
State to which it belongs. From it alone,so far as its means will allow, the 
feeble churches receive assistance. Thus a direct relation and strong 
attachment are cherished toward it, in the hearts of the ministers and 
churches. 

Again—W hile the local operations of the Auxiliary are thus encouraged 
and sustained, its connection with the Parent Society is such as to awaken 
an interest in the destitute beyond its own limits, and afford facilities for 
reaching them. It is not only a Society for local purposes, but it also is a 
branch of the National Society, and, as such, has the control of all agencies 
for the collection of funds within its own field, and can direct the manner 
in which its surplus resources shall be expended beyond its own limits. 
Thus, the State and other large Auxiliaries are not merely organizations to 
help the Parent Society; they are integral parts of it, bound together in one 
whole by a common interest in and free access, through the Parent Society, 
to the great field to be occupied, and governed by the same general prin- 
ciples and rules in carrying on the work. , 

Those State Missionary Societies which have not yet assumed an Auxil- 
iary relation to the National Society, co-operate with it on the same prin- 
ciples which apply to ecclesiastical bodies, acting through Committees of 
Missions. 

Committees of Misssions, etc. 

The American Home Missionary Society has ever regarded the ecclesias- 
tical bodies as the appropriate judges of the standing of their own minis- 
ters, and of the wants of the church sin their connection. Accordingly, the 
commission issued to each missionary requires that his commission be accept- 
able to the ministerial body of his denomination, within whose bounds he is 
appointed to labor. The various ecclesiastical bodies in those States 
where Missionary Societies do not exist, are invited to appoint each a Com- 
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mittee of Missions from its own members, to receive applications from its 
churches, and suggest to the Society the action proper in each case. Such 
a Committee constitutes the official source to which reference can be had 
for information and advice, in all matters pertaining to missions in the 
connection to which it belongs. This mode of co-operation has been pre- 
ferred by numerous ecclesiastical bodies, from the first formation of the 
Society. It guarantees to the churches, that their respective claims shall 
be fairly considered, with all the advantage of having the indorsement of 
the body to which they belong. The advice of such a Committee, acting 
in the name and by the direction of the ecclesiastical body to which they 
belong, is regarded as the highest authority in matters pertaining to the 
standing’ of ministers and churches in their connection, and has the same 
influence with the Society as would that of a Board of Agency appointed 
by itself. 

itiare is one limitation to this influence, however, which ought to be 
stated. Should any ecclesiastical body so far swerve from the principles 
of truth and gospel order, as not to retain the fellowship and confidence of 
the great body of the churches co-operating in the Society, that fact 
would cause its recommendations not to be respected, as a basis of action, 
by the Executive Committee. 

As cages may occur in which feeble churches may not be aware of the 
existence of any Committee of Missions or State Missionary Society, 
through which to apply for aid, a general provision is made, that an ap- 
plication may be vouched for by any two ministers, of known and _ ap- 
proved standing, of their own denomination, who can certify to the facts 
of the case. Ifthe information thus given is not sufficient, other facts are 
sought by the Executive Committee, with as little delay as practicable, 
from the most authentic sources from which they can be obtained. 

Such, briefly, are the relations of the American Home Missionary Society 
to the various organs through which the community seeks to act out its 
missionary feeling. It will be seen that this plan secures the united action, 
in the missionary work, of those whose views of doctrine and church order 
admit of co-operation, and whose interests in the great field are essentially 
the same. This combination insures a homogeneous policy as to the man- 
ner and amount of appropriations, and the qualifications of missionaries; it 
has discouraged sectional feelings, and diffused throughout each part an in- 
terest in all the rest; and thus has formed ties between the West and East, 
along which has passed from the latter to the former a silent and invisible 
current of moral influences more valuable, if possible, than all pecuniary 
grants, At the same time the connection of the Parent Society with the 
various associations that act with it is such as to secure to them entire free- 
dom in the missionary work, in their respective spheres, and an influence 
beyond them, in cultivating the waste places of our common country. 


Superintendents, 


Besides preaching to the destitute and taking up contributions for Home 
Missions, the Superintendents of the American Home Missionary Society ex- 
ercise a general supervision of the operations of the Society within their 
respective fields. By correspondence and personal visitation they ascertain 
the wants of the destitute; assist them to obtain the preaching of the gos- 
pel; and instruct and encourage them to develop their own means for its 
support. They receive applications for aid, and make such preliminary 
examination as may be necessary before submitting them for the action of 
the Executive Committee; and in other ways labor to insure a judicious 
and economical application of the Society's funds. The Society has in 
its employ no merely collecting Agents, nor any whose services are not re- 
quired for other purposes in the region where they labor. 
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Applications for Aid, 


Congregations needing and desiring aid in supporting the gospel, will 
find it to their advantage to make application at the earliest possible day, 
after engaging their minister. They are requested, in their applications, 
to make FULL STATEMENTS OF THEIR CONDITION AND PROSPECTS, AND OF 
THE REASONS FOR GRANTING THEIR REQUEST. They are desired, also, to 
furnish the following particulars, viz. : 

Population of the place. 

Names of the church or churches, and preaching stations. 

Number of communicants. 

Average number of attendants on public worship. . 

Denomination and size of contiguous congregations. 

Names and distances of the nearest Congregational churches. 

Minister's full name and post-office address : Town, County, State. 

Whether he resides on his field of labor. 

Whether he has any other calling than that of the ministry. 

Whether he is now, or is expected to become the pastor of the church. 

His credentials. 

The number of persons composing his family. 

Total amount of salary proposed. 

Amount pledged by the people, and how secured. 

Whether the minister has, also, the use of a parsonage. 

Whether aid is expected from any other source. 

The least amount that will suffice from the A. H. M. S. 

The amount received from the A. H. M. 8. last year. 

Whether a less amount will probably be needed next year. 

Amount contributed to the A. H. M. 8. last year. 

Date of the desired commission. 

The application should be signed by the officers of the church, and by 
the trustees or a committee of the congregation. 

If the ecclesiastical body with which the church is connected has a 
‘“‘Committee of Missions” to act in its behalf, the members of this Com- 
mittee are the proper persons to certify the statements of the applicants, 
the standing of the minister, and the prospects of usefulness in the place 
where his services are desired; and the application should be sent to them 
for their indorsement and recommendation. If no such ‘‘ Committee of 
Missions ” exists, the application should be indorsed by two or more neigh- 
boring clergymen, acquainted with the facts. If no church or congrega- 
tion is yet yathered, applicants will take the course here indicated, as far 
as practicable. : ; 

Applications, after being properly indorsed and recommended, should be 
sent to the Superintendent (or Secretary of the Auxiliary) for the region 
where the applicants reside. 

Asa general rule, appropriations are for twelve months from the date of 
the application ; at the end of which, if further aid be needed, a new ap- 
plication must be made, containing all the particulars above stated, and 
indorsed and recommended in like manner. ach congregation applying 
Sor renewed aid should furnish, also, the certificate of the missionary, that i 
has fuljilled its previous pledges for his support. j ;

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SERMON 


At the Forty-Seventh Anniversary. 
By Rev. Theodore D. Woolsey, D.D., LL. D., of New Haven, Ct. 


YEA, WOE IS UNTO ME, IF I PREACH NOT THE GosPEL !—1 Corinthians, ix. 16, last clause. 


YEA, 80 HAVE I STRIVED TO PREACH THE GOSPEL, NOT WHERE CHRIST WAS NAMED, LEST I 
SHOULD BUILD ON ANOTHER MAN’S FOUNDATION.—fomans, xv. 20. 


In the first of these verses the apostle says, that the trust of preaching 
the gospel had been put into his hands, so that a woe would rest on him 
if he should prove faithless. In the other verse he tells us what rule he 
observed, in selecting the fields for his missionary work. His plan was 
not to go to cities where others had already spread the good news of God, 
and gathered converts together in Christian communities, but to places 
which had lain outside of and beyond the gospel’s march, This rule he 
speaks of in the words ‘‘ yea, so have I striven to preach,” which in a more 
exact sense denote that he considered it a point of honor to preach not 
where Christ was acknowledged by men as their Savior, but where, hith- 
erto, the news of him had not reached. He did not want to interfere in 
the labors of another, even though his apostolical office might give him 
such authority ; his delicate perception of what was due towards others 
made him shrink from such intrusion; and his zeal spurred him on still 
westward, so as to bring Christ near to new hearers in all the lands of the 
vast Roman empire. 

It seems to me that these verses contain subject of thought proper for 
the management of Christian missions in our country. Especially ought 
the churches represented in this Society to feel that a woe will rest upon 
them, if they abate at all in their purpose or zeal to send the gospel to 
destitute places beyond their own borders. And in doing so, it becomes 
them and their agents to inquire where there is most destitution,—not to 
build on foundations already laid down, but to build where Christ is not 
yet known; to follow the apostle alike in his feeling of responsibility, and 
his honorable determination not to intrude in any way into a field already 
occupied by other servants of Christ. 


I. And, jirst, a woe will rest upon us as a community of churches, if 
we preach not the gospel beyond our own borders. There are two great 
fields into which all the indications of duty call us—the foreign and the 
home field. I do not intend to include the first’ in what I have to say on 
the present occasion. Every consideration, which can be urged for preach- 
ing the gospel as a work of love to mankind and of fidelity to Christ 
points equally in both directions. Our churches were the first on this side 
of the water that awoke to the faith that the time was fully come, for the 
unchristianized world to hear, and for us to send, the gospel. The great 
Society which was the offspring of that faith is now, after more than 
sixty years, successfully doing its world-work and shows no signs of de- 
crepitude, but many of vigorous manhood. There can be no jar or jeal- 
ousy between the two great organizations sustained by our churches. 
Every new center of religious light planted by the Home Missionary. So- 
ciety, is to be a place of prayer and a source of supply for the heathen. 
If Congregationalists lose their faith that Christianity is the destined re- 
ligion of mankind, they must lose also their faith that the new parts of 
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this country can become parts of a strong Christian commonwealth. If 
we were to pour all our money into one treesury and send it to the feeble 
churches at home, letting the foreign missions wither and die, such a step 
would ere long cripple the resources of the Home Missioaary Society it- 
self. Whatever we say, therefore, of one part of this great subject will 
apply to the other. 

Now within the field which our own land offers we are called on asa 
community of churches to make the gospel known, and a woe will rest 
upon us, as a denomination, if we obey not the call. This will appear, 
Jirst: if we consider that such missions are necessary, and especially so in 
our circumstances, for the proper balance and unfolding of religious charac- 
ter. 

If Paul, when he had believed in Christ, had not been explic’‘ly called 
by the Spirit to preach to the Gentiles, if he had asked counsel only 
of the monitor within, with no express directions of his Lord, his path 
of duty, as we look on him, asa man anda convert, would seem to have 
been perfectly plain. Suppose he had tried to live in solitary contempla- 
tion for years, supporting his soul on the delicious joys and elevating 
thoughts of his new hope, how long could such a kind of religious life 
have given him satisfaction? Even if he could have avoided taking the 
question of duty into his mind, would not the instinctive feelings of his 
nature have taught him that a man, ushered as he was in a marvelous way 
into the knowledge of the gospel, was not bis own but Christ’s, and’ that 
this change, if nothing else, qualified him, with his talents and learning, to 
go to Jew and Gentile and tell them in whom he believed and why he be- 
lieved. If he had chosen any other course, it would have told upon his 
Christian life through inefficiency, through sceptical doubts, through a 
loss of personal comfort. So it is with every Christian. If the active 
principles do not go along at equal pace with the convictions of tue soul, 
there will result a one-sided, self-centered character, an incapacity to un- 
derstand the gospel in its compass and greatne:s, a stunted growth of the 
highest Christian qualification, a proportionate want of peace and joy. 
So it is also with a church, and a body of churches. It may be, indeed, 
that a country or an age is not in a condition to undertake large works of 
good in remote, untilled fields; it may be that political forms cripple the 
energies of a people, so that the man or the church has no consciousness 
of strength equal to. the needs of the kingdom of Christ in the world; 
although even then how many works of mercy and purifying influence 
might be done which would prepare for more favorable times and more 
difficult or distant labors! But our circumstances are far different from 
all this. Unbounded liberty of movement, ceaseless calls for help, a 
limitless spread of population, resources in the old States adequate to 
vastly more than has been undertaken by any body of Christians, all 
these and other loud voices at once summon us to a great, earnest work 
of good, and tell us that there will be woe to us if we preach not the 
gospel. It is said that weak churches-in the old States, churches grow- 
ing weaker, because the strong and the young go off into newer homes, 
demand our first care. So perhaps they do, and this is an important 
part of the work of this Society and of its Auxiliaries. If the burden of 
such churches is all our shoulders can carry, well and good. But let us 
remember that we in our individual churches must grow by the diffusive 
power of our life and activity. The concentrated power is not enough 
for ourselves or for the world. We may depend upon it that the Chris- 
tian spirit was never quenched by feeling the claims on us of those for 
whom Christ died. We must not, indeed, let our spirit evaporate in be- 
nevolent undertakings carried on by others, we must not feel that if 
we give a tithe of all we have to religious movements, we are doing all 
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we ought. That would be fatal. But on the other hand it would be 
fatal to our growth as persons, and as churches, if we contented ourselves 
with going on the way to heaven ourselves in all quiet, and putting forth 
no endeavors for that spread of Christ’s kingdom which is precious in 
his eyes. Keep up the proportion of the two sides of character and you 
ensure the steady, even growth in goodness of all churches which partake 
in the movement. ; 

But, again: the common interest of our churches in so noble a work 
as that of the Home Missionary Society, is a bond of fraternity between 
them. 

There is eminent need of such bonds among Congregationalists, be- 
cause our essence consists in the independence of the local church. But 
independence, with all its advantages, will be full of evils, if some spirit- 
ual union do not bring together those whose rights keep them apart. If 
we in all our churches adhere to the rigid notion of independency, we 
have a denomination of separate atoms without points of contact, isolated 
and devoid of mutual sympathy. If the spirit of brotherhood moves 
among those atoms so far that we seek and respect each other’s advice, 
that is well, it is Christian; but how occasional, how exceptional, such 
times of mutual helpfulness are, I need not point out. If we go yet 
further and set up Conferences of churches, in which the lay element takes 
its appropriate part, that is a step farther towards good, and iv augurs 
well -for the future that of late this truly religious and fraternal inter- 
course is encouraged and has spread. We may go farther still, and gather 
ministers and delegates in imposing triennial Councils, bringing East and 
West together, and showing to the other bodies of Christians that we 
have some instinct or tendency towards organization. But what can such 
bodies do? If they make creeds or canons, no one is bound by them; to 
obey them as coming from a church authority, would be to renounce the 
principles of Congregationalism; to issue them under the sanction of 
the opinions of the wisest men of the denomination, would be to give ad- 
vice on which religious newspapers and reviews would sit in judgment, 
and by which no single church would be bound. They might, in fact, 
cause division of feeling and judgment between those who dread author- 
ity and those who want more union. 

But there is a more excellent bond between the churches, which indeed 
requires a high state of religion that its uniting power may have its per- 
fect work, but which, in all the changing conditions of practical religion, 
cannot but be fraught with good. That bond and sense of brotherhood 
arises, when the churches keep in view together one great province or de- 
partment of the kingdom of God; when their hearts beat and their pray- 
ers arise together for its success; when their gifts flow together in one 
common channel; and reports from the sons whom they send forth come 
back to gladden and encourage them all!-—then it is that they are con- 
scious that they are one body. Such joint spiritual movement for a spe- 
cific object helps them to throw off their sense of isolation and to recog- 
nize the community of churches so co-operating, as a great fraternity who 
are bound by a common tie of hopes, aim and efforts, all centering on one 
great work approved by the common Savior. No single member of a com- 
munity of churches ever stood alone, trusting in the spirit within, as sufli- 
cient for the complete unfolding of character, without suffering loss. It 
became conceited, or one-sided, or stagnant. But in such association, he 
who yives receives back more. The ‘intelligence, the feeling of strength, 
the activity of benevolence, the discipline of judgment, the sense of unity, 
are so many rewards, which bear the fruit of religious prosperity for 
the future, That body of Christians which in the pure spirit of the gos- 
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pel blesses them that are without is blessed within; it loses nothing, it 
gains everything. ; 

Tadd here that, if the churches of our order should grow cold in the 
work of Home Missions, or abridge their efforts, their past history would 
rebuke them; they would abjure their old character. Ours is an honorable 
record, at least if measured by the efforts and zeal of other branches of 
the Christian body. I will not go back to the times when the “ apostle to 
the Indians,” only twenty-five years after the first settlement of New Eng- | 
land, showed the Christian love of the colonists at the era of their pov- 
erty and their precarious existence, nor will I stop to speak of other mis- 
sions of an early day. For Western Home Missions, in their proper sense, 
there was no opportunity until the latter part of the last century. It is a 
thing to think of with joy that, in 1774, the General Association of Con- 
necticut took measures for sending missionaries ‘‘ to the back settlements 
in the wilderness to the north-westward.” I use their words which point 
towards western Vermont and part of northern New York. Then came 
the Revolutionary war, with its burdens and its drains of men for the 
service, and its fears of hostile Indians; but in 1788 the subject was re- 
sumed; and in 1789 steps were taken to organize the General Association 
into a missionary society, whose objects were ‘‘to christianize the heathen 
in North America, and to support and promote Christian knowledge in 
the United States.” For the Indians at the West little was done, but the 
work among the emigrants was great and timely. The gospel was 
preached to them at a time when the existence of religion among their set- 
tlements was at stake; and the laborers sent out into this vineyard by the 
Connecticut Society “ were one of the leading instruments in the land for 
spreading and securing the sway of religion.” The mode of conducting 
the missions was singularly primitive—if I may so say, apostolical. There 
were two descriptions of missionaries—those who went forth to make the 
new regions their homes, and settled ministers of the State who gave 
themselves for four or six months to this vocation, receiving at one time. 
nine dollars a week, of which four were paid to their substitutes in their 
own parishes, and five were kept for themselves and their horses, as they 
traveled through the wilderness. For they were not stationary; they 
spread the good news of God from place to place; they encouraged the 
Christian people who had gone forth in their poverty from the Eastern 
homes; they gave a word of warning to men in their sins and passed on, 
that as many as possible might be reached by their preachings. The re- 
sources for this work were drawn from annual contributions made princi- 
pally on the first Sunday of May, and from the profits of the “ Evangeli- 
cal Magazine,’—sources which together yielded in the end a fund. of 
$44,000, which is still preserved and aids in the support of eight or ten 
missionaries in the Western States. 

I rejoice to be able to add that there was no spirit of the denomination 
in all this. The churches founded by these early missions were left under 
the sway of Presbyterianism by the ‘‘ plan of union,” and thus, in the 
event, that powerful body of Christians was spread, by the liberal unsec- 
tarian feelings of Congregationalists, among descendants of New Eng- 
landers and members of Congregational churches. — } 

At length this Society was organized, with wider aims and a larger 
constituency, uniting the two religious bodies of which I have just spoken. 
It adopted as its Auxiliaries the Home Missionary Societies in New Eng- 
land, and the union was long, peaceful and happy. It was honorable for 
both denominations that they could work together with so little jarring 
and jealousy; that they could cast their money into a common treasury, 
uncertain whether the government by the single churches or the govern- 
ment by sessions and presbyteries would be the result of the joint action. 
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At length a dark time came; theological fears and theological freedom 
could not act together; the plan of union was broken up; the great de- 
nomination itself, which had two forms of thought within its boundaries, 
suffering a disruption. The result was to intensify the denominational 
feeling; jealousies arose between the Congregationalists and the members 
of that Presbyterian body which still supported the American Home Mis- 
sionary Society; the latter preferred to carry on their work of evangeliza- 
tion by ecclesiastical boards; and thus this Society became a Congregation- 
alist organ, in regard to which, thenceforward, the question was not that 
of disbursing contributions, in an equitable division, among the mission- 
aries of two constituencies, but that of doing the more good, if possible, 
by dividing the work. And so, if there is anything of responsibility 
arising from the fact that this Society is left to our Congregational 
churches, like a piece of property in the partition of an estate, it has be- 
come exc'us vely their Society-—it is in an important sense their inherit- 
ance, If there is anything of stimulus in having a specific work, a field 
with definite boundaries, this is their field. If there is anything in an- 
cestral example to awaken interest and to act on the sense of Christian 
honor, we have a charge and a trust put into our hands for the benefit of 
those s me regions for which our predecessors worked and prayed, when 
they sent their sons to subdue the forest, but would not let them go with- 
out the gospel. ‘ 

And this remark leads us to say that a woe will rest on the churches 
represenied in this Society, if they do not provide for the wants of the emi- 
grats from their borders oho have sought new homes in the West. I do not 
mea that these should be our only care, but that every consideration of 
Christian wisdom and Christian feeling ought to bring these brethren ac- 
cording to the flesh before our minds, just as the apostle Paul preached 
first to the Jews in his journeyings, and then to the Gentiles. To leave a 
Curistian home as many of these emigrants do; to lose the social orderly 
influences of a Christian parish; to go where settlements are made and 
townships filled up, not on any principle of affinity, but as it may happen; 
to find one’s self in a place where there can be no church because there are 
so many <ects, and no harmony, because there is so much self-will; to be 
placed near broken-down Chrittian professors who once held their own in 
a poor way wuere religion was popular, and now under the shadow of 
temptation have lost all principle, perhaps all faith, and have learned to 
neglect institutions, to make light of religion, to despise their godly fore- 
fatheis—such fearful risks follow the adventurous children of the older 
States, as they go, they know not whither nor among whom. Young men as 
they leave college life are often told that now, with elmost entire independ- 
ence, they are going forth into untried scenes, in which their principles 
will be proved and assailed. But such new comers into society have for 
the most part principles of order; they live under the eye of a public 
opinion which they fear or from which they hope; they have a multitude 
of geod influences around them, And yet they o/ten yield to evil and de- 
stroy their cuaracters. How much more are they put into a crucible and 
tried as by fire, who with less experience and less security in themselves 
against corruption, meet corruption in its worst forms with few or no helps 
against it. And what will the next generation do, the little ones, who 
remember no house of prayer, no good lives of the old home, who are 
trained up in practical heathenism? Such’ is a feebly drawn picture of 
what often happens, of what would of course happen, if the benevolent 
guidance of Christian love took them not by the hand and led them where 
they would be safe,—or rather, went not before them, keeping dangers to 
the soul out of their way, and giving them a kind reception at their jour- 
ney’send. Is it not obvious then that the older parts of the land stand 
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towards the newer as parents towards children ? Will there not be a woe on 
the churches represented here, if they resemble the ostrich, ‘‘ which leay- 
eth her eggs in the earth,” “ and forgetteth that the foot may crush them, 
or that the wild beast may break them,” which ‘‘is hardened against her 
young ones as though they were not hers,” “because God hath deprived 
her of wisdom” ? 

As long as emigration shall continue from the Eastern Congregational 
churches, so long our field is marked out for us, as by a guide-post set up 
by the divine hand. We are guardians for our relatives and friends, until 
they are rich enough, and have power of combination enough, to provide 
for their own spiritual wants. Perhaps a time may come when what we 
call the West may have the energy, the ability, the religious strength to 
preside over and to give security for the laying of the foundations of 
Christian life in the great regions yet to be peopled. When that time 
shall come, our part will be a secondary one in this our work of evangeliz- 
ation, and we may turn our benevolent thought, our effort, our liberality, 
into other channels. But as yet we have a principal part to act. It 
would be as great a crime to stop the work of the churches in this direc- 
tion now, as it would have been to neglect or decline it at first. The 
fidelity of the past makes it easier and more hopeful now; the fidelity of 
the present and of the near future will facilitate it still more. At length 
those districts, into which the children of our churches have gone, will 
reach a full majority. May they have more will, as they may have better 
opportunity, to extend the work than their fathers had, or.the Societies 
had, which their fathers originated. 

But still another important consideration shows that a woe will rest on 
the churches represented here, if they are slack and heartless in this field 
of Home Missions. By so doing they will fail to apply the great remedy to 
the existing and impending evils of the country. Our political evils are to be 
mainly removed by leavening the land with the principles of uprightness 
taught by the gospel. The relations between the political morals of a 
country and its religious welfare are very intimate,—far more so than they 
have imagined who have been content to stand aloof from political life 
and to save themselves by faith in Christ. There is no possible separation 
between the great causes that shape the character and determine the des- 
tiny of any land; and above all ef a free country, where political duty 
knocks at every man’s door, and political immorality corrupts every party, 
yes, and every voter, unless he resists its influence. Fora free country is 
the soil where the seeds of good and evil sow themselves most rapidly and 
most widely. How religion must suffer, when men vote for bad men, and 
defend bad measures of their party, and make compromises with evil, and 
are on terms of friendship with the dishonorable and the time-serving, it 
is needless that I should show. Is it not evident that freedom cannot take 
care of itself, and that, when corrupt, its tendency is to corrupt religion 
and morals, to divorce religion from morals, to give to the world exam- 
ples of Christians in high places that lese their honor and their truth. 
We have a painful experience at present, —a more painful one than has ever 
fallen to the lot of the United States, or of the Colonies out of which the 
great Republic grew. We thought, when the late war was over, that the 
path of peace would be smooth and upright and upward. The war was 
no plaything, handled with frivolity and sport, but prayers earnest, con- 
tinual, accompanied it on its course; and ennobling self-sacrifices were en- 
dured, and burdens were borne, and every lofty sentiment was excited 
that lifts men out of their wonted dull vulgar life. All shared the emo- 
tion. Bad men felt that God was nigh. Good men steeled their faith 
and their principles in the heat of the tribulation. Was it possible that 
there should not be an era better than any before since we called ourselves 
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one people? But only twice the years of the war have elapsed since its 
close, and where are we now? Can we travel back over these years of 
peace, or take account of the present condition of the land without pro- 
found shame? Perhaps we may explain to ourselves the causes of this 
degeneracy, and perhaps not. But whatever they have been, is there 
nothing sad in the apparent loss of the nobility of national character 
which the war fostered? Is there nothing dangerous, nothing frightful, 
in the decay of the honor and truth of public men, who have carried the 
banners of parties and told the people what they ought to do? Is there 
nothing alarming in the general want of confidence in the law-makers 
and judges and executive officers, nothing demoralizing in the indiscrim- 
inate charges against them, which‘bring the bad and good down to one » 
level, and make the unreflecting think that all men have their price ? And 
- what is to be the result of the cupidity, the impatience to be rich, the 
speculations, the combinations of speculators, the unrighteous influences 
on governments and legislators, which leak out all the while, as if the 
vats of secret iniquity were full even to bursting? Men talk of dangers 
from the operative class, but there is no real permanent danger, when the 
class of employers and the class of educated men have sound thoughts 
and principles of uprightness. Social institutions cannot topple over, 
they cannot be undermined, if there is moral health, energy, a fear of 
God, in those who should be supports ef order and righteousness. If, in- 
deed, those signs of evil which grow out of an ill-adjusted financial sys- 
tem stood alone, we might hope for a cure from some local and _ partial 
remedy; but when we see the decay of character, the decay of family 
feeling and of family purity going on at an equal pace; when we see that 
crimes of violence afd crimes of fraud keep company; when we sce the 
evidences of unthrift, extravagance, love of show, accumulating from 
year to year; we may well ask what is to be the end of these things? 
**Can such things be, 3 
And overcome us, like a summer's cloud, 
Without our special wonder.” 

But it is asked what has religion, what have missions to do with all 
this? Why not keep your own hearts pure and your lives pure, and shine 
upon all this evil with a serene healthy influence? Why not send your mis- 
sionaries to those that need them, and let the evils of the land work out 
their own cure? The plain answer is that social corruptions act upon in- 
dividuals, even upon individual Christians; that when the weight of ex- 
ample and power is on the wrong side, the benumbing influence is felt in 
every log-house, on every farm of a free country; so that it is harder to 
keep before the souls of believers a Christlike standard, and harder to 
make men believe that religion is a reality, and harder to reclaim men 
from a covetous, worldly lite. If you could keep out examples of politi- 
cal men bribing and receiving bribes, of men growing rich by cheating 
their neighbors, of dishonest combinations to plunder large cities, of 
adulteries, murders and divorces,—if you could keep the knowledge of such 
things out from the still valleys and lonely streams where villagers gather 
to hear the preacher and sing hymns to Christ, well and good; religion 
might then go on its way making its converts, building its churches, puri- 
fying and fortifying its disciples, before the corruptions from afar and 
from the high places could invade these abodes of peace. But evil ex- 
amples move in a free country with a free press and free movement of 
travel, as fast as good ones, and there is no exclusive province of sobriety, 
goed order and integrity. The West then, in fact al/ the field where our 
work lies, is equally open to evil with the older States. The new State of 
Kansas certainly shows that righteousness and truth have not there the 
exclusive possession. 
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What we need then to do through our .missions is not simply to carry 
men through a process of conversion, and set up Sunday schools and 
prayer meetings and temperance societies ;—-something more is wanted to 
correct evil and to keep down evil. It is to raise the standard of a Chris- 
tian life, to imbue the people with a conyiction that a disciple of Christ 
must be a man who abhors evil, who has not merely that side of Christ in 
his character which turned with pity on the erring, but that side also 
which turned with indignation on the Pharisees who were covetous and 
false. Our missionaries ought, in order to be equal to the wants of the 
time, to have something of the old Hebrew prophets in them. There 
must be more of sternness in the character of our religion itself. We must 
feel that he who loves God hates sin, and that the love and the hatred 
are proportionate. There is much in the character and life of those who 
are reached by our missions, especially in the West, to encourage the hope 
that they may become a principal support of truth and righteousness in 
the country. They are placed in that condition in which men see that 
labor is the source of all production; they are likely to have simple tastes; 
the are independent and manly. Our farmers in the West were saviors of 
the land, more than any other class, in the late war. If they can be thor- 
oughly christianized, with their courage, manliness and honesty they may 
act an equally important part in purifying politics and social life, and 
then in freeing the religious character of the land from contamination. I 
hope to hear loud voices from them, which will make men of evil, East 
and West, quail: “ We abhor you, ye political corruptionists, ye men of 
bribes, ye managers of parties, who want to see knavery in high places of 
trust that you may be respectable. We can stand changes of party, but 
we cannot stand falsehood and want of principle. We must have good 
men for our leaders, or we will overturn all existing parties, and consign 
you to your appropriate disgrace.” 


II. But we turn from these aspects of our subject, to look for a moment 
at the single point which remains. The apostle strove to preach Christ 
where he was not known, he wished to build not on another's foundation, but 
to lay his edifice upon new ground. Inso doing he might leave errors be- 
hind him. Jewish teachers, enlightened only in part, might follow in his 
steps to spoil what he had begun so well. It could not be expected that 
his heathen converts would all at once understand what was the true liberty 
or the true morality of the new religion. Might it not be said that a com- 
munity thoroughly christianized—as for instance at Corinth and Ephesus— 
might do ten times the good that could be done by an unintelligent, unre- 
flecting, undisciplined body of disciples? And was any man in the world 
at that time more fit to do just this work of edifying, of expanding an 
infant church into a manly, noble, earnest body of believers, from which 
in a few years plans for the salyation of the Gentiles would shoot forth on 
every side? That Paul could have done good in this way of remaining as 
the guardian and trainer of a church in its minority, until it should reach 
perfect manhood, we cannot doubt. That just this is the office and the 
most worthy office of thousands of Christ’s ministers, is equally unques- 
tionable. How then shall we explain the conduct of so wise aman? Was 
it not to be ascribed to his confidence in the gospel itself, as a seminal 
principle in a heart and in a place,—that the Spirit of life with his 
charismata, and his sanctifying grace, was sure to attend on the opening 
of the gospel to the men who knew it-not before? The gospel could 
grow up even among weeds in this new soil; it hada reforming and a 
transforming energy, and so he could leave it—as a general may léave a 
captured fortress with a feeble garrison in his rear, because conquest, on- 
ward movement, is the true policy for the time, rather than thorough sub- 
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jugation. And as for the man of strife who might teach his disciples to 
suspect him, to question his doctrines, his noble heart could say, What 
then? ... every way, ... Christ is preached, and I therein do rejoice, 
yea, and will rejoice.” These new teachers agreed with him more than 
they differed from him; Christ was the common foundation for both ; 
therefore, though he might be disappointed and perhaps chagrined, as far 
as he and his relations to his converts were concerned, still he felt that 
these disciples, should they ferget him, need not forget Christ. And 
that alone was important. 

Is not, now, this conduct of the apostle so far an example to us as to 
guide our movements in regard to a choice of a field for our missionary 
work? It is of small importance for the kingdom of God that a mission 
planted by our care should fall into the hands of Presbyterians or any 
other body of Protestant Christians, but it is of importance that as fast 
as the stream of settlements pours westward, so fast we should fill up a va- 
cant place, where, but for such timely help, heathenism would be sure to 
enter. If we could do nothing but act as pioneers, like our forefathers, at 
the beginning of the century, we should then prepare the way for other 
bodies of Christians to bring their mature vigor, and increased means to 
the aid of the gospel. Congregationalists have not been apt to build on 
other men’s foundations: their praise has heen to have begun the work of 
Evangelization, of Home Missions and of Foreign Missions, in soil before 
untouched and neglected. Perhaps it has been a fault of the members of 
our churches that they have passed so readily into other denominations; 
but if it be a fault, it is one leaning towards the side of virtue. It grows 
out of the independence of the individual, and out of that clear compre- 
hension of the gospel which separates the accidents from the essentials of 
Christianity. In this way they have been leavening Christian bodies with 
intelligence, freedom, energy; and have shown that the old Puritan prin- 
ciples, which led to a separation from the mother church in England, 
can, in an altered state of things, lead their descendents to unite with other 
churches, wherever the pure gospel is found. It is not fidelity, then, to 
the genius of our denomination to try to get proselytes from abroad, but 
we show our true nature when we fraternize with Christians who have al- 
ready occupied the soil. So other bodies of Christians should do also, in 

. places where our churches are already planted; but whether they do or 
not, ought no more to influence our action than the apostle Paul ought to 
have stopped and asked, whether those who tried to supplant him would 
have been glad if he had come to build on their foundations. 

The proselyting spirit is ever an odious one, and it is always dangerous 
to the interests of religion in those who are moved by it, as well as in 
those who fall under their influence. I know no more unlovely feature in 
modern Christianity than, when a Christian Society has sent its ministers 
to a vacant field and churches are beginning to prosper, for another sect 
to invade the field on the plea of superior right to preach and better 
church authority. Witness that interloping, intrusive attempt in the 
Sandwich Islands, after the news of the conversion of a people had glad- 
dened the hearts of Christians through the world. Was it not a shameful 
thing that there came thither a dignitary of a foreign church, expressly 
to take advantage of the self-demials of those who had proclaimed the 
Word there with weeping, to reap that he had not sown and gather that 
he had not strawed? He might indeed say that the missionaries did not 
come from a church, but only from a sectarian body. As between Catho- 
lics and Protestants such a plea might avail, but in this case its only 
strength lay in a bigotry which was more unjustifiable than that which in 
Paul’s days required obedience to the Jewish rites in order to salvation. 

But still more inexcusable than this is that denominational spirit that 
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finds a weak church planted in a western village, and, because there is a 
handful of persons who formerly were within its pale, plants another weaker 
church by its side, to compete with it on the principles of mercantile 
rivalry, and to be counted upon the registers of the denomination as an 
addition to the effective force of the kingdom of Christ. I absolve great 
Christian bodies from active blame in many of such cases, The blame is 
generally due to some agent who is out of notice. But let all Christian 
bodies who believe that Christ’s church is not confined within their own 
narrow bounds, set up a rule in such cases, that, where the gospel is 
preached, and there is a stated ministry adequate for the present wants of 
the place, they will pass that place by, rejoicing to be able to go beyond 
it and spread the good news of God to others more in need. Let Chris- 
tians be told, when they go as emigrants into thinly settled towns—where 
probably there will be persons educated in half a dozen Protestant bodies, 
—if there be a church there, to join it and strengthen it all they can; or 
if tnere be none, to unite in any feasible union of Christ’s followers. 
Who, on a desolate coast, where shipwrecked voyagers were cast, would 
not accept of some plan of government unlike that of his own choice, to 
secure justice and protect social interests, until something more permanent 
could grow up? On the same principle, for the preservation of the spirit- 
ual life, ought all to concur, with the largest charity, in the endeavor to 
plant a church to which they will pledge their loyalty, at least until the 
time when more than one strong church would not be superfluous. 

A desire, like the apostle Paul’s, to spread the gospel in places as yet 
unreached by it, mects a pressing want, as all must admit, in this country. 
Nowhere since the apostle’s days did population diffuse itself so fast, and 
nowhere, probably, since the beginning of the world did such a mixture 
of races, religions, irreligions, appear, as is to be seen in a vast num- 
ber of the new settlements. The assimilative power of our institutions, 
the enlightening influences of our system of schools, the fact that differ- 
ences of nationality and language disappear in the second generation, 
owing to the dispersion of foreigners,—these causes bring all within the 
same town boundaries into a general uniformity of life and thinking on 
all subjects except religion. On that alone men differ essentially, and it is 
an honor to our nature that innocent prejudices partake of the importance 
of this greatest of human interests. But in the case of those foreign set- 
tlers, when they have not been bent sideways by irreligious teaching at 
home, there is much to hope. They are not hardened by long rejection 
of the gospel; they have often a certain confiding simplicity of character; 
old habits make them long for the outward forms, at least, of the gospel. 
These destitute ones next to the descendants of the Pilgrims demand our 
care. Whether our denomination with its thoughtfulness and precision of 
dogmas, its want of forms, its inorganic nature,—whether this is to be the 
pest instrument in God’s hands to bring the emigrants of this description 
to Christ, may be doubted. But whatever Protestant body is best adapted 
for this great work, may it know its calling, and fulfill it; may it have suc- 
cess, may it have the strength which will attend on doing such a work 
for God! 

I have full confidence that this Society, which now may be called ven- 
erable, and has had for a long time approved habits of action, will 
follow in substance the principles and the rule of the apostle. ; That a 
spirit of sectarian proselytism will invade it and the churches which sup- 
port it, I cannot believe. Its character as a voluntary Society, forbids that 
the ecclesiastical feeling—to which * church boards ” are exposed—should 
usurp the place of the Christian feeling. There may be evils in its ex- 
clusively voluntary character, and there are some who would mingle with 
this essential element a certain amount of denominational control. But 
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whatever shall be attempted in this direction will be only to bring the So- 
ciety into nearer relations to the churches, to make them feel a nearer in- 
terest in it and a larger responsibility for its prosperity. Hitherto it has 
been blessed and a blessing. Its affairs have been conducted wisely. Its 
general principle of helping those feeble churches which help themselves, 
commends itself to all and is justified by experience. Its missionaries, as 
a body, are devout, self-denying, intelligent men, who ought to be held 
in all honor. Its success up to this year may be gathered from the follow- 
ing brief statement. 

The contributions in 47 years have been $6,547,150; the churches or- 
ganized, about 3,500; the stations occupied, more than 6,500 ; the churches 
raised to self-support, 1,800; the number admitted, as communicants, into 
the churches, 230,000. 

The number of missionaries commissioned during the present year is 
951; of whom 312 have labored in New England, 49 in the Middle, and 587 
in the Western States. The additions to the churches have been 5,725. 
More than 74,000 pupils have been taught in Sabbath schools, and 2,145 
congregations have been supplied with the ministry of the word. 

Have we not reason to thank God for such a measure of success, 
and to take courage? Ought we not to feel that so much success 
pledges us for the future, and makes us the more guilty if we do 
not fulfill our trust? We have undertaken a work to be measured 
not by years but by generations, whicn has outlasted the lives of its 
earliest friends and its older officers—one of whom, its wise and excellent 
senior Secretary has been recently removed by death—but which, if our 
churches are loyal to their Divine Master, will be imperishable itself; or, at 
least, will not cease, until through the whole field where our work lies, 
churches of Christ, strong and self-supporting, shall have no further need 
of our assistance.

CONSTITUTION 


AMERICAN HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


Art. 1. This Society shall be denominated Tua AmeERICAN HomME 
Missionary Socrery. 2 


Art. 2. The object of this Society shall be, to assist congregations 
that are unable to support the gospel ministry, and to send the gospel to 
the destitute within the United States. 


Arr. 3. The officers of this Society shall be a President, Vice-Presi- 
dents, a Treasurer, an Auditor, one or more Secretaries for Correspondence, 
a Recording Secretary, and fifty Directors, who shall be annually appointed 
_ by the Society; and who, together with the Directors for Life, shall con- 
stitute a Board, seven of whom shall be a quorum, at any meeting regu- 
larly convened. 


Arr. 4. The officers and Directors shall appoint an Executive Commit- 
tee of fourteen, (including the Treasurer, the Secretaries for Correspondence, 
and the Recording Secretary,) residing in the City of New York and its 
vicinity ; five of whom shall be a qucrum at any meeting regularly con- 
vened. The Committee shall have power to appoint its own meetings, 
form its own rules of business, and fill any vacancies in its own number 
which may occur during the year, and to convene special meetings of the 
Board or Society; shall appoint missionaries, and instruct them as to the 
field and manner of their labors; shall have the disposal of the funds; shall 
create such agency or agencies for appointing missionaries, and for other 
purposes, as the interests of the Institution may require; and shall make 
an Annual Report of their proceedings to the Society. 


Art. 5. The Treasurer shall give bonds, annually, to such amount as 
the Executive Committee shall think proper. 


Art. 6. Any person may become a member of this Society, by contrib- 
uling annua ly to its funds; thirty dollars paid ut one time shall consti- 
tute a member for Life; and one hundred dollars paid at one time shall 
constitute a Director for Life; and any person on the payment of a sum 
which, in addition to any previous contribution to the funds, shall amount 
to one hundred dollars, shall be a Director for Life. An executor, on pay- 
ing a legacy of two hundred and fifty dollars to the funds of this Society, 
shall be a Member for Life; and the payment of a legacy of one thousand 
dollars shall coustitute a Director for Life. 


Art. 7. Any Missionary Society may become Auxiliary, by agreeing to 
pay into the Treasury of this Society the whole of its surplus funds, and 
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sending to the Secretaries for Correspondence a copy of its Constitution and 
Annual Reports, mentioning the names of its missionaries, and the fields 
of their operations. 


Arr. 8. Every Auxiliary Society, which shall agree to pay the whole 
of its funds to this Society, shall be entitled to a missionary or missionaries 
to labor in such fields as it may designate; at least to the amount of its con- 
tributions; provided such designation be made at the time of payment. 


Arr. 9. The officers of all Auxiliary Societies shall be, ex-officio, 
Directors; and annual contributors to their funds shall be members of 
this Society. 


Arr. 10. This Society shall meet annually in the City of New York, 
on the Wednesday next preceding the second Thursday in May. 


Art. 11. No alteration shall be made in this Constitution without a 
vote of two-thirds of the members present at an annual meeting; nor unless 
the same shall have been proposed at a previous annual meeting, or recom- 
mended by the Executive Committee. 


ACT OF INCORPORATION. 


The People of the State of New York, represented in Senate and As- 
sembly, do enact as follows: ; 


Sxction 1. Theodore D. Woolsey, William G. Lambert, Christopher R. 
Robert, Simeon B. Chittenden, Richard S. Storrs, Jr., William I. Budingtcn, 
Calvin C. Woolworth, Charles Abernethy, John B. Hutchinson, Henry M. 
Storrs, William Henry Smith, Milton Badger, David B. Coe, A. Huntington 
Clapp, Austin Abbott, and George S. Coe, and all such persons as are now 
or hereafter may become members of the American Home Missionary Society, 
formed in the City of New York in the year one thousand eight hundred 
and twenty-six, are hereby constituted a body corporate by the name of 
‘‘The American Home Missionary Society,” for the purpose of assisting 
feeble congregations, and of sending the gospel and the means of Chris- 
tian education to the destitute within the United States. 


Src. 2. Said Corporation shall be capable of taking and holding, by 
purchase, gift, grant, devise or bequest, subject to the provisions of law 
relating to devises aud bequests by last will and testament, real and per- 


sonal property, and of granting or otherwise disposing of the same, for 
said purpose.

Src. 5. This Act shall take effect immediately. 
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Since the last Anniversary two of the Vice Presidents, : 
Rev. Samvuet 8. Scumucker, D. D., and Rev. Rrcowarp 8. 
Srorrs, D. D., and one of the Directors, Rev. Henry EB. 
Hrrencocx, D. D., have been removed by death. These 
have long been among the most honored names in the list 
of the Society’s counselors and friends, and it is with dee 
sorrow that we now transfer them to the roll of the de- 
parted. : 

The relations which Dr. Storrs has sustained to the So- 
ciety and to the cause of Home Missions call for more than 
this passing allusion. He was active, for many years, in 
promoting all the leading objects of Christian benevolence: 
but his love for this cause was peculiar and nearly life-long. 
In the home of bis childhood he became intimately ac- 
quainted with many of those eminent men who, near the 
close of the last century, planned the first organized efforts, 
in New England, for the evangelization of the new settle. 
ments, and who were themselves pioneers in missionary 
service in the wilderness of Central and Western New York. 
When he consecrated himself to the work of the ministry, 
it was his purpose and his highest ambition to be their 
successor in these apostolic labors. He entered upon them, 
at the outset of his ministry, and though he was persuaded 
to relinquish them, in part, that he might take the pastoral 
charge of a single congregation, he spent a portion of each 
year laboring as a Home Missionary in the destitute places 
of Massachusetts and the adjoining States ; and during his 
entire ministry of more than sixty years, he sustained inti- 
mate relations to this enterprise. For thirty-eight years he 
was officially connected with the Massachusetts Home Mis- 
sionary Society, first as a Trustee, thenas its Corresponding 
Secretary, and finally as its President. He was largely in- 
fluential in bringing it into auxiliary relation to the Ameri- 
can Home Missionary Society, and making it by far the 
most efficient ally of this institution. In 1831, he obtained 
a release, for five years, from his pastoral charge, that he 
might devote his whole time and strength to the work of 
Home Missions. First as General Agent, and afterwards as 
Associate Secretary of the National Society, he labored not 
only in New England, but to some extent in the Western 
States and in Canada. He was elected a member of the 
Board of Directors of the Society in 1837, and one of its 
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Vice-Presidents in 1847. The Annual Sermoii in its behalf, 
which he delivered in 1855, is one of the most valuable 
contributions to the literature of Home Missions. His in- 
terest in the cause continued unabated, and was manifested. 
in many ways, even to the close of his life. He will be 
held in affectionate remembrance, not only by his official 
associates, and in the circles where he was personally 
known, but in the distant places of the land, where, through 
his influence, Christian institutions have been established 
and the poor have the gospel preached to them. 

We also mourn the departure of Rev. ORVILLE W. MER- 
RILL, the Superintendent of the Society’s work in Nebraska ; 
and of eight missionaries :—Rev. PHILANDER BATES, in 
Vermont; Rev. Dartus Gor, in Illinois; Rev. James W. 
PERKINS:and Rev. ROBERT SEWELL, in Wisconsin; Rev. 
Henry S. Crarxe, Rev. JosepH HuriBout, and Rev. BEN- 
JAMIN F. MANWELL, in Iowa; and Rev. SAMUEL INGHAM, 
in Minnesota.

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SUMMARY OF RESULTS. 


The number of ministers of the gospel in the service of 
the Society, the last year, whose names are found in the 
General Table, commencing on page 13, together with those 
engaged in superintending the work, is 969. 

Of these, 728 were in commission at the date of the last | 
Report, and 241 have since been appointed. Le 

They have been distributed in 33 States and Territories, 
as follows: In Maine, 110; New Hampshire, 39 ; Vermont, 
51; Massachusetts, 65; Rhode Island, 6; Connecticut, 39 ; 
New York, 47; New Jersey, 5; Pennsylvania, 6 ; Virginia, 
2: West Virginia, 2; Louisiana, 1 ; Texas, 2; Tennessee, 
2; Ohio, 37; Indiana, 5; Illinois, 53; Missouri, 35 ; Mich- 
igan, 80; Wisconsin, 69 ; Towa, 100; Minnesota, 49; Kan- 
sas, 70; Nebraska, 44; Dakota, 4; Colorado, 5; Wyoming, 
1; Utah, 2; Nevada, 2; Idaho, 1; California, 30 ; Oregon, 
4; Washington, 1. 

This distribution gives to the New England States, 310 ; 
Middle States, 58; Southern States, 7; Western States and 
Territories, including 40 on the Pacific coast, 594. 

Of the whole number in commission, 486 have been 
pastors or stated supplies of single congregations ; 298 
have ministered to two or three congregations each; and 
185 have extended their labors over still wider fields. 

The aggregate of ministerial labor performed, is 726 
years. 

The number of congregations and missionary districts 
which have been fnlly supplied, or where the gospel has 
been preached at stated intervals, is 2,195. 

Two missionaries have been in commission as pastors 
o1 stated supplies of congregations of colored people, aud 
32 have preached in foreign languages ; 16 to Welsh con- 
gregations, 14 to German congregations, and two to congre- 
gations of Swedes. 

The number of Sabbath school and Bible class scholars 
is not far from 74,700. 

The contributions to benevolent objects, reported by 577 
missionaries, amount to $26,150.78. : 

One hundred and five missionaries make mention of 7e- 
vivals of religion during the year, in some of which there 
have been 92, 60, 50, and in one case 110 hopeful conver- 
sions. The number of conversions reported by 385 mission- 
aries, is 3,200. ; 

The additions to the churches, as nearly as can be as. 
certained, have been 5,421, namely :—38,163 on profession 
of faith, and 2,258 by letters from other churches. 
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Fifty-seven churches have been organized, in connec- 
tion with the labors of the missionaries, during the year, 
and thirty-five have assumed the entire support of their 
own gospel ordinances. 

Forty-seven houses of worship have been completed ; 
one hundred and ten repaired or improved ; and the 
building of thirty-two others commenced. Seventy-one 
young men in connection with the missionary churches, are 
reported as in different stages of preparation for the gospel 
ministry. 

THE TREASURY. 


Resourcres.—The balance in the Treasury, April 1, 
1873. was $2,265.73. The receipts for the succeeding twelve 
months have been $290,120.34—making the resources for 
the year $292,386.07. 

TABILITIES.—There was due to missionaries, at the 
close of the last year, $93,530.22. There has since become 
due, $276,785.14—making the total liabilities $300,315.36. 

PayMENTs.—Of this sum, $987,662.91 have been paid, 
leaving $12,652.45 still due to the missionaries for labor 
performed, but not yet reported. In addition to these past 
dues, appropriations already made, and daily becoming 
due, amount to $106,979.95, making the total of pledges 
$119,632.40, toward canceling which there is a balance in 
the Treasury of $4,723.16. 

The foregoing summary shows that more than the usual 
progress has been made in the work of the Society. More 
missionaries have been in commission than at any previous 
time since 1861, when the Presbyterian church ceased to 
co-operate with Congregationalists in this enterprise ; and 
the number is greater by eighteen than was reported a year 
ago. The number of missionary fields occupied is greater 
by fifty, and exceeds by twenty the largest number ever 
occupied in any former year. There has been a correspond. 
ing increase in the aggregate of ministerial labor performed, 
inthe amount of contributions to objects of benevolence, 
in the number of revivals and of conversions reported, and 
in the number of churches which have reached the condi- 
tion of self-support. 

The receipts have been greater by $22,429, than in the 
previous year, and have been exceeded by those of only 
one year in the history of the Society. The income from 
legacies has been less than usual, but the contributions of 
the living have exceeded those of the preceding year by 
$31,000, and those of any former year by $12,400. This 
large increase of contributions, in a year of extraordinary 
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financial depression, when kindred institutions have been 
severely crippled, is peculiarly gratifying, as it shows how 
firmly this cause is entrenched in the affections of those on 
whom it depends for support. j 

Yet the Society has been seriously embarrassed during 
much of the year. At its commencement there was a bal- 
ance in the Treasury of only $2,265, which was exhausted 
within a few weeks; and during the summer the Treasurer 
was unable to cancel promptly the claims of the missiona- 
ries. In the early autumn the financial panic occurred, 
which seriously affected the contributions of the churches, 
and added to the embarrassment of the Society. But, dur- 
ing the winter, its friends generously responded to the ap- 
peals made in its behalf, the burden of debt was re- 
moved, anda small balance remained in the Treasury at 
the close of the financial year. The patrons of the Society 
have also testified their interest in its work, and their sym- 
pathy with the missionaries, by other gifts of great value 
‘which demand the grateful acknowledgment of the Com- 
mittee. The donations of clothing, books, periodicals, and 
other articles which have contributed to the usefulness of 
the missionaries, and the comfort of their families, have 
been much more numerous and valuable than in any pre- 
vious year. They are not embraced in the Treasurer’s 
Report, but they have formed an important part of the 
Society’s resources, and have enabled its officers to meet 
many cases of need which could not be adequately provided 
for by the grants of the Executive Committee. The value of 
these gifts, as estimated by the donors, exceeds $60,000. 

The Committee, encouraged by these generous responses 
to their appeals, entered vigorously upon the enlargement 
of the Society’s work. They re-occupied, at large expense, 
the important post at Great Salt Lake City. They secured 
the exploration of North-eastern Texas, recently opened to 
immigration through its new railroad system, and stationed 
two missionaries at commanding points in that region. 
They made arrangements to strengthen the outposts in Da- 
kota and Colorado, and to enter new fields in other por- 
tions of the Interior and on the Pacific coast. But the 
present condition of the Treasury awakens deep solicitude. 
The current outlays of the Society exceed its. income. 
The balance in the hands of the Treasurer, at the close of 
the financial year, March 81, is already expended. The 
financial drought of the summer is at hand. The Commit- 
tee can only make known the exigency to the friends of the 
cause, and await their signal, by word and deed, ‘‘ that 
they go forward.”’

MAINE MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

The receipts of this Society for the year ending March 
ist, were $17,672.84—of which $931 were from legacies. 
The amount contributed from Maine to the Treasury of the 
American Home Missionary Society, in its financial year, 
was $417.10—making the amount raised in the State for 
Home Missions, $18,089.94—being $3,676.43 more than the 
amount raised in the preceding year. The amount expended 
on the work in the State, was $17,826.34 $1,318 more than 
last year’s outlay. 

The number of missionaries employed within the year 
is one hundred and ten—eight more than in the previous 
year, and a larger number than was ever before reported by 
this Auxiliary. Of these thirty-six served through the en- 
tire year; ten others for six months or more; the average 
term of service of the entire corps being about six montns 
and a half. No aided church has this year come to self- 
support, while—as last year—one that had become self- 
sustaining was compelled to ask aid. One church has 
built a. house of worship. No very marked revivals among 
the aided churches are spoken of—the reported additions 
to the churches, on profession, being 441, and the total addi- 
tions 686, while the removals were 746. This brings to 
view what the Secretary calls ‘‘the bane of our missions in 
Maine--the spirit of emigration.’ ‘A large portion of 
our rural churches,’ he says, ‘tare kept weak by this 
process. Nor ig there any prospect of arresting it ; quite 
a number of our churches will undoubtedly become ex- 
tinct.” **The State is as emphatically missionary ground, 
as js Iowa or Minnesota. Our strong churches are unable 
to take care of the weak. It is feared that we shall be 
obliged to call upon the Parent Society for aid, or abandon 
some of our weak churches to utter desolation. Why 
should we not have help, if we are as weak as any of the 
Western States that we are building up by sending to them 
—what is better than gold—our sons and daughters, ‘lively 
stones’ for the spiritual temple ? 
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NEW HAMPSHIRE MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

The receivts for the year closing March Ist, were $10,- 
919.45—an inerease of more than $4,100 on those of the 
previous year There were received from the State by the 
Treasurer of the National Society, in its fiscal year, 
from legacies, $3.089.83 ; from churches and individuals, 
$2,064.¢9—in all, $5,153.92—-making the entire contributions 
of the State for Home Missions, $16,073.87 — more by 
$3,828.58, than those of the previous year. The expendi- 
tures for missionary work in the State, were $7,208.97— 
$1,500 less than those cf the year before. 


The nwmber of missionaries who have been in service 
within the year is thirty-nine. Of these twenty served 
through the year; six others for six months and upwards 
—the average term of service being something more than 
seven anda half months. No general religious awakening 
is reported, though two churches speak of revivals which 
added twenty-five and twenty, respectively, to their mem- 
bership. ‘Two churches, long aided, have assumed the 
entire support of their ministers. Two church edifices and 
a parsonage have received substantial repairs, and one par- 
sonage has been built. 

Rev. WILLIAM CLARK, D.D., who, in-1859, succeeded 
Rev. Dr. B. P. Stone, as Secretary, having previously 
served the Society for some years as its Agent, has resigned, 
and the work he so faithfully carried forward has been 
confided to the younger hands of Rev. EDwarpD H. GREE- 
LEY. He writes, ‘* Our churches are enjoying a reasonable 
degree of prosperity, and are hopeful for the future. We 
are earnestly trying to put, as far as possible, two of our 
feeble churches under the care of one missionary, and to 
effect arrangements with other evangelical denominations 
in the State, for condensing two or more churches into one, 
in some of our smaller towns; and though such plans 
work slowly, we are hopeful of success.”’ 


VERMONT DOMESTIC MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

The receipts of this Auxiliary, from all sources, for the 
year ending March 1st, were $11,877.34—less by $4,226 
than those of the previous year. Into the Treasury of the 
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National Society there were received, in the year ending 
March 8ist, from legacies, $562.75 ; from churches and 
individuals, $2,772.56 —in- all $3,335.31, — making the 
amount raised in Vermont for Home Missions, $15,212. 65— 
less by $2,216.30 than in the previous year. The expendi- 
twres for missionary work within the State, were $11,177.56. 


' The number of missionaries commissioned within the 
year is fifty-one. They have ministered to fifty-five differ- 
ent congregations, performing thirty-six years of service. 
Twenty-four of them labored during the entire year; ten 
others fora period of eight months or more, each; and 
of sixteen (students) the terms did not extend  be- 
yond four months each. Four pastors have been settled, 
and one dismissed: One missionary has died. Five houses 
of worship have been extensively repaired. Four churches 
aided last year are sustaining preaching without help, 
though they may very likely need it hereafter. _A county 
missionary has labored throughout the year, with gratify- 
ing results, in Windham county, the expense being mostly 
borne by the churches of that county. ‘*Thus,”’ says the 
Secretary, ‘tthe waste places have been visited, the 
neglected sought out, and the faith of the feeble confirmed.” 
Three churches, formerly aided by the Society, have this 
year been dropped from the roll of Congregational ch urches, 
as extinct. In the case of two of these, no evangelical 
churches have taken their places, and their decay is a seri- 
ous loss to those communities. ‘* Deaths, emigration, and 
the coming of a foreign Roman Catholic population into 
several of our ‘back towns’ are, by slow degrees, produc- 
ing similar results. Though there are many trials and dis- 
couragements connected with the keeping up of our small 
churches in rural places, the fruit is on the wnole abundant, 
and it is of priceless value.’’ 


MASSACHUSETTS HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY,

The receipts of the Massachusetts Auxiliary, during the 
year ending March 1st, were $81,795.35, of which $14, 058.26 
were the avails of legacies. There were expended for mis- 
sionary work within the State, $21,571.52, and the amount 
forwarded to the Treasury of the National Society, in its 
financial year, was $53,343.60. The N ational Society also 
received from Massachusetts, within the year: in payment 
of legacies, $10,010.53; from the Hampshire Missionary 
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Society, $1,096.33; from congregations and individuals, 
$23,659.26—in all, $34,766.12 ; making the whole amount 
raised for the cause, during the year, $116,561.47 ; which 
is $9,302.97 more than the amount raised in the previous 
year. There were placed at the disposal of the National 
Society, $88,109.72; which is $4,997.54 more than the 
amount furnished in the previous year. 


Siaty-five missionaries were under commission within 
the year. Of these, thirty-six labored for twelve months 
each ; thirteen others, for six months and upwards; the 
average term of service is nearly ten months each. One 
missionary pastor was ordained, and two were installed ; 
one church has assumed the support of its pastor. Eight 
new missionary fields have been taken up during the year, 
and vigorous efforts have been made for the fuller supply 
of waste places by missionaries at large, intelligent lay- 
members of the nearest churches, and students of theology. 

But while the churches are seeking more zealously than 
ever to carry the gospel to every home and heart in the 
towns and rural districts of the old commonwealth, the 
Executive Committee truly say: ‘*‘ Massachusetts Christians 
are not limited in their charities by State boundaries. Pro- 
viding well for their own household, they can also look 
outside their own borders, and go with great zeal and liber- 
ality into the work of evangelization of our entire country. 
The National Society has been its organ of communication 
with the vast Western field, and it is a high honor to be the 
strongest Auxiliary of that noble institution.” ‘ We are 
citizens of one of the greatest of the nations, and every 
sentiment of Christianity and patriotism demands our 
deepest concern for the spiritual welfare of all the millions 
of its people. The vast success of our work at home com- 
mands our strongest confidence in the power of the gospel 
to accomplish just such glorious results all over the land. 
And we would have every Christian, even in the remotest 
and obscurest rural districts of the State, lifted up to the 
affecting consciousness of the important relation he person- 
ally holds to the national welfare, and pressed with the re- 
sponsibility of the fact that he can, in his own special 
sphere, act successfully upon the religious welfare of the 
whole land.”’ 


RHODE ISLAND HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

The.receipts of this Society for the year ending March 
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Ist, were $2,584.34. There were also contributed to the 
Treasury of the Parent Society, during its financial year, 
$2,824.32; of which $1,000 were in payment of a legacy— 
making the sum raised for the cause, $5,408.66; whici is 
$1,446.14 more than the amount raised in the previous year. 
The expenditures for work within the State were $2,170. 


Siz missionaries were commissioned within the year ; 
of whom four served during the twelve months, and another 
eleven months. A sixth church has been supplied through- 
out the year by several preachers aided by the Society. 
Forty four members have been added to these churches— 
eighteen by letter, and twenty-six on profession of faith. 
Ot these, nineteen were additions to the colored church in 
Newport, which, in January, 1874, celebrated the fiftieth 
anniversary of its organization. One church has been aided 
in canceling an embarrassing debt ; two have repaired their 
houses of worship; one has provided a parsonage. 

The following sensible remarks, in the report of the 
Board of Directors, have a pertinent application to other 
aided churches than those of Rhode Island: ‘Grants of 
aid must be extended to those who are perseveringly striv- 
ing to help themselves. They must be no premium on 
idleness or stinginess, but must be graduated rather by the 
willingness of the weak to help themselves, than by theix 
weakness. The question may well be asked by brotherly 
love, when it is intending to give aid: What can you do 
for self-support, rather than what are you doing? How 
much are you willing to pledge yourselves to do? We 
look for hearts denying self for Christ’s sake, and seek to 
make them more self-denying, to the praise of his grace.”’ 


CONNECTICUT HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY,

The receipts of this Auxiliary for the year ending March 
Ist, were $18,389.64, and the expenditures within the State 
were $11,706.21. The amount forwarded to the National 
Society during its financial year, was $6,554.49: besides 
which there were contributed directly to its Treasury, in 
payment of legacies, $16,996.21 ; from congregations and 
individuals, $20,173.28—in all, $37,169.49 — making the 
total amount raised in Connecticut for Home Missions, 
$95,559.18, which is $302.15 less than was raised in the pre- 
ceding year. The amount placed at the disposal of the 
National Society is $43,723.98 ; which is $148.79 less than 
the amount acknowledged in last year’s Report. 
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The number of missionaries commissioned for service 
in the State within the year is thirty-nine. These have 
Served thirty-seven churches with their out-stations for 
preaching—twenty of them through the entire year; eleven 
others, for six months and upwards, making an aggregate 
of nearly thirty-two years. Two churches have built and 
dedicated houses of worship; one parsonage has been 
built ; four churches have been blessed with unusual re- 
figious interest, adding to one of them nearly thirty con- 
verts. One church celebrated, within the year, its one- 
hundredth anniversary. The aided churches reported, 
Jan. 1, 1874, a membership of 2,683—847 males, and 1,836 
females. The additions in 1873 ware 194—98 on profession 
and 9€ by letter; and the removals were 119—a gain of 75. 
The cash receipts of the National Society, from Connecti- 
cut, in Jegacies and contributions of churches and individ- 
uals, in the ten years, 1864-73, were 385,881.84; the expendi- 
ture in the State during those years, was $115,857.0l—in 
all, $501,738.85. To this add contributions of clothing, 
etc., not less than $100,000 in value, and we have the sum 
of $500,000 at least, raised in Connecticut for Home Mis- 
sions, in ten years. Commenting on the year’s income of 
the State and National Societies, the Secretary of the 
Auxiliary well says: ‘** These show that our churches are 
not losing their interest in Home Missions, but may be 
relied on to increase their contributions to this cause for 
years to come.’’ ‘* The gifts from the State have been 
liberal, our aided churches have enjoyed unusual prosper- 
ity, and parish culture has received a good degree of 
attention. But the multitudes among us who are yet with- 
out the grace of God show the need of a more vigorous 
and thorough cultivation of our parishes, and the urgent 
wants of our vast Home Missionary domain plead for an 
enlargement of our zeal and self-denial in the great work of 
evangelizing our whole nation.”’ 


The total of receipts from New England is $226,905.22 ; 
which is more than the amount of the preceding year, by 
$17,979.90. Of this, $71,660.60 were expended within its 
own bounds, and $143,564.35 were forwarded to the National 
Institution, for its general work. 


NEW YORK HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

The receipts from this State, within the year now 
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reported, were $25,113.86—of which $4,172.74 were the 
avails of legacies. This exceeds the sum raised last year, 
by $7,873.01. New York still stands the third upon the 
list of contributors to this Society; its cash donations for 
six vears amounting to $172,689.46—a yearly average of 
$28,782 ; that of Massachusetts being $74,537, and that of 
Connecticut, $45,531. And yet, despite all the tireless 
efforts of the Secretary, he reports that less than one-half 
of the churches of the State have contributed this year to 
Home Missions. 


The number of missionaries commissioned for service in 
New York this year is forty-seven, supplying sixty-nine 
churches and out-stations. Seven churches have ceased 
their dependence on the Society’s aid—four of them, by 
uniting with neighboring churches in the support of their 
pastors; one house of worship has been built, and five 
have been extensively repaired; five have built, or are 
building, parsonages. One church has been organized 
and another restored from a long season of ‘suspended 
animation.”’ 

Progress has been made, during ‘the year, in systema- 
tizing the beneficence and increasing the activity of the 
churches, and in carrying out the plan of uniting two 
neighboring weak churches in sharing the labors and sup- 
port of the same pastor. The Secretary hopes that the 
time is not distant, when evangelical churches of different 
names in our small communities will consent to lay aside 
sectarian differences, and unite in the support of a pastor 
acceptable to the majority. In many parts of the State he 
finds deplorable spiritual wastes, a change for the worse in 
the character of the people, by the removai westward of 
the native population, and the incoming of foreigners, 
ignorant, idle, superstitious, ill-adapted to the duties and 
responsibilities of American citizenship. ‘‘ While, then,”’ 
he argues, ‘‘we are deeply interested, as we should be, in 
the great enterprise of the world’s conversion, and of giving 
the gospel to the remotest heathen, and while we are alive 
to the necessities of our vast Western Home Missionary 
field, we must not be oblivious to the moral condition and 
wants of our own Empire State. In our zeal to advance the 
front of the ‘‘ sacramental host,’”? we must notlet the enemy 
steal in behind and take possession of the rear, and so de- 
prive our army of its base. Or, to use a Scriptural figure, 
we must beware that we are not compelled by and by to 
say, ‘They made me keeper of the vineyards, but mine 
own vineyard have I not kept.’ ”’ 
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OHIO HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

The receipts of this Auxiliary, for the year ending 
March Ist, were $5,59014. There was also contributed 
from Ohio, to the National Society, the sum of $2,052.64 ; 
of which $669.58 were the avails of legacies,—making the 
sum raised for Home Missions, $7,642.78 ; which is $1,692.15 
more than the amount of the vear before. The expenditures 
of the Auxiliary, for work in the State, were $4,857.14. 

The number of missionaries aided during the year is 
thirty-seven, having the care of about forty-seven churches 
and preaching stations, and rendering an aggregate of thirty 
and a half years’ service. One church has been organized ; | 
one missionary ordained ; one house of worship built and 
another nearly completed, and two repaired. 

The financial ‘panic’ and general depression of all 
business interests have made this second year of the Ohio 
Society’s auxiliary position a trying one, compelling it at 
times to be in arrears in the payment of appropriations ; 
but the prospect is brightening and the officers look upon 
the success of the enterprise as now assured. In a State 
one-fifth larger than all New England, except Maine, with a 
population of 2,700,000, largely Eastern in their origin and 
training, surely there is room and work for more than two 
hundred of our churches and their 17,000 members. With 
this force, supplemented and empowered by her maturing 
and nobly manned colleges and theological seminary, her 
sister States will look to Ohio—and notin vain—for a worthy 
realization of the religious promise of her earlier history. 


INDIANA. 


Rey. NATHANIEL A. Hypz, Indianapolis, Superintendent. 


The number of missionaries employed in Indiana, for 
the year now reported, is five, who have statedly supplied 
seven churches and congregations. The contributions 
from the State were $229.10—being $206.77 less than in the 
previous year. ‘‘ Fellowship meetings’’ have been held 
with the aided churches, as well as with most of those self- 
supporting, resuiting in unusual religious interest and a 
considerable number of hopeful conversions—112 additions 
to the churches being reported for the year. The progress 
of our churches in Indiana is discouragingly slow—show- 
ing an increase of only one church in five years, and an in- 
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crease of 309 in the membership. One-third of the churches 
are destitute of pastors, most of these being too poor to 
sustain the preaching of the Word even with any amount 
of aid that could justly be expected from the Society, 
pressed by calls for more than it can do, from fields of not 
less need and far brighter promise. How to keep these 
churches from extinction, is a problem sorely taxing the 
wisdom of the brethren who have the spiritual interests of 
the State at heart, and who have spared no effort for their 
promotion. 


In this state of things, it isa misfortune to be deprived 
of the labors of Mr. Hypx, who, since September, 1867, has 
given himself to the work with an earnestness and_ fidelity 
worthy of a more congenial and rewarding field. Recalled 
to the pastorate in Indianapolis, under circumstances that 
made acceptance imperative, he some months since resigned 
his Superintendency, but kindly consented to give such aid 
as he could, until the close of the year. 


ILLINOIS. 


Rev. JcsepH EH. Roy, D.D., Chicago, Superintendent for Northern Illinois, (also 
Field Superintendent) ; Rev. MARTIN K. WHITTLESEY, Alton, 
Superintendent for Southern Illinois. 


The contributions from Illinois to this Treasury, in the 
ear, were $11,918.05—of which $492 were the avails of 
egacies—a gain of $3,386.49 over the receipts of the previous 

year. The number of missionaries employed in the State, 
is fifty-three ; serving eighty-five churches and out-stations. 

In the Northern District, thirty-three missionaries 
ministered to forty churches and ten out-stations; four 
churches came to self-support, and fourteen others were 
enabled to go alone by uniting in the support of a pastor 
for each of the seven pairs. Three houses of worship were 
built, and two more are building. Thirteen churches re- 
port revivals of religion. 

In the Southern District, twenty missionaries gave to 
thirty-five churches and congregations about fifteen years’ 
service. To these churches, numbering 1,096 members 
sixty-four were added on profession, and eighty-three by 
letter. Five aided churches (and eight self-supporting) en- 
joyed revivals of religion, two of them resulting in forty 
each, and in all one hundred and thirty hopeful converts. 

One missionary was installed, and one died. Four 
churches were organized, and one resuscitated ; six assumed. 
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the entire support of their ministers ; four houses of wor- 
ship were built and one is building. The number of 
churches in this District is ninety-four, of which forty-six 
are self-supporting, and twenty-five have missionary aid ; 
thirteen are partially supplied by union efforts with other 
denominations ; five are nearly extinct. 

Of the 102 counties in Illinois, thirty-five have as yet no 
Congregational church. These counties (all but four of 
them south of the Illinois river) at the last census had a 
population of 540,000. In 1850, four only of the southern 
counties had Congregational churches—seven, with a mem- 
bership of 400. In these counties now we have fifty-seven 
churches, with 3,200 members. In the Southern District 
the population has trebled in twenty years, but our 
churches have increased seven-fold, and our members 
eight-fold. 

By ‘‘fellowship’’ and other special meetings, in which 
the Superintendents bave been cordially aided by the 
pastors, the unsupplied churches of both Districts have 
been ministered to this year as before, with the happiest 
results. 

The State Home Missionary Society acknowledged the 
receipt, in its second year, of $9,845 (an advance of over 
$800 on the first year) from 151 churches, at the rate of 
about fifty-one cents a member. LEHighty-eight churches, 
with over 4,000 members, made no contribution to the cause. 
It was resolved that ‘‘ one dollar a member’’ should be the 
rule for the third year, so returning to the National Society 
as much as it appropriates to the work in the State. ‘It 
can not be,’ say the Superintendents, ‘‘but that, with a 
becoming systematic effort on the whole field, there will be 
found both ability and interest for the accomplishment of 
this great work.”’ 


MISSOURI. 


Rey. Epwin B. TuRNER, Hannibal, Superintendent. 


The contributions from Missouri to this Society, within 
the year, have been $1,351.45—$344.49 more than those of 
the year before. The number of missionaries employed 
in the State was thirty-five. These have ministered to fifty- 
eight churches and ten stations as yet without churches. 
Four churches have been organized; fifteen have been 
favored with revivals ; two church edifices have been built ; 
three others begun, and five repaired. One church has can- 
celed its debt, and three others have taken long steps to- 
ward freeing themselves of the like incumbrance. 
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The present number of churches in Missouri is sixty- 
nine, of which only twelve are self-supporting, and two of 
these have had to ask for temporary aid this year. It 
should be borne in mind, however, that only three of these 
churches date their existence earlier than 1864. 'Two col- 
leges bid fair to become valuable helpers in the work of 
bringing the State under the influence of the gospel. Thayer 
“College, at Kidder, has about forty students and two new 
professors; and Drury College, at Springfield, has com- 
menced work with four teachers and about one. hundred 
students. The ‘hard times’ have very severely tried the 
churches and the missionaries, but so many of them have 
been spiritually refreshed, that on the whole there is a de- 
cided advance on the former year. But hundreds of miles 
of railroad now building are opening new fields ; the trains 
for Southern Kansas and Texas are loaded with immigrants ; 
parties of twenty and thirty are often met, from Iowa, IIL, 
Mich., Ind., and further East, looking up unoccupied 
land, and the prospect is for an unusual influx of settlers 
this spring. The new-comers (as well as those now here) 
must not be left without religious institutions. ‘‘ Our min- 
eral and agricultural resources’’—writes the Superintend- 
ent,—‘‘ have scarcely begun to be developed ; new centers 
of trade are constantly opening on new lines of travel, and 
until now almost unknown portions of this great State— 
nearly as large as New England—are sending up tbeir cry 
for churches and missionaries. What can we do for them? 
Students are writing me with reference to laboring in our 
State, but I dare not talk to them of the new fields without 
hearing the latest news from the Treasury ; for we must not 
send out men without money to sustain them and help build 
churches for them. On this account only have we made 
little gain on the new territory this year. Must the same 

be true of the year before us?”’ 


MICHIGAN, 


Rev, Wo.corr B. WituiaAMs, Charlotte, Superintendent for Southern and 
Hastern Michigan; Rev. LaROY W ARREN, Pentwater, Superintendent for 
Northwestern Michigan, 


In Michigan, eighty missionaries have labored in the 
year how reported, ministering statedly to one hundred and 
thirty-five congregations, with occasional service in many 
out-siations. The receipts from the State, by this Society 
in its financial year, were $5,947.62—-a falling off of 
$2,964.85 from last year, when the amount was swelled by 
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a legacy of $2,000, and by special efforts in behalf of Home 
Missions. The contributions this year are $1,627 in advance 
of the annual average for the previous five years, although 
special gifts for the endowment of Olivet Colleze have taxed 
the Christians of the State. 

In the Southern District there are 135 Congregational 
churches, of which 82 are still dependent on this Society’s 
aid. Much labor has been given to the confirming of these 
feeble churches, and an unusual number have been spiritu- 
ally revived—fourteen of them reporting 190 conversions. 
Three aided churches have completed and dedicated houses 
of worship, and two others are building. Eleven of the 
eighty-two churches are supplied with parsonages. By the 
union of two or more neighboring churches in a minister’s 
support, several have been prevented from applying for 
missionary aid, though no church has otherwise come to 
self-support. 


In the Northwestern District, seventy-nine congrega- 
tions have had stated service; four churches have been 
organized ; five have enjoyed revivals of religion ; two 
church edifices have been completed, several are building, 
and one has been largely repaired. Three churches have 
assumed the entire support of their ministers, and one of 
the newly organized starts off without aid. One that had 
long been aided has been dropped, leaving the present 
number in the District, sixty, of which eighteen are self- 
supporting—four more than last year. The increase of 
membership this year has been greater than ever before in 
the same time, and there has been a like gain in social and 
spiritual power. ‘‘The churches are becoming more self- 
reliant, and are doing their work more effectively.”’ 

‘*But,’? says Mr. Warren, ‘‘our work must not stop 
where it is. The call is imperative, to go forward and 
preach the gospel where Christ is not named, and to build 
where no foundations have been laid. In six new counties 
entered by railroads last year we have no church, and in 
only one of them is there a church of any denomination. 
Some of the county seats have stores, hotels, newspapers, 
lawyers, physicians, but no church and no preacher. 
Where are the young men of enterprise and missionary 
zeal, ready to endure hardness that they may plant Chris- 
tian institutions in these new counties? There is no better 
opportunity in the world to do good service for Christ ; 
and there is no more effective way to use means for the ad- 
vancement of his kingdom, than in planting churches on 
this frontier. ’’ 
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WISCONSIN. 


Rey. FRANKLIN B, Doz, Ripon, Superintendent for Northern Wisconsin ; Rev. 
Henry A. Miner, Columbus, Superintendent for Southern Wisconsin. 


Of the one hundred and ninety-four Congregational 
churches in this State, ninety-nine, with fifty-six out-stations, 
have been supplied by staty-nine missionaries of this 
Society. Five churches have been organized ; five became 
self-supporting ; eight houses of worship were dedicated ; 
three parsonages built ; four missionaries were ordaiued ; two 
installed ; and $4,550.49 were contributed to this Treasury 
—a gain of $1,204.69 over the previous year. By a re- 
distribution of the field, the Northern District now con- 
tains ninety churches, of which sixty-eight receive mission- 
ary aid. Thirty-eight missionaries here supply fifty-six 
churches and thirty out-stations. It is on this field that 
the five churches were organized ; the four men ordained, 
and the two installed. ‘There have been other openings 
for churches which we have declined entering,’’ says Mr. 
Doe. ‘‘We intend evermore to oppose starting a Congre- 
gational church, unless there is a fair open field and a 
promise of usefulness. Sometimes local feelings are too 
strong to be controlled, and a church may be unwisely 
started. In this matter of church planting we need to be 
wise as serpents and harmless as doves, yet not slothful in 
business.”’ 


The Southern District embraces now the four Southern 
Conventions, containing 104 churches,—of which forty- 
three, with sixteen out-stations, have been aided this year 
by the Society. Four churches, of the five reported as 
coming to self-support, are in this District. The new 
Superintendent has been busy getting his work in hand. 
The field already shows the good results of his first ten 
months of service. ‘‘Our pastors,” he says, ‘‘are turning 
their attention more and more to developing the benevo- 
lence of the churches. We are reaching a higher standard. 
System is needed, that will reach every member at regular 
intervals not far apart. Some of our churches have greatly 
increased their giving thereby.’’ ‘‘ Most of our Home Mis- 
sionary churches are free of debt—an encouraging fact.”’ 
‘*But some of the churches will die. A change of popula- 
tion is going on; other denominations come to occupy the 
ground, and so there seems to be necessity to discontinue 
our church work, there being too few members to maintain 
the organization, and no material of which we can avail 
ourselves. Exploring and gathering of churches, building 
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houses of worship, ete., have been the work of the past. 
Few more churches need be organized in this District: the 
great work is to build up those we already have. The 
time was when we received far more by letter than we dis- 
missed. It is the other way now. From ‘the world’ our 
recruits must come. I hope we are beginning to under- 
stand this.”’ 

Both Superintendents have spent much of the year in 
‘fellowship meetings’ and revival work among the mis- 
sionary churches ; ‘‘some of which have been wonderfully 
blessed, doubling their membership, or receiving large ac- 
cessions.”? ‘‘Five, ten, twenty, have come from other 
churches, sometimes fifty miles across the country, to pray 
and consult together over the kingdom of Christ ; and they 
talk and pray in earnest, so much under the power of the 
Holy Ghost, that in some of the meetings no one could 
speak or pray without breaking down—the gladness of 
heaven shining through the tears of penitence.”’ 

Of this great State we may use this word of Mr. Doe: 
* Here is a land of wheat and barley and vines, whose 
stones are iron, and where we may eat bread without scarce- 
ness—a goodly heritage. Railroads are penetrating, rap- 
idly, the immense forests toward Lake Superior. There is 
untold wealth in the timber and soil and mines of that 
region. And it is Christ's kingdom. There is a great 
Home Missionary work yet to be done in and for Wisconsin. 
Too much has been done to allow any neglect in the future. 
It is no time to falter now, but for pushing the work on 
every side.’ And to this Mr. Miner adds: ‘‘Our great 
need is men ; men of power who can get at the people ; men 
who can not only preach but lead a prayer meeting, super- 
intend a Sabbath school, teach a class, and pull a bell-rope 
if need be; men who have patience to hold on and faith 
that will never be discouraged.”’ 


IOWA, 


Rev. EPHRAIM ADAMS, Waterloo, Superintendent for Northern Iowa; Rev. 
JosEPH W. PICKETT, Des Moines, Superintendent for Southern Iowa. 


Again, this year, as in the one before it, this Society 
aided in the support of just one hundred missionaries in 
Towa,—sixty-two in the Northern, and thirty-eight in the 
Southern half of the State. These supplied more than one 
hundred and sixty churches and congregations. Five 
churches were organized ; seven became self supporting ; 
eight dedicated houses of worship ; and quite a number 
have been able to extinguish onerous debts. Many have 
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enjoyed revivals, some of them of great power. The spirit 
of liberality in giving has also been poured upon t e 
churches and people to an unusual degree. The contribu- 
tions from the State to this Society were $5,433.083—a gain 
of $859.77, upon those of the previous year, itself one of 
marked increase. Both Superintendents speak with gratifi- 
cation of the present missionary ministry in the State. Says 
Mr. Pickett, ‘‘Several churches long vacant bave secured 
excellent pastors. In fact, the field is now better supplied 
than at any time for the last five years.’ And Mr. Adams, 
writing of the missionaries in his District, says, ‘‘I am 
gratified that so many have held steadily at their posts. As 
a rule, they are able, earnest men. Never in the history of . 
Iowa have I seen the ministry as a body so quick and 
liveiy in spiritual interest and labor.’? With such facts in 
view, what now follows might be anticipated. ‘‘ Better 
than the material progress has been the spiritual. Christian 
labor has been more direct, additions are reported from all 
quarters, and revivals are frequent.’? Mr. Pickett, at the 
same time, reports from his District, ‘‘the spirit of revivals 
has been greater on some parts of the field, and perhaps, I 
should say generally, than ever before.” 

In both Districts, ‘‘ the aided churches have, as a rule, 
asked less of the Society than they did the year before.’* 
In the Northern District, ‘‘the amount expended by the 
Society is less by $3,000, than that of last year; yet, with 
this contraction, about the same number of congregations 
have been reached ; about $1,000 more have been raised for 
missionaries’ salaries ; and about $4,000 more have been 
contributed from the whole field. In the hard times and 
in the low state of the Treasury for so much of the year, we 
have been studying economy and paying both men and 
churches with work. “As to the churches no danger of 
harm, but O, for more money to pay these devoted laborers 
better, and to possess the new fields which we can now only 
look upon and are forbidden to enter!’ ‘‘ For the part 
our Congregational churches have borne in helping to bring 
Towa so rapidly along her pathway of glory,’ says Mr. 
Adams, ‘‘no one need be ashamed. Past achievements 
here are among the trophies of our noble Society; but. 
under God, we trust those of the future are to be more 
glorious still.” ‘‘It is gratifying to know,’’ responds his 
associate Superintendent, ‘‘that asa denomination we have 
been able tu move with this moving tide of population, and 
improve every opportunity to plant in these new towns and 
on the broad prairies the faith and order of the Pilgrims. 
Yet our work is scarcely begun. We need churches with a 
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fervid enthusiasm for the truth as it isin Jesus, and a con- 
secration that will lift the life above worldly policy and 
worldly aims, and push it outin the direct line of every 
Christian duty. We need many more young ministers that 
with hearts glowing like a flame with love for Christ and 
the souls of men, will Kuow no hardships and feel no 
burdens ; that will move among this heterogeneous popula- 
tion, with a spirit so simple and Christlike, and a faith so 
strong and childlike as to win a way into every humble 
cabin, whether Protestant, Catholic or infidel, and prove its 
right to be there by diffusing an atmosphere of love that 
will melt every heart.” 


MINNESOTA. 


Rev, RicHaRD HALL, St. Paul, (Acting) Superintendent. 


The Society has aided forty-nine missionaries during 
the year, in Minnesota, to preach the gospel to sixty 
churches and at twenty out-stations. The contributions from 
the State to this Treasury were $1,610.87—a net gain of 
$266.31, on the year preceding. 

Of the eighty-nine Congregational churches in Minnesota, 
only seventeen are yet self-supporting. Nine were organ- 
ized, and five houses of worship were erected. Nine mis- 
sionary fields—several of them including more than one 
congregation each—are at this time unsupplied, and several 
others ought to be taken without delay, and would be but 
for lack of men and money. Four missionaries were 
ordained and one installed. One has entered the foreign 
work ; one died ; six removed to other States. Only eight 
have come in to keep the former number good. Rev. 
Richard Hall, so long Superintendent, whose resignation 
was reported as accepted one year ago, has kindly con- 
tinued to act in that capacity, waiting to transfer the re- 
sponsible trust to his successor. The Society is deeply in- 
debted to Mr. Hall for this fresh proof of devotion. The 
successor nominated by the churches and brethren of Min- 
nesota, and as cordially appointed by this Society, a year 
since, has been providentially hindered by severe domestic 
affliction, but is now expecting to enter at once upon his 
official duties. i 

Only a resident can fully appreciate the difficulties of 
our work in this immense State. Vast distances separate 
its several portions, placing them almost beyond mutual 
support. The churches along the Northern Pacific Rail- 
road, for example, or those along railroad lines through 


the south-western counties, seem flung out from much com- 
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panionship, and the moral or material aid which comes 
with that. And then more than half of the population 
(550,000) is foreign; and this proportion is constantly be- 
coming greater. Agents representing 8,000 families of 
German-Russo Mennonites have recently been seeking 
homes here for their countrymen. Into this foreign ele- 
ment we have hardly begun to penetrate. We have almost 
no preachers that can use its various languages. With 
other denominations, evangelical and unevangelical, occu- 
pying a part of the ground, the sprinkling of Congrega- 
tional churches over the State is necessarily very sparse. In- 
tercourse can be maintained only at an expense they can 
rarely afford. ‘‘It involves hundreds of miles of travel,” 
says Mr. Hall, ‘‘to attend even the local conferences, in 
some instances; and most of the railroads now refuse to 
grant ‘passes’ or ‘half-fare,’ as formerly. Nevertheless, 
we have one object of common interest, a bond of union 
among our scattered churches, which all may pray and 
labor for and send their children to—our beloved, cherished, 
Christian College, at Northfield. And Providence is teach- 
ing the churches to unite foo in bestowing sympathy, 
prayers, and money, upon the weak and struggling ones, 
to make them strong. This whole State—German, Scandi- 
navian, American—is to be leavened by the gospel; and 
the churches which the Home Missionary Society has 
planted, and is planting, will do their part, and that no 
inferior one, toward making this a noble Christian com- 
monwealth.”” The financial reverses of the Northern 
Pacific Road, have greatly checked for the time the settle- 
ment of the region and the expansion of our work. along 
that line. But the churches already organized by our 
General Missionary are planted and have a future before 
them, and our strong hope reaches on into that future. 
Our work in Minnesota is growing in power and promise, 
day by day. ‘The brethren and churches will reap great 
harvests, if they faint not. 


KANSAS, 


Rev. SYLVESTER D. STORRS, Quindaro, Superintendent. 


The Society has aided in sustaining seventy mission 
aries in Kansas, within the year. Of these, five came into 
the State and ten left it; seven already there received their 
first commission, and three others resumed missionary 
labor. Tne contributions were $1,440.07—a net gain of 
$185.70 in the year. 

aA large extent of territory has been explored ; twelve 
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churches organized ; ten houses of worship built and dedi- 
cated, and three more are nearly completed. Twenty-five 
churches and congregations have received a fresh baptism 
of the Holy Spirit, and a large number of souls have been 
hopefully converted. Nearly all the churches have ad- 
vanced, despite hard times, in the amount subscribed for 
the support of the gospel ; and in many cases, the Superin- 
tendent testifies, ‘‘the people have shown a willingness 
beyond their power.’’ Grateful and repeated mention is 
made of the aid and encouragement brought to missionaries 
and their families by ‘boxes’ from the East. ‘‘ Numerous 
and valuable, these were never more opportune, often 
bringing relief to those on tie frontiers which money 
could not buy. The need of more men and more money is 
urgent. The growth of State and the work demands it. 
We must push on. But’ since the ‘ panic’ only one new 
man has entered our commissioned ranks, in this field of 
opportunity. Immigrants have been arriving all the year. 
Of late, their numbers have been rapidly increasing, and 
there is now every sign that we shall have a larger acces- 
sion of population to this fertile and healthful State, than 
in any former year. At least six new counties, with area 
larger than all Connecticut, should be occupied at once. 
In three of them one church has been organized, but no one 
has a minister of our faith and order.’’ The Superintend- 
ent closes his Annual Report with emphatic appeals: 
‘©The missionary work in Kansas is prospering, and the 
outlook was never more favorable. We should advance 
all along the line. But we must have more men. We are 
thankful for what we have received already, and have en- 
deavored to use both money and men to the best possible 
advantage; but bere, on every hand, are fields white for 
the harvesting. Who will come and reap? We are pray- 
ing to the Lord of the harvest. Who will say, ‘Here, 
Lord, am I; send me’ ?” 


NEBRASKA, 


Rev. ORVILLE W. MERRILL, Lincoln, Superintendent. 


The Society has aided to support Jorty four mission- 
aries in Nebraska, the past year, preaching to one hundred 
and sixteen congregations. Of the fifty-nine Congregational 
churches in the State, distributed through thirty-three coun- 
ties, fifty-five receive aid from this Treasury. The contri- 
butions from the State were $757.82—a net gain of $441.04. 
In reaching this encouraging result, not less than nine 
churches averaged fully two dollars a member, and twenty- 
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two one dollar a member. Twelve churches were or- 
ganized, in eleven different counties; and three were dis- 
banded. Six were favored with revivals. The total of 
church-members has increased more than six hundred 
since the last Report. Seven missionaries I¢ft the State, or 
the work ; fourteen entered it, and one was installed. Any- 
thing like a complete, though very brief, resume of the 
year in Nebraska, must include some reference to Doane 
_College—a child of our missionary churches, planted for 
their interests and nourished by their love and prayers and 
sacrifices. Founded two years since, and located in Crete, 
it has already attracted funds, or other property of sub- 
stantial value, to an amount of nearly or quite $50,000. 
The current year of the college began with a freshman class 
of five members; and there are forty in the preparatory 
department. 

With such growth as characterizes this State,—its popu- 
lation already said to be quite 300,000—the work of the 
Society during the past year would doubtless have been 
crowned with even greater things than these, but for the 
protracted illness, and, at length, the death of Rev. Mr. 
Merrill, for four years its able and efficient Superintendent. 
The friends of Christ of every name in Nebraska, but 
especially our young missionary churches, and those new 
comers into the State waiting for and needing Christian as- 
sistance in organizing churches, have suffered a great loss. 
Mr. Merrill brought to this service an unselfish devotion 
and singleness of aim rarely equaled. He was untiring in 
his work. He fell amidst the strength of his years, ex- 
hausted by his self-denying energy. And he was a 
sagacious adviser. The plans he had formed and inau- 
gurated for surely evangelizing the whole of the State. as it 
should grow toward its swift-coming greatness, were such 
as to secure our high confidence and earnest co-operation. 
When he died, he left in all our hearts the sadness of a 
personal bereavement. We have lost a friend and co- 
laborer in whom we greatly trusted. This unexpected 
termination of his illness was so recent that no successor 
has yet taken up the work, but it is expected that the 
vacancy will soon be filled. The loss of such a man lends 
a melancholy emphasis to the closing words of his Annual 
Report—a report tinally penned and put into shape by the 
loving hands of a friend, when his own were already cold 
in death: ‘:If any young man in his zeal and vigor is 
asking for worlds to conquer in the name of Christ, here is 
magnificence of opportunity. If, in the heroism of a daunt- 
less Christian spirit, he is ambitious for God, here is field 
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for splendid achievement. Nebraska, with sixty organized 
counties, only half of them supplied at all and few of them 
sufficiently provided for; the forty-four missionaries of 
this year preaching to fifty-five churches and sixty-one 
out-stations ; Nebraska, receiving an accession to her popu- 
lation of at least 50,000 every year; Nebraska, once called, 
in great part, the desert, and now by 300,000 citizens pro- 
claimed the garden of America —this Nebraska waits, young 
men! your Christian work and your Christian devotion.” 


CALIFORNIA. 


Rey, James H. WarREN, San Francisco, Superintendent. J. W. CLARK, Ksq., 
Financial Agent. 


Thirty-five churches have been aided in the support of 
thirty missionaries, preaching to forty-five congregations 
in California, during the year. The contributions from the 
State to this Treasury were $2,635.58, in coin—a gain of 
$733.28, over those of the year before. Nine churches were 
organized, four of them at county seats. Three houses of 
worship were built, paid for and dedicated. Three others 
are well under way, while six have been largely improved. 
Of forty-six Congregational houses of worship in California, 
the Home Missionary churches have built thirty-eight ; and 
Six parsonages. And still fourteen of our sixty-five 
churches have no edifices of their own, those now used be- 
ing held in common with other denominations. One mis- 
sionary has been installed ; three have been ordained ; one 
of whom has left for work in Japan. These three were 
graduates of the Pacific Theological Seminary. By twos 
and threes this school of the prophets is sending forth its 
sons, and none too soon. Two faithful men have been re- 
moved by death from the ranks ; one of whom preached as 
long as he could enter the pulpit with assistance, the other, 
as long as he could sit in his chair. No general revival has 
marked the year, but scenes of deep and tender interest, 
resulting in many conversions, have been enjoyed in 
several of the churches, and some that were ready to perish 
have thus been greatly strengthened. No church this year 
has come to self-support. The six reported last year as 
passiug thus from the Society’s list are maintaining their 
position well. In regard to openings and prospects, the 
Superintendent writes, ‘‘ The field is widening, the harvest 
whitening more and more every year. Calls for men, 
for churches, are coming from quarters not dreamed of 
one yearago. From one end of the State to the other,— 
over 700 miles, with an ample breadth of 200 miles— 
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settlements are filling in; colonies are quietly dropping 
down ; emigrant trains arrive every week ; very few stay in 
the cities, but push right out for quarter-sections. Settle- 
ments grow up, as it were in a night, in secluded counties. 
Urgent requests come for preachers. The present outlook 
for prosperity was never surpassed if ever equaled in the 
State. Farms, ranches, orchards, vineyards and mines, 
promise this year a rich yield. Business is astir with ex- 
pectation. It will bea year of growth as well as plenty. 
Among our churches never has there been so strong an in- 
terest in the work of the Society. All but two of the nine- 
teen self-supporting churches have contributed, and some 
have astonished themselves. The Plymouth church, San 
Francisco, swelled the amount from a little over $30 to more 
than $400. The General Association made the bold venture, 
at its meeting in October, to ask the churches to raise 
$4,000 for its home field, and it will probably be a success.”’ 
The Superintendent has a large field. But his eye looks 
out on neighboring regions. He has visited Nevada and 
Utah, within the year, rendering efficient service at Salt 
Lake City. ‘‘Friends wonder,’’ he says, ‘‘that we are 
doing nothing for Arizona. We must push bravely and 
wisely into all the regions of the Pacific slope. The cause 
is great. The work is an inspiration.” 


OREGON. 


In Oregon, fowr laborers have been re-commissioned 
within the year, and no new recruit has entered the service. 
The contributions to the Society’s Treasury have been 
$334.82. One church edifice has been repaired, one revival 
is reported, two young men are preparing for the ministry. 

Rev. Dr. Atkinson still continues his General Missionary 
work, traveling from 5,000 to 6,000 miles in the year, caring 
for the destitute parishes and running over into Washing- 
ton, as occasion requires—preaching in school-house, tent, 
or saloon, confirming the churches, securing pastors or 
‘supplies,’ establishing prayer meetings, Sabbath schools, 
and reading rooms ; setting Christian laymen at work, and 
using every instrumentality that his experience may suggest, 
or ingenuity devise, for counteracting the fatal allurements 
to evil spread by the great adversary in the path of young 
and old alike. 

Of wide tracts in rural districts, and large portions of 
more than one city, he draws a dark picture : ‘* Intem per- 
ance, gambling and licentiousness, prevail and increase, 
corrupting young and old, like the leprosy. Vice is 
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defiant, and virtue timid, in our cities; the churches fail to 
meet the masses with the leaven of godliness. Many of our 
country settlements are entirely destitute of Christian 
privileges, the Sabbath is not observed, and the youth are 
growing up with even less religious culture than their 
parents had. The need of wise and patient efforts, by 
Christians and churches of all denominations, is increasing, 
and is far in advance of the workers. Our ministers are 
fewer, and the burden grows upon those who are in the 
field. We learn of increasing emigration, from the Interior 
to Oregon and Washington. One hundred families are re- 
ported as coming from Iowa to the Walla Walla Valley. 
Official statistics show that thirty-six per cent. of our 
population are of ‘legal school age,’ (between four and 
twenty years) a fact strongly indicating the need of good 
schools and Christian teachers. I wait with painful 
anxiety for ministers to share our work. Can we not have 
help?’ 
THE TERRITORIES. 


The work of the Society in the Territories, with the 
single exception of Utah, has changed but little since the 
last Report. The financial stringency has doubtless kept 
some from offering themselves for these new and distant 
fields, which at the best stand at a disadvantage as com- 
pared with the older and nearer States, more fully settled 
and further advanced in social order and apparent promise 
of earlier returns for labor. 

Dakota reports one missionary less than last year, but 
all tbe posts yet taken have been held, by at least ovca- 
‘gional visitation, preaching and Sabbath school instruction. 
As we write, Rev. J. N. MoLonry, a graduate of the class 
of 1874, from Yale Theological Seminary, is on his way to 
re-enforce the faithful little company, and thus release Rev. 
Mr. Sheldon, for a somewhat more general service among 
the scattered settlements. A church, of nine members, has 
been organized at Dell Rapids, and a house of worship 
erected in Vermillion. The number of churches is ten, 
with 182 members, and about 400 Sabbath school scholars. 
Contributions to this Society, $130.75. The Committee are 
still hoping to find more of the right sort of men, and 
money to sustain them in this needy and inviting field. 

In Colorado there has been the usual experience of 
changes, but the same number of laborers as last year. 
The new church in Longmont has been supplied with a 
missionary pastor, and only one of the eight Congregational 
churches is vacant. That at Denver, under the care of Rev. 
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J. M. Sturtevant, Jr., no longer calls on the Society for aid. 
Preliminary steps have been taken for organizing one or 
more churches in the southern part of the Territory, and if 
business revives as our brethren anticipate, there will be 
call for a material enlargement of our work, in several 
promising openings. One young man is preparing for the 
ministry. 

Since Rev. Mr. Strong left the church at Cheyenne, 
Wyoming, for the service of the American Board, in Japan, 
as his predecessor had done, no one has been found— 
though one is expected soon—to take his place. 

In Idaho, Nevada and Washington, three other Terri- 
tories in each of which the Society sustains a single worker, 
the prospect has not been such as to warrant an increase of 
force at the expense of other fields of larger promise. 

In Utah, however, the state of our work calls for devont 
gratitude. The Society’s friends will remember that it was 
the first of all evangelical agencies on the ground, commis- 
sioning for Salt Lake City, in January, 1865, Rev. Norman 
McLeod, who secured a desirable place of worship, re- 
ported a church of eighteen members, a Sabbath school of 
250 children, attracted a large congregation, and in the face 
of great opposition pushed his work—perhaps in too mili- 
tant a spirit towards Mormonism—until the spring of 1866, 
when returning from the East with funds for the erection of 
a larger chapel, he was met by news of the assassination of 
the Superintendent of the Sunday school, and- warned that 
it would be suicidal for him to return. The mission was 
necessarily suspended, and the building was leased for ed- 
ucational and other uses. As the Gentiles grew stronger, 
the Society proposed to re-enter its place of worship with a 
new laborer, whose work would be hindered by no ancient 
grudges of the Mormons and their friends. But those who 
had tavored the enterprise in its beginning so warmly de- 
sired the return of Mr. McLeod, that he was commissioned 
anew, in May, 1872. The old hostility was soon found to 
be alive and virulent, and after a year’s trial, Mr. MeLeod 
removed to Washington Territory. In December, 1873, he 
was succeeded by Rev. Water M. BaRROwsS, around 
whom the old friends of the cause, and many more recent 
comers, have rallied with singular unanimity. The place 
of worship has been repaired and furnished, supplied with 
a fine organ, &e.; the church and Sabbath school have been 
re-established ; and an intelligent, pleased, and growing 
congregation fills the pastor’s heart with courage and hope. 
Uhere 1s every reason to expect the speedy regaining of the 
influential position that this first church of Utah should 
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hold, not only for the work of Christ in the city, but in the 
regions round about. We ask, for this enterprise, the 
ake th of all who believe in the gospel as the power of 
rod, 


CONCLUSION. 


The Executive Committee have thus reviewed the opera- 
tions and results of another year with deep emotions of 
gratitude. Surely, that gracions God and Savior, in whom 
we trust, has demonstrated his presence with the Society ina 
remarkable manner. Faith has indeed been tried, but faith 
has been signally honored again and again. It went forth in 
dark hours to seek him, and, found him in every instance, 
avery present help in trouble. Commercial panic, like a 
storm, has swept over the great business centers of the 
land, and its effects have been felt in the most secluded 
New England village and on every prairie farm. The gains 
of the manufacturer and the mechanic were cut otf, and 
the farmer’s produce lay in the granary, threatening to 
waste. East and West, the friends of the Society have 
more than once been filled with fear; but in no case has 
that God in whom we trusted put our hope to shame. He 
moved upon the hearts of his people. Their love for Christ 
was kindled amidst revivals, their sympathies for his 
brethren at the front were touched, and aid flowed in like 
water from the smitten rock. ‘The hands of faithful women 
not a few wrought for them; widows plucked the rings, 
garnished with all manner of tenderest memories, from their 
fingers ; orphans drew on their little store ; alabaster boxes, 
long Kept, very precious, were broken by one and another 
disciple grateful for redeeming mercy ; men of larger means 
gave of their abundance with freer hand ; congregations re- 
membered this cause in a second and special gift; the dead 
and the living rose up together to pour their offerings upon 
its altar. We lay this tribute of grateful acknowledgment 
at the feet of God. But further; at such a time, in the 
midst of such a year, the Society has been able to do more 
than in the previous year. It will be noticed that it has 
gone forward —not so fast, indeed, as the openings invited ; 
not with such strength as the moral necessities of our grow- 
ing country demanded, but it as gone forward. Its work 
has been an increase upon what went before—not such an 
increase as we had hoped and prayed for, not such as the 
coming year ought to witness in the work of so vast and 
powerful a body of Christian people as are represented by 
this Society, but it was an increase. With more mission- 
aries in the field, aiding more churches, reaching a larger 
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number of congregations and congregations of larger num- 
bers, preaching the gospel of the grace of God more widely 
and savingiy—if not than ever, yet than for a long time be- 
fore—it comes to this anniversary unembarrassed by debt, 
rejoicing in the thousands converted, the scores of thousands 
gathered into congregations aud Sunday schools, the many 
temples dedicated in destitute places to the hallowed wor- 
ship of Christ the Lord, the many young men led on to the 
ministry of the Word, and the multitude of disciples 
trained to godly living, under its ministrations the past year. 

With this for its record, it now begins a new year ; not 
knowing, indeed, what shall befall it, but committing itself 
without fear unto him who is able to do ail things for us, 
and to whom the cause of Christ is infinitely dear, for it is 
also the cause of this suffering world. To ‘him and to the 
love and faith of his people, animated by his glorious 
promise, the Society may well commit itself and the work 
in which it is engaged. That work is the work of God. We 
have received a kingdom which can not be moved. That 
work will go on. God is behind it. In this confidence the 
Society enters upon another year—the forty-ninth of its 
history. Its noble array of faithful missionaries is strong, 
unbroken, increasing. Its friends in the East and the 
West were apparently never more numerous, hopeful, 
ardent, or ready for the sacrifices necessary to make this 
land Immanuel’s land—a mountain of holiness, down 
whose broad sides the streams of a divine and healing 
mercy shall flow to every nation under the whole heaven. 
Every year this cause rises before our thought and care, 
Invested with an intensity of interest almost painful, and a 
stupeudous moral grandeur. What can make such an 
appeal? No one can study America—as it is ; much more, 
as itis to be, among and upon the nations—and rise u 
from that study, if he be a philanthropist, without 
asking this one question, ‘‘ What can I do for this land ?”’ 
or, if a Christian, without Saying, in solemn earnestness of 
emotion, ‘‘ This nation must be, this nation shall be, given 
to Christ—a fit and mighty instrument to his hand for 
his work, Nor ONLY FROM SEA TO SEA, BUT FROM THE RIVER 
UNTO THE ENDS OF THE EARTH!’’

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RELATIONS OF AUXILIARIES, ECCLESI- 
ASTICAL BODIES, ETC. 


State and other large Auxiliaries, 


Most of the State Missionary Societies were in existence before the form- 
ation of the National Society, and some of them were among the earliest 
organized efforts in our country for sending ithe gospel to the destitute. 
They have voluntarily connected themselves as Auxiliaries with the Ameri- 
can Home Missionary Society, from a conviction that greater unity of plan 
and efficiency in action would thereby be promoted. 

The terms by which such Auxiliaries—acting on the principles of the 
Parent Society, undertaking the supply of the destitute within their own 
bounds, and paying over their surplus funds to the Parent Institution—are 
connected with the Parent Society, are such as to secure the following ob- 
jects, viz.: ; 

First—The Auxiliary is not superseded or overshadowed by the National 
Institution, but on the contrary, is invigorated and sustained by connection 
with it. 

This is secured by the provision that the Auxiliary is the sole agency for 
this cause that operates on its field. It controls all appointments in the 
State to which it belongs. From it alone, so far as its means will allow, 
the feeble churches receive assistance. Thus a direct relation and strong 
attachment are cherished toward it, in the hearts of the ministers and 
churches, 

Again—While the local operations of the Auxiliary are thus encouraged 
and sustained, its connection with the Parent Society is such as to awaken 
an interest in the destitute bevond its own limits, and afford facilities for 
reaching them. It is not only a Society for local purposes, but it also is a 
branch of the National Society, and, as such, has the control of all agencies 
for the collection of funds within its own field, and can direct the manner 
in which its surplus resources shall be expended beyond its own limits. 
Thus, the State and other large Auxiliaries are not merely organizations to 
help the Parent Society; they are integral parts of it, bound together in one 
whole by a common interest in and free access, through the Parent Society 
to the great fleld to be occupied, and governed by the same general princi- 
ples.and rules in carrying on the work. 

Those State Missionary Societies which have not yet assumed an Auxil- 
iary relation to the National Society, co operate with it on the same prin- 
ae which apply to ecclesiastical bodies, acting through Committees of 

issions. 


Committees of Missions, ete. 


The American Home Missionary Society has ever regarded the ecclesias- 
tical bodies as the appropriate judges of the standing of their own minis- 
ters, and of the wants of the churches in their connection. Accordingly, the 
commission issued to each missionary requires that his commission be accept- 
able to the ministerial body of his denomination, within whose bounds he is 
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appointed to labor. The various ecclesiastical bodies in those States 
where Missionary Societies do not exist, are invited to appoint each a Com- 
mittee of Missions from its own members, to receive applications from its 
churches, and suggest to the Society the action proper in each case. Such 
a Committee constitutes the official source to which reference can be had 
for information and advice, in all matters pertaining to missions in the 
connection to which it belongs. This mode of co-operation has been pre- 
ferred by numerous ecclesiastical bodies, from the first formation of the 
Society. It guarantees to the churches, that their respective claims shall 
be fairly considered, with all the advantage of having the indorsement of 
the body to which they belong. The advice of such a Committee, acting 
in the name and by the direction of the ecclesiastical body to which they 
belong, is regarded as the highest authority in matters pertaining to the 
standing of ministers and churches in their connection, and has the same 
influence with the Society as would that of a Board of Agency appointed 
by itself. 

There is one limitation to this influence, however, which ought to be 
stated. Should any ecclesiastical body so far swerve from the principles 
of truth and gospel order, as not to retain the fellowship and confidence 
of the great body of the churches co-operating in the Society, that fact 
would cause its recommendations not to be respected, as a basis of action, 
by the Executive Committee. 

As cases may occur in which feeble churches may not be aware of the 
existence of any Committee of Missions or State Missionary Society, 
through whicb to apply for aid, a general provision is made, that an ap- 
plication may be vouched for by any two ministers, of known and ap- 
proved standing, of their own denomination, who can certify to the facts 
of the case. If the information thus given is not sufficient, other facts are 
sought by the Executive Committee, with as little delay as practicable, 
from the most authentic sources from which they can be obtained. 

Such, briefly, are the relations of the American Home Missionary Society 
to the various organs through which the community seeks to act out its 
missionary feeling. It will be seen that this plan secures the united action, 
in the missionary work, of those whose views of doctrine and church order 
admit of co-operation, and whose interests in the great field are essentially 
the same. This combination insures a homogeneous policy as to the man- 
ner and amount of appropriations, and the qualifications of missionaries ; 
it has discouraged sectional feelings, and diffused throughout each part an 
interest in all the rest; and has thus formed ties between the West and East, 
along which has passed from the latter to the former, a silent and invisible 
current of moral influences more valuable, if possible, than all pecuniary 
grants. At the same time the connection of the Parent Society with the 
various associations that act with it is such as to secure to them entire free- 
dom in the missionary work, in their respective spheres, and an influence 
beyond them, in cultivating the waste places of our common country. 


Superintendents. 


Besides preaching to the destitute and taking up contributions for Home 
Missions, the Superintendents of the American Home Missionary Society ex- 
ercise a general supervision of the operations of the Society within their 
respective fields. by correspondence and personal visitation they ascertain 
the wants of the destitute; assist uhem to obtain the preaching of the gos- 
pel; and instruct and encourage them to develop their own means for its 
support. They receive applications for aid, and make such preliminary 
examination as may be necessary before submitting them for the action of 
the Executive Committee; and in other ways labor to insure a judicious 
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and economical application of the Society’s funds. The Society has in 


its employ no merely collecting Agents, nor any whose services are not re- 
quired for other purposes in the region where they labor. 


Applications for Aid. 


Congregations needing and desiring aid in supporting the gospel, will 
find it to their advantage to make application at the earliest possible day, 
after engaging their minister. They are requested, in their applications, 
to make FULL STATEMENTS OF THEIR CONDITION AND PROSPECTS, AND OF 
THE REASONS FOR GRANTING THEIR REQUEST. They are desired, also, to 
furnish the following particulars, viz. : 

Population of the place. 

Names of the church or churches, and preaching stations. 

Number of communicants. 

Average number of attendants on public worship. 

Denomination and size of contiguous congregations, 

Names and distances of the nearest Congregational churches. 

Minister’s full name and post-office address : Town, County, State. 

Whether he resides on his field of labor. 

Whether he has any other calling than that of the ministry. 

Whether he is now, or is expected to become the pastor of the church. 

His credentials. 

The number of persons composing his family. 

Total amount of salary proposed. 

Amount pledged by the people, and how secured. 

Whether the minister has, also, the use of a parsonage. 

Whether aid is expected from any other source. 

The least atnount that will suffice from the A. H. M. 8. 

The amount received from the A. H. M. S. last year. 

Whether a less amount will probably be needed next year. 

Amount contributed to the A. H. M. 8. last year. 

Date of the desired commission. 

The application should be signed by the officers of the church, and by 
the trustees or a committee of the congregation. 


for their indorsement und recommendation. If no such ‘*“Comunittee of 
Missions ” exists, the application should be indorsed by two or more neigh- 
boring clergymen, acquainted with the facts. If no church or congrega- 
tion is yet gathered, applicants will take the course here indicated. as far 
as practicable. 

Applications, after being properly indorsed and recommended, should be 
sent to the Superintendent (or Secretary of the Auxiliary) for ‘the region 
where the applicants reside. = 
, Asa general rule, appropriations are for twelve months from the date of 
the application; at the end of which, if further aid be needed, a new ap- 
plication must be made, containing all the particulars above stated oad 
indorsed and recommended in like manner. Hach congregation applying Jor 
renewed aid, should Surnish, also, the certificate of the Missionary, that it hag 
Sulfilled its previous pledges for his support,

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SERMON 


At the o rty-Eighth Anniversary. 
By Rev. Truman M. Post, D.D., of St. Louis, Mo. 


_“‘AND THE KINGS OF THE EARTH DO BRING THEIR GLORY AND HONOR INTO 1r.’’"—Reve- 
lation, xxi. 24. 


THE key to my discourse this evening is found in the following oon- 
victions : 

First. I am profoundly impressed with the belief that the spiritual 
power which shall possess this country wiil, for a long cycle, largely 
possess the world, Our civilization is distinguished for peculiar energy, 
and is the one most self-diffusive among the nations. 

Secondly, Iam no less profoundly convinced that this country can be 
possessed for Christ, only as it is possessed for his universal kingdom; that 
not for itself alone, or simply for interests tvat lie within its own sphere, 
bui for the great universal common cause, only, can it be truly occupied 
for him. And this, from the very nature of Christianity. As the arm can 
not grow of itself, or for itself, but by being conz ected in vital circulst on 
with the beart and the brain, so Christianity, if itis to become powerftl 
and dominant in the land, must be placed in constant sympathy with i:s 
universal world mission. So, I believe Home Missions will be best keyed, 
will be mest powerfully toned, with the motto, ‘‘OuR CounTRY FoR THE 
Wor.ip;” * THE AMERICAN REPUBLIC A Factor IN Curist'’s UNIVERSAL 
Kinepom;” ‘‘ Home MissioNs FoR THE Mission To ALL Nations.” 

Thirdly. 1 consider it equally demonstrable that the instrumen- 
tality through which this country is to be gained for Chiist, is the simple 
truth of the cross, quickened and enforced by the Holy Spirit; no new 
ssierce or profounder philosopby-—but the truth, which we already pos- 
sess, and woich, after eighteen centuries of trial, is still found, as xt the 
beginning, * the wisdom of God and the power of God unto salvation.” So 
that, while it behooves us to ply assiduously all the educational or insti- 
tutional forces of Christian culture and civilization, still the great central 
heart-f rce is that truih, to the proclamation of which this Societs pri- 
marily devotes itself, and which is the inspiration and utterance of all its 
enterprise, namely: Christ crucified for the redemption of the world. 

I nave selected as a text, or motto, that clause in Revelation descriptive 
of the new ant happier era, which presents the 7 olitical powers of the 
earth as ministrant to Messiah’s kingdom—“ The kings of the earth do 
bring their glors and honor into it ’—harmonizing with the declaration of 
the Psalmist: ‘‘ The kings of Tarshish and the isles shall bring presents, 
the king of Seba and Sheba shall offer gifts. Yea, all kings shall fall 
down before him; al) nations shall serve him.” Secular powers shall give 
their strength and glory to Christ; and among the political powers fore- 
seen as thus ministrant to his kingdom, I believe the philosophy of his- 
tory foretokens, in conspicuous relief, this American Rspublic. 

When Columbus, seeking the Indics, through the uaexplored ocean of 
the West, christened tne first discovered land San Sanvapor, and planted 
on it the banner of the Cross, we leel tae act was one of happy auspice, 
and fitly coronal of the heroism that bad lifted the veil from the New 
World; fitly, on the virgin brow of this world was hung the symbol of 
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man’s salvation. We love to regard the act as prophetic; for the passing 
centuries are more and more unfolding the magnificence of the then m‘s- 
terious empire dedicated to the royalty of Christ. The gift even far trans 
cended the dream of Eldorados, “climes of barbaric pearl and gold,” that 
had lured the adventurer across the lone end wasteful main. Not only the 
territorial vastness, but much more the historic forces of the New Domain, 
thus devoted to him who weareth the diadem of many crowns, lay far 
beyond his vision. 

We meet to-night, in acc rd with this primordial idea, in the interest of 
an Association devoted to the effectuating of that original dedication, in 
that it aims to enthrene Christ over the mightiest empire and mightiest 
civilization in the New World; an empire and civilization fast becoming 
among the most potent forces through universal history. 

THe AMERICAN Home Missionary Society has already a yrand past. 
It has become an eminent historic power, a plastic organic force in the 
genesis of new empires; the most effective of the factors of Christian 
civilization, order and liberty, in new States of imperial vastness ard aspi- 
ration, that have sprung up along the mzrch of our nation from ocean to 
ocean. It has been the planter vf Christian churches that have been the 
creators and diffusers of civic, social and intellectual, as-well as spiritual 
life and order, from the shores of the Hudson,—ay, from the shores of the 
“Bay where the Mayflower lay,” to the Golden Gate through which San 
Francisco looks forth on Pacific seas. Itsrecord in history is eminent as the 
builder and civilizer of new commonwealths. 

The statement of its history and its object is its sufficient plee; when 
Ihave defined it asa mission to our own country, I seem to have said 
enough. Its appeal applies to instincts inwrought with our nature, that 
makes argument superfluous—instincts swifter than induction, stronger and 
more elcquent than all logic. Formal pleadings for self, home, and family, 
seem wel:-oigh absurd. God and nature seem to have argued and guarded 
those interests in the very constitution of our humanity. So of country: 


‘* Lives there a man with soul so dead, 
Who never to himself bath said: 
This is my own, my native land?” 


My country! my earthly dwelling-place; where the hopes and result 
of my earthly life are garnered; the inheritance and home of my children: 
“ where my friends and kindred dwell;” whose history must be their his- 
tory, and whose future and destiny they must share;—that I should be 
interested to extend the life of the gospel of Christ through all its borders, 
would seem to be a necessity of my very selt-hood. 

But it will be of interest to show that these insiincts harmonize with 
the highest behests of the kingdom of Christ. These instinctive senti- 
ments will gather force and guidance from distinctive statement of the 
peculiar claims of Our Country—the field of the operations of this Society ; 
so that patriotism and Christianity will torm its double argument. 

Iam not called, on this occasion, to reargue the general question of 
Missions, or to show that our country is comprised in the general commis- 
sion to preach the gogpel to all the world. The general duty is clear, My 
aim wil! be to look at motives peculiar in nature and cogency, command- 
ing our first and most earnest missionary endeavor for our own land, 

First: as I have already intimatei, because it is our country, bealirg 
in itself the Juture of owr lite’s work, and the lortunes und destiny of our 
children. By the imperious law of God-implanted ixstinct, we must give 
it our first and mightiest endeavor. 

We must do it, again: because it is our ewn peculiar missionary field, 
committed by us exclusively—left to us of all others. It looks to us 
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alone. Neglected by us, it is neglected by all. No angel will do our work, 
no foreign aid supplement our defects. Given over to us, as a child to its 
parents, abandoned by us, it perishes, 

Again: the missionary field in our own country is essentially and insepar- 
ably incorporate with our entire national organism and life. The question of 
it is vitul to that of the empire itself. Neglected, it is certain to react dis- 
astrously on our entire pation and civilization. We must not disregard its 
claim ; self-preservation forbids it. By the same ‘aw that compels us to 
watch for all parts of the body, and not to suffer disease or mortification to 
fasten anywhere, lest damage c-me to the house of life itself, by the same 
law, we are obliged to cure for all parts of our national domain. We are 
all embodied in one political and social organism. Our destinies are 
bound up in the same bundle. Our life is one. 

Again: the field is most of all in our power. Expenditure here is produc- 
tive of the largest income; because it is nearest to us, is most accessible, 
can be approached with the greatest economy of means, the least ex- 
penditure of money, time and labor in preparation, and with the largest 
knowledge and facility of adaptation in regard to plan and method. By 
the superior obligation that attaches to superior power and binds us to 
the more efficient and least expensive economy, we are turned first to the 
Home Field. 

Again: a national factorship, vast beyond precedent, for the universal 
upbuilding of the kingdom of Christ, is here at stake. Our country is the 
theater and magazine, actual or prospective, of peculiar his‘oric forces, 
capable of being wrought to especial efficiency for this purpose. It is so 
from the vastness of its natural resources and possibilities of unpre 
cedented wealth, agricultural, mineral, manufactural; from its facilities 
for interior transport and foreign commerce; from its vast territorial ex- 
tent, and variety of productions, and its geographical reach from ocean to 
ocean, across the destined highway of a worid’s trade and travel. 

It is so, again: from the peculiar energy imparted to our civilization 
by our peculiar institutions; by the stimulus of personal and civil lib- 
erty, of public and private schools, of a free and cheap press, and of uni- 
versal electoral, legislative, judicial and administrative franchise. These 
impart a peculiar vigor, versatility and diffusiveness to our American civili- 
zation, and mark the American as a peculiar type ef man, the worid over, 
wherever you find him. These make him the founder and factor of com- 
mercial and manufactural enterprise, the builder of railroads, steamships 
and internal improvements, and the medium of exchange, extensively, 
+hrough foreign countries; and these make him, wherever he abides or 
travels, the energetic ciffuser of his own especial ideas—ideas which are 
now heaving, as an earthquake force, under the modern world. 

To these causes, add the energy bred in our civilization, by the con- 
stant attrition, coalescence, or conflict, of diverse or antagonistic forces, 
brought from the different parts of the civilized world, and engaged 
here in combination. 

The constant incorporation of an immigrant with our original popula- 
tion, produces the constant blending of colonial with metropolitan life, 
and the consequent union of youth with age, of the old with the new, of 
the spirit of order with that of innovation, of conservatism with that of 
reform. Arising from this unique combination, there is kept up a per- 
petual agitation and play of the life forces of civilization, without analogy 
in the history of the world. : 

Add to these the fact that our virgin soil and popular freedom make 
us the quarry for all the schools—social, political, economical and relig- 
ious—of all the earth; the theater for all social experiments; the battle- 
ground of all ideas afloat in modern society. Thus is generated an espec- 
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ial energy in our civilization, which makes it especially aggressive und dif- 
fusive, 

This diffusiveness is increased through the natural contagion of liberty; 
a contagion arising from the indestructible instincts of our common hu- 
manity, developed especially under the culture of modern ‘progress and 
historic change. This contagiousness of our principles and institutions is 
peculiarly enhanced by the fact, that the immigration to us from all the 
populations of the civilized world places us in ethnic affiliation and kinship 
with all nations, and, through this relationship as an electric conductor, 
the shock of our ideas is imparted speedily the globe over. 

Thus our country becomes the laboratory and focus of ideas that aspire 
to rule the future; it is also their paradigm and proof. Liberty and the 
rights of man are bere on trial. Here is the cynosure of oppressed na- 
tions. Our country is a sign and auspice, a refuge and hope to the stricken 
and down-trodden of the peoples. 

All the above causes seem to me unmistakably to destine our country 
as a future historic power, unique in the history of the word; a most po- 
tent factor of its future, and eminently so of that of the kingdom of God. 

Our country is also a peculiar historic power because of our geographi- 
cal isolation among the nations, and our consequent freedom of devel- 
opment, emancipated from the clamps of prescription and tradition. The 
transit of the seas leaves the past behind. A new, fresh and free world 
emerges This gives to our country an originality and vigor of develop- 
ment not found elsewhere. We are torn asunder from the Old World by 
three thousand miles of ocean. The despotism of tradition, custom, and 
historic law, is thereby broken. Reason and the original indestructible 
elements of the human mind are left here to build anew social and civil 
insiitutions, and to create laws, manners and modes of thought and feel- 
ing, in accordance with the natural fitress of things. A free and power- 
ful energy is thereby infused into all life. Invention is stimulated, improve- 
men's are welcomed, art is made prolific, and the possibilities of indefinite 
progress are opened, Vigor, hope and power are imparted to life; genius 
is awakened; talent and faculty have free scope, and society is impelled 
and animated onward in more rapid advance. 

Many things I see in the Old World to love and admire, and to desid- 
erate for my own country, but when I see how society is borne down, 
thought fettered, invention stifled, aspiration repressed, and improvement 
made difficult, slow, or impossible, by the weight of past history, by the 
awe and despotism of tradition, by slavish modes of feeling, by institu- 
tions which have now become alien and hang like fetters—broken fetters 
. they may be—on society, —when I see all this, [ thank God that three thou- 
sand miles of ocean separate us. I feel as I step upon the shores of the 
New World, a sense of emancipation, [ respire a freer and more vital air, I 
bless God for our isolated and virgin sphere of social, civil, intellectual 
and moral life. 

Of this emancipation from an older world, is born an especially bold, 
original, inventive and progressive genius. 

We are to bear in mind, also, tnat the power we are considering, is 
one whose growth is rapid beyond all historic precedent. No other nation 
presents such a ratio of increase of population, and consequently no other 
offers such a ratio of probable moral income from missionary expendi- 
ture, such vast fruitage from missionary germs now planted. 

This consideration, again, suggests the importance of time, in our Home 
Missions—that the cogency of motive is not only vast, but instant. The 
tremendous issue is immediate. With less detriment other fields may wait; 
but here postponement is forfeiture, Agesare in the hour. The historic 
power at stake is now in the crisis of the genetic and germinal period, a 
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period of especial advantages and especial dangers, * All is plastic and 
formative; all eleme..ts are in disintegration and ferment. Crystallization 
will soon ensue. Now is the time especially to apply the molding, im- 
pressing, and organizing influence. Now is owr opportunity. No tongue 
can utter its importance. It is fleeting fast. It will not come again. The 
economy of Missions in applying them when and where the leas! expendi- 
ture will produce the greatest and speediest income, points, never more 
significantly and imperatively, than to this country at this hour. The ur- 
gency and solemnity of the crisis has hardly a parallel in the history of 
mankind. Anywhere, everywhere, missions may delay, rather than here. 
It is the question of the form, growth and purpose of probably the mighti- 
est historic power beneath the sun, to be determined in the passing de- 
cades. BHisewhere, if Missions linger, reform may wait, decay may go on, 
or stagnation may continue; but here the grandest possibilities for cen- 
turies and for a continent are compromised, and the opportunity most vast 
in history is lost—not to return again. The hour is full of vast hope and 
vast fear. The destinies of ages emphasize Now. 

But the crisis is not only vast and instant, it 7s especially imperiled. 
Foreign immigration is overflooding our national faith, and our national 
life and institutions. The armies of infidel philosophy, and spiritual des- 
potism and oriental idolatry, with masses of popular ignorance and ruf- 
fianly vice, are swarming upon us from lands beyond the Easternand West- 
ern oceans. The inundation of nations threatens to submerge our national, 
inherited, Christian civilization; and meanwhile all torms ot alien, godless, 
anti-christian usages, traditions and speculations ure aiming to root them- 
selves in the slime of the great flood. 

The peril has hardly a historic parallel. That described by Merivale* 
in the decay of the old Roman world, comes nearest to av anajogue. 
Speaking of the degradation of Roman sentiments by the mixture of races, 
he says: “Modern European communities afford no parallel to this de- 
basement. The case, however, is different in the opposite hemisphere, 
where the native race is overwhelmed, trom one generation to another, 
by a constant stream of foreign immigration, The movement of the phy- 
sical elements of Roman society may not inaptly be compared, however 
different the causes from whica it srose, with that in the population of 
North America. Accordingly, in America we see a rapid change and Jis- 
integration of national sentiment constantly in progress; the ideas of one 
decade of years become obsolete in the next; manners and fashions are 
ever fluctuating; even langunge partukes of the general mutability, 
though retained on its foundations through the influence of its European 
sister; a few fixed princivles of polity belonging, perhaps, to an excep- 
tional state of s: cial development, alone remain, like landmarks, overtop- 

ing the ceaseless flow of thoughts and prejudices around them.” Ncw 
add to all this medley of popular ingredients, requiring immediately to 
be wrought to an.tional unity, four millions of blucks, just irom the house 
of bondage, and bringing with tnem the ignorance and vices that are ever 
the curse and condemnation of all slavery, and now at once invested wih 
the e.ectoral franchise and incorporate witb our national life and action— 
add these, and the oifficulty, and at the same time the necessity, of the 
national assimilation ana unification of this melange of races and nations, 
become alike appalling. 

Now, to clanfy tais seething caldron, to assimilate and fuse all these op- 
pugnaot or alien elements into a national, Christian unity, 1s the tre- 
mendous problem, and, but for Gud’s aid, the despair of the period. Uni- 


ee SS

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versal suffrage is welcoming all ingredients, and investing them with the 
control of the majority over our future. That circle of suffrage ean not be 
narrowed without revolution. The doors'of citizenship open for all men— 
like Milton's hell-gate—once opened, “to shut exceeds our power.” Our 
life as a people is in the energy and force of our educational and evangel- 
izing appliances. To counteract infidelity on the one side, and spiritual 
despotism on the other, to protect our institutions from vandalism, to save 
_our laws, our liberties and our religion from the thickening, ever bolder 
assaults on every side, will require missionary energies like the agony of a 
struggle for life. ; : 

Again: Home Missions are of a peculiar necessity of our country, in 
that they are essential to our peculiar type of political life. They are essential 
to that combination of order and liberty, which is requisite to the mainte- 
nance of our free institutions. First: because Christianity is essential 
to true liberty. Society, to be free, must be free first in soul; and Chris- 
tianity makes State and society free, because it makes souls free. It makes 
souls free, inasmuch as it places them individually before God—each in 
immediate relation and responsibility to him. It emancipates from all 
human masters, admits no human mediators or hierophants between man 
and his Maker. In placing him in immediate responsibility to God, it 
allows of no human despotism over the private reason and conscience. 
None may stand between man and God here that may not stand between 
him and God in the great day. None may stand between him and his be- 
lief, who may not stand between him and the necessary consequences of 
belief on character and destiny. Each for himself must believe, ebey 
and worship. 

The very essence of true religion is spiritual liberty. It addresses acts 
of the soul which must be free, or not at all; as, Reason, Faith, Will, and 
Love. But spiritual liberty can not long subsist apart from social and civil. 
The human soul can not admit in itself two domains, one full of light and 
liberty, and the other dark and clanking with chains. Different parts of 
it must assimilate. The tendency in the nature of mind is to singleness 
and entirety of character. Free souls must produce the free church, and 
the free church must make the free State. All history proves that civil 
must follow ecclesiastical liberty. From this necessary consequence, our 
English liberties sprang. The alliance is essential and immortal. Both 
must live, or both must perish. It was thus our civil liberty was born. 
Emerging from this, it has spread from ocean to ocean, and gone forth 
to possess other continents. 

Again: Christianity is essential to true liberty, because 7é allies liberty 
with love, equality with brotherhood. Without love, it,can not live. It is 
simply a gospel of rights apart from duties. Such liberty is jealous, selfish 
and malign. It produces jealousics, strifes, disintegration and ruin. Lib- 
erty without love, that is, a liberty of equality without brotherhood, is sim- 
ply a bloody phantom—such as is now deluding and convuising the na- 
tions of Central and Southern Europe—a gospel all bristling with rights, 
but ignoring the obligations that are their correlatives; which ultimately 
converts society into a closure of unchained beasts of prey, devouring each 
other. It is such liberty that is now breaking nations into hostile guilds, 
convulsing them with selfish factions, jealous conspiracies, antagonistic 
class interests, trades-unions and the strites of capital with labor. 

The thorough application of the Christian rule, that teaches to love 
our neighbors as ourselves, and to doto others as we would they should do 
to us, can alone heal these class discords and set society at rest. We must 
learn to look every man not on his own things only, but also on the things 
of others. This must be the solution of the labor question. A political 
economy of mere competing selfishnesses will destroy us. 
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As Christ is the true Liberator of nations, so he is also the only con- 
servator of those liberated. He is so because he creates the only order 
through which true liberty can act or even live. He establishes first the 
order of love, of mutual and equal obligations; not one of mere a dead 
dogmatic duty, but one living and delightful with true brotherhood and 
true human sympathy; an order in which law is itself perfect liberty. 

In the second place: he places liberty under law to God ; not to human 
authority alone, which may be eluded, deceived or defied; but to him 
who pierces to the very depths of our consciousness and establishes 
there his police, his magistracy, and his tribunal; to him whom nothing 
can elude, flee or defy; to him who brings the inmost soul into subjection 
to the law of love; who throws the awe of his holiness and of his majesty 
over the most secret life, and enforces the sanctions of time with those of 
eternity. 

Thus Christ invests society with a law strong and indestructible, and 
which is, at the same time, a garment of life. With this order only, have 
our American liberties been able thus far to stand the wear of time, and 
the shock of political commotion and civil war. Remove this order, and 
they are certain to perish. No genius, no riches, nor brilliancy of civil- 
ization, no wisdom of constitutions, nor strength of armies, can save us. 
Christ alone, by new creating human souls, rejuvenates society. He alone 
gives to nations immortal youth; without him as new creator and restorer, 
we go down as the Old World went down, to death; it had no second 
birth, no cure for decay. 

No scheme of society or polity grounded on mere selfishness, can per- 
manently endure. Adjust your constitutions with checks and balances 
never so nicely, the machinery worked by the mainspring of selfishness ° 
will ultimately clash, and, at last, run down. No governmental mechanism 
map has ever devised is perpetually self-acting and self-conservative. It 
has to be wrought somewhere, ultimately, by human spontaneity, by the 
wills of men; and if these wills are merely selfish, it will be wrought ulti- 
mately to corruption, collision and decay. 

But Christ opens a life fountain of unselfish action in the bosom of na- 
tions. He baptizes men into a solemn covenant of self-devotion and eelf- 
sacrifice for the good of others. Hence is bred a true unselfish public 
spirit, a pure philanthropy, a genuine patriotism and the heroism of love. 
The Church is an association of such men, in such a covenant; so that if 
nations are not all Christianized, a class at least of the self-devoted is con- 
secrated within them, and thereby a true public spirit may be created, by 
which alone nations may perpetually live. 

The order of despotism may subsist by the self-love of the despot, who 
is himself the State; ‘but to be free,” as De Tocqueville profoundly ob- 
serves, “nations must believe.” So if the Republic is to live, to Jive in 
its liberty and live in its order, it must believe ; it must live with the life of 
Christ, and the order of his ordinances to mankind. Christ must be at 
the helm, or our ship of State, with its precious freight of inherited 
liberties, and the hopes of freedom for afflicted nations, must make ship- 
wreck. Butso,I trust, it shall not be. God, the God of our fathers, 
whose right arm shielded them in the Old World; who brought them 
with their glorious dower of Christian liberty and Christian order, across 
the wide and mysterious ocean, and made them, with these germs, the 
planters of a new world; who guarded them in their infancy and covered 
their heads in the day of battle; who has developed those germs into 
the organic principles of empires spanning a continent, and has in our own 
times consecrated these principles with the baptism of the blood of half 
a million of our youth—that God, I believe, shall aid us, if so be we are 
faithful to him through the tremendous crisis and deadly dangers of the era 
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before us, and shall be the God and Savior of our children’s children to 
the remotest generations. es OE ; 

Once more: Christianity is essential to the life of our civilization, in 
that society lives by progress, and progress feeds on the ideal, or on the concep- 
tion und pursuit of a higher eacellence and a happier era than that already 
realized. Life iy an aspiration and endeavor atter the unattained yet at- 
tainable. When the taculty of such con-eption and endeavor fails, civili- 
zation decays and nations perish. The power of such idealization, must be 
Sound ina nation’s faith, its conceptions of the divine. But the gods of the 
Classic nations of antiquity were only exagverated men, —exaggerated in 
evil more often tian good; and the divine, such as it was io their faith, 
was forever oeyond human aspiration or endeavor. Their Olympus—what- 
ever of excellency or bliss it inclosed—was forever shut against weary 
mortals, Human »spiration and eadeavor could only be directed to 
apotheosized human virtues—those of heroism, patriotism end justice, — 
and toward a better era, when these should rule the world, But with the 
course of woefut experience, confidence in these also failed. Faith in God 
and jaith in nan oth perisued, and society was dead, 

N thiag can be sidder than toose ges when society has nothing before 
it trans-en ing the actus] and preseat; when ir despairs of progress; when 
—as Grote sadly predicates of Gieece, after the Peloponnesian war had 
worn out its seotiments of heroism, patriotism and justice—nations have 
“no future.” Toea enthusissm, generosity and grandeur of soul, with 
genius and hepe itself, perisa from among men; then souls dwindle and 
nations die. Such were the closing cycles of ancient classic civilization. 
The lights were out in earth and heaven: aspirations after the good, the 
true, the beautiful, with faitn in God and faith in man, and the dream of 
the Age of Gold, had vanished fiom the world. 

So it must ultimately be with all nations and all civilizations of failing 
or misdirected faith. Science, apart from Christianity, can furnish no 
compensation for such defect of religior ; euch science, materialistic or 
atheistic as it must oe, can only debase and smother Spiritual espiration. 

Only the type of the divine, revealed in Christ Jesus: the idealized hu- 
manity of him who was both Son of Man and Son of God, ever lifted up 
before the world,—the beauty of a God of Love shining in the face of 
Christ, and the call of man to a participation inthe divine nature, and the 
glories of an eternal heaven—only these, presenting the ever unattained yet 
ever approachable excellency and bliss of God—can forever lead on the 
aspirations of mau and society. But in the vision of the perfect thus dis- 
closed, society can ever be led on to a higher plane, and to perpetual re- 
form and progress, through all the ages of the future, till the earthly 
merges in the heavenly. Till then, it can only exult in the utterance of 
the Apostle, ‘‘Not as though I had already attained, either were already 
perfect; but I follow after, if that I may apprehend that for which also I 
am apprehended of Christ Jesus.”—So, and go only, shall there be a per- 
petual quickening of civilizations; and so nations be kept ever living and 
ever young. 

Such are some of the considerations demanding the most speedy and 
thorough evangelization of our own country. 

The claims of the AMpRICAN Home Missionary SocIETY, as an agent 
for this great work, need no argument. Her record is her plea; her achieve- 
ment is her proof. She wears already the ensigns of a grand history. She 
appears before you to-night as one of the grandest of architects history 
has known, of free, prosperous and powerful commonwealths; a builder of 
States as well as churches, civilizer as well as Christianizer of new-born 
empires, from the Atlantic to the Pacific. ; 

Its policy is wise (and would that the churches would give it means 
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to carry it out)—its policy is not to waste energy and money in spasmodic 
or surface work, but to aim at permanent foundations,—to open peren- 
nial life-fountains all through the moral wastes—to plant the wilderness 
with Christian faith, order and law; with Christian homes and Christian 
families—the exemplars and effectuators of a liberal culture and intelli- 
gence gracing an earnest piety. 

I know of no lives of greater Christian beauty or more heroic self: sacri- 
fice, than I have seen in those missionary homes in the West. Those lives, 
though sometimes for their very beauty seeming almost misplaced im that 
waste, where they often fade away briefly and silently as the wild flower 
fades, yet I have felt were not only sacrifices most precious to Christ, 
but evangels mightier and more eloquent than all speech. The gift of a 
life, of personal power, influence and character, of manhood and woman- 
hood often rich with culture and grace fitted to adorn the most learned 
and polished circles; the charm of Christian homes with quiet but most 
effective Christian influence. the model specimens of well ordered and well 
educated Christian households —the devotion of all these to new, rude, 
unevangelized districts, I believe to be one of the most precious offerings 
Heaven looks down upon; and I believe these influences, coupled with 
effective preaching of the Word, constitute the great forces in a missionary 
economy, for the permanent occupancy of the land for Christ. 

But we are required todo work much beyond this. Around these pri- 
mary missionary centers there must, for the present, be wide circles vacant 
for itinerating ministrations, and for exploring and preparative energies. 
There must also be missionary appliance to the destined future centers of 
influence and power, planting germs where there promise to be ultimate 
greatest religious harvests, irrespective to the question of present demand. 
At such points, and to a great extent, tarough the whole field, the demand 
itself often requires to be created. 

The evidence of direst need is generally the entire unconsciousness of 
it. This isa general law of spiritual as well as natural life: the lowest 
stages have the least self-consciousness. So in the missionary fields gener- 
ally supply must create demand; the saddest and extremest want being 
to feel no want. But as soon as possible, in points of promise thus seized 
upon, there should be the planting of the church and the pastorate with 
their adjuncts of Christian homes and families. Around these will gather, 
sooner or later, but surely, the school, the academy, the lyceum, the library, 
and all the ministries of education, social and religious culture, and all the 
furniture of Christian civilization. 

From these centers, thus established, there must be a constant develop- 
ment and outgoing of missionary agency to the regions round about, still 
morally or religiously waste. Every missionary church, as speedily as 
possible, and by influences incorporate with its very foundation, needs to 
be converted into a missionary center. It needs to be wrought to mission- 
ary and evangelic endeavor in the field of its operations; to creating a 
home supply of laborers of all kinds; to training a regular and fully edu- 
cated ministry not only, but to calling forth the lay elemet, and stimulat- 
ing and organizing lay ministrations. 

This is an evident necessity of the times, if the supply of evangeliz- 
ing agency is at all to keep pace with the increasing wants of the country. 

We have not, nor are we soon likely to have, an adequate corps of 
completely and systematically trained ministers, to send forth. We must, 
meantime, utilize more the lay element, must have more of itinerating 
agency, more of a preaching protherheod ; secular callings must be more 
levied on for aid in evangelization. We must return more to the primi- 
tive Christian idea, which presented every disciple as an evangelist; each 
one as brought into the kingdem, not merely to be saved, but to save 
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. So mission must beget mission, evangelist must call forth evangel- 
on ee light up soul, and each soul lit up must shine to others. Adl 
the powersand gifts of the church must be utilized in missionary endeavor, 
So and so only, I believe, shall Christians possess this land. Indeed, this 
spirit must peryade all Gods’ people, elsewhere, as well asin missionary dis- 
tricts, in order that the church should be fitted to save the country, or even 
itself. Only by the missionary spirit quickening through all its sphere 
and all its economy, will it be found worthy to occupy and hold this mag- 
nificent domain God has set before it, ; ; ; 

Our missionary policy is frumed upon Jaith in the promised dispensation 
of the Spirit ; and herein is all our hope—in the belief that he who makes 
“the weak things to confound the things which sre mighty, and the 
things which are not to bring to nought the things that are,” can and will 
use seemingly inadequate means faithfully put forth, to secure vast results; 
will make the few scattered spots which are occupied in a vast field, the 
foci of vitalizing influences for a wide circle; as the grain of mustard 
seed or the particle of leaven, the small and primal germs of large results; 
the nuclei of wide accretion, and assimilation; the centers of a perpetually 
reproductive, self-diffusive power—the ‘‘ handful of corn upon the top of 
the mountains, the fruit whereof shall shake like Lebanon.” We trust that 
our missions may develop not only old, but new forms of evangelizing 
enterprise. I do not rely on the regular clergy alone—though it must ever 
be the great, permanent, central and regulative force—ag exbausting in it- 
se.f the great commission, or as adequate: in isself to the demands of the 
present or coming time; but as stimulating and guiding other evangeliz- 
ing agencies through the entire brotherhood, so that all the congregation 
of the Lord shall be full of prophesyings. 

I believe there awaits a spiritual era, a dispensation of the Holy 
Ghost, past former precedent, according to the prophetic promise for the 
last days: ‘And it shall come to pass in the last days, saith God, I will 
pour out of my Spirit upon all flesh, and your sons and your daughters 
shall prophesy, and your young men shall see visions, and your old men 
shall dream dreams: and on my servants and on my handmaidens I will 
pour out in those days of my Spirit; xn i they shall prophesy.” Brethren, 
these are the ‘‘last days.” I believe in the coming of such an era ol the 
Spirit. Signs of his coming are thickening in the earth at this hour— 
thickening in our own country and in the lands beyond the sea—beckon- 
ing us onward. 

No class exclusively, no order, but the church entire, the whole body 
of believers, under the breath of that Spirit, shall apply itself to the uni- 
versal life of the world. Not the regular ministry only, but other agencies 


Council; of their own spontaneity, individuals and bands, shall go forth 
for the work of Christ into the moral wilderness, or the imperfectly evange- 
lized districts. So, universally, light shall kindle light, soul shine to soul, 
life quicken life, and discipleship propagate discipleship, till the whole 
land, yea the whole earth shall be full of the glory of the Lord as the 
waters cover the sea. 

I say, the whole earth; for it is with ultimate relevancy to t e uni- 
versa! Mission of the world, that I have been arguing that to our country ; 
that, as subsidiary to the missionary occupancy of the whole world for Jesus 
——as essential means to that end—our country summons us primarily to save 
itself, 

Home Missions in spirit, aspiration, and effort, are in constant living 
sympathy with Foreign. They spring from the same fountain. Indeed 
they are one, Sundered, neither can live. The original mission, begun at 
Jerusalem, is limited by no lineage or clime. The missionary spirit to be 
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genuine, indeed to live, must be wide as the world, universal as humanity; 
as expansive as the atmosphere and as unconfined. If it shrinks abroad, 
it will shrivel at home; and if feeble at home it will be powerless abroad. 

Foreign and Home Missions are mutually stimulative and interdepend- 
ent. Home Missions are requisite, not only to save the resources of this 
country to the kingdom of God, but also to create the missionary spirit 
that shall consecrate these resources, when saved, to that kingdom. 
Fidelity to the one cause will inure to energy in the other. 

The ultimate coronal argument for Home Evangelization, is the con- 
secration of a nation and civilization—destined probably to be among the 
mightiest on earth,—to the cause of Christian Missions the world over; 
to “bring the glory and honor” of this nation into the city of God; to 
convert its riches into a missionary fund; its commerce and travel to mis- 
sionary Visitation; its energies of character, intelligence and institutions, 
into missionary forces; its churches, enlarged and enriched, multiplied and 
sanctified, into perennial fountains of missionary endeavor and enterprise 
for ali the earth. 

Thus looked at, so far from being rival, Home and Foreign Missions 
are identical; not competing, but co operative and mutually supplemen- 
tal; not lights of different orders—the primury sun and satellite moon,— 
but, like the double stars seen by astronomers in the nightly skies, twin 
suns, co-ordinate, mutually attractive and complemental, together marshal- 
ing up the empyrean the armies of light. 

We delight thus to look on our country as a magazine of vast mission- 
ary power for the coming era. Thus contemplating it, patriotism finds its 
sublimest significance; rises to its loftiest passion, yea almost to a religion. 
I feel for such a country, it is grand to live; for such,men may well dare to 
die. 

As in the light of hope—I had almost said, of prophecy—I thus con- 
template our country, all its wondrous energies transfigured into forces, 
architective of the kingdom of Christ, led by the same hand that con- 
ducted our fatheis through the great deep and the wilderness, down ages 
overhung with solemn and glorious destinies—as thus I look, all our his- 
tory rises to a loftier significancy. God’s gold.n purpose strikes through 
all the past; its lines of light, shooting through all the maze and kindling 
into a divine scheme. The labors of our Fathers and of our own shadowy 
lives, are economized and eternized in a plan of God. In vision, beyond 
Columbus's dream,. beyond even the Pilgrims’ prayer, I seem to see arising 
in this new world, a Power ministrant, in chief among the nations, to the 
universal royalty of Christ; and I seem to hear sounding along its march 
down a vast future, the exultation of the Hebrew Seer over God’s people of 
old: ‘There is none like unto the God of Jeshurun, who rideth upon the 
heaven in thy help, and in his excellency on the sky. Tie eternal God 
is thy refuge, and underneath are the everlasting arms. Happy art thou, 
O Israel! Who is like unto thee, O people saved by the Lord, the siield 
of thy help, and the sword of thy excellency ! Thine enemies shall be 
found liars uato thee; and thou shalt tread upon their high places.”

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CONSTITUTION 


OF THE 


AMERICAN HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


ARTICLE 1. This Society shall be denominated THE AMERICAN Home Mris- 
SIONARY SOCIETY. 


ART. 2. The object of this Society shall be, to assist congregations that are 
unable to support the gospel ministry, and to send the gospel to the destitute 
within the United States. 


Art, 3. The officers of this Society shall be a President, Vice-Presidents, a 
Treasurer, an Auditor, one or more Secretaries for Correspondence, a Recording 
Secretary, and fifty Directors, who shall be annually appointed by the Society ; 
and who, together with the Directors for Life, shall constitute a Board, seven of 
whom shall be a quorum, at any meeting regularly convened. 


Art. 4. The officers and Directors shall appoint an Executive Committee 
of fourteen (including the Treasurer, the Secretaries for Correspondence, and 
the Recording Secretary), residing in the City of New York and its vicinity ; five 
of whom shall be a quorum at any meeting regularly convened. The Committee 
shall haye power to appoint its own meetings, form its own rules of business, and 
fill any vacancies in its own number which may occur during the year, and to 
conyene special meetings of the Board or Society; shall appoint missionaries, 
and instruct them as to the field and manner of their labors; shall have the dis- 
posal of the funds; shall create such agency or agencies for appointing mission- 
aries, and for other purposes, as the interests of the Institution may require ; and 
shall make an Annual Report of their proceedings to the Society. 


Arr, 5. The Treasurer shall give bonds, annually, to such amount as the 
Executive Committee shall think proper. : 


Art. 6. Any person may become a member of this Society, by contributing ‘ 
annually to its funds; thirty dollars paid at one time shall constitute a Member 
for Life ; and one hundred dollars paid at one time shall constitute a Director 
for Life; and any person on the payment of a sum which, in addition to any pre- 
vious contribution to the funds, shall amount to one hundred dollars, shall be a 
Director for Life. An executor, on paying a legacy of two hundred and fifty 
dollars to the funds of this Society, shall be a Member for Life; and the payment 
of a legacy of one thousand dollars shall constitute a Director for Life. 


Ant. 7. Any Missionary Society may become Auxiliary, by agreeing to pay 
into the Treasury of this Society the whole of its surplus funds, and sending to 
the Secretaries for Correspondence a copy of its Constitution and Annual Reports, 
mentioning the names of its missionaries, and the fields of their operations. 


Art. 8. Every Auxiliary Society, which shall agree to pay the whole of its 
funds to this Society, shall be entitled to a missionary or missionaries to labor in 
such fields as it may designate ; at least to the amount of its contributions; pro- 
vided such designation be made at the time of payment. 
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ArT, 9. The officers of all Auxiliary Societies shall be, ex-officio, Directors ; 
and annual contributors to their funds shall be members of this Society. 


Art. 10, This Society shall meet annually in the City of New York, on the 
Wednesday next preceding the second Thursday in May. 


ArT. 11. No alteration shall be made in this Constitution without a vote of 
two-thirds of the members present at an annual meeting; nor unless the same 
shall have been proposed at a previous annual meeting, or recommended by the 

Executive Committee. 


ACT OF INCORPORATION. 


The People of the State of New York, represented in Senate and Assembly, 
do enact as follows: : 


SeoTIoN 1. Theodore D. Woolsey, William G. Lambert, Christopher R. 
Robert, Simeon B. Chittenden, Richard §. Storrs, Jr., William I. Budington, 
Calvin C. Woolworth, Charles Abernethy, John B. Hutchinson, Henry M. Storrs, 
William Henry Smith, Milton Badger, David B. Coe, A, Huntington Clapp, 
Austin Abbott, and George S. Coe, and all such persons as are now, or here- 
after may become members of the American Home Missionary Society, formed 
in the City of New York in the year one thousand eight hundred and twenty- 
six, are hereby constituted a body corporate by the name of ‘*The American 
Home Missionary Society,” for the purpose of assisting feeble congregations, 
and of sending the gospel and the means of Christian education to the des- 
titute within the United States, 


Sxc. 2. Said Corporation shall be capable of taking and holding, by pur- 
chase, gift, grant, devise or bequest, subject to the provisions of law relating 
to devises and bequests by last will and testament, real and personal property, 
and of granting or otherwise disposing of the same, for said purpose. 


Src. 38. The net annual income of the Society, arising from their real 
estate, shall not exceed the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars. 


Sec. 4, This Corporation shall possess the powers and be subject to the 
provisions of title three of chapter eighteen of part one of the Revised Statutes, 
as amended, so far as the same are applicable. 


Sec. 5. This Act shall take effect immediately. 


Forty -NINTH REPORT. 


Tur Executive Committee of the American Home Missionary 
Society, in presenting their Forty-ninth Report, desire, first of all, 
to record their grateful acknowledgments to him who has crown- 
ed the year with his goodness. Rarely, if ever before, have they 
witnessed, in the midst of trial and embarrassment, such signal 
interpositions of Providence in behalf of the institution whose 
servants they are. But, before they enter upon the history of its 
operations, it is their duty to pay a passing tribute to the memory 
of the honored friends and associates who have fallen by their 
side. 

Hon. Wiritam A. Buoxtvenam, LL.D., one of the Vice-Presi- 
dents of the Society, has been removed by death. He has long 
been its steadfast friend and liberal supporter, and this Committee 
share the grief with which all patriotic and Christian hearts 
throughout the country lament his departure. As the chief ma- 
gistrate of his own State, in the darkest period of the nation’s his- 

_tory, as a Senator in Congress during the last six years of his life, 
as the liberal patron of learning, and of institutions for the dis- 
semination of evangelical truth, he has placed his name among 
the foremost on the roll of the Christian patriots of this country ; 
while, in the spheres of private life, which he filled and adorned, 
his memory is precious. 

The Society has been bereaved in the decease of another of 
its Vice-Presidents, Hon. Epwarp Dickivson, LL.D. He was 
elected to that office in 1868, but he had been for many years a 
firm friend of the Society, and had rendered it valuable service 
by the faithful administration of trusts held for its benefit, as well 
as by his professional counsel and his pecuniary gifts. 

Rev. Marx Tucker, D.D., another Vice-President, has closed 
his long life of eminent usefulness and is numbered with the 
dead. During more than half a century he has been widely 
known and honored as an able preacher, a faithful pastor, and a 

rominent actor in building up our great systems of Christian . 
Pe -yolence. He was elected a Director of this Society in 1832, 
and a Vice-President in 1844; and during this long period of 
forty-three years, he has been its wise counselor and faithful | 
friend. His voice, which was often heard from the platform and 
among the people to whom he ministered, in earnest advocacy of 
this cause and in importunate supplication for God’s blessing 
upon it, now mingles in the praises of those who celebrate its 
triumphs in the upper temple. 
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Seven missionaries have been removed by death since the last 
Anniversary: Rev. Enoon Arxiys, and Rey. Wruram A. Hypr, 
in Connecticut; Rev. Corsiy Kipper, in Illinois; Rev. Exam 
Brancu, in Michigan; Rev. Bertan Kiye,in Iowa; Rey. Morris 
Orricer, in Kansas; and Rey. Anprew Warwick, in Nebraska.

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SUMMARY OF RESULTS. 


The number of ministers of the gospel in the service of the 
Society, the last year, whose names are found in the General 
Table, commencing on page 13, together with those engaged in 
superintending the work, is 952. 

Of these, 738 were in commission at the date of the last 
Report, and 214 have since been appointed. 

They have been distributed in 33 States and Territories, as 
follows: In Maine, 82; New Hampshire, 45; Vermont, 45; 
Massachusetts, 66; Rhode Island, 6; Connecticut, 48; New 
York, 53; New Jersey, 5; Pennsylvania, 9; Virginia, 1; West 
' Virginia, 2; Florida, 1; Louisiana, 1; Texas, 2; Tennessee, Ls 
Ohio, 39 ; Indiana, 6; Ilinois, 51; Missouri, 33 ; Michigan, 78 ; 
Wisconsin, 67; lowa, 94; Minnesota, 56; Kansas, 69 ; Ne- 
braska, 41; Dakota, 6; Colorado, 6; Utah, 1; Nevada, 1; 
Idaho, 1; California, 31; Oregon, 4; Washington, 1. 

This distribution gives to the New England States, 292; 
Middle States, 67; Southern States, 7; Western States and 
Territories, including 38 on the Pacific coast, 586. 

Of the whole number in commission, 460 have been pastors 
or stated supplies of single congregations; 277 have ministered 
to two or three congregations each ; and 215 have extended their 
labors over still wider fields. 

The aggregate of ministerial labor performed, is 701 years. 

The number of congregations and nissionary districts which 
have been fully supplied, or where the gospel has been preached 

-at stated intervals, is 2,223. 

Two missionaries have been m commission as, pastors or 
stated supplies of congregations of colored people, and 34 have 
preached in foreign languages ; 19 to Welsh congregations, 12 to 
German congregations, one to a French cohgregation, and two to. 
congregations of Swedes. 

The number of Sabsath-school and Bible-class scholars is not 
far from 80,750. 

The contributions to benevolent objects, reported: by 564 mis- 
sionaries, amount to $23,903.31. 

One hundred and forty-three missionaries make mention of 
revivals of religion during the year, in some of which there have 
been 60, 62, 64, 65, 66, and in one case 100 hopeful conversions. 
The number of conversions reported by 399 missionaries, is 3,440, 

The additions to the ch urches, as nearly as can be ascertained, 
have been 6,361, namely: 3,824 on profession of faith, and 
2,537 by letters from other churches, 

Sixty-seven churches have been organized, in connection with 
the labors of the missionaries, during the year, and thirty-three 
have assumed the entire support of their own gospel ordinances. 
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Sixty-three houses of worship have been completed; one 
hundred and twenty-seven repaired or improved ; and the build- 
ing of nineteen others commenced. Seventy-four young men in 
connection with the missionary churches, are reported as in dif- 
ferent stages of preparation for the gospel ministry. 


THE TREASURY. 


Resources.—The balance in the Treasury, April 1, 1874, was 
$4,723.16. The receipts for the succeeding twelve months have 
been $308,896.82—making the resources for the year $313,619.98. 

Lianmurres.-—There was due to missionaries, at the close of 
the last year, $12,652.45. There has since become due, $293,- 
756.06—making the total liabilities $306,408.51. 

Payments.—Of this sum $296,789.65 have been paid, leaving 
$9,618.86 still due to the missionaries for labor performed, but 
not yet reported. In addition to these past dues, appropriations 
already made, and daily becoming due, amount to $96,141.70, 
making the total of pledges $105,760.56, toward canceling which 
there is a balance in the Treasury of $16,830.33, 


COMPARATIVE STATEMENT. 


A comparison of these statements with those presented in the 
last Report, shows a gratifying progress in the work of the 
Society. Though the year has been one of extraordinary tinan- 
cial embarrassment throughout the country, a larger amount than 
ever before has been raised for the cause of Home Missions. The 
receipts now reported exceed those of the year immediately pre- 
ceding, by $18,776.48, and those of any former year by $14,- 
329.96. This advance, however, is not the result of increased 
contributions of the living, which have been less by $36,450.08,

while the income from legacies has been greater by $55,226.56, 


than in the preceding year. But other benefactions, of which the 


Society has been the almoner, though they have not passed 
through its Treasury, have been more liberal than ever before. 
Special sympathy has been excited in behalf of the missionaries, 
as sharers in the effects of that fearful scourge with which the 
West was visited during the summer. Besides the gifts placed 
at their disposal, for other sufferers, the donations of clothing, 
books, periodicals, etc., for the benefit of themselves and their 
families, were valued at about $70,000. The expenditures have 
exceeded those of any former year by $9,126.74. The average 
expense of sustaining a missionary has been greater than hereto- 
fore both in New England and in the West; in the former, 
through the impoverishment of missionary churches by emigra- 
tion, and in the latter from the effect of the visitation of locusts, 
which devoured the substance of the people, and made them 
dependent upon charity for the supply of both material and 
spiritual food. 
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The number of missionaries sustained is less by seventeen than 
in the previous year, but even more than this diminution occurs 
in the single State of Maine, where the services of theological 
students, during their summer vacation, have not been employed 
to the same extent as in several former years. The number of 
fields occupied is greater by twenty-eight than in any other year. 
The number of revivals exceeds that reported at the last anniver- 
sary by thirty-eight ; the number of conversions, by two hundred 
and forty; and the number of additions to the churches, by nine 
hundred and forty. The Committee deem it a cause for special 
thanksgiving to God that they are permitted to make such a

record at the close of such a year. 


DENOMINATIONAL COMITY. 


The Committee have continued their efforts for the promotion 
of denominational comity on the missionary field. They regard 
the unfriendly rivalries between Christians of different names, 
but of like precious faith, as among the most formidable obstacles 
to the evangelization of our country, as well as a scanda! to the 
Christian name. They have deemed it their duty, therefore, as 
the almoners of the churches, to use their influence in all legiti- 
mate ways, to secure harmony and co-operation among evangeli- 
cal denominations in their missionary work. After much nego- 
tiation with the Board of Home Missions of the Presbyterian 
Church, a joint declaration of principles and plans of action was 
adopted and published in: September last. This movement has 
received the enthusiastic commendation of the religious press, 
ecclesiastical bodies, conventions, and individual friends of Home 
Missions. It has led to much profitable discussion among differ- 
ent denominations on the missionary field, and some successful 
efforts haye been made to carry into practical effect the measures 
suggested. Other similar efforts have been, and still others will 
be, defeated by the intense sectarianism with which they must 
contend ; yet the Committee believe that an important step has 
been taken toward increased harmony and efficiency, in mission- 


ary effort, among the various branches of the one Household of 
Faith.

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AUXILIARIES AND MISSIONARY FIELDS. 
MAINE MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

The recetpts of this Auxiliary, during the year ending Feb- 
ruary 28th, were $13,235.72, and the amount sent to the Treas- 
ury of the National Society, during its financial year, by indi- 
viduals and churches in Maine, was $410.50, making the total 
contributions to Home Missions in that State $13,646.22. This 
is less, by $4,443.72, than the amount contributed in the preced- 
ing year. The expenditures for missionary purposes within the 
State have amounted to $13,257.90. 

Lighty-two missionaries have been under commission in this 
State, which is less by twenty-eight than the number employed 
in the previous year. Forty-four of these laborers were ap- 
pointed for the whole year, and the total amount of ministerial 
service performed amounts to forty-seven years. Three of the 
missionaries have been ordained to the work of the ministry, 
one house of worship has been dedicated, several others repaired, 
and one church has assumed self-support. Seven churches re- 
port revivals of religion. Another instance of spiritual refreshing 
is mentioned, which is of peculiar interest. Several years ago, 
one Adams came to Jonesport as a preacher, led many of the 
‘people into Mormonism, organized a colony for settlement in 
one broke up the church, and sailed with his adherents 
for the Holy Land. Through the labors of the Maine Missionary 
Society this waste has been reclaimed ; during the last summer 
about twenty-five souls were converted under the preaching of 
the missionary; and it is hoped that, within a few months, another 
church will be organized. 

The Secretary speaks as follows of the difficulties and discour- 
agements that attend the missionary work in that State: “The 
work of missions in Maine is a great work, and on some accounts 
taxes heavily the faith of the churches. The current of emigra- 
tion sets so strongly from the State that it barely holds its own in 
population. This current is principally from the rural towns, 
many of which are already greatly reduced. The churches in 
them, once self-sustaining, are diminishing in numbers and 
strength, and many of them are obliged to call for charitable 
aid. Of the 241 Congregational churches in the State, less than 
100 are able to support the ordinances of religion without. chari- 
table assistance. K or can any one see where this process of de- 
cline is to be arrested, and it becomes a question of grave import, 
whether the Maine Missionary Society will be able long to meet 
the missionary wants of the State’ without calling upon the 
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Parent Society for assistance. If God would pour out his Spirit 
so copiously that the major part of the people in all our mission- 
ary towns should be gathered into the churches, and made 
hearty laborers in the Lord’s vineyard, this result might be 
averted. Oh,.when shall this be? Hasten it, O God, before this 
generation passes beyond the reach of the gospel and the salva- 
tion it profters to men!” . 


NEW HAMPSHIRE MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

The receipts of the New Hampshire Missionary Society, in the 
year ending February 28th, were $9,170.42. There were also re- 
ceived into the Treasury of the Parent Society, from that State, 
in the year closing March 31st, from legacies, $1,084.63, from 
churches and individuals, $4,881,61—in all, $5,966.24—making 
the entire contributions from the State to the cause of Home 
Missions, $15,136.66, which falls short of the amount raised in the 
previous year by $936.71. The amount expended by the Auxil- 
jary within its bounds, is $6,577.58, or $631.39 less than was 
expended in the preceding year. 

The Society has employed forty-five missionaries, who have 
performed, in the aggregate, twenty-nine years of labor in forty- 
six fields. One church has assumed self-support; one house of 
worship has been erected, and another thoroughly repaired; one 
parsonage has been built; and two missionaries have been in- 
stalled as pastors of the churches which they serve. The average 
amount paid by this Society to its missionaries, during the last 
year, was $222, which is considerably in advance of the sun paid 
in any previous year; but the Trustees believe that the efficiency 
of the missionary force has been increased in a still larger ratio. 
The Secretary says: “Considerable progress has been made in 
the ‘yoking’ of two churches for the support of one minister ; 
and some success, though less than is desired, has attended the 
efforts that have been made to promote comity between different 
denominations. That spirit which manifests itself in putting 
“our church” above and in place of the cause of Christ, is still 
fearfully strong, but is growing weaker.” 

“The feeling that our State is worth saving, and the purpose to 
secure its complete evangelization, are manifestly gaining strength 
among our churches. The work of ‘building the old wastes’ and 
of making aggressions upon whatever of practical heathenism still 
lingers among us, is prosecuted with increasing energy and hope- 
fulness, while the interest felt in the wider field of the Parent 
Society is certainly not diminishing. Our missionary churches 
are sharing in the special religious interest which is pervading 
nearly all the churches of the State. In this respect the state of 


things has not been, for many years, as hopeful as it is now. The 
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good work is quiet, but it is deep and genuine. We close the 
year in thankfulness and hope, with raised expectations as to 
what God is about to do among us and for us.” 


VERMONT DOMESTIC MISSIONARY SOCIETY, 


C. F, Tnompson, Esq., President; Rev. C. S. SMiruH, Secretary ; J. C. EMERY, 
Hsq., Treasurer. Office in Montpelier. 

The receipts of this Society, for the year en ding February 28th, 
were $11,529.28. There was also received into the Treasury of 
the American Home Missionary Society, during its financial 
year, in legacies, $1,614.70; in contributions from churches and 
individuals, $947.60—in all $2,562.30—making the total contri- 
butions to this cause from’ Vermont, $13,091.58, which is less 
than the amount contributed in the previous year by $2,121.07. 
The expenditures within the State were $11,340.95, or $163.39 
more than in the preceding year. 

Porty-five missionaries have been employed, who have supplied 
forty-eight fields, and performed thirty-four years of missionary 
service. In reference to the fruits of their labors, the Directors 
say: “The tangible outward results lead us to believe that the 
spiritual progress made, though not as great as we have been 
permitted in some years to record, is still real, and enough to 
assure us of the loving care and oversight of a covenant-keeping 
God. One hundred and fifteen conversions are reported in 
twenty-eight fields, and one hundred and three additions to the 
churches—seventy-eight by profession, and twenty-five by letter. 
Asa matter of fact; the proportionate number of conyersions in 
our missionary churches exceeds those in the larger churches. 
It is not a vain thing to preach the gospel to the poor now, 
any more than it was of old. Christ is with those who follow him 
in this way; and he abundantly rewards those who consecrate 
themselves to this work. We need in the ministry at the present 
time more of that spirit which will lead the servant, in going 
forth to preach, to look not so much for a pleasant, refined, cul- 
tivated parish, as to. inquire: ‘Where is the most need of the 
gospel? Where are the neglected fields? Where are the needy 
and the destitute that require the services of one who has receiy- 
ed an anointing to preach the gospel to the poor?’ It becomes 
us, as a Society and as individual disciples, to sustain efliciently 
those who thus follow in the steps of the Master.” j 


MASSACHUSETTS HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

The receipts of the Massachusetts Home Missionary Society, in 

the year ending February 28th, were $70,298.71, of which sum 

$11,842.71 were the avails of legacies. The National Society re- 

ceived, in its financial year, from the Treasury of the Atixiliar n 
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$42,567.50 ; from congregations and individuals, $17,915.20; and 
in payment of legacies, $12,737.02. The whole amount raised in 
the State for Home Missions, is $100,950.93. The expenditures 
of the Auxiliary within the State were $21,398.84, and the 
amount appropriated, through the National Society, to the West- 
ern field, $73,219.72, or $14,890 less than in the preceding year, 

Sixty-six missionaries have been in commission within the 
year, one of whom has been installed as pastor of the church to 


_Which he ministers. Three churches have assumed independ- 


ence, one house of worship has been erected, and four have been 
repaired. The Secretary alludes to the fact that the Society has 
promoted missionary economy, more than hitherto, by associating 
two or more churches or preaching stations in the support of one 
minister, By this means thirty churches and stations have been 
supplied by fifteen missionaries, and at a much smaller expense 
than heretofore. 

The Executive Committee, in their last Report, speak as fol- 
lows of the claims of the national field upon the churches of 
Massachusetts: “Our work outside of Massachusetts is done by 
proxy through the American Home Missionary Society, whose 
Treasury receives our surplus. This, with other contributions 
indirect from the State, makes the receipts from Massachusetts 
from one-fourth to one-third of all that the National Society re- 
ceives; so about four-tifths of the contributions of the Congrega- 
tional churches of Massachusetts to Hoine Missions are expended 
outside the State. The national field, therefore, is one of very 
broad and commanding interest to us, in Massachusetts. While 
not called on to overlook our little parishes and contracted State 
lines, we are called on to look over our narrow borders into 
States from five to twenty-five times as large as our own. Here 
our obligations stretch out to the breadth of a continent, and 
only a prayerful study of American geography can make us 
realize them. No one can contemplate, without painful anxiety, 
the civil, educational, and religious destinies that are wrapped up 
in this Home Missionary enterprise. The field is not open to the 
human family on which so much is pivoted for the church of 
Christ and the temporal good of the race. So vast a work, and 
so far-reaching down the future, generically called Home Mis- 
sions, demands the noblest endeavors of the best Christian man- 
hood of America.” 


RHODE ISLAND HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

The receipts of this Society for the year ending February 
28th, were $2,809.26. The contributions from the State, paid 
directly into the Treasury of the National Society, during its 
financial year, were $3,052.17, making the whole amount devoted 
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to the cause of Home Missions $5,561.51, which exceeds by 
$152.85 the sum raised in thé preceding year. The expenditures 
within the State were $2,509.34, and $100 were forwarded by 
the Auxiliary tothe Treasury of the National Society. Hive ms- 
stonaries have been in commission during the year, and seven 
churches have been supplied with gospel ministrations. One 
church has undertaken to support its pastor without further aid. 
The Directors, in their last Report, allude to ‘the difficulty 
which they experience in sustaining the missionary work within 
the State, but express, in the following generous words, their 
sympathy with the Parent Society in the national work: “In 
reference to this grand and blessed enterprise we will take for our 
golden text the mandatory words of Paul to the Philippians, 
‘Look not every man on his own things, but every man also on the 
things of others.” And we pledge ourselves to give an applica- 
tion of the words, ‘the things of others,’ to the widest extent of 
our American Home Missionary field. For when we close our 
eyes in death, we would close them upon our whole inhabited 
continent, covered with the institutions, and guarded and hal- 
lowed by the principles of our Puritan ancestors. We would 
contribute our part toward making this ‘Immannel’s land, a 
mountain of holiness and a habitation of righteousness.’ ” 


CONNECTICUT HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

; Office in Hartford. 

The receipts of this Society for the year ending February 28, 
were $20,085.57 ; of which amount $7,473.23 were forwarded to 
the Parent Society for its general work. There has also been 
paid into the Treasury of the National Society, during its finan- 
cial year, from congregations and individuals, $15,669.31, from 
the avails of legacies, $49,325.64, in all, $64,994.95, making the 
entire contributions to Home Missions from the State, $85,080.52, 
which exceeds the amount. raised in the preceding year by $30,- 
521.39. Of this sum $18,794.05 were expended within the State, 
and $72,468.18 on the western field. 

The number of missionaries employed is Sorty-eight. Six 
churches have dispensed with missionary aid during the year, 
though some of them are still feeble, and will probably require 
further aid. Three church edifices have been completed and ded- 
icated, and another has received important alterations and im- 
provements. One missionary has been installed, and two have 
been removed by death. Strenuous efforts have been made, in 
several cases, to combine two adjacent parishes in the support of 
one minister, and thus enable them to dispense with missionary 
aid. . In two instances the effort has been successful; in others it 
has failed. Buta measure of such importance to the general 
progress of the cause, should not, and, we believe, will not, be 
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abandoned. “The general interests of the home missionary 
work,” says the Secretary, “in relation to our own State and the 
land at large, are ina healthy condition, and give promise of a 
healthy future.” 


The total of receipts from New England is $231,557.27 ; which 
is more than the amount of the preceding year by $16,339.22, 
Of this, $73,878.66 were expended within its own bounds, and 
$157,678.61 were forwarded to the National Institution, for its 
general work. 


NEW YORK HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY, 


Rev. WILLIAM M. Taytor, D.D., President ; Rev. Jounn C. HoLBroox, D.D., 
Syracuse, Secretary ; WILLIAM HENRy Smrru, Esq., New York, Treasurer. 

The number of missionaries employed in the State, within the 
year, is fifty-three. These have supplied sixty-four churches and 
preaching stations. Most of the missionaries were at their posts 
through the entire year. 

The contributions to the Treasury were $29,350.28, being $4,- 
206.42 more than in the previous year, and giving still to New 
York the third place in the list of supporters of Home Missions. 

The want of permanence in the pastorate continues to be a 
great drawback upon its efticiency—“a single year being very 
often the limit of a minister’s labor in one place, while the aver- 
age period is not believed to be more than three years.” This, the 
Secretary considers as due partly to the meagreness of ministerial 
salaries, to remedy which, the “ sustentation plan” was proposed. 
Only four churches, however, have so far availed themselves of 
its provisions, and its success is as yet doubtful. The fact that 
ninety-eight churches took no collection for Home Missions in the 
last year is attributed to their want of system in pecuniary matters. 
As a remedy, the plan of “ weekly offerings” is again urged, an- 
other year’s trial having strengthened the arguments in its favor. 
Experience has also shown the feasibility and advantage of unit- 
ing two or more feeble churches under one pastor’s care, and of 
consolidating churches of different orders in places that have more 
than are needed and can be properly supported. An unusual 
number of aided churches have been cheered with revivals of re- 
ligion. The gain in the number of churches in the State, in 
1874, was five; in church-members, 1,038 ; in members of Sab- 
bath-schools, 2,178. Pleading for the careful nourishing of our 
own feeble churches, the Secretary says: “ When contemplating 
the ‘great West’ as a field for missions, many are liable to under- 
rate the importance of the work in this and others of the older 
States. It isregarded as bad policy to employ funds here, which, 
it is said, would be so much more productive in the West. But 
it must be remembered that the command is, ‘Go, preach the 
gospel to every creature, and that certainly includes the destitute 
in this State. Ours is the Empire State, with four millions of 
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people, or one-tenth of the whole population of the Union, and a 
far larger proportion of the wealth of the nation. Besides, it 
should not be forgotten that our [Lome Missionaries and their 
churches, in rural places, in the old States, are purifying those 
streams of population which are annually flowing out into the 
West, as well as into the cities and larger villages athome. From 
these, our home missionary fields, have gone, and continue to go, 
many of the founders and chief supporters of the churches in the 
new States, and the large and wealthy ones in our cities and large 
towns. From them, also, come foreign missionaries, as well as 
ministers and teachers for our own country. The little mission- 
ary churches are nurseries wherein are trained those who go into 
vastly wider fields of usefulness. And thus the humble mission- 
aries and the small and obscure churches are important factors in 
the moral forces that are conspiring to save our country and the 
world.” ‘ 


OHIO HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


Rey. SAMUEL WoLcort, D.D., Cleveland, Secretary; FRANCIS C. SESSIONS, Esq., 
Columbus, Treasurer, 

Thirty-nine missionaries have been in service, of whom 
twenty-six labored through the entire year, and nine others for 
six months or more. They ministered to fifty-two churches and 
congregations. Three have been ordained, and two installed. 
Two churches have been organized. 

The rececpts from Ohio, during the financial year of this Society, 
were $4,872.90 ; of which all but $407.68 were the avails of leea- 
cies. There were also received by the Auxiliary, in its year (ending 
February 28th), $5,281.77, making the sum raised in the State 
for Home Missions, $10,154.67; which is $2.511.89 more than in 
the previous year. ‘The home missionary expenditure within the 
State was $6,781.30, or $1,924.16 more than in the year before, 
and leaving the Auxiliary’s treasury overdrawn nearly $1,600. 

The experiment of conducting the home work without a paid 
Secretary was abandoned, after a sufficient trial; and during 
most of the year now reported, Dr. Woxcorr has devoted much 
time and labor to the visitation of his large field—comprising the 
entire State of Ohio and Western Pennsylvania—confirming the 
feeble and supplying the vacant churches. The good effect has 
been manifest, and in every respect save the inadequacy of re- 
ceipts, the prospect is full of encouragement. Ohio has now 214 
Congregational churches, with 18,930 members, and 210 ministers 
and. licentiates—a gain of three churches and 969 members over 
the previous year. With the return of confidence and courage in 
business circles, it is believed that the treasury of this Auxiliar 
will be replenished, and the feeble churches of the State amply 


cared for, while a still more generous share will be taken in the 
great work of the National Society.

INDIANA. 
Rey. Josrrm E. Roy, D.D., Chicago, Superintendent. 

The receipts from Indiana, acknowledged by the Treasurer of 
this Society within the year, were $420.07—being $194.97 more 
than those of the year before. The nwmber of missionaries em- 
ployed was séx, serving thirteen churches and three preaching 
stations. Three churches were organized, and one came to self- 
support. 

ev. N. A. Hype being compelled by pastoral duties to dis- 
continue the oversight of the Society’s work in the State, the su- 
perintendence was restored to Rev. Dr. Roy, as in former years. 
After a thorongh reconnoissance and repeated visits, he reports 
Indiana as “ unwilling to be counted out from among the tribes 
of our American Israel. She claims her inheritance, but is quite 
willing to gain it by conquest, even after she has helped another 
tribe into full possession.” The three District Associations have 
sustained a series of fellowship meetings that “have stirred the 
life of every church within our communion,” and imparted new 
hope and zeal to the entire body. 

The churches of the capital and other influential cities are 
gaining in spiritual power. The general missionary in the north- 
east part of the State has cared for a circuit of six promising sta- 
tions, and other important points are in process of development. 
There are now in the State twenty-four churches of the Pilgrim 
faith and order, with 1,253 members—“ an increase in the last 
six years of nearly forty per cent.”’—says the late Superintend- 
ent,—“ and a marked advance in the standing and influence of 
these churches is apparent to those who are most familiar with 
their history. The brethren in the State look forward to the 
future hopefully ; while their experience does not justify the ex- 

ectation of rapid growth, it does contirm the conviction that the 
eaven of Congregational principles is extensively working, and 
that we may look for important. additions, from time to time, to 
this sisterhood of churches.” 


ILLINOIS. 


Rey. JosePpH E. Roy, D.D., Chicago, Superintendent for Northern Illinois, (also 
Field Superintendent); Rev. Martin K. WHITTLESEY, Jacksonville, 
Superintendent for Southern Illinois. 

The number of missionaries bearing the Society’s commission 
for the whole or a part of the year in Illinois is jifty-one ; minis- 
tering to seventy-nine churches and congregations. There were 
received from the State into this Treasury, $8,445.71, none of 
which was from legacies. The receipts were less than those of 
the previous year by $3,472.34. 

tn the Northern District thirty-one missionaries supplied thirty- 
seven churches and ten out-stations, fifteen men serving each two 
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or more fields. Five churches were organized, four became self- 
supporting, eight maintain ministerial services without aid, by 
‘uniting in pairs; five have built houses of worship; ten report 
revivals of religion. 

In the Superintendent’s thirteen years of service, seventy-eight 
churches have been organized in the Northern District, nearly all 
of them under home missionary auspices; one hundred and one 
houses of worship have been built, seventy-four of them by aided 
churches. 

In the Southern District twenty missionaries have given twelve 
years and five months’ service to twenty-one churches and eleven 
out-stations. Three young men have been ordained. One house 
of worship has been built and paid for, one is nearly finished, one 
repaired at large cost, and three others improved. Five churches 
report revivals of religion, in one case doubling the membership. 
There is evidence of a higher spiritual life throughout the Dis- 
trict. Of the ninety-four churches in the District, sixty-eight, with 
a membership of about 900, regularly receive missionary aid ; 
eight others sustain worship by union in pairs. The entire resi- 
dent church-membership is 6,031; in Sunday-schools, 7,826. 
The Superintendent has given much service to weak but self-sus. 
taining churches, whose ministers, though inadequately supported, 
are not receiving missionary aid. “ Many of the large towns ”— 
says the Superintendent—“ are preoccupied by churches of another 
polity, built up by men of New England training and with their 
money, but returning no pecuniary revenue to this Society.” 

At its meeting in May. 1874, the General Association gaye 
thanks “that [linois had at last become self-supporting in its rela- 
tion to the Home Missionary Society,” and “resolved to increase 
the effort to make the aggregate contributions for Home Missions 
during the coming year at least one dollar per resident member 
of the churches.” The State reports 239 churches, with 17,809 
resident members ; so that her contributions in this Society’s last 
financial year fell short of fifty cents for each resident member, 
though the missionary outlay in the State was considerably larger 
than in the previous year. The destitute in regions beyond are 
calling for appropriations, which Illinois, so long and liberally 
aided, will doubtless be now most cheerfully repaying. 


MISSOURI. 


Rev. Epwin B. Turner, Hannibal, Superintendent, 


The number of missionaries whom the Society has aided in 
sustaining, within the year, is thirty-three, in charge of seventy 
churches and out-stations. Three ministers have been ordained, 
two churches have been organized, ten report revivals of religion, 
four houses of worship have been built, one largely repaired, and 
one freed from debt. The amount received into this Society’s 
Treasury from Missouri ig $657.40—less than half the contribu. 
tions of the previous year, 


; 
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About fifty of the seventy-one churches of the State—of 
which twelve are self-supporting—have contributed for the home 
missionary work. Many churches have been weakened, and the 
progress of former years has been stayed by the long-continued de- 
pression of business, two years of drouth, the grasshopper scourge 
inthe western part of the State, causing constant removals of 
church-members, change of ministers, and danger of throwing 
churches back upon missionary aid. Most of the churches have, 
however, been supplied with preaching, by uniting or otherwise. 

The churches of Missouri are suffering greatly from sectarian 
rivalry. The Superintendent writes: “Scarcely anywhere have 
we formed a church, that others have not brought in rival organi- 
zations, until in some places where two at most should supply the 
spiritual wants of the people, from five to eight divide, weaken, 
and discourage all Christian effort.” Nor are these aggressions 
confined to the ignorant sects that swarm in all new fields. In 
repeated instances this Society’s work has been encroached upon 
and crippled by those who should know and do better, and who 
profess to be governed by generous Christian comity in their 
dealings with us. 

“ But despite these drawbacks,”’ says the Superintendent, “we 
have about held our own; have added two churches, and increas- 
ed our membership by 446 during the year, besides gaining large- 
ly in gifts to benevolent causes and in parish expenses. We have 
now planted our churches in forty counties. In many of the re- 
maining one hundred counties are unoccupied points where we 


- might begin labor; had we the men and money. A large portion 


of the western and south-western counties are in rough, broken 


country, sparsely settled by the poor and ignorant, overrun with 


preachers like themselves. Of hopeful and promising territo- 
ry, however, there yet remaineth much to be possessed for our 


Lord.” ; 
MICHIGAN. 


Rev. Woicorr B. WiLulAMs, Charlotte, Superintendent for Southern and 
Eastern Michigan; Rev. LEROY WARREN, Grand Rapids, Superintendent 
for North-western Michigan. 

The contributions from Michigan, within the year, were 
$8,597.02; of which $1,840 were from legacies. This is a gain of 
$2,649.40 on the receipts of the previous year, and only about 
$300 less than those of 1873, when the brethren and churches of 


the State rallied so nobly for the Society’s relief. With the aid 


of the legacies, the State more than met its apportionment of 
$8,000 for the year now reported. The number of missionaries 
aided within the year is seventy-cight, ministering statedly to one 
hundred and forty-two churches and preaching stations. 

In the Southern District, where are the older and stronger 
churches, two churches have been organized, two houses of wor- 
ship have been erected, two have been extensively repaired. One 
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church has come to be self-sustaining ; two, by uniting in a minis- 
ter’s support, dispense with outside aid, Only six report revivals 
of religion—the unusual cold preventing many intended special 
meetings. Nine self-sustaining and five aided churches have 
successfully practised the plan of weekly offerings, while others 
have failed in effectively administering it. The churches and 
ministers have been greatly depressed by the severity of the win- 
ter, financial embarrassments, and numerous removals, Still 
they do not despair, but are looking for better times and larger 
harvests, temporal and spiritual. 

In the Nivth entered’ Dishset six more men have been at work, 
supplying thirteen more congregations than in the preceding 
year. One missionary’ died at his post. Eight churches were 
organized—all on new railroad lines, all but two at thriving 
county-seats ; two churches dispensed with missionary aid; ten 
houses of worship were dedicated ; their average cost was $3,470 ; 
seven churches have raised money for lots and building, and one 
has secured a parsonage. The great depression (almost cessation) 
of the lumber trade, the chief reliance of the District, has been 
a serious drawback on the work, and the results here reported 
have been secwred only by real self-denial, which the people have 
bravely endured for such an object. The Superintendent writes : 
“This new vast work must goon. The new counties are filling 
up with a stable population. The resources of the country are 
developing. New churches must be organized in new villages, 
as fast as we can find faithful pastors to care for them, and the 
means for their support. In this District, containing nearly as 
many square miles as the five smaller New England States, 
there remaineth much land to be possessed. It is a good field for 
young ministers in the prime of their strength; a field where the 
Society’s patrons may invest their means with the certainty of 
great and blessed returns.” 


WISCONSIN. 


Rey. FRanxuin B. Dor, Ripon, Superintendent for Northern Wisconsin; Rey. 
Henry A. Miner, Madison, Superintendent for Southern Wisconsin. 


The sixty-seven missionaries of this Society in Wisconsin last 
year statedly preached to one hundred and forty-five congrega- 
tions. Of the one hundred and ninety-eight Congregational 

_churches in the State, fifty-seven are self-supporting; and of the 
one hundred and forty-one remaining, one hundred and five are 
receiving aid from this Society. During the year five churches 
were organized, tive became self-supporting ; six houses of wor- 
ship were erected; three ministers were ordained, and two died. 
More than forty-five fellowship meetings were held, and four 
hundred and seventy-five persons added to the missionary churches, 
The contributions from the State to this Society were $3,501.09 ; 
less by $1,049.40 than the preceding year. With scarcely an ex- 
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ception the mzsstonary churches made a cheerful gift to this 
Treasury. But the average, per member, raised for [lome Mis- 
sions in this great and growing State, seems far too small, if‘ we 
remember its comparative age and wealth. 

The Superintendent for the Northern District conducted twen- 
ty-five fellowship meetings in different portions of it, some of 
them three hundred miles apart. As in former years, these 
meetings awakened churches, brought them closer together, and 
deepened the tone of piety—often leading on to general revivals. 
He closes his report by saying: “ While we labor under some 
special disadvantages in this State, from the removal of many of 
the best Christian families to regions further west and south, 
sometimes alraost breaking up a hopeful little church, still this 
State is a great and growing one, and a promising field for home 
" missionary operations.” 

The Superintendent for the Southern District reports a “ grow- 
ing favor toward church ‘ comity.” He finds an increased readi- 
ness among those in charge of home missionary work to counsel 
together. * It is, however,” he says, “easier to divide than to 
unite ; but we believe that church comity is to prevail more and 
more, and that God has given to our churches a mission in this 
respect. In reviewing the year, it is gratifying to discover a 
strengthening of the things that remain; more of courage and 
hope, and a growing expectation of larger success. The longer I 
am in this work, and the more I study it, the grander it seems to be, 
and more far-reaching in its results. We have a noble State— 
what shall its future be? We are doing not a little for the sons 
and daughters of New England here, but they are by no means 
the whole of the people. More than half of the people of this 
State are of foreign birth, or the children of foreigners; and for 
this large class—more than 700,000 strong—we are doing almost 
nothing. We have not a man laboring for the Germans, or, in 
fact, for any foreigners but the Welsh. While Germans and 
Norwegians are increasing so rapidly, have we no call to labor for 
them? The question presses heavily upon me. Where are the 
men and the money for that work? Shall the coming year help 
to answer ?” 


IOWA. 


Rey. Epuratm Apams, Waterloo, Superintendent for Northern Iowa; Rev. 
JOsEPH W. PioxertT, Des Moines, Superintendent for Southern Iowa. 


In Iowa the Society has had nénety-four laborers in commis- 
sion, ministering statedly to one hundred and forty-nine churches 
and many out-stations. Seven churches were organized, four 
became self-supporting ; nine houses of worship were dedicated ; 
two men were ordained to the ministry, and one was installed 
pastor. The contributions of this State to the Society were 
$4,493.22, less than last year by $939.81. Explanation of this 
decrease is found in the duty of Iowa to relieve the distresses of 
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others near by. “Our State,” says one of the Superintendents, 
“is overflowing with Kansas and Nebraska sufferers, whose sad 
tales of destitution have awakened deep sympathy, and drawn 
from every part of the State an amount of provisions, clothing, 
and money which, would seem incredible, had I not seen it.” But 
constant and strenuous efforts are being made by both Superin- 
tendents, nobly seconded, in many instances, by the local mission- 
ary committees, to develop liberality and self-support. This is 
the shining goal to which the eye is constantly pointed. Atten- 
tion is drawn by the Superintendent for the Southern District to 
the large number of small churches destitute of pastors. “ At 
least fifteen able, earnest, faithful men are wanted to meet the 
present wants of this field, but we must have men of ability, hav- 
ing wide sympathies, aud a fervent zeal. We want men of great 
practical wisdom, with glowing warmth of spirit, which will kin- 
dle religious fervor in others. ... Our ministers are worked 
down.” The revival interest, so marked and general last year, 
has been less widely diffused during that under review, though 
some pastors and churches have been thus signally remembered. 

The Superintendent of the Northern District draws attention 
to movements that aim to secure woman’s aid to missions more 
thoroughly. He says: “ Some progress has also been made in refer- 
ence to methods of woman’s work for missions, commenced by 
some of the churches two years since. The thought or plan is to 
embrace the whole, and not a part only, of the mission field. With 
due deference to the foreign work, it has never seemed right that 
the Christian women in our churches should be so approached 
and wrought upon as to turn all their interest and gifts in that 
one direction, while the Home work, and that among the freed- 
men, are ignored. Constitutions for societies taking in the whole 
field were therefore distributed; the idea was received with 
favor, and in some of our best churches such societies are already 
doing good work.” 

Our helpers in Iowa are constantly oppressed by the solemnity 
of their trust. One says, “ Whether this great State, already, 
according to the last Agricultural Report, ranking first in the two 
great staples—corn and wheat—is to expend on selfish eratifica- 
tions this vast wealth now opening, or is to cast it into the treas- 
ury of the Lord for saving the world, is yet to be determined,” 
“The magnitude of this work for Christ, in Iowa, in which we 
are engaged, well-nigh intimidates, and its responsibilities dis- 
hearten me,” says another long-tried veteran. “The present is a 
critical period for our churches, and nothing but the mighty 
power of the Holy Ghost will fill and strengthen them for what 
God has laid upon them.” Are there not young men in our 
seminaries, or with some experience in the ministry, whom the 
Master calls to share the burdens of these brethren 2 
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MINNESOTA. 


Rev. Levi H. Coss, Minneapolis, Superintendent. 


The contributions of Minnesota to the Society were $1,468.61, 
or $141.76 less than the year before. Jifty-six* missionaries 
were in commission, oy cailae d to sixty-six churches and at twenty- 
three out-stations. Of the ninety-four Congregational churches in 
the State, seventy-one are yet receiving aid. Seven were organ- 
ized during the year, and one disbanded ; six-houses of worship 
were erected ; one missionary was ordained, two were licensed, 
and fifteen new men have come to the State to fill vacancies. 
Fifteen places have enjoyed revivals. In some instances com- 
munities have been revolutionized, and the fruits will be seen, it 
is hoped, in largely increased efficiency in Christian work and 
giving—aiding to speedier self-support. Not less than four hun- 
dred and fifty hopeful conversions are reported in connection 
with the labors of our missionaries. 

Since the last Annual Report, Rev. L, H. Cobb, previously ap- 
pointed Superintendent, commenced labor. He entered, May 26, 
1874, upon his work, and has prosecuted it with great energy and 
success. fis field is larger, geographically, than all New Eng- 
land, and this work is immense. “ A trip of from one hundred 
to nine hundred miles (out and back) to organize a church, ordain 
a minister, dedicate a house of worship, or assist in a few days of 
special meetings, is no rarity. Besides distance, mixed nationality 

ives to the missionary work both the home and foreign aspect. 
re than one-half the population of the State (550,000) are for- 
eign.” Like its sister States, further west and south, Minne- 
sota suffered from the rayages of the locust. Like theirs, its con- 
tributions to the home missionary work have diminished. We 
could not expect a people, so distressed in many cases for the 
necessaries of life, to maintain the standard of prosperous years. 
But we cannot doubt that, with the return of a bountiful harvest, 
the same self-sacrificing spirit which has been witnessed in other 
years among her Christian people, will prompt. to generous and 
enlarged co-operation with a Society which has been privileged 
to serve them in times of trial. 


KANSAS. 
Rey. Syzivester D. Srorrs, Quindaro, Superintendent. 


This State, during the year under review, contributed to the 
Society’s Treasury $901.67, or $538.40 less than the year preced- 
ing. Staty-nine missionaries were employed, preaching to one 
hundred and ten churches and out-stations. Eight churches 
were organized, and five new houses of worship were completed 
and dedicated, while yet two others are nearly finished. These 


walls have gone up in troublous times. 
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“More church edifices and more men to preach in them are 
greatly needed,” says the Superintendent. “There certainly 
never was a better opportunity to preach the gospel to the poor, 
to those hungering for the bread of life. Never before have the 
people been so thoroughly convinced that earthly hopes are 
uncertain, and that at least prospective riches may take to them- 
selves wings and fly away. It has been very difticult for the 
people to meet their pledges for the support of the missionaries, 
Hundreds have not the ability to support their own families. 
They cannot pledge any definite amount till after another har- 
vest. This cloud has had its silver lining. We are grateful that 
the sufferers in Kansas have been so kindly and promptly 
relieved. A large amount of clothing, grain, money, has been 
received from friends in other States ; many of the railroad 
companies have aided essentially by forwarding free of charge. 
Missionary boxes were never more highly appreciated, and some 
of the missionaries could not have continued in the work without 
them. In several counties our missionaries have given much 
time to procuring provisions and clothing, and distributing them 
to all the needy, and instances are known where these gifts have 
opened hearts to receive the Word of life. Among the mission- 
aries there has been much patient, persevering labor; like good 
soldiers they have endured hardships. And the Word has not 
been preaehed in vain. God has heard and answered prayer for 
the conversion of souls. In sixteen counties, and in nearly twice 
that number of churches and congregations, revivals have been 
enjoyed ; and some have spread extensively in the communities, 
reaching many heads of families.” 


NEBRASKA. 
Rey. Hiram N. Garas, Omaha, Superintendent. 


The contributions of Nebraska to this Treasury were $579.32, or 
$176.50 less than the preceding year. Forty-one men were in 
commission, steadily supplying one hundred and fourteen con- 
gregations ; twelve new churches were gathered, one reached 
self-support; three houses of worship were built, and one thor- 
oughly renovated; more than three hundred persons were added 
to the churches. Revivals, of varying extent, were enjoyed in 
twelve places in connection with the labors of the missionaries. 
The college at Crete, founded by these churches, and cherished by 
their love and sacrifices, is reported free from debt, with a prop- 
erty of over $50,000, and attended by more than fifty students— 
many of whom were hopefully converted during this and the 
previous year. 

When our last Annual Report was presented we were mournin 
the recent deathof Rey. O. W. Merrill, who had served the Society 
and the cause of Christ so well as Superintendent of the work in 
this State for four years. The Society has reason to congratulate 
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itself and the friends of the cause, and especially the churches 
and brethren in Nebraska, that the place was filled so early and 
so desirably by the Rev. H. N. Gates, well known as a faithful 
and successful pastor, and more recently as this Society’s general 
missionary for a time along the line of the Northern Pacitic Rail- 
way. This first year of his service in Nebraska—amidst the 
despondeney incident not only to the almost universal business 
depression, but especially to the terrible plague of locusts, under 
which the people of that State suffered so severely—has fully 
justified the wisdom of the appointment. In making his first 
annual statement to the Executive Committee he says: “Our 

‘reat need is more ministers ; I could place twelve or thirteen on 
elds of usefulness. As to the prospects of the State, I find very 
few desponding. All regard the past season as exceptional, and 
one encouraging indication is, that the old settlers in the south- 
eastern counties seem to have no fears at all, and make very little 
complaint, giving it as their opinion that, after the State shall 
have been thoroughly settled, the occasional inroads of the grass- 
hopper will not affect the interests of the people seriously. If 
you could send us twelve good, energetic men, to take places 
already open, and to explore and occupy new places, we should 
thank God and take courage.” 


CALIFORNIA. 
Rey. James H. Warren, D.D., San Francisco, Superintendent. 


Forty churches and twenty stations were supplied by thirty-one 
missionaries the past year. Eighteen preached to two or more 
congregations, some of them visiting five or six ina circuit of fifty 
miles or more. Six churches were organized, with an aggregate 
membership of eighty-eight—one of them self-supporting trom 
the start—two others, formerly aided by the Society, report them- 
selves as having reached that point. Jive houses of worship were 
built, and six others repaired and improved ; four parsonages were 
erected—the cost of all being over $11,890. More than $14,700 
were raised by these missionary churches for current expenses, 
and their “ offerings” were $970. The contributions of the State 
to this Treasury were, in coin, $2,758.08, or $112.50 more than in 
the year preceding. With sincere thankfulness mention is made 
of the special, if not extraordinary work of the Holy Spirit, not 
only in the larger but in many of the smaller towns. The Super- 
intendent says: “ The notable fact is referred to, that 1874 ended 
the first quarter-century of the Society’s operations in California. 
The occasion was made memorable by special services at the 
October meeting of the General Association, The past was 
recited with fervent acknowledgment tothe Head of the church 

“for help in all that had been done, and fervent prayer made 
that the next twenty-five years might be a record of Pentecostal 
seasons. The long looked for, prayed for, worked for revival 
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seems to haye come at last. It commenced in San José, where 
the Society planted its first church, in what at that time was 
known only as the land of gold. The revival bids fair to sweep 
the State, and our prayer is, that the first year of the second 
quarter-century may be known in religious annals as ‘the accept- 
able year of the Lord,’ 

This religious prosperity is almost rivaled by the flood of im- 
migration just now pouring into the State—or, is it in anticipation 
of the coming thousands? The hard winters of the East, and the 
grasshopper plague of the West, are crowding hundreds of new- 
comers upon us every day of the week. Every train of cars 
swarms with them, The year was a prosperous one for business 
and growth, the present will not come up to it, and doubtless 
many will be disappointed; but the majority, rich or poor, will 
stay. The American Home Missionary Society will be called on 
to enlarge its work—to go into all these new settlements to plant 
among them the gospel—its church, its school, and Christian 
home. The work of exploring and pioneering must be steadily 
prosecuted, or we lose for ever golden opportunities,” 


OREGON. 


The Society has had but four men in. commission during the 
year in this State; the same number as reported one year ago, 
No advance has seemed possible. The contributions to this Treas- 
ury were $225.50, a sum less by $109.32 than that of the year be- 
fore. A general depression appears to rest on churches and peo- 
ple. The field proves itself a hard one. The: forces of evil are 
determined and strong ; those of good, weak, divided, discouraged. 
The service there calls for men of more than common seif-denial. 
Those whom the Society has commissioned and sent have, many 
of them, been true and earnest men, but their term of labor was 
generally brief. In most cases they deemed it desirable for vari- 
ous reasons to seek other fields. The Executive Committee stands 
ready to aid generously in the support of fit men who have devo- 
tion enough and fortitude enough to cast themselves into work 
there for permanence, Oregon is at the most distant and isolated 
point of our country; cut off from quick, close and influential 
intimacy with the great religious fellowships, not less than from the 
greater social and political centers of the nation, The Northern 
Pacific Railway was to have changed all this. But that lies dead, 
for the time at least. It may be long years before that region is 
brought into the swift cireuits of whatever is going on in the world. 
But the people already there, and slowly increasing, need a warm, 
practical preaching of Christ, and surely he has somewhere the 
young men who will hear this call, 

The year has witnessed revivals in several of the aided churches, 
by which they have received a fresh infusion, we may hope, of 
both divine and human strength. The college at Forest Grove 
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has richly shared in the blessing. The hearty co-operation of Gen. 
O. O. Howard, recently assigned to command of that department 
has been most timely and helpful to the missionaries and churches, 
We look for better days. Too much of labor has been spent 
and of prayer offered, and offered with too much of faith, to be 
forgotten and fruitless. We wait in hope. The husbandman 
hath long patience. 


OTHER STATES AND TERRITORIES, 


Besides those thus reported at more length, the Society has had 
a more limited number of commissioned men in several other 
States and Territories. In New Jersey, five ; Pennsylvania, nine ; 
Virginia, one; West Virginia, two; Florida, one; Louisiana, 
one; Texas, two; Tennessee, one; Colorado, six; Dakota, six; 
Idaho, one; Utah, one; Nevada, one; Washington, one. Little 
change will be noted. Here is a decrease of one, tach, in Nevada, 
Wyoming, Tennessee and Virginia; *but an increase of one in 
Colorado, two in Dakota, one in Florida, and three in Pennsylva- 
nia. The work in Texas seems to be opening with more of 
promise, and quietly strengthening its foundations. Dakota proves 
an attractive and fruitful tield. Colorado sees a frequent change 
of ministers, and the churches there have struggled with excep- 
tional difficulties. We trust that the days of most discourage- 
ment there are nearly ended. The conies are but a feeble folk, 
yet make they their houses in the rocks. The men now in com- 
mission there have been, for the most part, sufliciently tested to 
give the Society assurance of effective service. It is our confident 
expectation that by our next anniversary the mountain peaks 
there will be illumined with a brighter day. 

The work in Utah at Salt Lake remains in charge of Rey. W. 
M. Barrows, under whose skillful and earnest pastorate the little 
church is constantly making increase of itself. The present 
urgent want of church and Sunday-school accommodations, the hall 
of worship being wholly outgrown, is at once the best proof of 
success and plea for generous help. We know not in the whole 
circle of the missionary field a single point which, at this moment, 
ealls so urgently on some servant of God to provide the building 
absolutely demanded for the work of Christ at that great center. 
As last: year we asked the prayers, so now we ask this help for 
the jirst church of Christ in Utah, the first planted, the first there- 
fore in historical interest, and as we would have it, the first in 
power to serve God and man not in that city only, but from thence 
in all the regions round about. 


CONCLUSION. 


The Society has now reached the end of its forty-ninth year, 
and entered on that which will make the first half-century of its 
noble lite and work complete. The Executive Committee cannot 
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close a review of what has thus gone into history, without calling 
grateful attention to the remarkable tokens of divine goodness 
which have crowned the year. From the first, the strength of this 
Society has been in God; and he has been its strength. Created 
to do his work, with no selfish aims before it, it has received his 
constant blessing. Not more signally did he declare his presence, 
by pillar of cloud and of fire among his ancient people,—not more 
evidently did he go with them and before them, leading them like 
a flock,—not more securely did he provide for them, shelter and 
defend them, than he has done for this Society, and the interests 
committed to its care. The records of every year have been a 
store-house of facts that declared his unfailing presence and un- 
wavering favor. The records of the last show it to have been 
perhaps one of the most memorable among these memorable 
years. 
; RECEIPTS. 


From the wide-spread bitsiness depression among those on whom 
the Society leans for support, from the disturbed condition of 
labor, from that financial uncertainty, discouragement, fear, which 
was abroad, we had reason to apprehend that the Society would 
be severely crippled in its receipts, its operations weakened, its 
work curtailed, or its missionaries compelled to suffer sore embar- 
rassment. At the same time an unforeseen and unprecedented 
locust plague swept the harvests from vast areas of missionary 
ground, impoverishing to the last degree churches and people 
already poor, and throwing back upon this Treasury an immenge 
burden, for which, in the nature of things, no provision could 
have been made. It was not to be expected that such difficulties 
should be met from month to month without an hour’s delay, 
without a moment’s distress. They were met. Such, and so great 
were the divine mercies toward us! Where the gifts of the living 
became impossible, there the gifts of the dead were many. The 
receipts went on increasing, till they swelled over the banks, not 
of the preceding year alone—though that had been a prosperous 
one—but of any former year in the history of the Society, even 
when it was receiving the funds and co-operation of other support- 
ers, now withdrawn from it for their distinctive denominational 
work. Surely this was the Lord’s doing. 


RESULTS OF LABOR. 


Nor alone in this matter of receipts do we discover the tokens 
of his gracious aid. But when we turn and look upon the work 
which has been done even in these troublous times : the success, 
both spiritual and material, which has attended the laborers com. 
missioned by the Society during the year ; the number and size of 
congregations to which they have preached Christ ; the number 
and beauty of the sanctuaries of worship built and dedicated to 
him; the number of Sunday-schools gathered and maintained, 
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and the more than fourscore thousand children and youth brought 
together there to learn of him ; the number, spirit, and strength 
of new churches organized in waste places unto him ; the number 
of other churches bronght to self-support, and placed on enduring 
foundations, to bear his name forward ; the number of revivals 
and of persons converted to him, rarely exceeded in former years, 
we are renewedly constrained, and with yet more emphasis, to 
speak of the goodness of the Lord and the tokens of his favor. 


THE COMING YEAR, 


And now we stand inquiringly on the threshold of another year 
—the fiftieth, the jubilee year of this Society. The word rises on 
our lips, in our hearts, “ Lord, what wilt thou have us, what wilt 
thou have this Society to do?” We cannot be unmindful of the 
past. We cannot be unobservant or forgetful of the signs of dis- 
tress in business circles, and the possibility of straitened resources. 
But are we mistaken in this, that we hear the command, “ Speak 
to my people, that they go forward?” Lord, if thy presence go 
not with us, carry us not up hence! This great land stretches 
away before us to the setting sun. On its western and on its 
southern slopes fertile soils, beds of richest ore, genial skies, with 
growing security to life and property, are beckoning the nations 
to come and find a home. Lines of ocean steamships are crowded 
by their coming. Lines of gigantic railways are burdened with 
their hastening throngs, Our nation is being born in a day to a 
multitude which shortly no man can number. Are we mistaken 
in thinking that we hear Christ the Lord commanding us, “Go 
and preach the gospel” to this people; to begin at this Jerusalem ; 
that we hear him laying it as his sacred command upon the mem- 
bers and supporters of. this Society, so to go. that no mountain 
glen, even, shall escape their search? Surely, surely, it is his 
voice—heard amidst these tumults of the hour, rising, tender and 
penetrating, over all these harsh, discordant cries of human strug- 
gle and human sin, heard by every heart that loves him—*Go, 
preach me, preach my gospel; enlarge your work, broaden your 
plans, increase your forces, go and preach to every creature ; AND 
Lo! | am wirH YoU ALWAY, EVEN UNTO THE END!”

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RELATIONS OF AUXILIARIES, ECCLESI- 
ASTICAL BODIES, ETC. 


Auxiliaries, 


Mosr of the State Missionary, Societies were in existence before the for- 
mation of the National Society, and some of them were among the earliest 
organized efforts in our country for sending the gospel to the destitute. 
They have voluntarily connected themselves as Auxiliaries with the American 
Home Missionary Society, from a conviction that greater unity of plan and 
efficiency in action would thereby be promoted. 

The terms by which such Auxiliaries—acting on the principles of the Parent 
Society, undertaking the supply of the destitute within their own bounds, and 
paying over their surplus funds to the Parent Institution—are connected with 
the Parent Society, are such as to secure the following objects, viz. : ‘ 

First—The Auxiliary is not superseded or overshadowed by the Nationa 
Institution, but on the contrary, is invigorated and sustained by connection 
with it. - 

This is secured by the provision that the Auxiliary is the sole agency for 
this cause that operates on its field. It controls all appointments in the 
State to which it belongs. From it alone, so far as its means will allow, the 
feeble churches receive assistance. Thus a direct relation and strong attach- 
ment are cherished toward it, in the hearts of the ministers and churches. 

Again—While the local operations of the Auxiliary are thus encouraged and 
sustained, its connection with the Parent Society is such as to awaken an 
interest in the destitute beyond its own limits, and afford facilities for reach- 
ing them. It is not only a Society for local purposes, but it also is a branch 
of the National Society, and, as such, has the control of all agencies for the 
collection of funds within its own field, and can direct the manner in which 
its surplus resources shall be expended beyond its own limits. Thus, the 
Auxiliaries are not merely organizations to help the Parent Society ; they are 
integral parts of it, bound together in one whole by acommon interest in and 
free access, through the Parent Society, to the great field to be occupied, 
and governed by the same general principles and rules in carrying on the 
work. 

Those State Missionary Societies which have not yet assumed an Auxiliary 
relation to the National Society, co-operate with it on the same principles 
which apply to ecclesiastical bodies, acting through Committees of Missions. 


Committees of Missions, etc. 


The American Home Missionary Society has ever regarded the ecclesiastical 
bodies as the appropriate judges of the standing of their own ministers, and 
of the wants of the churches in their connection. Accordingly, the commis- 
sion issued to each missionary requires that his commission be acceptable to 
the ministerial body of his denomination, within whose bounds he is appointed 
to labor. The various ecclesiastical bodies in those States where Missionary 
Societies do not exist, are invited to appoint each a Committee of Missions 
from its own members, to receive applications from its churches, and suggest 
to the Society the action proper in each case. Such a Committee constitutes 
the official source to which reference can be had for information and advice, 
in all matters pertaining to missions in the connection to which it belongs. 
This mode of co-operation has been preferred by numerous ecclesiastical 
bodies, from the first formation of the Society. It guarantees to the churches, 
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that their respective claims shall be fairly considered, with all the advantage 
of having the indorsement of the body to which they belong. The advice of 
such a Committee, acting in the name and by the direction of the ecclesiastical 
body to which they belong, is regarded as the highest authority in matters 
pertaining to the standing of ministers and churches in their connection, and 
has the same influence with the Society as would that of a Board of Agency 
appointed by itself. 

There is one limitation to this influence, however, which ought to be 
stated. Should any ecclesiastical body so far swerve from the principles of 
truth and gospel order, as not to retain the fellowship and confidence of the 
great body of the churches co-operating in the Society, that fact would cause 
its recommendations not to be respected, as q basis of action, by the Executive 
Committee, 

As cases may occur in which feeble churches may not be aware of the 
existence of any Committee of Missions or State Missionary Society, through 
which to apply for aid, a general provision is made, that an application may 
be vouched for by any two ministers, of known and approved standing, of 
their own denomination, who can certify to the facts of the case. If the 
information thus given is not sufficient, other facts are sought by the 
Executive Committee, with as little delay as practicable, from the most authen- 
tic sources from which they can be obtained. 

Such, briefly, are the relations of the American Home Missionary Society to 
the various organs through which the community seeks to act out its mission- 
sary feeling. It will be seen that this plan secures the united action, in the 
missionary work, of those whose views of doctrine and church order admit of 
co-operation, and whose interests in the great field are essentially the same. 
This combination insures a homogeneous policy as to the manner and amount 
of appropriations, and the qualifications of missionaries ; it has discouraged 
sectional feelings, and diffused throughout each part an interest in all the 
rest ; and has thus formed ties between the West and the East, along which has 
passed from the latter to the former a silent and invisible current of moral 
influences more valuable, if possible, than all pecuniary grants, At the same 
time the connection of the Parent Society with the various associations that 
act with it is such as to secure to them entire freedom in the missionary work, 
in their respective spheres, and an influence beyond them, in cultivating the 
waste places of our common country. 


Superintendents, 


Besides preaching to the destitute and taking up contributions for Home 
Missions, the Superintendents of the American Home Missionary Society exer- 
cise a general supervision of the operations of the Society within their respect- 
ive fields. By correspondence and personal visitation they ascertain the 
wants of the destitute; assist them to obtain the preaching of the gospel; and 
instruct and encourage them to develop their own means for its support. 
They receive applications for aid, and make such preliminary examination as 
may be necessary before submitting them for the action of the Executive 
Committee; and in other ways labor to insure a judicious and economical ap- 
plication of the Society’s funds. The Society has in its employ no merely 
collecting Agents, nor any whose services are not required for other purposes 
in the region where they labor. 


Applications for Aid, 


Congregations desiring aid should apply at once after finding a minister, 
They should make a full statement of the facts in their condition and pros- 
pects which justify an application. They should also give these particulars, 
viz :— 

Population of the place. 

Names of the church or churches, and preaching stations, 
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Number of communicants. 
Average number of attendants on public worship. 
Denomination and size of contiguous congregations, 
Names and distances of the nearest Congregational churches. 
Minister’s full name and post-office address: Town, County, State. 
Whether he resides on his field of labor. 
Whether he has any other calling than that of the ministry. 
Whether he is now, or is expected to become the pastor of the church. 
What his credentials are. 
The number of persons composing his family. 
Total amount of salary proposed. 
Amount pledged by the people, and how secured. 
Whether the minister has, also, the use of a parsonage. 
Whether aid is expected from any other source. 
The least amount that will suffice from this Society. 
The amount received from this Society last year. 
Whether a less amount will probably be needed next year. 
Amount contributed to this Society last year. 
Date of the desired commission. 
‘The application must be signed by the officers of the church, where there 
is one, and by the trustees or a committee of the congregation. : 
If the ecclesiastical body, within whose limits the congregation is situated, 
has a “‘ Committee of Missions,” the members of that committee should certify 
these statements, the standing of the minister, his prospects of usefulness 
there, and indorse the application. If no such “Committee of Missions” 
exists, the application should be indorsed by two or more neighboring clergy- 
men acquainted with the facts. If no church or congregation is yet gathered, 
applicants will follow the same course, as far as practicable. 
Applications, after being so indorsed, should be sent to the Superintend- 
ent (or Secretary of the Auxiliary) for the region where the applicants reside. 
Appropriations, asa rule, bear the date of a punctual application ; and 
they never cover more than one year, If further aid be needed a new appli- 
cation is required, containing all the particulars named above, and indorsed 
as before. To this the certificate of the missionary, that the congregation has 
fulfilled its previous pledges for his support, must be added. The address of 
the Society’s Superintendents and the Secretaries of its Auxiliaries will be

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SERMON 
At the Forty-Ninth Anniversary. 


THe ReLAtIon or Home Missions To THE PROSPERITY OF THE NatTIon, 
AND THE CONVERSION OF THE WORLD. 


Luke xxiv. 47,—“‘ Among ay NATIONS, BEGINNING AT JERUSALEM.” 


Ir would be difficult to find a single paragraph of holy Scripture which 
contains within itself more of the essential principles of the missionary en- 
terprise than that from which these words are taken. It specifies the founda- 
tion on which the whole matter rests, in the sufferings, death, and resurrection 
of Christ. It gives articulate expression to the message which every mission- 
ary is to proclaim, commanding him to preach repentance and remission of 
sins in the name of Jesus. It indicates the order in which the work is to be 
prosecuted: ‘ Among all nations, beginning at J erusalem.” It directs atten- 
tion to the agency of the Holy Ghost, through whom alone that ““ power 
from on high” is to be communicated which will crown all earnest efforts 
with success. And it gives us the assurance that this needed energy will not 
be withheld when it tells us of the ascension of our Lord to the scat of honor 
and authority at the right hand of God. 

Each of these themes might well engage, as each would amply reward our 
earnest consideration, But to-night, as bearing perhaps most directly on the 
Operations of the Society in whose interests we are assembled, we shall con- 
centrate our attention on the order in which, as indicated by the Master him- 
self, we are to carry on that beneficent enterprise which he inaugurated. 
“ Beginning at Jerusalem.” Many reasons might be suggested for this ar- 
rangement. The inhabitants of that city had been the greatest sinners, 
They had deliberately rejected and crucified the Lord of glory. Yet even to 
them, to show the exceeding riches of God's grace, and to keep the vilest 
from despairing of his mercy, this gospel of forgiveness was to be first pro- 
claimed. 

Furthermore, the conversion of such sinners would give the clearest dem- 


afraid or ashamed to go with it to the great centers of heathen wickednegs, 
The Holy Spirit who on Pentecost had stirred Jerusalem to its depths, would 


made, yet it seems evident that our Lord, by emphasizing the order de- 
scribed in the words of my text, designed to establish a principle for the 
guidance of his followers in every after age. We are to labor for the con- 
version of the world, and we must not slack our efforts until the day when 
“all the kindreds of the people shall do homage before him;” but our 
earliest and most persistent exertions are to be put forth at home. I wish 
not to be mistaken here, however, I do not allege that we are to restrict 
our work to our own land until it is thoroughly evangelized, leaving the 
heathen meanwhile uncared for; for if the Christians of the church at Anti- 
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earliest care, and that, far from neglecting our own land for the claims of 
distant nations, we should continue to give it our peculiar attention, because, 
in the measure in which we succeed here, we shall advance to make new con. 
quests on the foreign field. The American Home Missionary Socicty is do- 
ing a work which is essential to the welfare of our own country ; but, in so 
far as it accomplishes that work, it widens the base of operations from which 
to carry on the larger enterprise among the heathen. 

These are the two thoughts on which I mean to dwell for a little in this 
discourse. My theme is, THE RELATION OF THE WORK OF THIS SOCIETY TO 
THE WELL-BEING OF OUR NATION, AND THROUGH THAT TO THE CONVERSION 
OF THE WORLD. 

I. Let us look, then, first at the relation of this Society to the well-being of 
our own nation. 

Here I read as the foundation formy subsequent remarks the second article 
of the Constitution on which it is based. It is to the following effect : 
“The object of this Society shall be to assist congregations that are unable 
to support the gospel ministry, and to send the gospel to the destitute within 
the United States.” It exists, therefore, for the simple purpose of carrying 
the gospel to the “desolate heritages” of our own land. Its one great ob- 
ject is the advancement of Christianity among our own people. It stands 
to-day on the same broad catholic basis on which it was originally formed. 
If it be denominational at all, it is so only because one after another the va- 
rious ecclesiastical bodies of whom it was at first composed have withdrawn 
to prosecute their own different enterprises, and left it to us. But that has 
not altered its character. It seeks to promote no “ism.” Its one supreme de- 
sign is, ‘‘to send the gospel to the destitute within the United States.” Now 
let that be clearly understood, and you will perceive in a moment that it can- 
not but be intimately related to the prosperity of our country. It aims at 
the Christianizing of the entire community; and there is nothing that will 
more signally contribute to our national well-being than the attainment of 
that aim. To be convinced of this, you have but to look for a little to the 
following considerations: 

First. The direct effect of Christianity is to elevate individual character. 
The morale of a nation is not a mere abstraction. It does not consist in any 
written clause of its constitution, or in any formal enactment upon its statute- 
book. It depends entirely on the characters of the individuals of whom it is 
composed. This is true under any form of government whatever. In the 
old monarchies of Europe, a wicked king and an unprincipled aristocracy 
did not necessarily indicate that the great heart of the nation was un- 
sound. Even among them therefore it was the character of the people, more 
than that of the princes, that determined the moral standing of the commu- 
nity. But in the case of that form of government under which it is our 
privilege to live, the connection between the character of the individuals and 
that of the nation is of the closest and most direct description. Every full- 
grown man among us contributes his quota to the character of the executive 
administration. Through the ballot-box the legislatures of our various com- 
monwealths, the government of the separate States of the Union, and the ad- 
ministration of the affairs of the nation as a whole, take the tincture given 
to them by the character of each citizen among us. Now the more direct 
the relation of the individual to the nation is, the more important does it be- 
come that each member of the community should be distinguished by truth 
and righteousness. In an absolute monarchy, a wise autocrat may conduct 
public affairs with discretion, and insure prosperity for a time, even though 
the people as a whole should be corrupt. But in a Republie like our own, 
our very national life depends on the qualities of character which are pre- 
dominant among our citizens. They make the government; and it is, there- 
fore, indispensable that they should be themselves men of principle and up- 
rightness, It was because our fathers were distinguished by temperance, 
truth, chastity, honesty, benevolence and godliness, that it was possible for 
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them to form this nation. We may say of these virtues, therefore, with as 
much truth as the barons of Runnymede said of their swords: ‘By these 
we have obtained our liberties, and with these we will defend them.” But 
these virtues are the very qualities which Christianity, creates and fosters in 
its disciples. Wherever the gospel is believed, and the Lord Jesus is re- 
ceived as a Savior, the manyis elevated and ennobled. He loves righteous- 
ness and hates iniquity. He crucifies selfishness, and cultivates the public 
spirit which leads him to look upon the things of others as well as upon his 
own. He abjures allegiance to interest, or popularity, or place, or faction, 
and seeks only to do that which is right in the sight of God. The highest 
morality is that of the gospel, and therefore the noblest patriotism is that of 
the Christian. In these days, therefore, when so much is said among us 
about political corruption, it is surely most important that attention should 
_ be directed to the only means whereby that evil can be removed. In vain 
shall we look for the remedy to the substitution of one party for another. 
We must go deeper down and farther back than that, and deal with those 
who make these parties. When the tide rises it carries up with it everything 
that floats upon its bosom; and in the proportion in which we elevate the 
character of the people themselves, we shall raise the standard of rectitude 
among those whom they place in authority over them. But for the forma- 
tion and development of a pure character, there is nothing that can for one 
moment be put into comparison with the gospel of Christ. Here, therefore, 
is the lever with which we must labor for the uplifting of the nation; and 
because the Home Missionary Society has been steadily working with that 
mighty instrument, it commends itself to the patriotism as well as to the 
piety of the land. 

In this centennial year of the Republic, many glowing orations will be 
pronounced in honor of the deeds of those who resisted unto blood striving 
against injustice; but it would be unworthy alike of us and of them, if the 
whole enthusiasm of such an occasion should be allowed to evaporate in 
words. It is a time for girding ourselves to grapple with the evils within 
our own borders; even as theirs was a time for throwing off the yoke of an 
intolerable bondage; and there is no weapon we can use so effectively as the 
gospel of the Lord Jesus Christ. Let, therefore, the fervor of patriotism, 
which this hundredth anniversary has evoked, be directed by us into the 
Home Missionary enterprise, and we shall do a work for our country that 
shall be second only to that accomplished by those who laid its foundations 
in agony and blood. The “ minute-men ” whom these days need, are those 
who “have clean hands, and a pure heart,” and “in whose eyes a vile per- 
son is despised,” and these are the men the gospel makes. 

Secondly. The relation of the Home Missionary enterprise to the pros- 
perity of the nation will appear, when you consider that the direct effect of 
Christianity is to purify domestic life. The family is the center of human 

, Society. We cannot look upon mankind as merely a multitude of units. 
' None of us stands completely by himself, for each of us is born into a little 
society already existing. As Maurice has said, “our relation to father and 
mother is the primary fact of our existence,” so that “we can contemplate 
no facts apart from that.” The family is the earliest school at which we are 
placed ; it is, therefore, of the utmost consequence, that before other agencies 
are brought to bear upon children, their home education shall improve their 
minds, and incline them in the right direction. The lessons which we re- 
ceive in the household; the examples which are there set. before us; above 
all, perhaps, the influences to which we are there subjected, and which our 
spirits take in almost as unconsciously as our lungs inhale the atmosphere by 
which we are surrounded, have more to do with our after careers as individu- 
als, and: with the future character of the community to which we belong, 
than we can possibly estimate. ‘Home isthe head of the river;” and an in- 
fluence, whether blessed or pernicious, exerted there, will affect all its after 
course. Hence, the noble French woman was right, when in reply to the 
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monarch’s question, “‘ What is needed to secure the prosperity of France?” 
she said, ‘‘Good mothers,” Now it is capable of the clearest proof, that 
Christianity is the only thing that has given purity and loveliness to the 
household. Indeed, in its true ideal, the family may be said to have been 
virtually the creation of Christianity. The words of a living English theo- 
logian on this point are not more dreadful than true: “ Familia, to the ear 
of a Roman, meant a multitude of idle, corrupt, and corrupting slaves, kept 
in subjection by the cross and the ergastulwm, ready for every treachery, and 
reeking with every vice. It meant a despot who could kill his slaves when 
‘they were aged, and expose his children when they were born; it meant ma- 
trons among whom virtue was rare, divorces frequent, remarriage easy, and 
who, from no motive stronger than that of vanity, would sacrifice the lives of 
their infants yet unborn ; it meant children spectators from their infancy of 
insolence, cruelty, servility and sin.’* Now the Lord Jesus by his teachings 
revolutionized all this. He gave sanctity to the marriage tie, by re-enacting 
the primal law, that one man should be the husband of one wife. He re- 
stored woman to her true sphere as the help-meet and companion of her hus- 
band.* He took the little children in his arms and blessed them, and that 
touching scene in the gospel narrative is but a type of the work which he is 
doing still wheresoever his message of love is proclaimed. By his tender 
care for his venerable mother in the very crisis and climax of his own 
agony, he gave a sacredness to old age, which has gathered to it ever since 
the reverence, the affection, and the benevolence of men. The chivalry of 
medixval knighthood, and the gallantry of modern politeness, have alike 
their roots in the religion of Jesus, while for everything of “sweetness and 
light,” of happiness and purity, that there is enshrined in the word “home,” 
we are beholden to the gospel. Not by any sudden and violent revolution 
was this change effected. Had that been the case, the world would to-day 
have been more conscious of its obligation to the Lord Jesus in this regard. 


_ But silently, gently, almost imperceptibly, the influence of Christianity 


filtered into the family, and there, touching national life at its center, it 
quickened and ennobled society at large. ‘‘ What women these Christians 
have!” said a pagan orator. Let that expression be set over against the 
words of the French woman already quoted, and then you will see, that by 
giving dignity to womanhood, and holiness to motherhood, and purity to 
home, the religion of Jesus has elevated the whole tone and character of so- 
cial life. Now if all this be true; if it be the case that the home determines 
the character of the community, and that the gospel alone can elevate the 
home, what an important factor in the production of national prosperity is 
a Society like this, whose aim is “‘to carry the gospel into the destitute places 
of the United States.” In so far as it succeeds, it will cover the land with 
households, each of which shall be a fountain of holy influence to the neigh- 
borhood, and the aggregate of which shall bring blessing and purity to the 
nation at large. Nor is it entirely unnecessary that these truths, elementary 
as to some they may appear, should be specially insisted on at this time. Re- 
call the description of a Roman familia which I have already quoted: ‘It 
meant matrons among whom virtue was rare, divorces frequent, remarriage 
easy, and who from no motive stronger than that of vanity would sacrifice 
the lives of their infants yet unborn; it meant children spectators from their 
infancy of insolence, cruelty, servility and sin.” Is there nothing in that pic- 
ture to remind us of ourselves?’ Are there not those among us who are work- 
ing with all their might to destroy the sanctity of the conjugal relationship, 


.and break asunder the silken bonds that give unity to the home? Is it not 


too sadly true that vice among us is losing its shame? and that even the holy 
well of home life is poisoned by lust and cruelty? Brethren, let us not for- 
get that when such things were true of ancient Rome, the hand of destiny 
was already writing its doom upon the wall. The frescoes of Pompeii are

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the justification to our modern eyes of the downfall of that empire of old 
renown; and if we, to-day, would insure the preservation of our nation from 
a similar “decline and fall,” we must look well to the purification of our 
homes by the influence of the gospel of Christ. Here again, therefore, this 
Home Missionary Society commends itself to our confidence as ministering 
to the welfare of our land, It is meeting an urgent necessity by working 
for the elevation of domestic life among us, and it is the only thing that can 
successfuly counteract existing evils in that department; therefore, our 
patriotism and our piety should unite in its support. 

But, thirdly, the relation of the Home Missionary enterprise to the pros- 
perity of our nation will appear, if you consider that Christianity stimulates 
education. Ihave no need, surely, to enter upon any elaborate argument to 
prove that education is closely identified with the welfare of a people. . It 
widens intelligence. It promotes agriculture, and commerce, and art, and 
science. It develops inventiveness, and creates a literature whereby an in- 
fluence of a powerful and constant sort is exerted not only on the generation 
by which it is produced, but also upon every after age. All this will be 
readily granted by every thoughtful person. But it may not be quite so ob- 
vious that Christianity fosters education. Yet that is not less true. Take 
the history of the different countries since the Retormation, and you will see 
how that corroborates our assertion. The revival of classical literature, in- 
deed, preceded the Reformation. Erasmus the scholar went before Luther 
the preacher, and the latter was always ready to acknowledge his obligations 
to the former. But Erasmus was a scholar working for the formation of 
scholars. Luther was the first who set himself to the education of the people 
asa whole. That which he learned from his masters in the Latin tongue, he 
took and scattered broadcastamong the masses in their native German; and 
the literature of that land, now so rich, so varied, and so valuable, dates 
from him. In fact, it may be said that he first gave fixity to the German lan- 
guage. Calvin did the same thing for the French ; and before either of 
them, Wiclif and Chaucer had done much the same thing for the English. 
The great idea of the Reformers was the education of the people. They ap- 
pealed from princes and pontiffs to the populace at large, and they rested 
mainly on their support. Hence Tyndal labored for the day when “the very 
ploughboys should know more of the Scriptures than the priests;” and hence 
John Knox, who was as great a statesman as he was a Reformer, set down a 
school in every parish of his native Scotland. In fact, the great fundamental 
principle of Protestantism which we call the right of private judgment, re- 
quired as its practical corollary the enlightenment, by education, of every indi- 
vidual, so that he should be qualified to form a judgment. Therefore, wher- 
ever Protestantism has prevailed, education, not for a select few, but for the 
people as a whole, has been aimed after, and in a large measure secured. It 
was, therefore, because the fathers of this Republic had been nurtured in 
Protestantism that they sought to have for their children the blessings of 
knowledge; and to-day there is nothing in this broad land that wins so much 
the admiration of strangers or contains in it so much of assurance for the fu- 
ture of the nation, as the public school. It would be essential for us to 
maintain that institution, even if we had nothing else to consider than the 
welfare of those already among us; but when we think of the thousands of 
immigrants of different nationalities, and various faiths, who are continually 
landing on our shores, and passing on to the far Western settlements, the 
necessity for keeping up this blessed system becomes more imperative. The 
common school is the great assimilating organ of the body politic. Children 
go into it English, Irish, Scotch, German, Danish, N orwegian, French, 
Italian—they come out American. In the experiences and companionships 
of the school, they lay up memories which bind them to each other and to 
the country ever after; while the education which they there receive fits 
them for taking their places as active citizens in later life. There is nothing, 
therefore, so important for the giving of unity and homogeneousness to our 
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population as the maintenance and extension of the public school system ; 
and knowing as I do something of the difficulties of inaugurating a similar 
state of things in an old community like that of England, I consider it one 
of the greatest advantages which this nation has enjoyed, that in the earlier 
years of its history, ere yet ‘the antagonisms of creeds or the prejudices of 
nationalities had time to develop themselves, its people had devised and set 
up this noble institution, wherein the children of all alike are educated for 
commerce and citizenship. But if I have been right in tracing the origin of 
popular education to Protestantism, you will see at once that if this system 
of ours is to spread over the continent, and to be preserved in these Eastern 
States, we must be careful to look-after the diffusion among the people of 
that form of Christianity out of which it sprung. Observe, I am not now 
advocating the introduction of any form of religious teaching into the 
schools themselves. That I- should deprecate exceedingly. I am speaking 
of the carrying of Protestantism over the land, in order that the schools may 
be continued on the great, broad, undenominational basis on which they 
stand. And I think recent indications in this city may be enough to show 
us where the danger lies. Ihave no prejudice against Roman Catholics as 
such. They have all the rights as citizens to which any other citizens are 
entitled; and I desire to speak of them as individuals with every possible re- 
spect. But they have no right as a religious denomination, to have their 
children denominationally educated at the public expense. They do not de- 
mand that, indeed, at present in so many words. But we are familiar with 
the history of their doings in ‘other days and in other lands. Their policy is 
to go by slow and small degrees toward that which they desire, and if one 
demand is granted, in coming years another, which now would seem prepos- 
terous, will be made. And so it may go on until, when they have entire con- 
trol, the education which they give in secular respects will be of the poorest 
quality, and in religious matters will develop into bigotry and intolerance. 
Let it never be forgotten that it is not so much education of one particular 
sort that Romanism opposes, as popular education of any sort. And so, if 
we would save ourselves from having repeated in this new world the miseries 
and degradations from which the older nations of Europe are just now work- 
ing out their deliverance, we ought to see to it, that in all the States of the 
Union, East and West alike, we have diffused emong the people that pure 
gospel of salvation through faith in Jesus Christ, which it is the glory of 
Protestantism to proclaim. Every new church this Society organizes is a 
new support to that educational system which is so inseparably connected with 
our national greatness; and so here again patriotism and piety combine to 
commend to our liberality and support the great Home Missionary enterprise. 
I cannot leave this part of the subject without remarking that the relatiow 
of the work which this Society is prosecuting to the welfare of the nation is. 
intensified by the fact, that it jinds its most inviting jields in the new settle- 
ments of the West. Just as youth in the individual is the most formative: 
season of life, so the early years of a community are the most important in 
its history. They fix its type in all human probability for all time to come. 
They give to it a character or bias which it ever afterward retains. Hence 
the earlier we take a settlement for Christ, the more surely do we keep it for: 
him. <A few earnest years of effort at the commencement of a new township: 
will do infinitely more for the moulding of its after history, than could be 
accomplished at a later day by any agency whatever. The strength of a 
building depends upon the depth and stability of its foundation; and be- 
cause the men whom we send out upon the Western frontier are doing foun- 
dation work, they deserve our sympathy, and should have our support. They 
are to a large extent unseen, as they dig away, so to say, beneath the surface ; 
but when the top-stone .of the edifice is raised with shoutings, they shall not 
be forgotien. They are to these new Territories, in a measure, what the Pil- 
grims were to New England, and in coming days their names too will be 


held in honor by every Christian patriot. 
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Il. I hasten now to glance, for but a moment before I conclude, at the 
bearing which the success of the Home Missionary enterprise must have on the 
conversion of the world, This must be evident even to the least observant 
among us. 

For one thing, the greater the number of active living churches at home 
becomes, so many more there will be to prosecute the work of missions 
abroad. Hence, the aid we give in setting up new churches in our own 
land, will return ere long in the shape of contributions of men and money 
for the foreign field. Up till a very recent period, the Foreign enterprise has 
been carried on for the most part by the New England States; but when the 
others form in line behind them, and do each, after the noble example which 
‘these have set, we may hope for vaster results abroad than any which have 
yet been realized. This is the harmonizing principie between Home and 
Foreign Missions. The more intense the flame is at the center, the wider will 
be the circumference of the circle which it will irradiate; and the more we 
multiply living churches in this land, the greater will be the influence of 
vital Christianity the world over. 

But it would be wrong to limit our view here to the mere matter of num- 
bers. It holds equally of the type of the Christian life of the churches 
founded by our missionaries abroad. These devoted men are in the truest 
sense of the word representative. They bear the impress made upon them by 
parents, by pastors, by professors here, and in their turn they stamp them- 
selves upon the churches which they form. The style of Christian life - 
which prevails at home they carry abroad. The modes of thought to which 
they have been accustomed here they continue there; and the forms of con- 
gregational activity which are common among us, are adopted by them. 
Not only so, living as they are in constant communication with the home 
churches, they are affected also by the incidents continually occurring here. 
Error among us will breed error among them. Coldness here will cause cold- 
ness among them. Controversy here will beget controversy among them ; 
and a higher degree of spiritual life among us will manifest itself also 
in a nobler spirit of consecration among them. If there had been no 
Broad ‘School in the Church of England at home, she had never been 
required to mourn over the departure of a missionary Bishop from the faith ; 
and if high-church Ritualism had been unknown in Great Britain, the eyes 
of wondering converts in the islands of the South Pacific had not becn 
dazzled by the splendor of that Episcopal millinery which another of her 
dignitaries displayed. Let not the lesson of these things be lost upon us; 
but let us learn that we can reap the harvest of highest success abroad, only 
while we seek, concurrently with our efforts there, to maintain the purity and 
devotedness of the churches here. On the Waterloo pier-head at Liverpool, 
while the observatory stood there, was a clock which was regulated every 
day from astronomical observation. With it, two other clocks in different 
parts of, the town were connected by wires which passed beneath the streets, 
and along which a current of electricity was continually sent ; so that all the 
three beat.and struck together. So, it seems to me, the churches at home are 
connected with each other and with their missionary daughters abroad, by a 
bond unseen as the wire that runs beneath the busy thoroughfare, alone 
which there passes a sympathetic influence, causing them all to move together ; 
and if we would keep them,right, we must see from a constant observation of 
the Sun of Righteousness, to have ourselves regulated by his holy will. 

But there is yet another aspect in which the relation of the success of mis- 
sions at home to the conversion of the heathen abroad may be contem- 
plated. It will furnish a convincing illustration of the blessings of Chris- 
tianity, by the sight'of which, the desire will be awakened among the pagan 
nations to become sharers with us in its benefits, How far this is from bes 
ing the case at present, you need not be reminded. ‘Unfortunately our mis- 
sionaries are not the only representatives of our land who find their way to 
heathen countries, and it has long been for a lamentation that their labors 
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have been counteracted, and to some extent neutralized, by the immoralities 
of those who, while speaking our language, have dishonoré 

we worship, and the Savior in whom we trust. Thus from our country two 

kinds of missionaries are ever going to unchristianized communities: the one 
identified with the Bible, the other with the bottle: the one carrying the 
gospel, and the other godlessness ; and it is a question of deepest importance 
how this evil is to be remedied. Now to that question there is but one an- 
swer that can be given; this, namely: by a more constant and systematic at- 
tention to the state of religion within our own borders, so that all classes of 
the people may be brought more fully under the influence of the gospel. Let 
our merchants become distinguished for integrity and benevolence ; let our 
legislators become renowned for thoroughness of principle and loftiness of 
patriotism; let the masses of the people in our large towns become earnest 
_ followers of Christ; let the new Territories of our land be taken possession of 
for the Lord Jesus by men whose one desire it is to spend and to be spent 
for him; and then from us, as from Thessalonica of old, ‘‘the Word of God 
will sound out on every side, and our faith to God-ward be spread abroad.” 
Hence in the interests of our foreign agents, we urge the vigorous prosecution 
of the work in which this Society is engaged; for as the polished parabola 
behind the lamp in the lighthouse-tower concentrates its rays into a greater 
brilliance, and sends them out into the darkness over a wider area, so the 
luster of the gospel in the hands of our missionaries among the heathen will 
be intensified and its illuminating power increased, when it is seen reflected 
by the clear and steady consistency of the Christian character of the American 
community behind them. 

The more we ponder these considerations, the more we shall be disposed to 
agree with Professor Phelps when he says: “It seems to me that if I were a for- 
eign missionary in Canton, my first and most importunate prayer every morn- 
ing would be for Home Missions in America, for the sake of Canton. Five 
hundred years of time in the process of this world’s salvation may depend 
on the next twenty years of United States history.” Oh, that the minds of our 
church-members generally were impressed with the grandeur and importance 
of the work in our land, when we regard it thus, in its bearing on humanity 
at large ! 

Nor must we forget in our solicitude for merely national and human 
interests, that this is emphatically the cause of Christ. Before this con- 
sideration, all others dwindle into comparative insignificance. The work in 
which we are engaged is that for which he gave his life; and as if to show 
how near it was to his heart, he referred to it no fewer than three times in 
these brief interviews which he had with his disciples, in the interval be- 
tween his resurrection and ascension. For the completion of this work, he 
lives and reigns at God’s right hand. Therefore, every motive of gratitude 
for our own salvation, and of personal affection for the Redeemer himself, 
ought to impel us to consecrate ourselves unreservedly to this glorious enter- 
prise. ‘“‘For Christ’s sake.” What can I say to the devout heart that 
will be more powerful than sucha plea? Too long has the Church stood, 
like the disciples on Olivet, gazing wistfully up after the departed Christ; to- 
night let us hear with new distinctness the command, ‘‘ Go, preach repentance 
and remission of sins in my name, unto.all nations, beginning at Jerusalem,” 
and let us gird ourselves resolutely to obey it.

CONSTITUTION 


OF THE 


AMERICAN HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY, 


AnticnE 1. This Society shall be denominated THE AMERICAN HoME 
MIssIoNARY SOCIETY. 


Art. 2. The object of this Society shall be to assist congregations that are 
unable to support the gospel ministry, and to send the gospel to the destitute 
within the United States. 


Arr. 3. The officers of this Society shall be a President, Vice-Presidents, 
a Treasurer, an Auditor, one or more Secretaries for Correspondence, a Record- 
ing Secretary, and fifty Directors, who shall be annually appointed by the Soci- 
ety; and who, together with the Directors for Life, shall constitute a Board, 
seven of whom shall be a quorum, at any meeting regularly convened. 


Anv. 4. The officers and Directors shall appoint an Executive Committee 
of fourteen (including the Treasurer, the Secretaries for Correspondence, and 
the Recording Secretary), residing in the City of New York and its vicinity ; five 
of whom shall be a quorum at any meeting regularly convened. The Committee 
shall have power to appoint its own meetings, form its own rules of business, and 
fill any vacancies in its own number which may occur during the year, and to 
convene special meetings of the Board or Society ; shall appoint missionaries, 
and instruct them as to the field and manner of their labors ; shall have the dis- 
posal of the funds; shall create such agency or agencies for appointing mission- 
aries, and for other purposes, as the interests of the Institution may require ; 
and shall make an Annual Report of their proceedings to the Society. 


Arr. 5. The Treasurer shall give bonds, annually, to such amount as the 
Executive Committee shall think proper. 


Art. 6. Any person may become a member of this Society, by contributing 
annually to its funds; thirty dollars paid at one time shall constitute a Member 
for Life; and one hundred dollars paid at one time shall constitute a Director 
for Life; and any person on the payment of asum which, in addition to any pre- 
vious contribution to the funds, shall amount to one hundred dollars, shall be a 
Director for Life. An executor, on paying a legacy of two hundred and fifty 
dollars to the funds of this Society, shall be a Member for Life; and the pay- 
ment of a legacy of one thousand dollars shall constitute a Director for Life. 


Arr. 7. Any Missionary Society may become Auxiliary, by agreeing to pay. 
into the Treasury of this Society the whole of its surplus funds, and sending to 
the Secretaries for Correspondence a copy of its Constitution and Annual Re- 
ports, mentioning the names of its missionaries, and the fields of their opera- 


tions. 
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Art. 8. Every Auxiliary Society which shall agree to pay the whole of its 
funds to this Society, shall be entitled to a missionary or missionaries to labor in 
such fields as it may designate; at least to the amount of its contributions ; 
“provided such designation be made at the time of payment. 


ArT. 9. The officers of all Auxiliary Societies shall be, ex-officio, Directors ; 
and annual contributors to their funds shall be members of this Society. 


Art. 10. This Society shall meet annually in the City of New York, on the 
Wednesday next preceding the second Thursday in May. 


ArT. 11. No alteration shall be’ made in this Constitution without a vote of 
two-thirds of the members present at an annual meeting ; nor unless the same 
shall have been proposed at a previous annual meeting, or recommended by the 
Executive Committee. ; 


ACT OF INCORPORATION. 


The People of the State of New York, represented in Senate and Assembly, 
do enact as follows: f 


SEcTIon 1. Theodore D, Woolsey, William G. Lambert, Christopher R. 
Robert, Simeon B. Chittenden, Richard S. Storrs, Jr., William I. Budington, 
Calvin C. Woolworth, Charles Abernethy, John B. Hutchinson, Henry M. 
Storrs, William Henry Smith, Milton Badger, David B. Coe, A. Huntington 
Clapp, Austin Abbott, and George S. Coe, and all such persons as are now, or 
hereafter may become members of the American Home Missionary Society, 
formed in the City of New York in the year one thousand, eight hundred and 
twenty-six, are hereby constituted a body corporate by the name of “ The Amer- 
ican Home Missionary Society,” for the purpose of assisting feeble congregations, 


and of sending the gospel and the means of Christian education to the destitute 


within the United States, 
Sec. 2) Said Corporation shall be capable of taking and holding, by pur- 


Suc. 8. The net annual income of the Society, arising from their real 
estate, shall not exceed the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars. : 


SEC. 4, This Corporation shall possess the powers and be subject to the 
provisions of title three of chapter eighteen of part one of the Revised Statutes, 
as amended, so far as the same are applicable. : 


Sec. 5. This Act shall take effect immediately, 


FIFTIETH REPORT. 


Av length we are brought to this Society’s fiftieth anniversary. 
What occasion have we to set up here our grateful memorial ! 
From that small, yet courageous and trustful outreaching from 
New England and New York into a frontier wilderness that has 
now become the abode of busy, happy millions, the work has been 
carried westward beyond the Mississippi and the Missouri, across 
“the great desert” and the Rocky Mountains to the Pacific; 
north to icy regions, south to the realms of perpetual summer. 
As the miracles of grace that gem the path of the Society through 
this half-century pass in review before us, we can only exclaim, 
* What hath God wrought!” To his name be the glory! 

This fiftieth anniversary forms no exception to the law that 
has failed but once in thirty years, if even in fifty, calling us, as 
often as we assemble, to mourn the loss of beloved and revered 
associates in the responsibility of managing the Society’s affairs. 
Since the last anniversary, two of the Vice-Presidents, Rev. 
Grorce E. Apams, D.D., and the Hon. Jacozp Burter; and two 
of the Directors, Rev. Joun J. Mrrer, D.D., and Rev. Roserr G. 
Vermozyr, D.D., have been removed by death, Dr. Adams and 
Mr. Butler were both elected Vice-Presidents in 1864, in. recog- 
nition of valuable services for years rendered to the cause of Home 
Missions:—by the latter in lowa, then with less than two hundred 
thousand people, but giving promise of the Christian influence she 
wields to-day, second, perhaps, to that of no Western State :—by 
the former, in Maine, where for a generation he was foremost in all 
enterprises for the furtherance of missions and education, at home 
and abroad. A few closing years of his life Dr. Adams passed in 
the neighborhood of this city; and his frequent. visits of inquiry, 
counsel, and encouragement; his presentations to his people, 
as well as his prayersand gifts, proved that his sense of the 1m- 


portance of the work steadily deepened unto the end. 


Dr. Miter became a member of the Board of Directors in 


1846, at which anniversary he gave a stirring address on “ Home 


Missions as the grand agency by which the West can and must 
be saved.” He had then been five years in Wisconsin, where for 
thirty years afterward he practically proved his faithfulness to 
the cause, 

Professor Vermilye was chosen a Director in 1863 ; and though 
the duties of his office have seldom atlowed him to be present in 
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our deliberations here, he has rendered valuable service in in- 
spiring the students under his care with the home missionary 
spirit, and by his wise and candid counsels helping to secure the 
best men for the work. Such advisers, in such positions, are, 
under God, among the most important factors of the Society’s 
success. May our Father fill their places here with others 
equally devoted and helpful! ; 

Seven missionaries also, within the year, have left the service 
of the Master on earth for the joys of his immediate presence : 
Rev. J. W. Wusoy, in Maine; Rey. Jonn W. Srarr, in New 
Hampshire; Rey. Atperr V. House, Rev. Henry B. Unper- 
woop, and Rev. Cuauncny Taytor, in Iowa; Rev. Wim. 
A. Stattcop, in Minnesota; and Rev. Armon B. Prart, in Ne- 
braska.

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SUMMARY OF RESULTS. 


The number of ministers of the gospel in the service of the 
Society, the last year, whose names are found in the General 
Table, commencing on page 13, together with those engaged in 
superintending the work, is 979. 

Of these, 739 were in commission at the date of the last Re- 
port, and 240 have since been appointed. it 

They have been distributed in 33 States and Territories, as 
follows: In Maine, 90; New Hampshire, 47; Vermont, 49; 
Massachusetts, 78; Rhode Island, 6; Connecticut, 39 ;. New 
York, 51; New Jersey, 8; Pennsylvania, 13; Virginia, 1; West 
Virginia, 2; Florida.1; Louisiana, 1; Texas, 2 ; Tennessee, 1 ; 
Jhio, 27; Indiana, 10 ; Illinois, 54; Missouri, 28 ; Michigan, 76 ; 
Wisconsin, 72; Iowa, 92; Minnesota, 60; Kansas, 75 ; Nebras- 

.ka, 40; Dakota, 9; Colorado, 8 ; Wyoming, 1; Utah, 1; Ne 
vada, 1; California, 33; Oregon, 4; Washington, 4. 

This distribution gives to the New England States, 304; 
Middle States, 72; Southern States, 8; Western States and Ter. 
ritories, including 41 on the Pacific coast, 595. 

Of the whole number in commission, 474 have been pastors 
or stated supplies of single congregations ; 812 have ministered 
to two or three congregations each; and 193 have extended their 
labors. over still wider fields. 

The aggregate of ministerial labor performed is 734 years. 

The number of congregations and missionary districts which 
have been fully supplied, or where the gospel has been preached 
at stated intervals, is 2,525. 

Two missionaries have been in commission as pastors or sta- 
ted supplies of congregations of colored people, and 87 have 
preached in foreign languages ; 21 to Welsh congregations, 13 to 
German congregations, one to a Hrench congregation, and two to 
congregations of Swedes, 

‘The number of Sabbath-school and Bible-class scholars is not 
far from 85,370. 

The contributions to benevolent objects, reported by 619 mis- 
slonaries, amount to $23,522.08. 

Lwo hundred and two missionaries make mention of revivals 
of religion during the year, in some of which there have been 
100, 88, 84, 64, 60, and in one case 120 hopeful conversions. In 
176 instances, the number of reported converts exceeds ten ; and 
the number reported by 500 missionaries is 6,297, 

The additions to the churches, a8 nearly as can be ascertained, 
have been 7,836, namely: 4,869 on profession of faith, and 
2,967 by letters from other churches, 

Ninety-two churches have been organized, in connection with 
the labors of the missionaries, during the year, and forty-one 
have assumed the entire support of their own gospel ordinances. 
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Fiftysjive houses of worship have been completed; one hun- 
dred and twenty-eight repaired or wmproved ; and the building 
of twenty others commenced. Highty-seven young men, in con- 
nection with the missionary churches, are reported as in different 
stages of preparation for the gospel ministry. 


THE TREASURY. 


Resovrcrs.—The balance in the Treasury, April 1, 1875, was 


$16,830.33. The recetpts for the succeeding twelve months have 


been $310,027.62—making the resources for the year $326,857.95. 

Lraptirrres.—There was due to missionaries, at the close of the 
last year, $9,618.86. There has since become due, $314,159.60 
—making the total liabilities $323,778.46. 

Payments.—Of this sum $309,871.84 have been paid, leaving 
$13,906.62 still due to the missionaries for labor performed, but 
not yet reported. In addition to these past dues, appropriations 
already made, and daily becoming due, amount to $87,915.42, 
making the total of pledges $101,812.04, toward canceling which 
there is a balance in the Treasury of $16,986.11. 


COMPARATIVE STATEMENT. 


From this summing up of the year’s results, it appears that the 
number of missionaries employed exceeds, by twenty-seven, that 
of the previous year; the number newly commissioned is greater 
by twenty-six; the years of service are more by thirty-one; 302 
more stations have been supplied; 4,620 more children and 
youth were gathered into Sabbath-schools and Bible-classes ; 
fifty-nine more missionaries make mention of revivals, reporting 
2.857 more hopeful converts; 1,475 more have been added to the 
churches ; of these, 1,045 more joined on profession of faith, 
twenty-five more. churches were organized; eight more became 
self-supporting; thirteen more young men are reported as pre- 
paring for the ministry. 

The receipts, notwithstanding the universal depression of busi- 


ness, were $1,130.80 in advance of those of the forty-ninth year, 
which were $14,330 larger than in any year that went before it. 
The amount of legacies, though large [$88,589.95], was $5,700 
less, and the contributions of the churches and individuals were 
$6,837 more than in the'previous year. The expenditures were 
greater by $13,081.19 ; and the supplies of clothing, books, cash, 
etc.—largely the gift of Christian women—throngh the Society, 
but not entering into its Treasurer’s account, exceed those of any 
former year, being not less than $72,000. 


THE HALF-CENTURY’S WORK. 


Turning from these results of asingle year to those of the 
half-century now completed, we find that the Society has gath- 
ered and administered through its Treasury, in cash, the sum of 
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$7,621,071.16. The value of other gifts and supplies distributed 
in carrying on the work, so far as can be ascertained, is not less 
than $1,000,000—an aggregate of $8,621,071.16 consecrated with 
faith and prayer to the giving of this land to Christ in perpetual 
possession. The number of laborers bearing its commission In a 
single year has increased from 169 in 1826 to 979 in 1876: its 
yearly income, from $18,140.76 to $310,027.62 in cash receipts to 
its Treasury, or more than $380,000, if we include also other sup- 
plies which enter into the support of the missionaries and their 
families. The fields ocenpied have correspondingly increased 
from 190 to 2,525. Under-its direction, 31,486 years of ministe- 
rial service have been performed ; the glorious gospel of the 
blessed God has been proclaimed at uncounted stations in forty- 
three States and Territories, in which 265,297 souls have been 
added to the churches receiving its aid ; its missionaries have or- 
ganized 3,739 churches, of which 1,889 have come to self-sup- 
port, and are now sending forth their branches, and helping to 
speed Christ’s kingdom at home and abroad. 

In view of the unprecedented stringency of the times, the 
fears that have depressed the ofticers of the Society, and the finan- 
cial straits that in the summer months filled them with anxiety, 
and held them back from new fields that. it seemed must be 
occupied, such an outcome of the year’s and the half-century’s 
experience may well convince the Society’s friends that he who 
has brought it thus far on its way has borne it on his heart in 
this its Jubilee year. Ought it not to give them fresh courage to 
set out upon a second half-century with larger purposes and 
hopes, fuller consecration, and a trust in God’s faithfulness to his 
covenant, as a hearer of prayer, that nothi ng henceforth can shake ? 
The Executive Committee feel that faithfulness to their trust 
compels them, with larger confidence in Christ and his people, 
to enter fields—especially in some of the new Territories—from 
which they have hitherto been held back through want of means 
to meet the heavy outlay required by that class of work. Though 
costly, trying to the faith and patience, and not often yielding im- 
mediate returns, it is the most truly missionary work ; it was more 
than any other in the purpose of the founders of the Society. 
Is it not the work to which the Master is specially calling the 
Christian people of this land to-day ? 

By arrangement with the Massachusetts Sabbath-School So- 
ciety, it is proposed to take up the missionary department of the 
Sabbath-school work which that Society has laid ‘down. Assoon 
as arrangements are perfected, the friends of Home Missions will 
be called on for aid in the more efticient prosecution of this de- 
partment of the service to which, from the first, so large a share 
of the missionaries’ care and toil have been given,

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AUXILIARIES AND MISSIONARY FIELDS. 
MAINE MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

The receipts of this Auxiliary in its financial year ending Feb- 
ruary 29th, were $14,011.22. The amount acknowledged from 
churches and individuals in Maine, by the Treasurer of the 
National Society, in its year ending March 31st, was $721.10—of 
which $500 was a legacy. The entire contributions from Maine 
for IIome Missions during the year were $14,592.58—which is 
$1,086.10 more than those of the previous year. The amount 
expended for work within the State is $13,871.48 ; which is 
$613.58 more than in the preceding year. 

The number of missionaries employed within the year re- 
ported is ninety. Of these, twenty-two served through the en- 
tire year; sixteen others each for six months and u pwards ; and 
thirty-nine for short terms of less than five months each. The 
average term of service is a little over eight months for each 
missionary, and the total amount of labor performed is about fifty- 
five years. 

One missionary, a student in Bangor Seminary, died at his 
post after a few weeks of zealous service. Two aged brethren, 
formerly but not at the time under commission, also passed to 
their reward. One church was organized, in Abbott, Nov., 1875. 
One old dilapidated house of worship was removed to a new site, 
thoroughly repaired, refurnished, and re-dedicated. The once 
strong and flourishing church worshipping in it, had early in this 
century come to be represented by one solitary woman. B 
God’s blessing on missionaty labor, it is now rising healthfully, 
and promises to become once more a power for good. An unusual 
number of the aided churches report revivals of religion. 

The trustees name as formidable obstacles to the work in their 
field a wide-spread heresy, which’ quiets the apprehensions of 
men in revard to their future well-being; the strife of small rival 
sects, each so tenacious of its minor peculiarities, that they will 
seldom unite in the support of public worship; and the emigra- 
tion that takes off the more vigorous part of the additions to the 
churches, leaving them no stronger than before; so that, with all 
the outlay of money and labor, the churches do little more than 
hold their own. So far from disheartening the Society, these 
obstacles are evidently rousing it to all the more vigorous exer- 
tion. “ Ours is a life-long work,” they say, a work demanding a 
stronger than ordinary faith, by reason of the peculiar difticulties 
attending it. God grant that we may be so endowed with power 
from on high, that mighty wonders of grace shall be accom- 
plished through our instrumentality ; that the reign of righteous- 
ness begun in Maine inay overspread the land and the world !” 
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NEW HAMPSHIRE MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

The amount received by the New Hampshire Auxiliary in the 
year closing February 29th, was $9,261.91, an advance of $91.49 
on the previous year. There was paid from the State into the 
Treasury of the National Society, in its fiscal year, from legacies, 
$662.40; from churches and individuals, $1,352.48—in all $2,- 
014.88; making the contributions in New Hampshire, for 
Home Missions, $11,276.79—less by $3,859.87 than in the year 
preceding. The expenditures for missionary service within the 
State were $11,333.41—exceeding those of the previous year 
by the unusual sum of $4,755.83. 

The nwmber of missionaries aided by the Society is forty- 
seven. Of these twenty-six served through the full year, seven 
others for three-quarters of the year or more, and nine for less 
than six months each. The average term is nearly nine and one- 
half months, and the aggregate is thirty-six years. 

One church has been organized ; three have resumed self-support ; 
two have completed houses of worship; three have built parsonages; 
two missionaries have been ordained and installed ; one has died. 

The Secretary writes: “ The work has largely increased upon 
our hands; partly from the emigration that still depletes many 
of our churches, partly from the depression of business that 
weakens them all, but still more from the religious awakening 
among us, producing a growing demand for permanent preach- 
ing. . . . Our aided churches share fully in the remarkable re- 
ligious interest that pervades the State, and the number of hope- 
ful conversions in them must be much larger than usual... . 
These revival labors have done much to break down the wall 
that has heretofore fenced sinful men into classes, as hopeful or 
hopeless for our efforts, and to prove that the gospel we preach 
is tor ad men. . . . An increasing interest in the home mission- 
ary work among us has grown up, in connection with a deep 
aud more hopeful public interest in the general prosperity of the 
State. The tide of emigration from which New Ilampshire has 
suffered so much seems to be stayed for the time, and attention 
is turned to our home resources and the importance of develop- 
ing them. Our churches have done a noble work in sending out 
so many of their sons and daughters to plant and sustain churches 
elsewhere—a privilege they would thank God for, and crave for 
the future. But the process has gone in many cases near, in some 
cases quite, to the point of exhaustion. A respite, for the renew- 
ing of their energies, would benefit all concerned. Meantime 
we work on, with the feeling that to keep one of these churches 
alive, especially to start it on a new career of prosperity, is to 
keep alive a fountain whose streams of blessing are destined to

flow into the remotest parts of the land, and even of the world.”

This Auxiliary received from all sources, during the year end- 
ing February 29th, $14,114.46, exceeding the receipts of the 
' previous year by $2,585.18. The Treasurer of the National 

betiaty acknowledged from Vermont, in the fiscal year ending 
March 81st, from legacies, $2,447.03; from churches and indi- 
vidual donors, $1,118.88 ; in all, $3,565.91—making the amount 
contributed in Vermont for Home Missions $17,680.37—larger 
by $4,588.79 than in the preceding year. The expenditures on 
the work within the State were $14,551.86, or $3,210.91 more 
than in the previous year. 

The Society has aided within the year in supporting forty-nine 
missvonaries, who haye occupied as man y different fields and their 
out-stations. Twenty-five of these served through the whole 
year ; nine others, for six months or more. The average term of 
service has been about nine months, aud the aggregate is nearly 
thirty-four and one-half years. 

One church has been organized, in a town where no other 
church existed, and which had been a moral waste for two gene- 
rations.. Fewer churches than formerly were aided, partly owing 
to the difficulty of securing suitable ministers to serve these feeble 
flocks, so that they have gone through the year without regular 
preaching. In other cases, by uniting their resources, two neigh- 
boring churches have been ‘able to dispense with outside aid, 
Not.a-few churches are still suffering severely from emigration, 
and some of them are debating the question of joining their or- 
ganization with another denomination, so that one efficient chureh 
may take the place of two sickly, powerless ones, and more evon- 
omy in Christian work be secured. 

“ The year has been one of rich spiritual blessing to our chu rches,”’ 
says the Secretary. “The Spirit of “God has been present in many 
communities, giving new life to the churches, and leading men 
to inquire after the right way—the highway of holiness.” ~“ The 
great want for the successful prosecution of our missionary work 
at the present time,” says the Report. of the Directors, “thé great 
want of our feeble churches, the great want of many communi- 
ties in the State, where God’s ord inances are neglected, is earnest, 
self-denying Christian ministers, thoroughly consevrated to the 
work of the Lord, ready to lahor for love of him and love of 
souls in our smaller country places. It is a matter worthy of 
serious inquiry whether the training at the present time of young 
men for the ministerial work is not defective, nttinge them forthe 
pleasant, cultivated, ideal parish, rather than to give them the 
spirit of consecration and self-denial needed to lead them to follow 
the footsteps of the Master in going into the towns of Samaria 
and Galilee to preach the gospel to the poor.”

The receipts of this Auxiliary for the year ending February 


29th, were $72,908.85, of which sum $16,213.48 were the avails 


of legacies, and $56,695.37 were contributed by churches and in- 
dividuals. The Auxiliary paid into the Treasury of the National 
Society, in its financial year ending March 81st, $42,143.65. 
The National Society also received directly from Massachusetts 
—-in legacies, $19,653.89 ; contributions of churches and individ- 


uals, $17,277.96-—-in all $36,931.85. Besides which 271 boxes of 


clothing, etc., were sent to missionaries, valued at more than $24,- 


00vU. The entire amount raised in the State, in cash, for Home 
Missions was $103,671.14; of which $24,595.64 were expended 
ontheir home field, and $2,577.21 were specially appropriated 
by direction of the donors. The amount placed at the disposal 
of the National Society for work on the Western field, was 
$79,075.50—oreater by $5,855.78 than in the previous year. 

The nwmber of missionaries commissioned in Massachusetts 
within the year now reported is seventy-three. Of these thirty- 
nine served through the entire year, eight for eleven months, six 
for ten months, nine others for six months or more. The total 
number of years’ labor is sixty-one. 

Seventy-five fields were supplied, in seven of which churches 
have not been formed. Fourteen new fields have been cared for 
this year ; twenty-six churches and stations have been coupled ; 
three churches have-been organized; two have assumed self- 
support. 

In their annual report, the Executive Committee of the Auxili- 
ary make an unanswerable plea for sustaining the feeble churches 
in the old, decaying towns, of which 151 actually fell off in popu- 
lation between 1860 and 1870. ‘‘ Large portions of New Eng- 
land,” says the report, “were apparently created of God—cer- 
tainly are used by his providence—for the raising of emigrants. 
And in sections the harvest season is nearly over. The time for 
Ruth is at hand in the fields of Boaz. . . . Forthe fathers’ sake, 
as well as their own, these enfeebled churches are to be tenderly 
and generously nurtured. They have impoverished themselves 
in giving their sons and daughters to others... . Yet it should 
be remembered that this Society hasa National as well as a State 
work. . . . The national domain has its claims, and we come under 
duty to it through the American Home Missionary Society. . 
While onr tield was primarily the radius of Massachusetts, it has 
ultimately the immense diameter of the American Union. It is 
simply continental. Wherever the American government has 
ownership in soil, and her citizens dwell, there the duty of this 
Society constitutionally lies. . . . Another such field, in territorial 
extent, with issues vital to the welfare of the human race, does 
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not offer itself to be moulded and developed by benevolent hands, 
. . . In these four particulars--the social, educational, civil, and 
religious—we are the radical nation of the world. In the army 
of revolution and reconstruction we are the advanced pickets, mov- 
ing from Europe, across America, on Asia and the old East. And 
the American church will mistake the conception of her mission- 
ary work, and fail in her duty to the ages and all the continents, 
if she fail to make this the army of occupation between the two 
oceans.” 


RHODE ISLAND HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

The receipts of this Society for the year ending February 
29th, were $3,413.25, of which $400 were paid over to the Na- 
tional Institution. This Treasury also received from Rhode 
Island $2,560.21; all of which was the contribution of churches 
and individuals. The expenditures in the State were $3,133.50, 
and the total amount raised for Home Missions, $6,093.71 
besides $5,173 in boxes of clothing, ete.—exceeding by $532.20 
that of the previous year. 

Six missionaries have been aided, five of them serving through 
the year, while two other churches have been helped in securing 
temporary supply—one for fifty and the other for thirty Sab- 
baths of the year. This amount, contributed without expense of 
collection, says the Secretary, “indicates a deepening interest 
in the cause so vital to the future of our country: a cause of 
which no words can set forth the importance in view of the now 
opening second century of our national life. . . . Great thoughts 
may well stir us as we look forward to the coming century. The 
sacramental hosts are girding for the final conflict with the prince 
of darkness. The Christian press is pouring over the nations its 
countless copies of the Word of God. Sanctuaries over the whole 
land open their gates for worshipping assemblies. Sacramental 
tables invite all confessors of Christ to commemorate his dying © 
love. The Spirit convicts and converts the ever-increasing 
throngs born here or coming from afar to find homes in our 
boundless domain. . . . We must be ready to meet the repre- 
sentatives of the nations with our very best things—even the 
varied appliances of a true faith, and fidelity in the means of 
education for two worlds. We must have ready for inspection 
our distinctive ideas of civil and religious freedom, as embodied 
in our Puritan family, school, church, and State—all combining 
to make an intelligent, orderly, benevolent, moral, and religious 
people. Especially must the nations witness the result of our 
century of revivals, under the Spirit’s power, in contrast with the 
religion of the State or of the hierarchy.” 
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CONNECTICUT HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 

WILLIAM H. Moore, Secretary; JAMES L, CHAPMAN, Esq., Treasurer, 
Office in Hartford. 

The receipts of the Connecticut Auxiliary in the year ending 
February 29th, were $15,264.51. The expenditures within the 
State were $14,737.73. The Auxiliary forwarded to the Treasury 
of the National Society, during its financial year, $2,490.24. 
Into this Treasury were also paid directly, as avails of legacies, 
$40,818.40; contributions of churches and individuals, $24,- 
818.16—in all, $65,636.56. The total amount raised in the State 
for Home Missions was §$80,901.07--less by $6,422.85 than in 
the preceding year.. The amount put at the disposal of the 
National Institution was $68,126.80, which is $6,456.93 less than 
in the previous year. 

Thirty-nine missionaries were under commission, twenty-two 
of whom served for twelve months and eleven others for more 
than six monthseach. The total number of years’ service is thirty- 
one. Thirty-five churches were statedly supplied. One missionary 
was installed as pastor ; one church was repaired. The Directors 
of the Connecticut Home Missionary Society have been legally 
incorporated, and made Trustees of the fund for disabled ministers. 
A decided gain has been made in the number of churches that 
contribute to the cause, and there is reason to hope that with the 
return of business prosperity the aggregate of receipts must stead- 

ily increase. On the subject of “missionary boxes” sent by the 
ladies of the Connecticut churches to the value of from $15,000 to 
$20,000 for several years past, the Secretary suggests this cau- 
tion: “ Care should be taken that they do not diminish the flow of 
money into the treasuries of the Societies... . . Boxes neither pro- 
cure nor send out missionaries ; they pay no part of a missionary’s 
salary; they plant no churches; they do nothing to cancel the 
obligations nor to extend the operations of the American Home 
Missionary Society. For these things the Society depends, not 
on boxes, but on the money which comes in to its Treasury.” 
- Looking back over the century since the Connecticut Home 
Missionary Society was founded, the Secretary says: “It is 
probably within the truth to say that what these churches have 
given for this object, through various channels, in the hundred 
years now completed, has amounted to $1,500,000, and that by 
the Divine blessing one thousand Christian churches have been 
planted in our land, as the result of the share which Connec- 
ticut has borne in this enterprise.” 


The total of receipts from New England is $238,688.02 ; which 
is more than the amount of the preceding year by $7,130.75. 
Of this, $82,223.62 were expended within its own bounds, and 
$156,464.40 were forwarded to the National Institution, for its 
-general work.

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NEW YORK HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

The whole number of missionaries in this State was jifty-one, 
statedly supplying sixty-eight congregations. Ten churches came 
to self-support ; four were organized, and twenty-two were blessed 
with revivals. Five pastors were installed ; eight houses of wor- 
ship built or largely repaired; and, of the 194 self-supporting 
churches in the State, 105 contributed to Home Missions. The 
total amount contributed by the State to this treasury was 
$24,734.92, or $4,615.36 less than last year.- 

_ The “plan of weekly offerings,” assiduously pressed by the 
Secretary of the State Society, is constantly gaining in favor. 
The weaker churches especially find themselves aided by it in 
their receipts. ‘“ No doubt exists in our minds,” say the Trustees 
of the New York Home Missionary Society, “that the universal 
adoption of this system would largely swell the contributions of 
churches to objects of benevolence, and greatly lessen the number 
of those dependent on our Society.” Efforts have also been 
diligently made to promote the union of two or more neigh- 
boring weak churches in the services and support of one minister. 
Encouraging success followed where such churches were Congre- 
gational only, and, in one instance, a Congregational and a Pres- 
byterian church were so united; but in this case, they were in 
different towns. 

“ Less success attended the efforts made on our part to consoli- 
date two or more feeble churches of different denominations in 
the same community, where only one is really needed in order to 
afford adequate means of grace. We are fully convinced of the 
duty and expediency of such consolidation in many cases, and 
have exerted our influence to promote it, and advised our own 
people to make the necessary sacrifices. Sometimes we have 
declined to make grants where there was little er no prospect of 
growth, and still less of ultimate self-sustentation, and where the 
ordinances of the gospel might be enjoyed in connection with 
other evangelical churches. We are sorry to be obliged to say 
that we have not found a disposition on the part of some denom- 
inations to co-operate in this policy. Still we may hope for a 
favorable change in this respect with the progress of light, liber- 
ality, and right views of Christian economy. There are but two 
instances in which we are aiding a church of our denomination 
in a place where there isa Presbyterian organization. One of 
these cases is a town of near 6,000 inhabitants, and where it is 
conceded on all hands that a Congregational church is needed, 
and the other is where the Presbyterian church has only a nominal 
existence, and is not likely to survive. It has not for some time 
had any regular and permanent ministry.” 

The Secretary, during the year, introduced lahorers to twenty- 
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two different missionary fields, and aided upwards of fifteen other 
churches in securing pastors. “It is believed there never was a 
time when our churches, strong and weak, were so fully supplied 
with ministers.” With grateful praise the Trustees report the 
fact that many of the missionary fields in the State were blessed 
with revivals,—seasons of refreshing, as these are to ald churches, 
to feeble and struggling ones they are often the only hope for 
preserving existence itself. Some of these missionary churches 
have thus been graciously preserved from extinction during the 
year. One of “these little ones ”—feeble, and among the weak 
things, despised and rejected of men—is often the seed-corn of 
a great harvest, by-and-by, over a wide community. “ Destroy it 
not, for a blessing is in it.” New York still maintains its place 
as the third State in the amount of funds contributed, through 
this Society, to the evangelization of our land. 


OHIO HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

‘The work in Ohio has been prosecuted amidst the embarrass- 
ments of a too limited treasury, by twenty-seven faithful laborers, 
tifteen of whom have been in service the entire year. They have 
ministered to thirty-five churches, and to several congregations — 
where no churches have yet been organized. Two were installed | 
as pastors. ‘Two churches were organized, and several houses of 
worship dedicated. 

The receipts of the Ohio Home Missionary Society, during its 
year ending Feb. 29th, were $4,787.23, being $494.54 less than 
last year; while the direct receipts of the parent Society from 
the State during its year ending March 31st, were $3,673.66, of 
which $2,601.71 were from legacies, making the aggregate for 
Home Missions from this State, for the year, $8,460.89 ; a loss of 
$2,693.78 as compared with the year before it. “ This falling off,” 
remarks the Secretary, “has not been greater in proportion than 
in other benevolent enterprises: it has been somewhat less. 
But our Society ” (the Ohio Auxiliary) “conducts its operations 
on so close a financial margin, that a small reduction of income 
is a source of special embarrassment. The appropriations have 
been necessarily reduced ; and, on this scale, the faithful brethren 
have been wearily waiting for them when overdue.” During this 
year, as before, the Secretary has devoted his time largely to field 
service among the more depressed and vacant churches—giving 
them the preference over those better established and more pros- 
perous. “It has been a special object to group contiguous feeble 
churches in joint pastorates, and with very gratifying results.’ 
He has also rendered essential service in visiting and strength- 
ening the weak churches of Western Pennsylvania and West 
Virginia, lying near’ Ohio, under general commission for that 
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work from this Society. ‘‘ More than usnal tokens of the special 
presence of the Holy Spirit have been seen ainong the churches, 
and the year with them has been one of general prosperity, 
exception being made of the unwonted financial stringency which 
has straitened our missionary brethren, and tested more than 
it appears to have developed the spirit of liberality in_ the 
churches.” We cannot but believe that, ere long, Ohio, the eldest 
of the Western States, and under deepest obligation to Home 
Missions for the churches which, under God, have mostly made 
her the great, prosperous, safe, and happy commonwealth that she 
is, will come up to the help of this cause with gifts commensurate 
to her power and to the greatness of the “regions beyond,” now 
asking of her what she once asked of the East, and not in vain. 


INDIANA. 
Rev. JosEPH E. Roy, D.D., Chicago, Superintendent. 


Ten missionaries were under commission in this State, supply- 
ing seventeen churches and two out-stations. Four churches were 
organized, and four missionaries secured and introduced to the 
work. The contributions of the State to this Society during the 
year were $2,962.04; being a gain of $2,541.97 0n those of the 
year preceding. Of this amount, however, $2,642.40 were the 
avails of a legacy. it 

In four of the churches of the Northern Association seasons 
of special religious interest have been enjoyed ; and the stronger 
self-supporting churches of the Central Association—the First 
of Terre Haute, the Plymouth and Mayflower of Indianapolis— 
have been similarly encouraged and blessed. Indeed, through- 
out all the Congregational churches in this State there is a grow- 
ing spirit of courage and of fellowship. A wise Christian 
discretion is evidently controlling the determination of the 
brethren to plant uew ones only where openings are clearly 
providential and the calls imperative. Under such principles of 
action growth may be slower, but it will be sure, and in the end 
more satisfactory, as inits progress less marked by disappointing 
fluctuation. 


ILLINOIS. 


Rev. Josern E. Roy, D.D., Chicago, Superintendent for N. orthern Illinois, (also 
Field Superintendent); Rev, Martin K, WHITTLESEY, Jacksonville, 
Superintendent for Southern Illinois. 

In this State fifty-four missionaries were under commission, 
statedly supplying fifty-seven churches, and nineteen ont-stations 
—a total of seventy-six congregations. Eight churches were or- 
wanized ; five became self-supporting. Four houses of worship 
were built and dedicated; three others extensively repaired and 
improved. One minister was ordained. The’ contributéons 
from this State to the Society during the year were $8,689.80; a 
gain of $244.09, as compared with the one preceding. “In this 
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department,” says the Superintendent of the Northern District, 
“nothing extraordinary has marked the year. Of the churches 
organized, that at Rock Falls goes off self-supporting; that at 
White Rocks also, by uniting with another church ; that at Roberts 
is associated with another already aided; while that at Danville 
asking aid is to do double work in the Welsh and English lan- 
gnages. ‘The s/atcen ministers who serve, each, two churches in 
Northern Illinois, are a testimony to an honest desire to economize 
in missionary appropriations.” “Two churches,” says the Super- 
intendent of the Central and Southern portions of the State, “ here- 
tofore aided, have relinquished aid, one by sharing pastoral work 
with another. Eight missionary fields have heen blessed with 
revivals, and five others which lately received aid, now do without 
it only by great sacrifice and self-denying. Every aided church but 
one has made special efforts for the extension of religion by extra 
meetings. The year has been one of successful endeayor in severe, 
hopeful, patient labor, to secure the salvation of men. The 
pastors of self-sustaining churches, the missionaries, and the Super- 
intendent- often united ina common work; in many instances 
leaving their homes for weeks of labor abroad. Much time and 
labor were given to churches unsupplied, and to that large number 
whose ministers, inadequately supported, supply in part only.” 

The review of work in Illinois brings out some remarkable 
facts. This is also the jubilee year of the Society’s operations 
in that great State. Commencing with two missionaries, it has 
had an annual average, for all this time, of seaty-sew commissioned 
men laboring within its bounds, who have planted four hundred 
Congregational or Presbyterian churches ; and it has expended 
on this field not less than $600,000. These missionaries have 
fostered an extensive system of educational institutions, have been 
foremost in’ pleading for human freedom, temperance, and revivals 
of religion ; and have been largely instrumental in making society 
as healthful and moral as it is. There are now 482 Presbyterian 
churches in the State; and 245 Congregational churches—65_ of 
those founded having disappeared through consolidation and other 
causes. Of the present 245, one hundred and sixty-three were 
organized within the last half of this jubilee period, and since the 
first Congregational church of Chicago began its life; while, 
during the fifteen years since the Presbyterians withdrew and 
left the Society, eighty-five churches have here been organized and 
one hundred and twenty houses of worship erected. “A fruitful 
field which the Lord hath blessed.” 


MISSOURI. 
Rev. Epwin B. TuRNER, Hannibal, Superintendent. 
Twenty-cight missionaries in Missouri have regularly minis- 
tered to sixty-one churches and congregations. Three churches 
were organized: four houses of worship were built—one 
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of these of hewed logs to avoid debt—and two extensively re- 
paired. Sixteen churches were blessed with revivals ; and 482 
members were added, 31z of them on profession of faith. ‘The 
contributions to this treasury from the State were $1,047.04; a 
gain of $349.64 on last year; the total amount reported from all 
Congregational churches in it, for the various objects of benevo- 
lence, is given as $17,480. “Several of them are making jubilee 
efforts to remove debts, with good prospects of success. Meanwhile 
the general work has been retarded, in part, by unusual changes 
among the ministers. Eleven left the State and two others 
changed their field. ‘At onetime there were twenty-one vacant 
churches.” “ Another hindrance has been the difficulty of 
securing the right kind of men. There are ecclesiastical ‘tramps’ 
who pester Superintendents, and often without their knowledge 
worm themselves into a vacant church by pathetic stories of 
poverty or persecution. The financial straits of the country and 
the failure of crops, also, keep many of our churches in a weak 
state. Some of them are making commendable efforts to advance 
toward self-support, and throughout the State a more hopeful 
condition seems discoverable, looking to a more successful ad- 
vance.” After alluding to the fact that in the eleven and a half 
years of his service for the Society in Missouri, eighty-seven 
Congregational churches have been organized—all but two of 
them in direct connection with the missionary work ; and Sorty- 
erght houses of worship built, forty-six of them by aided churches 
—the Superintendent goes on to say, “ Quite a large proportion of 
this immense State is still unreached by our polity. . . . In the 
Northern, Western and South-western parts of this State— 
its most fertile portions, where the new population has gone 
and is going mainly—lies our chief work, as a missionary society, 
for the future. There our two colleges are located, around which 
our missionary labor is crystalizing, and our permanent work is 
being done. These colleges have already made their impress on 
these wide regions, and are yearly growing in favor and power. 
Yet not half of these eighty or one hundred counties open to us 
have been occupied or even explored. For years to come there 
will be calls for earnest heralds of the Cross in these “ regions 
beyond.” A grand mission, therefore, still awaits us in the State. 
A work far beyond our past achievements invites us to greater 
zeal and a larger faith, in the future. Happy is he who has the 
honor to lead your’ noble Society in the conquest of these new 
fields, and thus add to the kingdom and glory of our Lord.” 


MICHIGAN. 

Rev. WoLcorr B. WILLIAMS, Charlotte, Superintendent for Southern and 
Eastern Michigan; Rev. LERoy WARREN, Grand Rapids, Superintendent 
for North-western Michigan. 

Tn Michigan seventy-six laborers, bearing the Society’s com- 
mission, supplied one liundred and forty churches and congrega- 
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tions with the regular ministration of the gospal. Seven churches 
were organized ; three houses of worship were erected, two great- 
ly enlarged and re-dedicated, and yet others renewed and exten- 
sively repaired. None of the aided churches came to self-support 
during the year. Indeed, the financial straits were such, that, it 
seemed almost a necessity that some of the smaller churches 
which had become self-supporting should again ask aid of the 
Society. In every instance but one, however, this unfortunate back- 
ward step was happily prevented. The contributions to the 
Society from the State were $4,306.10 ; or $4,290.92 less than. the 
previous year. Of the 131 churches within the Southern and 
Eastern District, only 46 are able to support a pastor without 
aid. In this District six ministers supply twelve churches, and 
thus dispense with aid. Effort is constantly made to promote 
unions of this kind. “On looking back eight years,” says the 
Superintendent, “we can see some progress. Contributions to 
Home Missions have nearly trebled. Twenty-one churches, that 
within that time have been aided by the Society, now do without 
such help.” There has been an unusual degree of religious im- 
terest during the winter; seventeen of the smaller churches re- 
port revivals and conversions, at the least ten, and, in some con- 
gregations, as many as fifty or sixty. The practice of weekly 
contributions to support the gospel is steadily gaining ground, 
eleven of the smaller churches have adopted the plan, in whole 
or in part, and, in every instance, with gratifying results.” 

This same report of religious interest comes also from the 
Northern District; “Though there has been less gain this year than 
last in the number of churches organized, and houses of worship 
built,-as might have been expected from the decrease of immigra- 
tion, and increased stagnation of business—this has been the best 
year we ever had, in respect to the number and extent of revivals 
of religion. Fifteen churches have enjoyed them, and some have 
been unusually extensive and valuable in their results, transform- 
ing society, and illustrating anew the power of the Holy Spirit. We 
trust these best results of Home Missionary labor may encourage 
those who love the work to sustain it still with their gifts and 
their prayers. We need in this field still more laborers, men fyll 
of faith and of the Holy Ghost, to reap the fields that are already 
white to the harvest.” 


WISCONSIN. 
Rev. FRANKLIN B. Dos, Ripon, Superintendent for Northern Wisconsin; Rev. 
Henry A. MINER, Madison, Superintendent for Southern Wisconsin. 
The work in Wisconsin has been prosecuted by seventy-two 
missionaries, of whom four were ordained during the year, and 
three installed as pastors. They ministered to one hundred and 
four churches, aided by the Society, besides preaching regularly 
at many out-stations. Hight churches, previously aided, became 


self-supporting ; and eight were organized. Five houses of wor- 
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ship were erected Igy missionary churches, several are in progress 
of erection, and at least four others were extensively improved. 
These five churches were dedicated free of debt, and existing 
debts cn quite a number more were wholly canceled or greatly 
reduced. The State contributed to this treasury $3,308.45 ; being 
$192.14 less than last year. The Superintendent of the Northern 
District reports having raised nearly $10,000 at dedications during 
the year, and within the limits of that District, thirty-three fellow- 
ship and gospel meetings were held, of which he conducted 
twenty-five, to the great advantage of the weaker churches, not 
less than the stronger. Last October he wrote, “Our great need is 
a deep and extensive revival, of the Moody and Sankey kind, 
coming from the power of the Highest. It will be the great mov- 
ing power in the aggressive work of the churches in possessing 
this splendid State for Christ.” Now he writes; “ this great need 
has been, in a good measure, met, and the corresponding results 
will appear. Revivals have been numerous over the State, some 
of them of great power. These churches have been brought upon 
a higher plane of spiritual vision and living, all the Christian gra- 
ces quickened, and many souls converted to God. Plans were form- 
ed for special revival efforts at our State Convention, and these 
were carried out ; hence the blessing. Our nuissionary churches 
have shared largely in the gracious visitation. The next Annual 
Report will show a large increase in our membership. A corres- 
ponding increase in contributions to Home Missions will show 
that the work is genuine. The kingdom of heaven draweth nigh ; 
we live in grand and glorious times. The Home Missionary work 


in Wisconsin was never more inspiring, never so full of promise, 


and the needs never greater than to-day.” : j 

Discussing “ the ability of Wisconsin to do her own work,” the 
Superintendent of the Southern District says: “we have (in the 
State) about 200 churches ; of these not over 50 can be said to be 
self-supporting ... Many are just on the border-line, taxing them- 
selves to their utmost, in order to keep off from the Society’s list, 
... The ‘yoking’ of churches and the cutting down of salaries 
have been carried to even a painful extreme; greater economy in 
thés direction would not be good economy, efficiency is what we 
must strike for; I see not how we can cut down another dollar, 
nor do I see how we can get along, for years to come, with a much 
less expenditure than at present. Some churches will attain self. 
support ; but new ones will come upon the beneficiary list, and 
others still will need more help than at present, being weakened 
by change in population. Even now, Connecticut, with one-half 
the population, expends more within her bounds than Wisconsin. 
But while we cannot expect to expend much less, we can hope to 
raise more... .Wedo hope something from the great increase of 
religious interest. . .. Eleven missionary churches in this District 
have been blessed ; twenty-two gospel and fellowship meetings 
of three days each have been held, nearly all resulting in revival

interest. IIundreds have been converted, and many ef the weak- 
er churches greatly strengthened. This has been a year of great 
progress. A forward movement along the lines there has been, 
but the work is not done. Wisconsin is far from being Christian, 
Intemperance, Sabbath-breaking, and profanity, are giant evils, 
not yet overcome. <A large increasing foreign population are in 
need of our American Christianity. A million anda quarter of 
people within our State! We must be endued with power ; 
power to bring the gospel to bear, with its mighty converting 
energy, on all hearts.” 


IOWA. 
Rev. EPHRAIM ADAMS, Waterloo, Superintendent for Northern Iowa; Rev. 
JosEPH W. PICKETT, Des Moines, Superintendent for Southern Iowa. 

This Society sustained, in whole or in part, n¢nety-two mssion- 
aries in Iowa the past year; statedly preaching the gospel to 
one hundred and thirty churches; and, in all, to more than one 
hundred and seventy congregations, including out-stations. Of 
these missionaries three died within the year; five came into this 
State, fresh from seminary studies, were ordained, and are doing 
good service at important-points. Eight churches were organized ; 
seven became self-supporting, and three disappeared. Ten houses 
of worship were erected, and several more largely improved. The 
State contributed $5,031.28 to the treasury of the Society: being 
an increase of $548.06 upon the amount reported one year ago. 

“There needs to be, there must be, an enlargement of the mis- 
sionary work,” says the Superintendent of the northern half of 
this imperial State. “I have contrived and studied for, economy 
till I have come to a point where it seems impossible to carry it 
further, seems but waste, but golden opportunities missed. There 
is a point beyond which labor should not be pressed upon the 
brethren, below which as to remuneration they should not be 
asked tolabor. . . . Then there isa class of churches which more 
abundant and abler ministrations would hasten on to self-sup- 
port ; increased expense at the first would be economy in the end. 
And then we must get out into the country, off from the rail- 
roads. It is in the country that the people dwell. They are 
growing in intelligence. They are not satisfied with the preach- 
ing they have. I have plans in mind, and there are openings. 
But, the men — men of ability, willing to labor where it means 
‘Home Missionary’ all the way through —can we find them? 
If we cannot, God can: he will. Such he has now in the field, 
and he can add to the number. For such, let prayer be made. 
... With gratitude to God I am able to record more revivals 
than in the year previous. All through the autumn and winter a 
revival spirit seemed to be abroad. Fellowship meetings of 
much interest were held. The week of prayer was universally 
observed, and in many places followed by extra meetings of 
praise and prayer, resulting in special works of grace.” 
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Very similar is the report from the Superintendent of the 
southern half. He names thirteen churches on his field where 
“revivals have been enjoyed, while a number of others have been 
blessed with conversions in connection with a series of meetings. 
I may say of our churches, they never were so alive as at present. 
But I am oppressed with the consciousness that we have not 
attained — no, scarcely reached toward—what it had seemed 
reasonable to hope we might secure. Yet I am not discouraged. 
There must be no relaxation, but wiser plans, framed in stronger 
faith and more prevailing prayer. . . . This State may be said to 
have been explored. But there is a great work to be done; we 
need many more young men of fervid zeal and piety. The field 
is white for as many as will come, and more will be needed every 
year to meet the demands of the teeming populations that are to 
swarm over this State in the near future. .. . I am resolyed to 
give all that 1 have to give to enthrone Christ in the midst of this 
lovely State, and my greatest joy is to welcome others to this 
blessed fellowship of labor and sacrifice.” 


MINNESOTA. 


Rey, Levi H. Cons, Minneapolis, Superintendent. 


Sixty missionaries have borne the Society’s commission this 
year in Minnesota; six were ordained, four installed, one died, 
and two men were licensed during that time. Seventy-nine 
churches and fifty-five out-stations, making a total of one hundred 
and thirty-four congregations have thus been regularly supplied. 
Two churches became self-supporting, aud eight were organized. 
Four houses of worship were erected, and five others extensively 
repaired, Sixteen men entered the State to engage in missionary 
work under the auspices of the Society. Seventeen places en- 
joyed revivals, some of them of great power, in connection with 
the labors of its missionaries. The contributions from the State to 
the Society were $1,531.15; more by $62.54 than those of last 
year. “The general aspects of the work,” says the Superintend- 
ent, “are encouraging. Spiritually, the churches were never in 
a more hopeful condition ; financially, especially in parts of the 
State visited by locusts, there is a grand field for sympathy and 
generosity.” The only new feature of the missionary work has 
been in the line of “fellowship meetings.” The Superintendent 
with the cordial and efticient co-operation of both ministers and 
laymen, during the 121 days previous to Jan. 16th, held 119 fel- 
lowship services in 44 towns. “In more than one-third of the 
places visited revivals followed, resulting in scores, perhaps hun- 
dreds of hopeful conversions. A score of men are in absolute 
demand to keep pace with immigration. Urgent calls for min- 
isters are coming in from various destitute portions of the State.” 
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, KANSAS. 
Rey. SYLVESTER D. Srorrs, Quindaro, Superintendent. 

Seventy-five missionaries have labored in Kansas, supplying 
112 churches and a large number of out-stations. Fifteen 
churches have been organized since the last Annual Report; and 
two houses of worship erected. The receipts of this treasury from 
the State during the year were SS91.87, Deine a loss of 89.80 on 
these of the year before. There are now 126 Congregational 
churches in Kansas. Of the fourteen not supplied by our mis- 
sionaries, eight only are self-supporting ; three are under the care 
of the American Missionary Association ; and the other four have 
been occasionally visited and served by ministers or laymen — 
the latter doing much missionary service in superintending Sun- 
day-schools and holding meetings. Since October, 1875, there 
have been revivals in twenty-two connties: in more than forty of 
our churches and ont-stations Christians have been greatly quick- 
ened, and precious harvests of souls gathered. “ Never before,” 
says the Superintendent, “have I seen so full consecration to the 
Lord’s work among the missionaries; such laying of themselves 
on the altar, and we have great reason to praise God for the 
results. Our friends at the East will also rejoice that they have 
not labored in vain for Kansas, and that their prayers have been 
heard for the outpouring of God’s Spirit. We are constantly 
reminded of their kindness by every draft received and the many 
valuable ‘boxes’ and ‘barrels’ sent to the missionaries. The 
outlook is very encouraging for the extension of the missionary 
work. A large immigration is coming in, and new fields are cou- 
stantly opening. We greatly need at least twenty more mission- 
aries to supply fields that are, or soon will be vacant, and to 
occupy new territory. The people cannot do as much as they 
desire toward their ministers’ support. But there is a decided 
gain in the State financially. Although prices are low, it is a 
great relief to be able to sedZ corn, for even fifteen or twenty-five 
cents, instead of buying at seventy-five cents or $1.25. The people 
now coming in have more means than the early settlers, and we 
hope to make more rapid progress toward self-support in the 
churches. Thankful for all that has been done for us in the past, 
we still must ask help, for the fields are white fur the harvest.” 


NEBRASKA. , 


Rev. Hiram N. Gates, Omaha, Superintendent. 


Forty missionaries of the Society were employed in Nebraska. 
Of the eighty-three Congregational churches in this State, eleven 
were organized during the year. Of the entire number four are 
self-supporting. The remainder look to us for aid. Fifty-nine 
are supplied by missionaries. The remainder are wholly destitute, 
or casually supplied. Including ont-stations, not less than 120 
congregations are blessed with the gospel ministry through the 
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aid of this Society. One missionary died, and one was installed. 
Two houses of worship were erected, another begun, and two 
others freed from debts. The receipts to this treasury from the 
State were $602.20; a gain of $22.88 on those of the year pre- 
ceding. The Sunday-school work has been prosecuted with 
energy. About 100 schools with 3,000 scholars are connected 
with the churches and stations supplied by our ministers. 

“The year,” says the Superintendent, “ has been one of almost 
unalloyed prosperity, and the smiles of Providence have rested 
on us continually. Yet, though a prosperous one, it has in tem- 
poral things been a very trying one. It began while the people 
were feeling severely the effects of the grasshopper scourge, and 
while doubts and fears were pressing heavily on their hearts. 
That pest again made its appearance and took all the young 
crops in the South-eastern counties, but, getting their wings they 
flew, before it was too late to replant and sow, and thus the crop 
was not an entire failure even there. A kind Providence did not 
allow the grasshoppers, oncé risen, to alight again, save in a few 
places, but kept them in the air in sight of the people several 
weeks, till finally they disappeared and left the ageregate crop 
greater than in any former year. Much loss was suffered in 
harvesting, from excessive rains; still there is food in abundance, 
and some to spare to buy necessities and turn toward the debts 
which were pressing the people—debts that came over from the 
year before, so badly scourged. Creditors, having waited so long, 
were disposed to press their claims; and this caused distress even 
greater, in some instances, than was felt the year before. But 
the outlook is brightening. Immigrants are already coming, and 
the prospects are that we shall have a large accession this year to 
our population. We shall need a strong addition to our mission- 
ary force. And, here, too, the prospects are encouraging. A 
goodly number of young men in our Seminaries, and others, are 
considering the question of casting in their lot with us. Many 
are waiting and longing for some one to break to them the bread 
of life. Our Divine Master is evidently opening to us a wide 
door in this State. And while we have not been able to do all 
we would in occupying this broad land for Christ, we have abun- 
dant reason to thank God for what he has permitted us to do. 


CALIFORNIA, 


Rev. James H. WARREN, D. D., San Francisco, Superintendent. 


Thirty-three missionaries have this year been under commis- 
sion in California—statedly supplying fifty-three churches and 
stations, and, most of them, superintending their Sunday-schools. 
Four churches were organized, three of them at county seats ; 
four came to self-support, making now twenty-six of this class in 
this State, of which nineteen were once on the Society’s list. 
Five houses of worship were built and finished ; four others are 
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in process of building; and several others have been exten- 
sively improved. For current expenses, chureh-building, church 
debts, etc., more than $32,000 were raised; and “if the figures 
were all in, the grand total would be near, if not quite $50,000.” 
The contributions to this Society’s treasury from the whole State 
were $2,834.35 ; an increase of $76.27 on last year. 

Nearly two hundred and fifty members have been added to the 
churches. Revivals are reported in seven or eight churches. “An 
encouraging feature of the year’s work is the revival of churches 
that had almost ceased from their struggle for existence. Six, if 
not eight, may be said to have been raised, as it were, from the 
dead. Altogether, the year’s record is one of the brightest in the 
history of our work in this State. New fields are opening more 
and more. “Arizona, our next door neighbor,” says the Superin- 
tendent, has again and again appealed for help—for at least one 
minister, if not three. Similar calls have come from Nevada, 
where we haye as yet but one church. Places nearer by have 
been lost to us, because the Society had not the means to take 
possession. 

Never, in the history of the State, has the call for large and 
liberal outlay been so urgent ; never the prospect in agricultural, 
commercial, manufacturing, and mining directions been so golden 
as to-day. This means growth ; growth means work; work 
means workers. Who shall send them? If we pray the Lord 
of the harvest, will he thrust the reapers into the field before 
the church is ready to stand by and uphold them ae 


OREGON AND WASHINGTON TERRITORY. 


The Society has had this year only four men under commis- 
sion-in Oregon, the same number as last year ; and but fowr in 
Washington Territory, though this is a gain of three on that far 
distant coast of the Pacific. The contributions to this treasury 
from that region were $246.20. These eight missionaries have 
ministered to six churches and five stations in Oregon, and to 
five churches and four stations in Washington Territory, or, in 
all, to twenty congregations. Of necessity, when preaching 
points are so wide apart, their ministrations in some instances 
were more infrequent than is requisite for abundant results. 
But evidence is not wanting that even such less abundant service 
is exceedingly desirable in new and rising communities. The 
seed is thus planted whose fruit shall increasingly appear. It is 
well to pledge towns to Christ at their very first stages. Their 
subsequent complete conquest is thus bespoken. The churches 
in Oregon and Washington are not only small in numbers, but 
are compelled to struggle against some peculiar difficulties that have 
thus far greatly retarded their growth. The population seems to be 
reinarkably changeable. It does not, therefore, plant itself and 
found institutions with large willing sacrifices. Our missionaries 
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themselves do not permanently remain. A few years of labor 
there dispose them to seek other fields. The General Missionary 
of the Society for Oregon, Rev. George H. Atkinson, D.D., is a 
remarkable exception to this rule. His name stands indissolubly 
connected with the history of that State, where he has now lived 
and labored for nearly thirty years, identified through that long 
period with almost every principal movement of public and 
Christian interest. But against all hindrances, progress has been 
made during the year now closing. Conversions in considerable 
numbers are reported. The church membership has been in- 
creased and strengthened; attendance on Sunday-school and 
Bibie-class instruction is larger ; two churches have been wel- 
comed into fellowship ; church debts have been paid, and revivals 
at several points have testified to the gracious presence of the 
Holy Spirit with the faithful few in their labors. In Oregon 
City, especially, have the different churches been so revived. 
Over seventy-five converts have been recently received into 
membership, and yet others are expected to unite. A Young 
Men’s Christian Association has been organized, and a daily 
noon prayer-meeting established. While thus the churches are 
refreshed, our out-stations are calling for more work than the 
little band of missionaries can perform. Who is ready to go to 
those far-off shores, from among the bravest, most earnest and 
self-denying of our seminary graduates or young pastors? It is 
a missionary tield, and requires missionary men. 


OTHER STATES AND TERRITORIES. 


The Society, meantime, has not been forgetful of other portions 
of our great national heritage. It has sought, as opportunity offer- 
ed and the means were furnished, to penetrate all parts of the land, 
In New Jersey the number of its missionaries has risen from five 
to eight, in Pennsylvania from nine to thirteen, in Dakota from 
six to nine, and in Colorado from six to eight. In Virginia, as 
during the year before, it has had one, in Western Virginia two, 
in Florida one, in Louisiana one, in Texas two, in Tennessee one, 
in Utah one, in Nevada one; while in Wyoming it now has one 
where then it had none, and none in Idaho where then it had 
one. These several fields, with few exceptions, have made ample 
returns for what has been spent upon them. Had it been pos- 
sible to secure more men of the right kind, and more money of 
any kind, the Society could have reaped harvests, now un- 
gathered, in several of those States and Territories. From Colorado 
and Dakota, from Utah, Arizona, and N evada, from Texas and 
other parts of the great South and South-west, the calls have 
been urgent. The Christian men and women there are often 
disheartened by the greatness of the fields, their pressing spiritual 
wants, and the small number of faithful. laborers, The Society 
is to be congratulated that it has lately secured for its work in 
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Colorado, as General Missionary, the Rev. Francis B. Perkins, 
well known in New England as, of late years, the Secretary of 
the American Tract Society. His former pastorate at Jamaica 
Plain, in Mass., and his devoted servive as chaplain in the army 
during the war, together with a marked degree of success in his 
more recent work, give assurance that, in this new field and form 
of labor, he will be found, by the churches and brethren in 
Colorado, what they have long needed and asked for—a wise, 
vigorous and acceptable General Missionary. The Scciety has 
not yet been able to reinforce its solitary and devoted laborer 
amidst the mountain fastnesses of Utah, who has continued 
his ministry at Salt Lake City as before. We trust, however, 
that negotiations, already in progress, will shortly bring to his 
support in that needy and growing region more than one faithful 
helper. 

But, while compelled reluctantly to turn away from other 
inviting regions further to the West and South-west, the Society 
has been almost compelled to enlarge its missions in the “land of 
the Dakotas.” That Territory welcomed our missionaries at the 
first, and, with remarkable unanimity of feeling among its 
inhabitants, has flung wide its doors to their increasing numbers 
ever since. Little sectarian strife has been seen in its borders. 
The churches, once organized in that spirit of union represented 
by the catholic basis of our Society, are suffered to grow in 
peace. May their light never be darkened ! 


REVIEW OF THE HALF-CENTURY. 


The Society now closes the first fifty years of itsexistence. The 
tenth of May, 1826—the tenth of May, 1876 ; these are the termi- 
nal points, and between them lies the whole of its history. A 
single human life may span that period, but eternity alone will be 
able to disclose the results which have been accomplished. When 
that body of 131 “eminent and godly men,” who met in the lec- 
ture-room of the Old Brick Church in this city, in May, 1826, 
adopted a constitution, and launched this Society, it is more than 
doubtful whether they at all comprehended the real magnitude 
of their work. They were, indeed, many of them, men of large 
faith. They were far-sighted men; men that were taught of 
God; men unto whom, in some sense and partially, no doubt, it 
was revealed that, not unto themselves, but unto us, they did then 
minister the things which are now reported. But, large as was their 
faith. and clear as was their vision, it was impossible for them at 
that point of time to understand “what the spirit that was in 
them did signify,” or to foresee what God hath since wrought by 
that work of their hands. They were busy with the seeds of 
things. wait : 

Four of the larger and more influential Christian bodies, and 
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all the original thirteen States, were represented in that move- 
ment, and in the Society’s first board of officers. It was spread 
thus broad]y, to find a sufticient constituency and an adequate sup- 
port. That union expressed the weakness more than the strength 
of the existing missionary spirit. There was not enongh of it in any 
one of the great Christian divisions to create an organization com- 
mensurate with the work tobe done. The com paratively few who 
shared the missionary fire were thus drawn together, across all 
denominational lines, by the necessities of the case. It clearly 
marks a growth and spread of that spirit and fire that, at length, 
each of the greater divisions of our Protestant Christianity found 
itself so permeated by them as to be able, and, in some sense, 
shut up, to create its own instrument for Home.and Foreign 
Missions. But this Society remembers to-day the time when 
four denominations of Christian brethren gathered to its or- 
‘ganization and support, shared in its responsible control, and 
together reaped its harvests. It gives God thanks at every 
remembrance that its origin was found in that eminent manifes. 
tation of Christian union for the highest ends. But, looking 
abroad to-day over this great land, it is also grateful that these 
several Christian bodies, once so united, are now engaged, each 
separately, in nobly and vigorously prosecuting the work which 
then required the union of all. With its staff it passed over this 
Jordan, and now it has become these several bands. But, stand- 
ing now where it has stood from the hour of its origin, on the 
identical basis of that broad, catholic constitution then supplied 
to it: and holding still, as it has always unchangeably held, to 
that idea of union which loves to express itself in common work 
for the one Lord, the Society, on this fiftieth anniversary of its 
origin, extends the warm hand of true Christian brotherhood, it 
sends forth Christian greeting to all its co-laborers of every name, 
in this great field of American Home Missions. 
When the Society was organized, America had little more than 
one-fourth of its present population. Its Eastern States were but 
thinly peopled, and its frontier “ settlements ”’ still clung treim- 
blingly to the western flanks of the Alleghanies. Here and there, 
along the larger water courses, at the more favorable points on the 
margin of the Great Lakes, and on the edges of the vast, uninhab- 
ited, but most inviting prairies of the Interior, might be found 
the nascent city, the scattered hamlet, or the solitary cabin.» The 
“valley of the Genesee,” in New York, the “ Reserve,” in ‘Ohio, 
were then the “ Far West.” Those crowding empires—Indiana, 
Illinois, Michigan, Wisconsin, this side the Mississippi, and the yet 
nightier States looming up beyond that river—had not then 
swept up out of the darkness in which they lay enveloped. The 
Rocky Mountains, with all their stores of wealth, Colorado, Da- 
kota, Wyoming, Utah, Nevada, Idaho, Montana, were inaccessible 
or hidden behind the “Great American Desert.” Texas, New 
Mexico, Arizona—each one an imperial possession, equal in ex- 
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tent and undeveloped resources to the monarchies of Europe, were 
mere Mexican provinces. The far-off shores of the Pacific, bound 
about with a golden girdle—California, Oregon, Washington— 
were known to men only as themes for dim and shadowy romance, 
their storehouses of treasure not yet unlocked. 

Those tides of emigration, first from Europe and now from, 
Asia, which have arrested the eye of the age, had not then re- 
vealed their startling ultimate volume upon our eastern and our 
western shores. The fathers thought themselves founding a So- 
ciety which should deal with the simpler problem of following: 
with the gospel the advancing lines of natural increase of popu- 
lation. We, their sons, have been called to deal with the severest 
moral and religious strain known to any nation in modern times. 
The work has been not only to provide for our own, but to absorb 
and Christianize, as well as Americanize, a mass of crude mate- 
rial—eager, urgent, positive, but at the same time ignorant, super- 
stitious, bigoted, or infidel, and bitter toward our Bible, our Sabbath 
and our God; and therefore of necessity in antagonism with 
those ideas and principles and laws underlying and sustaining 
our national life. These fifty years under review have thus 
brought to us not less than from fifteen to twenty millions of for- 
eign inhabitants, who have at once entered into the very govern- 
ment and control of the nation. It is not in human power to 
compute the peril, the strain under which, during much of this 
period, the nation has thus been made to pass. What part this 
Society has borne, what work it has performed in bringing this 
fearful and as yet obstinate problem thus far toward its final and 
happy solution, no statistics, no records can state. It is not to be 
tabulated in figures. It is legible alone in the thousands of 
churches it has planted and nourished into strength; in the puri- 
fied communities wide-spread around those churches, each one a 
revolutionizing center of Divine life; in these visible and per- 
petual memorials of its service which the grace of God has 
reared by scores and hundreds in well-nigh every State and Ter- 
ritory of the Union. 

Nor has this problem of Immigration been the only one laid upon 
the Society. When it was organized and began its work, Ameri- 
can Slavery claimed nearly half the nation for its empire. The 
questions which that gigantic system brought into religious not less 
than political administration were not easily handled. It required 
the wisdom that cometh from above. For more than thirty-five 
years of these fifty, Slavery confronted this Society and the free 
gospel it went forth to preach, with prohibiting limitations. The 
Society would not be, was not false to its mission and its Lord. 
It was sent to preach the gospel—the gospel of love and of right- 
eousness—to every creature. It took not counsel of flesh and 


blood. It claimed the right to declare the whole counsel of God. 


The result followed. It ceased to be tolerated. Its churches 
were closed. Its ministers were banished, and its work mostly 
6 
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terminated, in all that region controlled by slavery But the 
hour of Divine vindication followed close behind. The enfran- 
chising gospel might have achieved a bloodless victory. The 
sword of power was the alternative resort. The reign of oppres- 
sion was broken. Our nation is free. What part this Society 
bore in that tremendous conflict, which shook the continent and 
made the very sea tremble, preaching, as it would, a gospel of 
freedom and charity, reénforcing the conscience of the nation 
through the constant ministrations of its thousand missionaries | 
upholding the laws of God’s eternal righteousness, and preserv- 
ing its own great name and influence from complicity with the 
evil as a standing and powerful protest against its continuance in 
the land—thzs. also is something which no records can state, 
which no tabulated figures can be made even to suggest. 

As with the problems of Immigration and Slavery, so has this 
Society, in these fifty years, been called to deal with that of Ecclesi- 
asticism. Three out of the four denominations that were originally 
represented, if not embraced within it have one after another 
withdrawn. Ecclesiasticism, if it did not divide the Society, at least 
seriously embarrassed its action at times. Founded on principles 
and a plan that essentially ignored differences of polity, it was 
not merely reluctant but practically forbidden to shape its own 
administration upon them. It was to be in fact, as in name, a 
Union Society. But when the swelling tide of ecclesiastical parti- 
zan feeling on any question found itself able to command sufficient 
material support for a satisfying separate work, that should em- 
body results in churches of its own denominational variety, that 
feeling was not slow in making itself heard. And when its de- 
mands were unheeded or denied, it soon become importunate for 
separation. Thus the Society was compelled to see itself dis- 
membered ; its visible exhibition of the communion of saints of 
different names in such working union and co-operation came to 
an end; and it was left in the hands and to the control and 
support of a single one of the four great divisions that called 
it into being. This was from no choice of its own, It came, we 
may say, in the way of Divine Providence, and as a legitimate de- 
velopment of the ecclesiastical preferences among its constituency 
so soon as that development was safe. The Soviety was created 
to bless the whole land; very early in the expanding annals 
of our country ; close to the fountain-head of our nation. “ And 
a river went out of Eden to water the garden; and from thence 
it was parted and became four heads;” and the result is that so 
it more surely “ compasseth the whole land” with the water of life. 

But the Society has here, too, made its record on the Christian 
history of the nation. It has been, is now, and will continue to 
be an argument, and a most effective one, to show that when Christ 
is first, brethren may walk together, as well as dwell together, in 
unity. Nor, while passing through all these controversies of ec. 
clesiasticism, and solving for itself and for others the delicate and 
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often exciting questions involved, has it lost the confidence of any 
portion of the great household of faith. Dismemberment was not 
disruption. Loss was not decay. After every such separation, it 
has taken on a new strength, and gone forward with fresh accession 
of vigor. A branch was broken off, but the parentstock still brought 
forth more fruit. Those who were left pledged themselves anew, 
brought larger gifts to the treasury, loved the Society more closely, 
made more fervent prayer—and God heard and answered. 

It were impossible even to name all the subjects that press for 
mention, in a review like this, nor shall we attempt it. But this 
Committee, intrusted as it is with the financial administration, is 
compelled at least briefly to allude at this time to those monetary 
convulsions which, commencing at business centers, have repeat- 
edly shaken the whole land, threatening disastrons results to the 
operations of the Society. The coming half-century can hardly 
hold in reserve for our successors eras of more painful anxiety than 
those of 1837, 1857, 1860, 1873, or this present distress. But out 
of these all the Lord has graciously delivered us. He has never 
failed to appear for our help. In the darkest hours and throngh 
the deepest deserts he has led the Society as by a pillar of fire. 
The hundreds of missionary families, the weak churches, have 
indeed, been called, at rare intervals, to “wait patiently,” and 
sometimes with heroic sufferings. But in the end the Society was 
enabled to fulfil its pledges and go forward with its work. God 
summoned help for it from unwonted and unexpected sources. 
Some rock has been smitten and made to yield its hidden streams. 
He gave his servants bread from heaven to eat. 

Standing on this eminence of fifty years, so crowded with Jabor 
and reward, the Society now seems called of God to look forward 
to yet nobler service in the kingdom of bis dearSon. Behind it is 
the record of arising civilization covering this continent with 
Christian homes and schools and churches ; with the well-ordered 
and peaceful communities of a powerful, prosperous, intelligent, 
religious, and free people. Behind it, also, are the convulsions 
and struggles, the bloodshed and sufferings, by which and through 
which the nation has reached its present condition. In all these 
things the Society has wrought its part, seeking to honor God 
and man. .To the careful student of American history, that part 
will not seem insignificant. 

We cannot suppose that interests of inferior magnitude, or that. 
services of less grandeur will be brought to us in the next fifty years.. 
This Society will go forward to meet them with the accumulated 
wealth of richest experience. In this half-century it has been gath- 
ering the lessons of practical wisdom in dealing with the questions 
brought before it. It has been eclaircizing to itself and others 
the immutable principles that must control such a Society’s ad- 
ministration to make it uniformly successful ; and this it will take 
with it into the coming time. Mistakes to which the fathers were 
exposed, in entering upon untried ways, may well be. avoided 
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now, and the coming half-century be entered and trodden with 
firmer foot. The treasured legacies of prayers offered for it are 
also its heritage. In this long series of years how many an aided 
church’s altar has been laden with them! How many a dying 
missionary has spent his last breath in pouring them out unto 
God! How many a self-denying supporter has entered into his 
everlasting reward with its name engraven on his heart! And 
then the prestige of fifty splendid years of eminent Christian 
service gathers to-day about this Society and sets it beyond dis- 
turbance or shock in the confidence of thechurch of Christ. An 
enlightened patriotism beholds in it one of the most active and 
powerful upholders of American morality and American liberty, 
while enlightened Christian faith recognizes in it a chosen and 
tried, a successful and honored instrument of serving the Lord. 
In possession of these, the accumulated results of fifty vears, so 
trained and fitted for even a higher and more successful mis- 
sion, the Society now enters on the second half-century of its 
existence. The beckonings of a great, a transcendently solemn 
future, swiftly rising before it, summon it forward. It needs no 
spirit of prophecy, that we should be oppressed by the greatness 
of the trust committed to us. More than ever does THe woRLD 
call on American Christians to save their own land, and turn all 
its mighty forces in the direction of godliness and human redemp- 
tion. More than ever, from all parts of the earth, do we hear the 
ery of suffering and dying nations, pleading with American Chris- 
tians to render this service to mankind. 

When the next fifty years are ended, we who now speak, and 
act, and pray for this land, shall have gone to our fathers—our 
day and our work alike ended. But our children and our child- 
ren’s children will then be standing where we stand, and livin 
where we live. They will then be looking back, and, from their 
immeasurably greater times, will speak of our life, our labors, our 
views, and our plans, just as we speak of those of our fathers as 
having fallen immensely behind the great reality. God grant 
that they may be able to say, as we can say: Our fathers wrought 
in the wisdom of God ; they so planned and labored and builded, 
under the leading and spirit of Christ, as to prepare and leave 
behind them, in lasting heritage, this great American continent 
as the Christian homestead of the world—Immanvuts LAND, A 
MOUNTAIN OF HOLINESS, A DWELLING-PLACE OF RIGHTEOUSNESS,

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EXPENSES OF ADMINISTRATION, 


A Special Committee, to whom was referred the subject of the expenses of 
administration, presented the following report, which was adopted by the 
Executive Committee, May 4, 1876, and is here published by their order : 

As remarks have been made in certain quarters in reference to the working 
expenses of this Society, the Executive Committee avail themselves of this 
opportunity to say that, in the regulation of these expenses, they have acted 
on the principle of securing efficiency first, believing that would be the best 
economy in the end, even if it should necessitate a larger outlay in the be- 
ginning. But, in fact, the expenses of this Society are smaller than those of 
most other kindred institutions of like magnitude. 

In fixing the salaries, the Committee have had mainly in view the obtaining 
of the best men, and they have sought to give them only such remuneration 
as would enable them to devote their undivided attention and energies to 
the work of the Society. Under this arrangement the three Secretaries, over 
and above the very arduous duties which specially belong to them as Secre- 
taries, most efficiently discharge all the clerical duties of Treasurer, and 
manage the entire editorial department. Thus, under the one name of “ sec- 
retaryship,” are included duties which, in other societies, involve the em- 
ployment of other salaried officers and clerical assistants. This concentration, 
in the judgment of the Committee, increases the efficiency of the service, 
without adding to the aggregate expenditure, and thus warrants the payment 
of adequate salaries. 

The fact that the headquarters of the Society are in the city of New York, 
necessitates the payment of sufficient rates to enable the Secretaries to live in 
the city, or its immediate vicinity. They cannot subsist here on what might 
be sufficient elsewhere. That the amount now paid is not extravagant is evi- 
dent from the fact that it is not much more than half the salaries given to 
the pastors of some of the churches in this vicinity, and scarcely a third of 
that which is paid to some of the pastors in this city. The rate of salary 
which we pay to the Secretaries for Correspondence is the same which is paid 
by both of the two Societies most like this in situation, and in the nature and 
magnitude of their work. The Society most resembling it, in these respects, 
pays, in salaries, a considerably larger amount, in the aggregate, than we do; 
and all of them expend much more for clerical assistance. 

Moreover, the salaries are now actually less, in proportion to the labor per- 
formed, than they were ten years ago, when $3,500 was paid. In the five 
years—1862-1866—the Society administered the aggregate sum of $952,364, 
involving a correspondence of 20,651 important letters received and filed, 
and 13,552 written and copied. In the five years—1872-1876—it has ad- 
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ministered the aggregate sum of $1,471,303, involving a correspondence of 
38,655 important letters received and filed, and 19,735 written and copied. 
The salaries paid in the latter period are only four and seven-tenths per cent. 
of the cash receipts, against four and nine-tenths per cent. in the former 
period, 

But, during this period, the gifts in supplies (other than money) for the 

‘missionaries have, by the labor and attention of the Secretary having charge 
of that department, increased from less than $11,000 a year in value, to about 
$70,000 a year. Taking these gifts into account, the rate is only four and 
two-tenths per cent. for the last five years, against four and siz-tenths per 
cent. in the former period mentioned. 

The Committee are convinced that the salaries now received by the Secre- 
taries are by no means equal to their merits, or to the value of their services 
to the cause; and they know that each of them is making a sacrifice, which 
is all the nobler because made without ostentation or complaint. The 
present rate of compensation was fixed without their suggestion or know- 
ledge. In these circumstances, the Committee feel that the criticisms which 
have been made are not only unjust, but ungrateful, and are calculated to 
wound the hearts and damp the ardor of men, of whom it is not too much to 
say, that they are the life and soul of the institution which they serve. 

The necessity of advancing the salaries to the present rate was enforced on 
the Committee, a few years ago, by the fact that the call which they ad- 
dressed successively to four ministers, to take the place made vacant by the 
retirement of the late Dr. Badger, was declined, chiefly because the salary was 
inadequate. 

The Committee is composed principally of business men, who give their 
time gratuitously to the service of the Society. They have exercised -the 
same judgment on its behalf, in fixing these expenses, by which they are 
guided in their own business affairs ; they have no other object than the prose- 
cution of the work committed to their trust with efficiency and economy ; 
and they are confident that the wisdom of the Society will sustain them in 
their course.

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RELATIONS OF AUXILIARIES, ECCLESIASTI- 
CAL BODIES, ETC. 


Auxiliaries, 


Most of the State Missionary Societies were in existence before the form- 
ation of the National Society, and some of them were among the earliest 
organized efforts in our country for sending the gospel to the destitute. 
They have voluntarily connected themselves as Auxiliaries with the American 
Home Missionary Society, from a conviction that greater unity of plan and 
efficiency in action would thereby be promoted. ; 

The terms by which such Auxiliaries—acting on the principles of the Parent 
Society, undertaking the supply of the destitute within their own bounds, and 
paying over their surplus funds to the Parent Institution—are connected with 
the Parent Society, are such as to secure the following objects, viz.: 

First—The Auxiliary is not superseded or overshadowed by the National 
Institution; but on the contrary, is invigorated and sustained by connection 
with it. 

This is secured by the provision that the Auxiliary is the sole agency for 
this cause that operates on its field. It controls all appointments in the 
State to which it belongs. From it alone, so far as its means will allow, 
the feeble churches receive assistance. Thus a direct relation and strong 
attachment are cherished toward it, in the hearts of the ministers and churches, 

Again—While the local operations of the Auxiliary are thus encouraged and 
sustained, its connection with the Parent Society is such as to awaken an 
interest in the destitute beyond its own limits, and afford facilities for reaching 
them. It is not only a Society for local purposes, but it also is a branch of 
the National Society, and, as such, has the control of all agencies for the 
collection of funds within its own field, and can direct the manner in which 
its surplus resources shall be expended beyond its own limits. Thus, the 
Auxiliaries are not merely organizations to help the Parent Society ; they are 
integral parts of it, bound together in one whole by a common interest in 
and free access, through the Parent Society, to the great field to he occupied, 
and oe by the same general principles and rules in carrying on the 
work. 

Those State Missionary Societies which have not yet assumed an Auxiliary 
relation to the National Society, co-operate with it on the same principles 
which apply to ecclesiastical bodies, acting through Committees of Missions. 


Committees of Missions, ete. 


The American Home Missionary Society has ever regarded the ecclesiastical 
bodies as the appropriate j udges of the standing of their own ministers, and 
of the wants of the churches in their connection. Accordingly, the commis- 
sion issued to each missionary requires that his commission be acceptable to 
the ministerial body of his denomination, within whose bounds he is appointed 
to labor. The various ecclesiastical bodies in those States where Missionary 
Societies do not exist, are invited to appoint each a Committee of Missions 
from its own members, to receive applications from its churches, and suggest 
to the Society the action proper in each case. Such a Committee constitutes 
the official source to which reference can be had for information and advice, 
in all matters pertaining to missions in the connection to which it belongs. 


: | ; 
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This mode of co-operation has been preferred by numerous ecclesiastical 
bodies, from the first formation of the Society. It guarantees to the churches, 
that their respective claims shall be fairly considered, with all the advantage 
of haying the indorsement of the body to which they belong. The advice of 
such a Committee, acting in the name and by the direction of the ecclasiastical 
body to which they belong, is regarded as the highest authority in matters 
pertaining to the standing of ministers and churches in their connection, and 
has the same influence with the Society, as would that of a Board of Agency 
appointed by itself. : 

There is one limitation to this influence, however, which ought to be 
stated. Should any ecclesiastical body so far swerve from the principles of 
truth and gospel order, as not to retain the fellowship and confidence of 
the great body of the churches co-operating in the Socicty, that fact would 
cause its recommendations not to be respected, as a basis of action by the 
Executive Committee. 

As cases may occur in which feeble churches may not be aware of the 
existence of any Committee of Missions or State Missionary Society, through 
which to apply for aid, a general provision is made, that an application may 
be vouched for by any two ministers, of known and approved standing, of 
their own denomination, who can certify to the facts of the case. If the 
information thus given is not sufficient, other facts are sought by the 
Executive Committee, with as little delay as practicable, from the most authen- 
tic sources from which they can be obtained. 

Such, briefly, are the relations of the American Home Missionary Society to 
the various organs through which the community seeks to act out its mission- 
ary feeling. It will be seen that this plan secures the united action, in the 
missionary work, of those whose views of doctrine and church order admit of 
co-operation, and whose interests in the great field are essentially the same. 
This combination insures a homogeneous policy as to the manner and amount 
of appropriations, and the qualifications of missionaries; it has discouraged 
sectional feelings, and diffused throughout each part an interest in all the 
rest; and has thus formed ties between the West and the East, along which has 
passed from the latter to the former a silent and invisible current of moral 
influences more valuable, if possible, than all pecuniary grants. At the same 
time the connection of the Parent Society with the various associations that 
act with it is such as to secure to them entire freedom in the missionary work, 
in their respective spheres, and an influence beyond them, in cultivating the 
waste places of our common country. 


Superintendents. 


Besides preaching to the destitute and taking up contributions for Home 
Missions, the Superintendents of the American Home Missionary Society exer- 
cise a general supervision of the operations of the Society within their respect- 
ive fields. By correspondence and: personal visitation they ascertain the 
wants of the destitute; assist them to obtain the preaching of the gospel; 
and instruct and encourage them to develop their own means for its support. 
They receive applications for aid, and make such preliminary examination as 
may be necessary before submitting them for the action of the Executive 
Committee; and in other ways labor to insure a judicious and economical ap- 
plication of the Society’s funds. The Society has in its employ no merely 
collecting Agents, nor any whose services are not required for other purposes 
in the region where they labor. 


Applications for Aid. 


Congregations desiring aid should apply at once after finding a minister. 
They should make a full statement of the facts ‘in their condition and pros- 
pects which justify an application. They should also give these particulars, 
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Population of the place. 

Names of the church or churches, and preaching stations. 
Number of communicants. 

Average number of attendants on public worship. 
Denomination and size of contiguous congregations. 

Names and distances of the nearest Congregational churches. 
Minister’s full name and post-office address: Town, County, State. 
Whether he resides on his field of labor. 

Whether he has any other calling than that of the ministry. 
Whether he is now, or is expected to become the pastor of the church. 
What his credentials are. 

The number of persons composing his family. 

Total amount of salary proposed. 

Amount pledged by the people, and how secured. 

Whether the minister has, also, the use of a parsonage. 
Whether aid is expected from any other source. 

The least amount that will suffice from this Society. 

The amount received from this Society last year. 

Whether a less amount will probably be needed next year. 
Amount contributed to this Society last year. ; 
Date of the desired commission. 

The application must be signed by the officers of the church, where there 
is one, and by the trustees or a committee of the congregation. 

If the ecclesiastical body, within whose limits the congregation is situated, 
has a ‘“‘ Committee of Missions,” the members of that committee should certify 
these statements, the standing of the minister, his prospects of usefulness 
there, and indorse the application. If no such ‘Committee of Missions” 
exists, the application should be indorsed by two ormore neighboring clergy- 
men, acquainted with the facts. If no church or congregation is yet gathered, 
applicants will follow the same course, as far as practicable. 

Applications, after being so indorsed, should be sent to the Superintend- 
ent (or Secretary of the Auxiliary) for the region where the applicants reside. 

Appropriations, as a rule, bear the date of a punctual application; and 
they never cover more than one year. If further aid be needed, a new appli- 
cation is required, containing all the particulars named above, and indorsed 
as before, To this the certificate of the missionary, that the congregation has 
Sulfilled its previous pledges for its support, must be added. The address of 
the Society’s Superintendents and the Secretaries of its Auxiliaries will be 
found onthe cover of its Reports and of The Home Missionary. 
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SERMON. 


“Tus SAITH THE LORD, STAND YE IN THE WAYS, AND SEE, AND, ASK FOR 
THE OLD PATHS, WHERE IS THE GOOD WAY, AND WALK THEREIN, AND YE SHALL 
FIND REST FOR YOUR SOULS.”—dJeremian vi. 16. 


Tr old way, or what may seem to be the cld way, is not always the best 
way. Norcan we safely assume that the new way is better than the old. 
We are to stand and ask, not merely what isthe old way, but rather what is 
the good way; and if we walk in that way, whether it seem to us old ornew, 
we shall find rest for our souls. 

While this Centennial year is passing, old times and old ways challenge our 
attention. He who inquires, complainingly, “why the former days were 
better than these?” as if allthe innovations which time is making, were, of 
course and in all respects, changes for the worse, inquires not wisely ; 
put it is quite another thing to inquire, thoughtfully, whether in any re- 
spect the former days were better than these? and, if so, what the good is 
we have left behind in passing from the old to the new, and how we may re- 
cover for ourselves and our children the good which our fathers had, and 
which we have lost, or are in danger of losing ? 

It is a suggestive coincidence that the centennial commemoration of our na- 
tional independence is also the semi-centennial of the American Home Mission- 
‘ary Society. Inthe old colonial days there were, we might almost say, no home 
missions; certainly there were no combined and systematized endeavors to 
carry the gospel into destitute regions. Yet there was something like a home 
mission from New England as early as 1642. A communication addressed 
to the pastors and teachers of Massachusetts Bay, and subscribed by more 
than seventy of the settlers near Norfolk in Virginia, “ bewailing their sad 
condition for want of the means of salvation, and earnestly entreating a 
supply of faithful ministers,” was publicly read at ‘the Thursday Lecture” in 
Boston. The pastors and teachers of Boston and its vicinity (all that there 
was as yet of Massachusetts) met, and set apart a day for seeking God's guid- 
ance and blessing. Having resolved to attempt the desired mission, they 
selected for it three of their own number who, having each his colleague in 
the care of his owu church, might be spared (it was thought) at such a call. 
The approbation and favor of the colonial government was sought and ob- 
tained ; and order was given that the Governor should commend the mis- 
sionaries to the Governor and Council of Virginia. Two of the Massachu- 
setts ministers consented to go; and a third (a minister without charge) was 
found in New Haven, for a similar communication had been addressed to 
the pastor there. In October of that year the three missionaries embarked on 
a pinnace returning from the Narragansett Bay to the Chesapeake. It was a 
long and hazardous voyage which they had undertaken. They suffered ship- 
wreck at Hellgate. At New Amsterdam, ‘‘the Dutch Governor gave them 
slender entertainment ; but Mr. Allerton of New Haven being there, took 
great pains to care for them, and procured them a very good pinnace and all 
things necessary.” Tt was “the dead of winter’? when they sailed from New 
Amsterdam, and they ‘had much foul weather, so as with great difficulty 
and danger they arrived safe in Virginia.” There, as the contemporary record 
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tells us, ‘they found very loving and liberal entertainment, and were be- 
stowed in several places, not by the Governor, but by some well-disposed peo- 
ple who desired their company.” But notwithstanding the hopefulness of 
this beginning, and the favor which they found among the people, their 
undertaking failed. Early the next summer they returned. One of them 
“brought letters from his congregation and others there,” to the pastors of 
the Massachusetts churches; and again the assembly at a Thursday Lecture 
in Boston had news from Virginia. The letters ‘‘were openly read,” 
being, as it were, the report of the returning missionaries, ‘‘ whereby it 
appeared that God had greatly blessed their ministry there, so as the 
people’s hearts were much inflamed with desire after the ordinances, 
and though the State did silence the ministers becanse they would not con- 
form to the order of England, yet the people resorted to them in private 
houses to hear them as before.” At that time, ‘‘ the State,” in Virginia, 
was represented by Sir William Berkeley, Governor by appointment of the 
English King, CharlesI. Thirty years later he was still Governor of the Old 
Dominion, and was able to give this testimony concerning the colony which 
he had ruled so long :—‘: We have forty-eight parishes, and our ministers 
are well paid, and, by my consent, should be better, if they would pray 
oftener and preach less; but as of all other commodities, so of this, the 
worst are sent us, and we have few that we can boast of since the persecution 
in Cromwell’s tyranny drove divers worthy men hither. But I thank God 
there are no free schools nor printing, and I hope we shall not have, these 
hundred years, for learning has brought disobedience and heresies and sects 
into the’world, and printing has divulged them and libels against the best 
government, God keep us from both!” * 

I have told the story of the earliest Home Missionary moyement in our coun- 
try ; because it exhibits, better than any abstract statement could exhibit, the 
difficulty which made such enterprises impracticable in those days. ‘‘ The 
State,” everywhere, in its bungling way, took upon itself the supervision of 
religious interests. In the New England colonies (Rhode Island excepted), a 
godly magistracy was expected to take care that every town and precinct had 
its minister. In the other colonies, with temporary and limited exceptions, 
the Church of England was established and supported by law; and other 
forms of Christian worship or of ecclesiastical order had only a precarious 
toleration. Immigrants into the middle and southern colonies were sometimes 
Dissenters coming from England and Wales in the track of the old Puritan 
exodus; more often they were Congregationalists from New England, and in 
still greater numbers they were Presbyterians from Scotland and the north of 
Ireland. Wherever such immigrants clustered into a settlement, they at- 
tempted—like those Virginia Puritans in 1642—to maintain public worship 
and the ministry of the Word according to their own traditions and convic- 
tions. Gradually the ministers—some from New England and some trom 
Great Britain or Ireland—working in a common cause, came into fraternal 
connection with each other; they called their associations presbyteries; they 
assumed the power of ordination; after a while the presbyteries, which at 
first consisted only of ministers, were strengthened by the presence of lay- 
elders representing congregations. Churches on Long Island and in East 
Jersey, that had been constituted in the seventeenth century and had held fast 
their Congregationalism, joined in the movement; and then,—after one of 
those periodical schisms which seem to be inseparable from every attempt to 
unify and govern a wide confederacy of congregations, and after the reunion 
which naturally comes with “ sober second thought perhaps in less than 
twenty years—perhaps in more than thirty,—then, when the third quarter of 
the eighteenth century was passing, a distinctively American Presbyterianism 
was developed. American, I say, as distinguished both from the Batayian 
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Presbyterianism originally established here in the New Netherlands and 
worthy to be named with honor, and from the Scotch Presbyterianism which, 
though much of it was absorbed in the new organization and was there modi- 
fied by mixture with other elements, maintained, nevertheless, a separate ex- 
istence, nursing its own perfervidum ingeniwm, in one and another of the 
numerous ‘‘secessions ” transplanted from Scotland to take root in our soil. 
American, I say,—for it acknowledged no filial dependence on any old-world 
institution, but was already alive, as the New England churches had always 
been, with the coming life of American Independence. 

But all this while there appears no trace of organized missionary enterprises. 
The struggle, through more than a hundred years, had been for existence and 
for liberty to exist, more than for aggression. Here and therea minister, like 
Francis Makemie or Gilbert Tennent, had done in part the work of a roaming 
evangelist, zealous to discover and call forth as many as were foreordained 
to eternal life, and counting it great joy to organizenew congregations in 
destitute places. Growth was felt to be the indispensable condition as well 
as the effect of continued life; and, as the crisis of the Revolution drew near, 
and thoughtful or enthusiastic minds began to be stirred with dim perceptions 
of the new era that was soon to open, the thought of missions to the aborig- 
inal heathen—a thought always cherished from the days of Eliot to the days of 
Brainerd and his successors—began to associate with itself the kindred 
thought of ‘‘ sending missionaries to the frontier settlements, who may preach 
to the dispersed families there, and form them into societies for the public 
worship of God.” It was with this expressed intent that the American Pres- 
byterianism, when the reunion after its first great schism had been effected, 

“made an arrangement, eight years before the bloodshed at Lexington, for a 
missionary contribution in all its congregations*—an arrangement which, of 
course, was frustrated, as the sky grew dark and darker with portents of an 
intended oppression which must be resisted unto blood. 

During those years, while the question was pending whether America should 
be the heritage of the American people and that people free, or should be un- 
der the absolute control of a parliament three thousand miles away,—the 
land and the people tobe governed, taxed, plundered at discretion in the 
supreme interest of British commerce and British aristocracy; and while the 
young nation was straining every fibre of its being to maintain its rightful 
liberty and to compel the recognition of its independence, there was no time, 
nor were there any resources, for the work of propagating the gospel and 
widening the domain of organized Christianity. But as soon as the conflict 
was ended, and the people had taken breath, and peaceful order had emerged 
from war, and industry had begun again to plant and reap in safety, it be- 
came manifest that a new era had opened on this continent; and that the era of 
independent nationality, and of the perfected union of self-governing States 
was to be an era of such growth in numbers and in riches, and_ of such prog- 
ress toward imperial greatness, as history had never yet recorded concerning 

-any nation. As soon as that new era had fairly opened, the attention of 
Christian men, observant of “the signs of the times,” and thoughtful for the 
kingdom of Christ in a nation that would have no other king, was arrested 
not yet by the incoming of foreigners from the old world, but by the move- 
ment of our own people to subdue and occupy the wildernesses. It was felt, 
even then—though the thought had not been formulated—that barbarism was 
sthe first danger; and that organized Christianity, with its Holy Sabbath, with 
its local churches, with its teaching and well-taught ministry, would be, un- 
der God’s favor, the sure defence against that danger. J ust then it was that the 
‘associated pastors” of Connecticut, and the Presbyterian ministers of the 
Middle States and of Virginia, entered simultaneously upon home missionary 
work,—pastors by appointment of their brethren, and by arrangement with 
them, leaving their congregations for a six weeks’ or a three months’ mission- 
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ary journey, on horseback, threading the forest paths to find the pioneers 
who were in danger of leaving civilization and Christianity behind them, 
preaching to them on the Lord’s day or on any day wherever an assembly 
could be gathered, and so reviving their memory of the old gospel which 
they used to hear. All this was done in the not unreasonable expectation 
that the people in ‘‘ the new settlements,” moved by such admonitions and 
such expressions of interest in their welfare, would set up religious institu- 
tions for themselves, as the early settlers of New England and New Jersey 
had always done, and would recognize the necessity of providing for them- 
selves and for their children an orderly ministration of the gospel. 

Such horseback journeys of pastors, leaving the flock for a time in the fold, 
and going forth to care for the stray sheep in the wilderness, were multiplied 
and extended, till it was evident that they were inadequate, and that there 
must be some arrangement for employing, not pastors only in occasional and 
desultory work, but men who should be missionaries all the time. There 
must be a treasury to receive the offerings of the people for the work. There 
must be a committee of some sort--whether Trustees or Directors, or under 
some other name—to select the missionaries and send them forth, to receive 
their reports, to give orders for their compensation out of the treasury, to 
stand between them and the public, and especially between them and the 
donors from whose bounty the treasury was to be supplied. Under such a 
necessity, Missionary Societies were constituted, the earliest of them here in 
the City of New York, another in the northern part of the State, another in 
Western Pennsylvania, another in Connecticut, three in different parts of 
Massachusetts, all working on the same method, all sending forth missionaries 
to travel in destitute regions, preaching wherever the people would assemble 
to hear them, and preparing in the wilderness the way of the Lord.* 

At this point in the story I call your attention to the fact that those mis- 
sions were not undertaken in a sectarian spirit, nor for sectarian agerandize- 
ment. The spirit of sectarian or (as we now, by an amiable euphemy, so 
commonly call it) “‘ denominational” enterprise and competition, was feeble 
in those days—if indeed it had been born. It is something worthy to be re- 
membered that the New York Missionary Society, instituted in 17 97, the 
eldest of the sisterhood, was not exclusively Presbyterian—no, not exclusively 
Pedobaptist. Its monthly assemblies for prayer in behalf of its work were 
held in churches of three distinct denominations—the Reformed Dutch, the 
Presbyterian, and the Baptist; and, for a time, it sustained a Baptist mis- 
sionary among the Indians who then inhabited some of the central regions 
in this now imperial State.t In the same spirit, missionaries from Connecti- 
cut, of Anglo-Puritan and Pilgrim lineage, trained only in the polity of Con- 
gregationalism, and Presbyterian missionaries from Pittsburgh, clasped each 
others’ hands in fellowship, and wrought together in a common field. The 
streams of emigration, westward from New England, and northward from 
the western regions of Pennsylvania and Virginia, crossed each other, 
and were mingled in the new settlements, Christian men, earnest in their 
convictions,—some with rigidly Presbyterian ideas about a session, and a 
presbytery, and a General Assembly,—some with Connccticut notions about 
a standing committee, and a consociation of churches, and an association of 
ministers,—and some with a stricter Congregationalism, such as had been 
from old time in ‘ the Old Colony,” and “ the Bay,”’—found themselves side 
by side, cutting down the forests, building their log-cabins, raising their first 
crops from soil that had never before been ploughed ; and as they conferred 
together on their common interests and hopes, and found out each in others 
their points of agreement and their common sympathies, they found a bond 
of union in the quict but sublime consciousness that they, in those wilder- 
nesses, were laying (or ought to be laying) the foundations on which there 
should rise, for their children and successors through coming ages, the fabric

of Christian civilization, with its order, its strength, its beauty, and its bless- 
edness, <A ‘plan of union” was invented, under which Christian men and 
Christian households in those new settlements might organize Christian con- 
gregations without surrendering their diversities of ecclesiastical tradition. 
In those days it was deemed possible for the Scotch-Irish Presbyterian and the 
Yankee Congregationalist to meet inthe same Sabbath assembly, to join in the 
same free prayer, to be edified by the same ministry of the Word, and to par- 
take of the same bread and the same cup, memorial of the one redemptive 
sacrifice, —while yet he that was Presbyterian might be Presbyterian still, and 
he that was Congregational might be Congregational still. 

That ‘plan of union ” (let the fact be remembered to the honor of Presby- 
terianism, as guided by its great men in the early years of this nineteenth cen- 
tury), was first proposed by an eminent Presbyterian minister, was drawn up 
in the General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church by way of response to a 
communication from the General Association of Connecticut, and being first 
adopted by the Assembly was unanimously ratified by the Association.* It 
was in the interest of Home Missions, and in the large and catholic spirit 
which regarded the home missionary work, not as a means of sectarian church 
extension, but as a work to be done for the salvation of men from sin, and for 
the salvation of the country from godless barbarism, that the now half-for- 
gotten plan of union was devised, and missionaries, whether Presbyterian or 
Congregational, were charged with the duty of carrying it into effect in the 
new settlements. 

Such was the development of the home missionary work through the first 
half-century of our national independence. It had been largely a desultory 
work, not arranged on any comprehensive plan. It had been conducted by 
local missionary societies in various parts of New England, New York, and 
Pennsylvania. co-operative in some sort, though holding only occasional and 
informal correspondence with each other; and all of them, till near the close 
of the half-century, employing only itinerant missionaries. If we stand in 
the ways and look and ask for the old paths, we see that there had not been 
much enginecring in the construction of them: they were like bridle-paths 
for horseback journeying; they were like the roads which I sometimes saw 
in my boyhood, ‘“ blazed” through primeval woods, the broad marks of a 
surveyor’s axe upon the trees guiding the traveler from one settlement to 
another, and mutely prophesying of a highway that was soon to be. Yet as 
we ask “where is the good way?” we see that those ‘‘old paths” all led in 
one direction. They were not divergent, nor did they cross each other; they 
were parallel, tending toward the city of our God, or, rather, they all con- 
verged toward one objective point, the advancement of Christ’s Kingdom in 
this growing empire of civil and religious liberty, the salvation of men from 
sin, and of our country from ignorance and godlessness. The modern rivalry 
and strife of what we call ‘‘ denominations” was hardly known in those days. 
There were theological differences and jealousies, and there were some linger- 
ing antipathies of race, the English lineage against the Scotch, and both 
against the Dutch; but such differences and antipathies could be melted down 
in the glow of enthusiasm for so great a work. There was a common dislike 
of Arminian Methodism, not only because it was Arminian, but because its 
wandering preachers too often gloried in their lack of learning, and because 
in those days it seemed to be more destructive, than constructive of parochial 
organization and a stable ministry. Those who held that there is no baptism 
other than the immersion of adult Christians could not co-operate with the 
unbaptized; and those to whom the liturgical forms and the stoled and 
mitred priesthood of Anglicanism were essentials of religion, stood aloof while 
the pioneer emigrant, followed by the pioneer missionary, was preparing a 
. field; for they could not co-operate lest they should partake in the sin and 
share in the doom of the Korah, Dathan, and Abiram who were undertaking 
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to preach the gospel uncanonically and outside of the apostolic succession. 
But among those Christian men who could freely commune with each other 
in prayer and at the table of the Lord—among the adherents of those ecclesi- 
astical organizations whose members and whose ministers can freely pass from 
one to another, and be welcome,—the idea of Home Missions was the idea of 
Christian and not of sectarian propagandism. The aim and the inspiring 
thought was to plant churches—not Presbyterian churches, nor Congregational 
churches, nor Reformed Dutch churches, nor Associate Reformed churches, 
but simply churches of Christ—parochial churches, cach with its settled minis- 
try, preaching, teaching, apt to teach, guiding the flock, watching for souls. 

This was the idea which dominated fifty years ago, at the institution of the 
American Home Missionary Society. Gradually the method of home mis- 
sions had been modified by experience, and the principle had been established 
that aid to struggling congregations in support of a stationed or pastoral 
ministry is more efficient than the continual sendin g forth of wandering mis- 
sionaries. Gradually, too, this city—just then beginning to be the indis- 
putably predestined centre of commerce for the continent—had become, more 
than any other city, the radiating point of home missionary work. Here the 
United Domestic Missionary Society had gathered into itself several previously 
existing organizations, some of which had been brought into existence and 
rivalry by the heat of a theological controversy then happily grown cold. It 
had under its patronage one hundred and forty-eight churches (one hundred 
of them in the State of New York) and one hundred and twenty-seven minis- 
ters, of whom only twenty-eight were employed in other States, It was ready 
to receive into its treasury the contributions of all Christian patriots, and thus 
to extend its work over the entire country, Accordingly, by invitation from 
that Society, a convention, not of delegates from ecclesiastical bodies, large 
orsmall, but of individuals from the great Presbyterian Church, from the 
Congregational Churches, from the Reformed Dutch Church, and from the 
Associate Reformed, met in the session-room of the Brick Presbyterian Church 
in this city. The concourse of representative men was from all parts of New 
England and New York, from New Jersey, from Pennsylvania, from Ken- 
tucky, from South Carolina, and from Alabama. All the diversities of Cal- 
vinistic theology were there,—Andover and Princeton, Auburn and New 
Haven ; and yet the possibility of co-operation was intelligently recognized. 
What that convention desired and intended was a national society; for the 
idea of free co-operation in a common cause, without regard to ecclesiastical 
differences, through voluntary societies of national scope and character, had 
been already embodied, partly in the American Board of Commissioners for 
Foreign Missions, and the American Education Society, more broadly and 
conspicuously in the American Bible Society, and very significantly (though 
not without some jealous guards and stipulations) in the American Tract So- 
ciety. It was therefore determined to attempt ‘‘a national society for do- 
mestic missions ;” national, as distinguished from local or sectional ; national, 
as distinguished from sectarian ; national, as unifying and systematizing the 
home missionary work, and carrying it forward ona scale proportioned, in 
some sort, to the greatness and growth of our common country. So the 
American Home Missionary Society came into being by the act of its predeces- 
sor, merging itself in a new organization on the 12th of May, 1826. 

Here, then, where the road began to broaden fifty years ago, let us stand 
in the ways again, and see and ask for the old paths. What were the aims 
and policy of the American Home Missionary Society at its beginning ? 
There was in its constitution—and there is to-day—no reference or allusion 
to any ecclesiastical denomination, Nor, in those early days, did any ques- 
tion about the interests or rights of this or that ‘denomination ” enter for 
one moment into the councils of the institution. The work undertaken was 
not an enterprise of ecclesiastical propagandism. It was indeed a work of 
planting churches in all waste places—churches with pastors, wherever there 
Wwas,a population that needed help in organizing Christian institutions; but 
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what should be the internal economy of those churches, or with what eccle- 
siastical confederations they should be affiliated, was to be determined by the 
free choice of those churches themselves. These are ‘the old paths”—the 
paths that were chosen fifty years ago by an intelligent and broad-minded 
patriotism, and an evangelical Christianity that cared little for sectarian ag- 
grandizement. 

Such an enterprise was possible just then,sbecause the strife and scramble 
of organized denominations, each struggling to spread itself over the entire 
country, had not quite begun. There were ecclesiastical confederations, each 
comprehending many local churches, each wearing its distinctive name 
and maintaining its distinctive traditions, yet agreed in all essential things, 
holding substantially one body of doctrines, alike in their modes of wor- 
ship, differing a little in their methods of parochial administration ; but 
those various confederations had hardly begun to think of each other 
as competitors in propagandism. One indeed of the ecclesiastical denom- 
inations which were informally represented in the founding of this So- 
ciety—a body distinguished from the others by its descent from a dif- 
ferent nationality, and perhaps aspiring only (as some one has suggested) 
to have “a snug little Zion of its own,” had already arranged a system - 
for the aid of its own feeble congregations; and, having done so, it went 
forward quietly in its own way. Another of those denominations, more aggres- 
sive in its genius, had spread itself into every section of the Union, and into 
almost every State; and, diligently gathering its statistics year by year, was 
already beginning to calculate how great it might become. By a party in 
that denomination a cry was raised, after not many years, that a voluntary 
and non-sectarian Society for Home Missions was dangerous to sound Pres- 
byterianism ; and that the Presbyterian Church, ‘in its distinctive char- 
acter”—the denomination as organized under its General Assembly—must 
conduct the entire Home Missionary work within its jurisdiction by its own 
agents.* That cry prevailed—and then began to be marked out the new way, 
the way of sectarianism in home missions. Thus we who are now old men 
saw the inauguration of a new policy—the policy of home missions, not lo- 
cal, but on a national scale, conducted by and for an organized denoniina- 
tion—that is to say, a sect. Iam not now speaking of what had been done 
and what continued to be done by the great Methodist itineracy so wonder- 
fully organized by the genius of Wesley, nor of how Baptist churches hac. 
sprung up everywhere without an organized itineracy. Iam speaking only 
of those churches, distinguished from each other by various historic names, 
but numerous in the aggregate, which may be grouped together by the two 
descriptive epithets, Calvinistic and Pedobaptist, and by their pretence (at 
least) of having an educated ministry ; and what I say is, that when there be- 
gan to be a distinctively Presbyterian propaganda, intended to propagate 
everywhere by home missions, not simply the Presbyterian polity as distin- 
guished from other theories and methods of church government, but only 
and exclusively the jurisdiction, the greatness, and the power of what was 
already the greatest among the many Presbyterian sects,—when it was openly 
avowed that the object of one great home missionary organization was to be, 
primarily and continually, the building up of one organized denomination 
to tower above all others, then the new way began. From that beginning has 
grown up, by controversies and party conflicts, by schisms and separations, 
and then by reunions, that system of scrambling rivalry among “ denomina- 
tions” struggling to spread themselves everywhere, which now, at the opening 
of the second century since these States began to be a nation, is in truth the 
weakness and (I dare not refuse to say also) the opprobrium of American 
Christianity. : 

Where, now, in this great scramble, is the position of the American Home Mis- 
sionary Society? What is it doing? Whatisit aiming to do? Its constitution 
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is unchanged. Fifty years ago the pledge was given in that organic law, ‘‘The 
great object of this Society shall be to assist congregations that are unable to 
support the gospel ministry, and to send the gospel to the destitute, within 
the United States.” Do these words describe the object for which the Society 
exists to-day-—the policy by which, in all singleness of purpose, its proceed- 
ings are governed? Its constituency, we know, has been changed by death 
and by withdrawal; and its revenue comes now, most largely, though not 
entirely, from those who worship in Congregational churches. But has the 
Society itself—the institution—been changed with the change in its con- 
stituency? Has it become a ‘‘ denominational” institution, the organ of an 
organized ecclesiasticism sweating in the race with other ecclesiasticisms to 
fill the continent with competitive schism-shops rather than with churches 
which shall be simply churches of Christ, and which shall therefore be, in 
whatever denominational alliance, more earnest for the common faith and 


the common salvation than for the interests of ‘‘ou denomination?” Let , 


me answer the question: The American Home Missionary Society began fifty 
years ago tu work, not for a sect, but for Christ; and it is working now, not 
to build up this or that organized denomination, far less to be an engine for 
the control of such a denomination,.but to plant churches that shall form 
their own alliances, guided only by the providence and grace of God. It be- 
gan to work fifty years ago, not in an ecclesiastical spirit, but in the spirit of 
a generous patriotism; and it is now working, not for any General Assembly 
of church rulers, nor for any National Council, but for our great country, to 
fill it with the elements and forces that crystalize into local churches, each in 
its locality radiant with the presence of Him who is the light of the world. 
The monumental achievements of its fifty years are the churches it has aided 
in their infancy or weakness—churches maintaining the evangelical tenure of 
church-membership—chureles with no priesthood save the high priesthood 
of Christ and the universal priesthood of the redeemed—churches with a 
guiding and teaching ministry—churches with household religion, the nur- 
ture and admonition of the Lord; and its rejoicing is that it has not cared, 
and does not care, to label those churches with any name significant of owner- 
ship or subordination save that of Christ, the name above every name, 

But did I not imply that there has been a change in the constituency of the 
Society? Yes; and what change? ‘One generation goeth, and another gene- 
ration cometh.” The constituent drops that make the river are flowing to 
the ocean, but the river is the same. Such constancy of change is constancy ; 
and the change, continually going on, and keeping pace with the years, is a 
constant admonition: ‘ Whatsoever thy hand findeth to do, do it with thy 
might.” Of those who met in that constituent convention, fifty years ago, 
there are two who linger yet among the living.* Of the officers appointed 
at the beginning—President, Vice-Presidents, Directors, Treasurer, Auditor, 
Secretaries,—all have gone. But their work remains, the Society which they 
instituted and conducted lives on. They have rested from their labors, but 
the tree which they planted and watered is yet alive and vigorous, throwing 
its broad shadow over their graves and yielding its fruit, year by year—nay 
every month, for the healing of the nation. 

In another sense, the constituency of the American Home Missionary So- 


ciety is unchanged. What constituted the Society in its beginning was not—. 


what now constitutes it is not—an ecclesiastical judicatory or convention, nor 
any supposed alliance of such judicatories and conventions. Nor was the 
constituency then, nor is it now—directly or in any strict sense—the churches, 
severally counted, of any denomination or description. It is simply and 
only—as it has been from the beginning—the individuals associated, for the 
time being, under the organic law which was framed and adopted fifty years 
ago, and which remains unchanged. As this Home Missionary Society was 
not designed to be an ecclesiastical institution, so it has not yet become an 
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appendage to any organized sect, an auxiliary to its denominational ambition, 
nor a force to be used in governing its churches. It is simply a voluntary 
society of individuals associated for doing good in one specified line of benefi- 
cence—an association into which whosoever will may enter, and from which 
whosoever will may withdraw. That is all there is of it:—a simple channel 
receiving the thousand rills of individual benevolence, and pouring them 
out in a grandly diffusive beneficence, It has no capital stock, no endow- 
ments, no edifice for the transaction of its affairs; nobody owes it anything 
but love; it owes nothing save honest fidelity to its contributors and punctu- 
ality of payment to its missionaries, its promises to the latter being always 
conditioned on the continued liberality of the former. 

Tt was with great reluctance that I yielded to the invitation which imposed 

- upon me the duty of this hour. But the emergency in which the invitation 
was given, suddenly and recently, seemed to require a sacrifice. I knew 
that my sense of duty, should I speak on this occasion, would not permit me 
to exhaust the hour in a mere glorification of the ecclesiastical.system under 
which, through more than fifty years, [have performed my ministry. I knew 
that some in this assembly—perhaps many—would expect me to set forth 
the merits and the claims, the achievements and the progress of ‘‘ our denom- 
ination,” and to commend the American Home Missionary Society as having 
become, in the later years of its first half-century, an engine for the propaga- 
tion of * our polity.” It is painful to speak against the earnest and devout 
conviction of any hearer, and I prayed to be excused. But as the invitation 
was urged again, and persistently, I began to feel that perhaps God was call- 
ing me to give, on this semi-centennial occasion, my latest testimony against 
the spirit and the methods of sectarian propagandism ; and therefore it is 
that I am here. 

‘Thus saith the Lorp,”—I speak as the servant of his Word—“ Thus saith 
the Lorp, Stand ye in the ways, and see, and ask for the old paths, where is 
the good way.” If the old way is the good way, let us walk therein, though 
ever so many choose some other way. 

There is a simply Christian idea of Home Missions, and_ there is a secta- 
rian idea. Between these two ideas there is a broad and obvious difference ; 
but oh! how often, and by how many whom we gladly recognize as in some 
sort our ‘ fellow-workers unto the kingdom of God,” is the Christian idea 
subordinated to the sectarian! The Christian idea is this: Labor and sac- 
rifice for the extension of a kingdom which is ‘‘not meat -and drink ”—not 
polity, nor judicatures, nor denominational statistics—‘‘ but righteousness, 
peace, and joy in the Holy Ghost.” It is labor and sacrifice to spread over 
this continental union of States the broad illumination and the saving power 
of spiritual Christianity ; to set up Christian institutions for the conservation 
and constant diffusion of Christian influences; and, as the first and foremost 
of all such institutions, chwrches—everywhere the local church, the Sabbath 
assembly of Christian households coming together in one place to worship 
God in spirit and in truth, to be instructed by an “ able and faithful” min- 
istry of the Word, and to claim for their children the inheritance of the 
promises. The Christian idea says: Let us work for this with one accord, 
with one hope inthe Captain of our salvation, with one joy at every 
stage and step of progress, till this land of ours shall have become the 
garden of the Lord, verdant everywhere, blooming everywhere, fruit- - 
ful everywhere, under the radiance of the Sun of Righteousness. The 
sectarian idea, on the other hand, is this: Labor and sacrifice for the ex- 
tension of what is called a “denomination,” and thus for the extension of 
Christ's kingdom—labor and sacrifice, not merely to gain a wide acceptance 
for the doctrinal Christianity which thousands of churches hold in common 
(for doctrinal agreement is one thing, and ‘a denomination” is _another 
thing), nor merely to gain a wider adoption of a certain church polity (for, 
alas! not even oneness of polity is oneness of “ denomination ”), but proxi- 
mately and constantly to extend and strengthen one ecclesiastical confeder- 
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acy competitive with others; for a denomination, as we have learned to use 
the word, is nothing else than that concrete and substantial reality. The 
sectarian idea says: Let us work for our denomination ; let us push it for- 
ward in advance of all others; and push it in everywhere regardless of all 
others. If a feeble congregation can be gathered at some point where there 
is already a self-supporting congregation not counted in our statistics, or at 
some other point where already two or three sectarian conventicles are strug- 
gling to devour each other, let us set up there the standard of our denomina- 
tion. If in a congregation which is not ours, there happens to be a quarrel, 
let us make haste, and say to the malcontents while their zeal is hot, Come ye 
with us and we will do you good, for we are sure the Lord hath spoken good 
concerping our denomination. : 
Sectarian propagandism—is that the good way? See how the denomina- 
tions waste, in their competition, the strength which, had there been codpera- 
tion, or even “comity,” might have wrought great things for our country 
and our God. See starveling synagogues of schism thick-set in many a com- 


munity where, but for the hope of sectarian missionary aid, there might have _ 


been one self-supporting church of Christ. Is that the good way? We have 
our newspaper homilies about union among evangelical Christians, and about 
the unloveliness of close communion, and how ministers of every denomina- 
tion ought to preach in the pulpits of every other; and now and then we 
have an evangelical-alliance meeting to show how little difference there is 
among. our denominations. So we begin to emerge from the shriveled little- 
ness and the conscious unrest of zeal for a denomination. But then, perhaps, 
in some alarm at the broad-church tendencies of the day, we draw back and 
give thanks that there are so many denominations to check and to stimulate 
one another by their rivalry, and each of us is particularly thankful that his 
own denomination is the best of all—the one to go everywhere in advance 
of all others. 

Let us rise above the stifling narrowness of sectarian propagandism, into 
the serener, purer, freer air of the Christian idea. Let the true motive pos- 
sess and expand our minds, and we shall find rest to our souls. Look away 
from these petty rivalries. Look up! Look up! Behold the grandeur and 
the glory of that Cross on which Christ is lifted up, that He may draw all 
men to Him. Look abroad, as from Pisgah, on the land to be possessed. 
Look forward and see the procession of the ages—-see what this land may 
become if we now, in peace and wealth, struggle to make it Christian, as 
our fathers, a hundred years ago, were struggling in poverty, and in the 
agony of war to make it free; behold kings coming to its light, and the 
nations to the brightness of its rising! Thus looking upward, looking 
abroad, looking onward, hearken to that voice from the eternal throne: The 
nation that will net serve me shall utterly perish.

CONSTITUT-ON 


OF THE 


AMERICAN HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


ARTICLE 1. This Society shall be denominated Top AMERICAN HOME 
MIssIoNARY SOCIETY. 


Art. 2. The object of this Society shall be to assist congregations that are 
unable to support the gospel ministry, and to send the gospel to the destitute 
within the United States. 


Art. 3. The officers of this Society shall be a President, Vice-Presidents, 
a Treasurer, an Auditor, one or more Secretaries for Correspondence, a Record- 
ing Secretary, and fifty Directors, who shall be annually appointed by the Soci- 
ety; and who, together with the Directors for Life, shall constitute a Board, 
seven of whom shall be a quorum, at any meeting regularly convened. 


Art. 4. The officers and Directors shall appoint an Executive Committee 
of fourteen (including the Treasurer, the Secretaries for Correspondence, and 
the Recording Secretary), residing in the City of New York and its vicinity ; five. 
of whom shall be a quorum at any meeting regularly convened. The Committee 
shall have power to appoint its own meetings, form its own rules of business, and 
fill any vacancies in its own number which may occur during the year, and to 
convene special meetings of the Board or Society ; shall appoint missionaries, 
and instruct them as to the field and manner of their labors ; shall have the dis- 
posal of the funds ; shall create such agency or agencies for appointing mission- 
aries, and for other purposes, as the interests of the Institution may require ; 
and shall make an Annual Report of their proceedings to the Society. 


Art. 5. The Treasurer shall give bonds, annually, to such amount as the 
Executive Committee shall think proper. 


Arr. 6. Any person may become a member of this Society, by contributing 
annually to its funds; thirty dollars paid at one time shall constitute a Member 
for Life; and one hundred dollars paid at one time shall constitute a Director 
for Life; and any person on the payment of a sum which, in addition to any pre- 
vious contribution to the funds, shall amount to one hundred dollars, shall be a 
Director for Life. An executor on paying a legacy of two hundred and fifty 
dollars to the funds of this Society, shall be a Member for Life; and the pay- 
ment of a legacy of one thousand dollars shall constitute a Director for Life. 


Art. 7 Any Missionary Society may become Auxiliary, by agreeing to pay 
into the Treasury of this Society the whoie of its surplus funds, and sending to 
the Secretaries for Correspondence a copy of its Constitution and Annual Re- 
ports, mentioning the names of its missionaries, and the fields of their opera- 
tions. 


Art. 8, Every Auxiliary Society which shall agree to pay the whole of its 
funds to this Society, shall be entitled to a missionary or missionaries to labor in 
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such fields as it may designate; at least to the amount of its contributions, 
provided such designation be made at the time of payment. 


ArT. 9. The officers of all Auxiliary Societies shall be, ex-officio, Directors ; 
and annual contributors to their funds shall be members of this Society. 


Art. 10. This Society shall meet annually in the City of New York, on the 
Wednesday next preceding the second Thursday in May. 


Art. 11. No alteration shall be made in this Constitution without a vote of 
two-thirds of the members present at an annual meeting; nor unless the same 
shall have been proposed at a previous annual meeting, or recommended by the 
Executive Committee.

ACT OF INCORPORATION. 


The People of the State of New York, represented in Senate and Assembly, 
do enact as follows: 


SECTION 1. Theodore D. Woolsey, William G. Lambert, Christopher R. 
Robert, Simeon B. Chittenden, Richard 8. Storrs. Jr., William I. Budington, 
Calvin C. Woolworth, Charles Abernethy, John B. Hutchinson, Henry M. Storrs, 
William Henry Smith, Milton Badger, David B. Coe, A. Huntington Clapp, 
Austin Abbott, and George S. Coe, and all such persons as are now, or hereafter 
may become members of The American Home Missionary Society, formed in the 
City of New York in the year one thousand eight hundred and twenty-six, are 
hereby constituted a body corporate by the name of ‘‘The American Home 
Missionary Society,” for the purpose of assisting feeble congregations, and of 
sending the gospel and the means of Christian education to the destitute within 
the United States. ; 


Sec. 2. Said Corporation shall be capable of taking and holding, by pur- 
chase, gift, grant, devise, or bequest, subject to the provisions of the law relating 
to devises and bequests by last will and testament, real and personal property, 
and of granting or otherwise disposing of the same, for said purposes, 


Sec. 8. The net annual income of the Society, arising from their real estate, 
shall not exceed the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars. 


Sac. 4. This Corporation shall possess the powers and be subject to the 
provisions of title three of chapter eighteen of part one of the Revised Statutes, 
as amended, so far as the same are applicable, 


Sec. 5, This Act shall take effect immediately. 


PUM TL Yeb i RSt REPORT. 


In presenting their fifty-first Report, the Executive Committee © 
have first to record the names of the beloved associates who, since 
the last anniversary, have ceased from their labors. One of the 
Vice-Presidents of the Society, Rev. Wirram. A. Srzarys, D.D., 
LL.D.; and two of its Directors; AnpRew W. Porrsr, Esq., and 
Rev. Grorcr B. Bacoy, D.D., have been removed by death. 


Dr. Stearns was elected a Vice-President of the Society in 
1862. Previous to that time. he was elected President of the 
Massachusetts Home Missionary Society, and he continued to 
hold both of these offices until his decease. Not only in these 
ofticial relations, but as pastor of the church in Cambridgeport, 
Mass., and as President of Amherst College, for a period of more 
than twenty years, he had peculiar opportunities to promote the 
cause of Home Missions, and it is largely indebted to him for the 
influence which he exerted in its behalf upon the students under 
his instruction, upon his own and other congregations before 
which he advocated its claims, and upon the churches throughout 


the State. 


Mr. Porter has been, for more than the life-time of a genera- 
tion, a firm friend of this Society, and a liberal contributor to 
its funds, though his official connection with it did not com- 
mence till 1871. His attachment and his benefactions to this 
and kindred institutions of benevolence increased with his years, 
“and he made wise and generous provisions to perpetuate the 
streams of his beneficent influeuce after his decease. Through the 
lips of God’s ambassadors, sustained by his bounty in this and 
other lands, “ he being dead, yet speaketh.” 


Dr. Bacon was one of the youngest, but most eminent and 
honored, of the Society’s Directors. It had no warmer friend or 
more earnest advocate. Descended from Rey. David Bacon, one 
of the earliest and chiefest apostles of Home Missions, he was 
fantiliar from childhood with the history of the heroic toils and

sacrifices by which the first altars of religion were reared in the 
western wilderness. Ie appreciated the greatness and value of 
that service, and ever cherished a tender sympathy for those who, 
in later years, have engaged in like apostolic labors on the advan- 
cing frontier. He comprehended the grandeur and far-reaching 
influence of the institution that has directed and sustained them, 
and his voice and pen were never more eloquent than when they 
were portraying its achievements, or advocating its claims. His 
loss will long be felt and mourned by multitudes in the spheres 
of public and private life in which he moved and which he 
adorned. 


Four missionaries have been removed by death since the last 
Anniversary. Rev. Jonny R. Freeman, in Connecticut; Rev. 
Harvey G. Murcn, in Missouri; Rey. Hazarn Lucas, in Michi- 
gan; and Rev. Marrm V. B. Morrison, in Dakota.

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SUMMARY OF RESULTS. 


The number of ministers of the gospel in the service of the 
Society, the last year, whose names are found in the General 
Table, commencing on page 13, together with those engaged in 
superintending the work, is 996. ; 

Of these, 762 were in commmission at the date of the last Re- 
port, and 234 have since been appointed. 

They have been distributed in 32 States and Territories, as 
follows: In Maine, 77; New Hampshire, 49; Vermont, 48 ; 
Massachusetts, 81; Rhode Island, 6; Connecticut, 42; New 
York, 51; New Jersey, 9; Pennsylvania, 10; Virginia, 1; West 
Virginia, 2; Texas, 2; Indian Ter.,1; Tennessee, 1; Ohio, 21; 
Indiana, 8 ; Illinois, 45 ; Missouri, 30; Michigan, 85 ; Wisconsin, 
69 ; Iowa, 83; Minnesota, 61; Kansas, 85; Nebraska, 67; Dakota, 
10; Colorado, 6; Wyoming, 1; Utah, 2; Nevada, 1; California, 
383; Oregon, 4; Washington, 5. 

This distribution gives to the New England States, 303; Mid- 
dle States, 70; Southern States, 6; Western States and Territories, 
including 42 on the Pacific coast, 617. 

Of the whole number in commission, 477 have been pastors or 
stated supplies of single congregations; 279 have ministered to 
two or three congregations each; and 240 have extended their 
labors over still wider fields. 

The aggregate of menisterial labor performed is 727 years. 

The number of congregations and missionary districts which 
have, been fully supplied, or where the gospel has been preached 
at stated intervals, is 2,196. 

Two missionaries have been in commission as pastors or stated 
supplies of congregations of colored people, and 33 have preached 
in foreign languages ; 19 to Welsh congregations, 11 to German 
congregations, one to a /rench congregation, and two to congrega- 
tions of Swedes. 

The number of Sabbath-school and Bible-class scholars is not 
far from 86,300. 

The contributions to benevolent objects, reported by 575 mis- 
sionaries, amount to $20,013.69. 

One hundred and eighty-one missionaries make mention of re- 
vevals of religion during the year, in some of which there have 
been 80, 70, 63, and in one case 86 hopeful conversions. In 138 
instances, the number of reported converts exceeds ten; and the 
number reported by 460 missionaries is 5,394. 

The additions to the churches as nearly as can be ascertained, 
have been 8,065, namely: 5,448 on profession of faith, and 2,617 
by letters from other churches. 

Seventy-two churches have been orgamzed, in connection with 
the labors of the missionaries, during the year, and twenty-seven 
have assumed the entire support of their own gospel ordinances. 
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Thirty-two houses of worship have been completed ; ninety- 
sie repaired or improved ; and the building of twenty others 
commenced. Eighty-three young men, in connection with the mis- 
sionary churches, are reported as in different stages of preparation 
for the gospel ministry. 


THE TREASURY. 


' Resources.—The balance in the Treasury, April 1, 1876, was 
$16,986.11. The receipts for the succeeding twelve months have 
been $293,712.62—making the resources for the year $310,698.73. 

Lrapiirres.—There was due to missionaries, at the close of the 
last year, $13,906.62. There has since become due, $304,594.81 
—making the total liabilities $318,501.43. 

Payments.—Of this sum $310,604.11 have been paid, leaving 
$7,897.38 still due to the missionaries for labor performed, but 
not yet reported. In addition to these past dues, appropriations 
already made, and daily becoming due, amount to $79,711.77, 
making the total of pledges $87,609.15, toward caneeling which 
there is a balance in the Treasury of $94.62. 


COMPARATIVE RESULTS. 


The foregoing statement shows that, in some particulars, a 
gratifying advance has been made in the work of the Society. 
The number of laborers exceeds that of last year, by seventeen ; 
the number of additions to the churches, by 229; the number 
received.on profession of faith, by 588; and the number of Sun- 
day-school and Bible-class scholars, by 930. The results of 
missionary labor exhibited in other items of the summary are less 
than those reported a year ago. 

It is with grateful surprise that we are permitted to report an 
income less by only $16,815, than that of the Jubilee Year, when 
a larger amount was reported than at any previous anniversary, 
while the outlay for missionary purposes is greater by $732.27, 
than in any former year. The fact that this diminution is not 
greater than it is, demands our grateful acknowledgments to God 
and his people. The year has been one of unexampled financial 
depression and gloom, deepening with each succeeding month. 
During .the summer and autumn, public attention was engrossed 
and vast sums of money were diverted from the channels of benevo- 
olence, by the Centennial Exposition. In the later months asimilar 
effect was produced by the prolonged and. extraordinary excite- 
ment growing out of the presidential election. Meanwhile, the 
the same causes, together with the scourge of locusts which deso- 
lated large portions of the West, were operating to weaken the 
dependent churches of those regions and throw increased bur- 
thens upon the Treasury of the Society. 

In this statement should be included a record of the receipt and 
distribution of gifts which, not being in the form of money, are not 
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embraced in the Treasurer’s Report. This department of the So- 
ciety’s resources and expenditures has been increasing in magni- 
tude and importance from year to year. Without the aid thus 
furnished, during the last year, many missionary families would 
have suffered severe privation, and some would have been com- 
pelled to abandon their fields of labor, never to return. These 
gifts, moreover, have a peculiar value, as they bring the donors 
and the recipients into personal intercourse and affectionate rela- 
tions with each other, thus strengthening the bond of sympathy 
between them, and calling forth more fervent intercessions in 
each other’s behalf whenever they bow at the mercy-seat of their 
common Savior, The pecuniary value of the articles of clothing, 
books, periodicals, ete., which have been placed at the disposal of 
the Secretaries since the last Report, is not quite equal to that of 
the preceeding year; yet, according to the moderate estimates of 
the donors, it exceeds $60,000. This sum added to that of the cash 
disbursements reported by the Treasurer, makes the aggregate 
expenditures of the Society more than $370,000. 


SUNDAY-SCHOOL DEPARTMENT. 


It was stated in the last Report that the Committee were mak- 
ing arrangements to take up the Missionary Department of the 
Sunday-school work, which had been laid down by the Congrega- 
tional Publishing Society. These arrangements have since been 
completed, and the work has been commenced. It will be con- 
ducted, if possible, without the employment of additional agents, 
and at little additional expense. The several Auxiliaries will 
have the management of it on their respective fields, and the 
Superintendents will take the oversight of this, as of the other 
department of the missionary work, in those parts of the country 
where the aid of the Society will be most in demand for the 
planting and fostering of Sunday-schools. The Committee have 
authorized the issue of a small monthly periodical, entitled Tue 
Sunpay-scnoo. Learuet, in which this new department of the 
Society’s work will be set before the public. It will be distributed 
in connection with Tue Home Misstonary, and separately. It 
will be a cheap, and it is hoped, an effective agency for awakening 
the interest and eliciting the co-operation of the churches and 
Sunday-schools in this enterprise,

Society was formed, Indiana and Illinois were in their infancy. Michigan 
was, at that time and for ten years subsequent, a Territory ; in 1825 it had 
but one Presbyterian or Congregational minister, and he was a missionary, 
Wisconsin remained, eight years after the organization of this Society, the 
almost undisputed home of the Indian, Jowa was not organized as a Terri- 
tory till 1888, Oregon was reached by our first missionary there in the sum- 
mer of 1848, after a voyage of many months by the way of the Sandwich 
Islands. Our first missionariés to California sailed from New York, in 
December, 1848. Our first missionary to Minnesota commenced his labors at 
St. Paul, in July, 1849. 

5. It should be borne in mind that the number of missionaries in these 
newer States and Territories, as well as those that have been longer cultivated, 
gives but an imperfect idea of the ground that has been occupied by mis- 
sionary enterprise. Churches, every year, become independent, and others 


are taken up in their stead. 
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AUXILIARIES AND MISSIONARY FIELDS. 
MAINE MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

The receipts of this Auxiliary in its financial year ending Feb- 
ruary 28th, were $13,289.18. The amount acknowledged from 
churches and individuals in Maine, by the Treasurer of the 
National Society, in its year ending March 31st, was $2,159.77, of 
which $2,000 was a legacy. The entire contributions from Maine 
for Home Missions during the year were $15,448.95, which is 
$856.37 more than those of the previous year. The amownt ex- 
pended for work within the State is $13,983.12, which is $111.64 
more than in the preceding year. 

Seventy-seven missionaries have been employed by this Auxil- 
iary, of whom thirty-four served through the entire year—ten for 
the term of six months, and thirty-three for shorter periods—mak- 
ing the aggregate of missionary services about forty-eight years. 
One church has been organized, one house of worship has been 
built, and several congregations have refitted their church edifices 
or parsonages. The number of reported conversions and additions 
to church fellowship is larger than usual, and indicates encour- 
aging progress in the work of the Society. There has been also 
a gain in the number of laborers serving through the year. This 
result is due, in part, to the vigorous prosecution of the plan for 
“voking” churches that were dependent upon foreign aid. 
“This plan,” says the Secretary, “is kept constantly in view, and 
tends to secure a more permanent ministry. But sectarianism 
continues to stand in the way of desired union, where three or 
four feeble and jealous churches stand side by side. Moreover. 
our weak country congregations serve as recruiting stations for 
the strong churches in the cities, while they are still called to 
make frequent contributions to those of other States. Neverthe- 
less, the Maine Missionary Society keeps heart, and determines 
to go forward. Give her the pecuniary means, and missionaries 
ready to endure hardness, and the waste places of Maine will be 
redeemed.” : 

At the last Anniversary of this Auxiliary, Rev. SrepHen 
Tuursron, D.D., its Secretary for Correspondence, having nearly 
reached the age of fourscore years, resigned his office, and Rev. 
Jonaruan E. Apams was elected his successor. The retiring — 
Secretary, in his last report, compares the history of the mission- 
ary work during the twelve years of his official labors with that 
of the twelve preceding years, and concludes as follows: “The 
fact that, through all the scenes of a terrible war, and the heavy 
taxes thereby entailed, and a depreciated currency, and the aug- 
mented expenses of daily life, the contributions to the Maine 
Missionary Society have been increased many thousands of dol- 
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lars, affords the most conclusive evidence that the churches have 
a vital and effective interest in this work, which will never leave 
it to decline and die. It will live to shed the blessings of the 
gospel of the Son of God on generations yet unborn.” ~ 


NEW HAMPSHIRE MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

The amount received by the New Hampshire Auxiliary in the 
year closing February 28th was $7,692.01, or $1,569.90 less than 
in the previous year. There was paid from the State into the 
Treasury of the National Society, in its fiscal year, from legacies, 
$12,671.94; from churches and individuals, $883.81—in all, 
$13,555.75 ; making the contributions in New Hampshire, for 
Home Missions, $21,247.76, or $9,970.97 more than in the year 
preceding. The expenditures for missionary service within the 
State were $9,890.24, being less than those of the previous year 
by the sum of $1,443.17. 

This Society has employed within the year forty-nine mis- 
sionaries, who have labored in fifty-one fields, and performed, in 
the aggregate, thirty-seven years of service. The Secretary 
states that the year has been one of much spiritual prosperity. 
In the larger part of the aided churches there has been unusual 
religious interest, resulting in a larger aggregate ingathering than 
in any previous year, for more than the period of a generation. 

“The work,” he adds, “is growing upon our hands. It has 
increased, in the last five years, about fifty per cent., and it is 
likely to continue to grow. Of the 165 towns of the State which 
have Congregational or Presbyterian preaching, 116 have a less 
population now than they had in 1850. Their churches have be- 
come poor, not through unthrift or unfruitfulness, but in making 
others rich. Their grand contributions to the cause of Home 
Missions have been not of money, but of men. Of these, no 
churches have made larger or more valuable contributions ; and 
the gift, if not always cheerful, has been large enough to be 
felt ; the sacrifice has been a real one. Upon the question of 
sustaining these churches depends the other question—than 
which there is none more vital to the great cause of Home Mis- 
sions, and Foreign Missions too—whether contributions of this 
sort shall much longer continue. We cannot keep the streams 
flowing after the fountains are dry. The burden may become 
increasingly heavy as the years go on; but there is no future be- 
fore the churches of this State as a body, if these depleted 
churches—the springs whence our larger churches, as well as the 
streams of emigration, are fed—are not kept in vigorous life. 
Our work is an arduous one, in some aspects a discouraging 
one; but it tells on the final issue of the great battle. The 
churches, under the fostering care of this Society, have parted 
sadly with their choicest and best; but it has been largely 
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that those consecrated at these old altars might do valiant 
and most effective service as Christian workers in laying the 
foundations of a new social and church order, where, in the 
coming days, is to be the seat of a mighty empire. _ It is a great 
thing—there is nothing greater in the possibilities of human aspi- 
ration and endeavor, than to give all, even life itself, for such 
ends—to become poor that other communities, and the coming

VERMONT DOMESTIC MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 
Hon, J. W. Stewart, President; Rev. Coarues S. Smiru, Secretary; J. C. 
Emery, Esq., Treasurer. Office in Montpelier. 

This Auxiliary received from all sources, during the year end- 
ing February 28th, $10,903.21, which is less than the receipts of 
the previous year by $211.25. The Treasurer of the National 
Society acknowledged from Vermont, in the fiscal year ending 
March 81st, from legacies, $2,415.48 ; from churches and indi- 
vidual donors, $1,467.55 ; in all, $3,882.98—making the amount 
contributed in Vermont for Home Missions, $14,786.19—less by 
$2,904.18 than in the preceding year. The expenditures on the 
work within the State were $8,830.45, or $2,721.41 less than in 
the previous year. ' 

The number of missionaries employed is forty-eight, occupying 
fifty different fields besides out stations, and performing thirty- 
five years of service. One of these laborers has been settled as 
pastor, and two have been dismissed. One church of about 
fifty members has been organized in a community where no 
church of any denomination previously existed. Two churches 
have assumed the support of their ministers, and give promise of 
permanent independence. Several churches that have been 
greatly weakened by deaths and emigration, refrain from apply- 
ing for missionary aid; but each shares with some neighboring 
congregation the labors of one minister. This practice is increas- 
ing and meeting with great favor. The receipts of the Society 
have been diminished, and its burdens increased by the “ hard 
times,” but in spiritual things the year has been a fruitful one. 
Faithful labor has met with its reward, and “the reaper has 
gathered fruit unto life eternal.” 

The Directors, in their last Report, refer to the relation of 
their work to the interests of the whole country: “ Though Ver- 
mont is little more than a finger’s point on the map of our great 
American Republic, and grows relatively less every year; though 
our churches are but as a handful of corn upon the tops of the 
mountains ; though this Society is hardly known beyond our 
borders, yet these apparently feeble instrumentalities have each 
had no mean influence in making this nation what it is, The in- 
fluence of Vermont, through her sons and daughters ; the influ- 
ence of our churches, through the members that have gone out 
from them; the influence of this Society in keeping alive reli- 
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gious institutions in our agricultural towns, that furnish such a 
number of emigrants, has been felt to the remotest extremity of 
the land. It has penetrated every State, and affected the social, 
civil, educational, and religious condition of every one of them. 
We stand at the very fountain of great religious and national in- 
fluences. Our work is to keep these fountains clean. Though 
they may seem to our short vision very small, yet the waters’ they 
send forth in a steady stream will help to enrich or make barren 
all the land. It belongs to us to cast the salt of God’s grace into 
them, that they may be pure, and the living streams that flow . 
perennially from them may fertilize the valleys, water with the 
mists that rise from them the hills, and be conveyed in aqueducts 
to the great cities, carrying with them life and health to the 
thirsty millions there.” 


MASSACHUSETTS HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

The receepts of this Auxiliary for the year ending February 

28th, were $67,648.01, of which sum $3,410.75 were the avails 

of legacies, and $64,232.26 were contributed by churches and in- 
dividuals. The Auxiliary paid into the Treasury of the National 

Society, in its financial year ending March 81st, $35,070.96. 

The National Society also received directly from Massachusetts 

—in legacies, $22,933.22 ; contributions of churches and individ- 

uals, $12,933.14—in all, $35,866.36. Besides which 254 boxes of 

clothing, etc., were sent to missionaries, valued at $21,500. The 
entire amount raised in the State, in cash, for Home Missions, was 
$103,509.37 ; of which $26,192.17 were expended on their home 
tield, and $1,122.96 were specially appropriated by direction of 
the donors. The amount placed at the disposal of the National 

Society for work on the Western field, was $70,937.32, or less 

by $8,138.18 than in the previous year. 

The number of missionaries sustained on the field of this 
Auxiliary is evghty-one, exceeding by eight the number in com- 
mission during the previous year. Two churches have assumed in- 
dependence, tour houses of worship have been erected or materially 
improved, and one missionary has been installed. The work of 
coupling churches in the support of the ministry has been vigor- 
ously and successfully prosecuted. Thirty-one congregations are 
now supplied by fifteen ministers, and it is expected that as many 
other congregations will be coupled in like manner and with like 
results. ‘he Executive Committee press upon the churches the 
importance of adopting this measure in order to economize mis- 
sionary labor and tunds. They say: “ The missionaries, almost 
to a man, are eminently willing to cover the broadest fields of- 
fered to them, and at the least reasonable cost. When we have 
had plans for doubling fields, the then resident supplies have 
generously offered to step aside, that the negotiations might not

be impeded ; and some have done it at a great sacrifice. We 
could wish that the home missionary churches and parishes would 
come up to the same spirit of personal self-sacrifice, and of 
economy in the use of home missionary funds, and in covering 
home missionary fields.” ; 

In closing their last Report, the Executive Committee say: 
“Our more advanced churches and Christians, in this home work 
for the world’s sake, seem to be coming into an intelligent con- 
ception of God’s apparent policy and providences concerning 
America. It grows in significance with them, and develops into 
a divine purpose, that God kept back the new world fifty-five 
centuries, while the old world made its experiments and failures 
in matters of government, education and religion. _ Sad experi- 
ences seemed necessary, as with the child learning to walk, 
that the human race might afterwards stand up, and go 
forward in the uprightness of nations that serve the King of 
kings. In the fullness of time, the reserved and Western world 
was opened, as a field clean and unencumbered, in which the sad 
experiences of the past could be utilized for the permanent good 
of all the race in all the nations.” 

Rev. Wituram A. Stearns, D.D.,LL.D., the President of the 
Society since 1859, was removed by death, June 8th, 1876. 


RHODE ISLAND HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

The receipts of this Society for the year ending February 28th, 
were $2,989.28. The National Institution also received from 
Rhode Island 3,012.27, all of which was the contribution of 
churches and individuals. The expenditures in the State were 
$2,991.36, and the total amount raised for Home Missions, 
$6,001.55, or less by $92.16 than that of the previous year. 

Ste missionaries have been under commission within the year, 
one of whom has been installed pastor of the church which he 
serves. One church has been disbanded, and the few members 
who composed it have found a home and a welcome in an adja- 
cent congregation. One new field has been opened, which de- 
mands and promises to reward the culture of the Society. The 
churches generally have suffered severe pecuniary embarrassment, 
but the labors of the missionaries have, in some cases, been 
attended with cheering success. 

The Trustees enforce their appeal for the vigorous prosecution 
of this work by the argument and the example of the Apostle 
to the Gentiles: “*The love of Christ constraineth us’ This 
love, made subjective in the renewed soul, prompts to labors, sac- 
rifices, and sufferings, such as signalized the missionary life of 
Paul. He felt, as few men have felt, the power of this love of 
Christ. He reasoned that the design of Christ was that all, 
made alive by his death, should live for his glory, for they are 
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made alive unto him, and not unto themselves. This is the di- 
vine theory of redemption by atoning blood. The whole work 
done, the whole volume of prayers offered, the many gifts of 
treasure contributed, all unite in sending the declaration through 
the wide missionary field and then heavenward, “The love of 
Christ constraineth us.” 


CONNECTICUT HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

Office in Hartford. 


The receipts of the Connecticut Auxiliary in the year ending 
‘February 25th, were $14,643.93. The expenditures within the 
State were $15,466.81. The Auxiliary forwarded to the Treasury 
of the National Society, during its financial year, $1,221.72. 
Into this Treasury were also paid directly, as avails of legacies, 
$24,839.84; contributions of churches and individuals, $17,376. - 
49—in all, $42,216.33. The total amount raised in the State for 
Home Missions was $56,860.26—less by $24,040.81 than in the 
preceding year. The amount put at the disposal of the National - 
Institution was $438.438.05, which is $24,688.75 less than in the 
previons year. 

The number of missionaries who have labored in this State 
during the whole or part of the year, is forty-two, and thirty-seven 
years of service have been performed. Four of these laborers 
have been installed pastors of the churches they serve, and one 
has been called to his rest and reward. One church has been or- 
ganized, two houses of worship have been built, and three others 
greatly improved. 

The Directors, in their Sixtieth Report, record the following 
facts in the history of this Auxiliary: “This Society, formed by 
the General Association, Wednesday, June 19, 1816, is now sixty 
years old—ten years older than the American Home Missionary 
Society. Of its officers previous to its connection with the 
National Society in 1831, only Rev. Leonard Bacon and Hon. 
Henry White remain; and of its seventy-five missionaries in 
that period, only three are living—Rev. Messrs. Seth Bliss, 
Nathaniel Miner, and Dennis Platt. It has aided, 1816-1875, 
in all, one hundred and eleven of the Congregational churches 
of this State, of which six are actually or practically extinct, 
thirty-six are still dependent, and sixty-nine are self-supporting 
—or a number exceeding one quarter of all the self-supporting 
churches, and including many well-to-do and strong churches. 

In this period, in addition to what has been done by the Mis- 
sionary Society of Connecticut, our churches have given, in con- 
tributions, legacies, and boxes, over $1,450,000, of which about 
$287,000 has been spent in Connecticut, and’ the rest, more than 
$1,150,000, has blessed the home missionary fields beyond our 
borders. As this work in and for Connecticut will be indispen- 
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sable so long as there is a Connecticut, and as the work of the 
American Home Missionary Society cannot be finished in our 
day, every incentive which led to the formation of these Societies 
should animate us to sustain them and commend them to the con- 
tinued favor of God.” . 


The total of receipts from New England is $214,340.29, which 
is less than the amount of the preceding year by $24,347.73. 
Of this, $77,354.15 were expended within its own bounds, and 
$136,986.14 were forwarded tothe National Institution, for its 
general work. 


NEW YORK HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


Rey. Aucusrtus F. BEARD, D.D., President; Rev. JoHN C. HoLBRook, 
D.D., Syracuse, Secretary ; WILLIAM HENRY SMITH,.- Esq., 
; New York, Treasurer. 

The recetpts into this Treasury from churches.and individuals 
in this State, were $11,658.14; from legacies, $22,974.80; in all 
$34,632.94, or $9,898.02 more than in the previous year. Mifty- 
one laborers have been employed during the whole or a portion 
of the year, supplying ‘about ninety churches and preaching- 
stations. One church has been organized, two houses of worship 
have been erected, two were in process of erection at the close 
of the year, twelve have been repaired and improved, and one 
parsonage has been secured. Forty-two missionaries report 531 
additions to their churches, making a net gain in their aggregate 
membership of 427. 

The Trustees of this Auxiliary, in their last report, state that 
“the policy heretofore announced of uniting two or more neigh- 
boring aided churches under the labors of one missionary has 
been continued, as far as was practicable, and to a slowly in- 
creasing extent. There are difficulties to be overcome, however, 
which, in some cases, prove to be insuperable, where it would at 
first glance seem to be very. desirable to adopt this plan. Still, 
the obvious economy of ministerial labor, as well as of pecuniary 
expense which results from joining two or more churches under 
one missionary, recommends the measure, where it is practicable, 
since it is not possible, with the means at our command, to main- 
tain a missionary for every church. In sume localities it is the 
only way in which churches of our order can be supplied at all. 
We have in this State ten such churches coupled under five inis- 
sionaries, four joined with self-supporting churches, and three 
thus united with churches of other denominations, and three 
grouped under one missionary—twenty in all. 

“The problem how to expend the limited amount of funds 
available for home missionary purposes to the best advantage to 
the cause of Christ, and of the relative claims of our own State 
and those of the new and rapidly augmenting missionary fields © 
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of the Great West, is one that it is difficult to solve. On the one 
hand are the necessities of feeble churches among us, that are 
nobly struggling to maintain their existence and keep alive the 
fires upon their altars; and, on the other, the constant, loud, and 
moving calls for aid in sending missionaries to the front, that 
evangelizing influences may keep pace with the tide of humanity 
that is rolling impetuously onward to the Interior and the Pa- 
cific. . . . . Sometimes when we look abroad over this vast 
country, and realize how much missionary work needs to be done, 
and how much depends on its being done speedily, we hardly 
feel warranted in expending a dollar on our own State; and 
then we reflect that the communities in which our own feeble 
churches are situated form a part of the ‘all the world’ into 
which we are commanded to go with the gospel ; and, moreover, 
that these and other like communities in the older States are, to 
a great extent, the feeders of the new settlements of the West, 
and that in no other way can we do so much, perhaps, for the 
West as by helping to purify the streams of emigration that are 
flowing over it, and by bringing the gospel to bear upon those 
who are going out to give moral tone and character to that re- 
gion. . . . Hence, when we are tempted to feel that one of 
our feeble churches might be abandoned for the sake of a greater 
good to be accomplished at the West by the means required to 
sustain it, we seem to hear the Master.say—‘ Destroy it not, for 
a blessing is in it;’ and we are constrained to respond to the ap- 
peal that is made for help to keep it alive.” 


OHIO HOME MISSIONARY-SOCIETY. 
Rey. SAMUEL Wo.LcoTT, D.D., Cleveland, Secretary; FRANCIS C. SESSIONS, 
Esq., Columbus, Treasurer. 

The amount recewed into the Treasury of this Auxiliary, in 
the year ending February 28th, was $5,127:72, and the amount of 
disbursements was the same, while $1,491.06 were still due, at 
the close of the year, to missionaries for labor performed. The 
amount paid from Ohio into the Treasury of the National Society, 
during its financial year, was $3,114.15, of which sum $2,125.76 
were the avails of legacies. The total of contributions to the 
cause of Home Missions, from this State, is $8,241.87, which is 
less than the amount contributed in the previous year by $219.02. 

Twenty-one missionaries have been in commission during the 
year, and have ministered statedly to thirty congregations. One 
of them served four churches, two served three each, five served 
two each, and most of the others held stated preaching services 
at different points on their fields. The Secretary states that the 
Society is now pledged to but three churches that. are not coupled 
with others in the support of the ministry. Two of these three 
are in the suburbs of cities where the arrangement is impractica- 
ble, and the third does not expect to renew its application for aid. 
The proportion of dependent churches in this State is unusually 
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large, but the number receiving aid from the Society has been 
reduced, in three years, from fifty to twenty. A part of them 
have become self-sustaining, but more have become associated 
with other churches, and thus are able to dispense with missionary 
aid. This policy is, on this field, a necessary economy of men 
anid money, and it works happily. a 
The Secretary has added to his ordinary duties the supervision 
of the work of the National Society in Western Pennsylvania 
and Western Virginia, where the missionary churches, few and 
feeble as they are, have been greatly cheered by his presence and 
judicious counsels. In reference to the whole field under his 
supervision, he says: “Although the year has been uncommonly 
full of distracting or diverting influences, it has not been spiritu- 
ally unfruitful. In hardly any direction has there been an appareut 
retrograde movement, and in some quarters there has been a decided 
advance. The year closes with tokens of special blessing in 
several of our churches, including some of our missionary fields.” 


INDIANA. 
Rev. JosEPH E. Roy, DD., Chicago, Superintendent. 


The contributions to the Society’s Treasury from this State were 
$503.70, falling far behind the receipts of last year, that were en- 
hanced by a legacy of more than $2,600, but exceeding the gifts 
of the living in that year by $184.06. The number of laborers 
commissioned was eight, supplying fifteen churches and several 
out-stations. Three of the missionaries report revivals of reli- 
gion, adding materially to the membership of their churches. 
One house of worship is building, and two have been repaired. 
Two young men are preparing for the ministry. 

The lack of the Superintendent’s care has been felt by these 
churches, most of them very feeble and needing his cheering 
visits. Yet never, perhaps, have these few brethren shown more 
of zeal and consecration to the work, feeling that they are set as 
lights in a dark place. 

In this State, numbering in 1870 nearly 1,681,000 people, with 
nearly 3,000 nominally evangelical organizations, there are but 
twenty-eight Congregational churches, with about 1,500 members. 
Yet in few States north of the Ohio is the uplifting power of 
these free churches of the people and for the people, more 
needed. Slowly but surely they are gaining public confidence, 
as the type of their doctrine and life is known. When men of 
the world see churches more zealous for the truth than for popular- 
ity, more bent on work than on enjoyment, even of the highest 
privileges, they recognize the seal of the Divine Master.on them, 
and the power of such churches will be measured, not by their 
numbers or wealth, but by the fruits of their spiritual consecra- 
tion. The brethren of Indiana, so long as they are giving them- 
selves to Christian work in the Christian spirit, can well afford 
to bide their time.

Martin K. WHITTLESEY, Jacksonville, 
Superintendent for Southern Illinois. 


» The receipts of the Treasury from Illinois in the year now. re- 
ported were $6,305.86, a loss of $2,373.94, as compared with the 
previous year. The nwmber of missionaries employed in the 
State was forty-five, nine less than in the fiftieth year, the de- 
crease being brought about largely by uniting two or more 
churches under the care of one mussionary. 

The statistics of the Northern District are very meager, owing 
to the protracted illness and absence from the field of Rev. Dr. 
Roy, the indefatigable Superintendent, who has been for months 
disabled in consequence of a railway accident. Of the twenty- 
six missionaries in his District, seven make mention of decided 
increase of the revival spirit. One church edifice is building, 
and two have been extensively repaired. Two young men are 
reported as studying with a view to the ministry. The churches 
of this District, comprising, for the most part, the older and 
more stable settlements, appear to have held on their way with 
about an average degree of temporal and an unusual degree of 
spiritual prosperity. The local Missionary Committees have 
used their best efforts to make up for the Superiutendent’s 
absence, yet it has been very severely felt. It is hoped that by 
the early autumn he will be able, at least partially, to resume 
his labors. 

‘In the Central and Southern District, nineteen missionaries 
cared for that number of churches.and ten out-stations. The 
time of service is twelve years and eight months. Two churches 
and two religious societies were organized, and three houses of 
worship were built. Ninety-four hopeful conversions were re- 
ported, and eighty-one united with the churches on profession of 
faith. One church has enjoyed an almost continuous re- 
vival for two years. The membership of another has doubled 
in the last fourteen months. The entire membership of these 
churches is 757, and 1,328 are under Sabbath-school instruction. 
Hight aided and sixteen self-sustaining churches in this District 
have enjoyed revivals of religion, resulting in about 300 conver- 
sions. Ot these, about 275 have united, or are soon to unite, with 
the churches. 

The Superintendent writes: “In this District, comprising sixty- 
five counties, with a population in 1870 of 1,309,614, we have 
churches in twenty-nine counties only, with a population in 1870 
of 744,725. These churches, one hundred in number, have a 
membership of more than 7,000. Ouly thirty-two of them are 
vigorously self-sustaining. Tifty-three are properly subjects of 
missionary care; but seventeen, however, actually receiving mis- 
sionary aid. The great problem is to succor, sustain, and ake 
these effective on a field where hardly one of them. can be spared 
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without a loss of evangelizing and regenerating power. A large 
increase in working force, in money, and in men of revival and 
upbuilding power is needed, and would be greatly useful here. 
The more laborers, the more work; and the more honest, faithful 
work, the more salvation.” 


MISSOURI. 


Rev. ROBERT WEST, St. Louis, Superintendent. 


The contributions of Missouri to the Society’s Treasury were 
$831.70—a falling off of $215.34, as.compared with the previous 
year. The nwmber of missionaries employed in the State within 
the year is thirty, ministering to sixty-five churches and their out- 
stations. Forty-six aided churches have pastors, leaving nineteen 
dependent on such irregular and intermittent labor as they can 
command. Of these nineteen, several have been virtually dead 
for years. Some of them, however, may be revived. Within the 
year five churches have been organized and two pastors installed. 
One missionary has died. 

The reported contributions to five congregational benevolent 
societies are $3,489. Ten churches had reported revivals of 
religion of more or less power, when, as the year was closing, a 
Sone awakening cheered Christian hearts in all parts of the 

tate. 

Rev. Epwin B. Turner having been compelled by ill-health to 
lay down the Superintendency, in which he had served faithfully 
for twelve years, the Rev. Roserr Wesr was appointed to succeed 
him, and entered on his labors in November, 1876. He was well 
known to many of the ministers and churches, having been pastor 
of the neighboring church of Alton, Ill., and editor of The Chros- 
tian News, published in St. Louis. These five months have been 
mainly employed in visiting the churches, seeking supplies for 
those without ministers, confirming the weak, and rousing to 
aggressive work over the whole field. The result he reports as 
highly encouraging. He says: “Never was there so great an 
opportunity for us here as now. Falling in with the spirit now 
moving Christians to a union of their forces, irrespective of indi- 
vidual peculiarities, on the broad basis of the New Testament, the 
people turn gladly and quickly to our polity as the solution of 
the whole question. In every case where we have sent sound, 
glad-hearted men into the field, who have let controversy alone, 
and preached a fervent gospel, the people have received them 
joyfully, and the work has prospered. Our missionary brethren 
are learning that there is no success where there is not an active 
consecration to the work in dead earnest. .With such consecra- 
tion, seconded by the advice and aid of the Society, the kind help 
of others, and, above all, the guiding hand of the Divine Master, 
we hope another year to report cheering progress in all depart- 
ments of our work.” 
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‘MICHIGAN, 


Rev. WoLcort B. WrLLrIAMs, Charlotte, Superintendent for Southern and Western 
Michigan; Rey. LERoY WARREN Grand Rapids, Superintendent for 
Northwestern Michigan. 

The amount of contributions from Michigan to the Treasury 
of this Society, within the year, was $4,513.70, being $206.70 
more than in the year preceding. The number of messionaries 
aided by the Society was e¢ghty-five, a gain of nine, mainly in 
newly opening fields of the Northern District. 

In the Southern and Eastern, District, twenty-five missionaries 
have been employed ministering to thirty-six different congrega- 
tions. One missionary has died. Four churches have been 
organized, of which the smallest had twenty-three members. All 
these organizations were the outgrowth of revivals, and are so 
situated as to be joined with an existing church, thus lessening, 
instead of increasing, the demand for missionary aid. 

At least ten other churches have been spiritually revived and 
numerically strengthened. No new house of worship has been 
built, but three have been improved. There are now in the District 
132 churches, of which forty-seven are self-sustaining, with every 
prospect of remaining so; ten do without aid, by employing 
professors, students, or non-resident ministers ; fourteen dispense 
with aid because their ministers practice unusual self-denial, or 
have other means of support ; twelve churches unite in snpport- 
ing six ministers without missionary help ; so that of 132 churches 
in the District, eighty-two have uo help from the Society. Eight 
that had help last year, now in one way and another dispense 
with it, but four that went alone have come back for aid. One 
church has disbanded, and four or five others may die ere long. 
Twelve aided churches are without ministers. Of the forty-seven 
strong churches, twenty-seven, and of the eighty-five feeble 
churches, forty-two—or sixty-nine of the 132 in the District— 
contributed to the Society. 

The Superintendent speaks of the rapid progress made in 
adopting the “ weekly-offering system” in church finances; of 
the heavy tax laid upon benevolent contributions and parish 
incomes, as well as business generally by the Centennial Exhi- 
bition ; the wide-spread religious interest, exceeding that of every 
year of the past decade; and of the “seimi-religious temperance 
movement originated by Dr. H. Reynolds, leading thousands of 
men to sign the pledge of total abstinence, and greatly lessening 
the sales of intoxicating drink;” also of an unusual harmony of 
feeling growing up among Christians of various evangelical 
denominations, and showing itself in union meetings of great 

ower of usefulness. 

In the Northern District, sixty men have been in commission 
during some part of the year, and forty-two were serving at its 
close. These supplied 118 congregations. One missionary has 
died, one was installed, and three young men in the missionary 
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service were ordained. Six churches were organized ; six houses 
of worship. costing $15,000, were dedicated. Of the sixty-five 
aided churches, all but three had service during some part of the 
year. Thirteen churches were blessed with revivals ; one came 
to self-support, and one fell back on the Society for aid. 

The benevolent contributions of the missionary churches were 
about $3,500; church debts were paid to the amount of $3,000. 
Plans are on foot for uniting several churches for economy’s sake. 

The Superintendent reports, as a part of the results of his eight 
years’ oversight of the work in the Northern District, the num- 
ber of churches increased from forty-two to seventy-nine ; houses 
of worship, from sixteen to fifty-five; value of church property, 
from $48,500 to $246,250. Thirty-seven churches, thirty-nine 
houses of worship, 1,500 church-members, and $200,000 in church 
property, being part of the net gain in eight years. “ But the 
work of these little churches in giving Christian form to so- 
ciety in the towns and settlements of Northwestern Michigan, 
cannot be expressed in statistical figures. Perhaps nowhere else 
outside of New England have the Congregational churches rela- 
tively so prominent a position, and so large a share of duty in the 
Christian work to be done, as here. Of the seventy-eight counties 
of the State, forty-six are in this District; more than seven- 
twelfths of the territory, but less than one-fourth of the popula- 
tion. Not quite one-third of a million people are now here, but 
before the close of the century there will perhaps be a full million. 
What they shall be in intelligence and character, how they shall 
effect the destiny of the whole land, and whether they shall be 
heirs of eternal life, depends mainly on the faithfulness and suc- 
cess of these missionary churches that are now being planted—that 
is, under God, on the vigor with which the work of the American 
Home Missionary Society is prosecuted.” 


WISCONSIN. 
Rev. FRANKLIN B. DoE, Ripon, Superintendent for Northern Wisconsin; Rev. 
Hrnry A. MINER, Madison, Superintendent for Southern Wisconsin. 

The receipts from Wisconsin, within the year, were $3,579.27, 
of which $250 were the avails of a legacy. This amount is 
$270.82 in advance of that of last year. The number of mis- 
stonaries bearing the Society’s commission was staty-nine. 

In the Northern District there are forty mission fields, em- 
bracing sixty churches and twenty-six out-stations, making the 
whole number of congregations eighty-six. - Five churches were 
organized in that District, with sixty-two members. Of the sixty- 
four working ministers in the District, thirty-nine have borne the 
Society’s commission, four of them being theological students. 
The average salary is $630, the highest being $900, the lowest 
$350, One minister has been ordained ; several houses of wor- 
ship have been extensively repaired; several churches have can- 
celed hindering debts. Fellowship and gi spel meetings, held in 
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many places, have been largely attended, and successful. Not 
since 1858, if ever before, were revivals of religion so many and 
powerful as during this year. Two churches count on about four 
hundred converts each, and the ery, “Come over and help us,” 
comes from every quarter. 

In the Southern District, embracing all that part of the State 
lying north of the Milwaukee and LaCrosse Railroad, thirty mis- 
sionaries have ministered to forty-cight churches and twelve out- 
stations. ‘Two churches have become extinct; one has been set 
off to Illinois; one has disbanded, with the hope of early revival. 
One missionary has been ordained ; one house of worship dedi- 
cated; several have had large repairs, and two are building. 
Two churches have come to self-support; one of these, having 
built two meeting-houses, five miles apart, has “ become two 
bands;” the other, after supplying strong pillars for several 
churches, has given to Kansas a college presideut, to Beloit a 
tutor, and has now four of her promising young people in college. 

As in the Northern District, the spirit of revival has been 
general, and most of the churches have increased their member- 
ship. Yet, of the sixty-one unaided churches, probably one-third 
barely support their pastors, and the loss of one or two families 
from either would be the signal of a call for aid. Asa matter of 
economy, one-third of the missionaries serve two or more churches 
each, and every effort is made to systematize the methods of 
meeting current expenses. Many churches are very unwilling to 
be dependent on outside aid, as a great amount of planning and 
real sacrifice attests. The Society’s new Sunday-school work is 
exciting general interest, and receives warm welcome. 

The Superintendents are agreed that, “ with all her discourage- 
ments, Wisconsin—rich, not only in material resources, but in the 
brain and muscle of her growing population—never presented a 
fairer field for missionary investments and returns than now. 
Despite the hard times, new railroads are opening new regions to 
missionary labor, where churches must be planted, some of which 
will become centers of a widening influence. There is a general 
increase of manufacturing interests ; new settlements are made ; 
wild lands are turned into productive farms; Eastern invest- 
ments are becoming more and more remunerative. Shall the 
gospel get a corresponding hold on the people? Shall our 
missionary work keep pace with this advancing civilizaticn ‘ 
Our friends in the East have most to do with answering this 
~ question.” 

. IOWA. 
Rev. EPHRAIM ADAMS, Waterloo, Superintendent for Northern Iowa; Rev. JOSEPH 
W. PickEr’, Des Moines, Superintendent for Southern Iowa. 

The receipts from Iowa for the year were $4,661.75, of which 
@500 were from legacies. These contributions fall short of 
those of the previous year by $369.53. The number of missvon- 
aries employed in the State was eighty-three—nine fewer than in 
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the year before. Of these forty-nine labored in the Northern 
District—twenty-four of them throughout the year—giving in all 
thirty-nine years to the work. The average salaries of the mission- 
aries was $668. Three churches were organized, with forty-one 
members, making 127 churches in the State; nine assumed self- 
port. Two ministers were installed, and one ordained. é One: 
meeting-house was built. Of the 127 churches in the District, 
seventy-five—with out-stations, about 100 congregations—receive 
missionary aid: Several churches, notwithstanding the hard times, 
have freed themselves from debt. 

Northwestern Iowa has suffered much, as in former years, from 
the grasshopper plague, and over the whole State the wheat crop 
has been for the most part a failure ; yet many substantial tokens 
of advance in the character of the work done by the churches, if 
not in numbers and outward show of prosperity, have cheered 
the hearts of God’s people. Especially in the matter of revivals 
of religion, has the year been one long to be remembered. Twenty- 
six churches in this: District are marked as having been revived 
within the year. “The revivals have been more in number and 
greater in power than in any previous year,” says the Superintend- 
ent. ... “There seems to be a revival spirit in all directions. 
Some churches, that in former years would have been marked as 
having enjoyed revivals, are not so marked here. The scale is 
rising ; we are getting used to larger blessings.” 

In the Southern District, thirty-five missionaries have been 
under commission—twenty-one of them throughout the whole year. 
Twenty-two supplied each one church, eleven supplied two 
churches each, and two cared for three churches. The time of ser- 
vice amounts to twenty-eight years and four months. Fift 
churches, with their out-stations, have been supplied. Two 
churches, with forty-seven members, were organized. Four houses 
of worship have been built by aided churches, ata cost of $12,600. 
“These churches are nearly paid for, and are models of neatness 
and convenience. Five young men have been ordained to the tin- 
istry of our churches, and another, after a year of successful labor 
here, left us to become a missionary in China.” 

The number of churches sustaining services without aidiis forty- 
one. Theircontributions for Home Missions for the year ending 
January 1, 1877, were $2,379, from seventy-eight churches, of 
which the self-supporting churches gave $1,467. The additions 
to the churches were 498 on profession of faith, and 410 by 
letter. The net gain of members is 480. “The chief lack of the 
churches is in the line of systematic beneficence, a line in which, 
however, there is improvement year by year.” 

“ And now where are the men ?” asks Superintendent Adams, 
‘‘ for reaping the harvest in our outlying population ?—able men, 
who can command the attention and respect of the people—inen 
who could command. good salaries and. positions, who, yet, for 
Christ’s sake, are willing to leave them to go among the people, 
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live as the people live, content with food and raiment, if they 
may but lead souls to Christ. Were this spirit fully in us, touch- 
ing, sanctifying to the Master’s use all there is of us—possessions, 
houses, money, talents, everything—how would the treasuries 
be filled, the heralds come forth, and the people be saved! 
“Christ Jesus in us, filling, possessing this very body, his church, 
through which he is to walk and talk among men—how soon 
would he possess .the State and the land! God speed the day!” 


MINNESOTA. 
Rev. LEv1 H. Coss, Minneapolis, Superintendent. 

The receipts from Minnesota were $2,020.33, or $489.18 
larger than those of the previous year. For the work in this 
State, sixty-one missionaries were commissioned within the 
year. These ministered to eighty-two churches and sixty-four 
out-stations—146 congregations. Four other churches were sup- 
plied by union with neighboring parishes. Four churches became 
self-supporting, one by receiving a sister church into its member- 
ship, another by tripling its members (adding eighty-one since 
January, 1876); the third, by uniting with churches of two other 
denominations; and the fourth by pecuniary thrift. Eleven 
churches have been organized, two missionaries installed, and 
four ordained. Four houses of worship have been built; three 
bought of other Societies ; ten have laid out considerable sums 
in repairs, bells, etc. Thirteen new men have come into the 
pulpits of Congregational churches within the year, four of 
whom were students from Andover, New Haven and Chicago. 
Twenty of the twenty-five self-sustaining churches have contrib- 
uted $1,128.66 to this Society. Of the five not contributing, two 
came to self-support last year, and three were without pastors. 
Thirty-seven have enjoyed revivals of more or less power, in one 
case reaching nearly 100 in a town of 700. Much of this wide- 
spread religious interest is due to the voluntary evangelistic labors 
of Messrs. Henry Plant and George Bradbury, Superintendents 
of Sabbath-schools in Minneapolis. In spite of the terrible grass- 
hopper famine, the spiritual outlook of the churches of Minne- 
sota was never brighter. The demand for special help would 
keep ten good men constantly at work. Six important fields, 
some of them vacant for months, are waiting for ministers. 

The Superintendent closes his report with remarks upon the 
lessons experience has taught him as to “the importance of eim- 
ploying only first-class men”—where these can be had. A 
man takes one of the most thoroughly discouraged churches in the 
State, in two years triples its membership, brings it to self-support, 
and compels it to build anew to aecommodate those who cannot 
find seats in the sanctuary. Another, by rashness, inefliciency, or 
want of good sense—or worse, by moral defection—scatters what 
has been. painfully gathered by a. predecessor, disintegrates a 
church that might have been a power, clouds the minds of youth 
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with doubts as to the reality or value of piety, and makes all 
good people glad by his departure. “If we must choose,” says 
the Superintendent, “I should say fewer men and better, and 
more liberally sustained.” 


KANSAS. 


Rev. SytvesteR D. STorRs, Quindaro, Superintendent. 


In the year now reported, the Treasurer has received from 
Kansas $1,002.60, a gain of $110.73 on last year. The number 
of missionaries employed in the State was eghty-five. An un- 
usual proportion of these labored through the entire year. Ten 
churches have been organized ; one has built, and two are build- 
ing houses of worship; seven church edifices have been substan- 
tially repaired ; fourteen missionaries report extensive revivals ; 
thirteen young men are pursuing a course of study for the min- 
istry. No missionary has been taken from the State by death 
since November, 1874. The year has been one of more than 
ordinary temporal prosperity for Kansas. Though in the autumn 
the locusts repeated their devastations in a belt of 150 miles across 
the State, and deposited their eggs in a district 125 miles wide, 
reaching far into other States, good crops are expected from 
Kansas as a whole, and the people are learning economy, among 
other good lessons, from these visitations. The larger self-denials 
required for the support of gospel institutions are deepening the 
popular estimate of their value. 

Grateful mention is made of the “missionary boxes” that 
during the fall and winter cheered the hearts of many of the 
brethren, who else must have suffered. “Such aid is of great 
importance at any time,” says the Superintendent, “ but it seems 
indispensable when the peoples’ hands are empty, and a treasury 
also empty compels delay in the payment of quarterly dues.” 

The Superintendent writes: “Amid all the excitement of the 
past few months we have great reason to thank God for the 
revival of his work, bringing his people nearer to him in fuller 
consecration, and leading many penitent sinners to trust in 
Christ for present and eternal salvation. Since October about 
thirty revivals have been experienced, some of them of unusual 
power. To God be all the praise! . . . . 

“ Immigration is setting in rapidly, and the outlook for pushing 
forward the work in Kansas was never more favorable, so far as 
inviting fields are concerned. We wait but for the necessary 
money and men to ‘go in and possess the land.’ ” 


NEBRASKA. 


Rey. HiramM N. GATES, Omaha, Superintendent.. 


The amount received from Nebraska, within the year now re- 
ported, was $680.98, which is 78.78 more than the receipts of 
last year. The number of missionaries under commission was 
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sixty-seven, of whom forty-six were ordained ministers, eighteen 
_ were students, aud three licentiates. They supplied eighty-six 
churches and fifty-nine out-stations—145 congregations. Thirty- 
one have labored through the full vear,.and the aggregate time 
of service has been forty and two-thirds years. One pastor has 
been installed. Five churches have been “ dropped,” and thirteen 
organized, with 165 members. Thirty churehes report revivals, 
with more than 300 hopeful conversions. Three houses of wor- 
ship have been built, costing $4,000, and one repaired. The 
number of houses of worship in the State is now nineteen. 

One church has come to self-support, and one has become 
again dependent for aid. Six have paid debts, amounting to 
$1,815. The contributions of aided churches to this Society were 
about $400, and to all benevolent objects, about $818. There are 
eighty-seven churches in the State, of which all but four receive 
missionary aid. Fifteen are unsupplied, and others are soon to 
become vacant. Eleven more ministers are needed now. 

The progress of the cause in Nebraska will be indicated by 
these few comparisons : 

But thirteen of the churches were organized before 1870. In 
1873 fifty-eight were reported. Eight of these have since been 
dropped, and thirty-seven new ones added, making now eighty- 
seven. In 1878 the total membership was 1,387. In1876 it was 
2,398, and there are now more than twice as many as in 1873. 
In 1866 there were ten churches, seven ministers, and 190 mem- 
bers. In 1877 the list numbers eighty-three—it should be eighty- 
six, that of Webster County being virtually four churches. 
There are fifty-two ministers and 2,398 members—a gain of 
seventy-five churches, forty-five ministers, and 2,208 members. 
Certainly, here is proof that the polity of our fathers has lost 
none of its vigor by transplanting. A great hindrance to the 
material progress of the State is the plague of grasshoppers, not 
merely taking from the people that for which they have toiled so 
hard, but depressing their spirits by the seeming impossibility of 
ever escaping the ravages of these destroyers. 

“The lack of men,” writes the Superintendent, “sometimes 
makes our hearts ache. To hear churches pleading for some one 
to break to them the bread of life, and often pleading long in 
vain, is a sad trial. But of the more distant future we have little 
fear. The people are adjusting themselves to the circumstances ; 
measuring their own and their adversaries’ strength; devising new 
weapons and means of defense, and rising to the occasion, And 
the East, that has sent so many, will send yet more, willing and 
glad to forego the comforts of the older States for the sake of the 
good cause. So let us who trust in the Lord be of good courage, 
and lay our plans, in faith that he has great things in store for 
this goodly land, and for us all who are striving to bring it to 
him.” 
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CALIFORNIA. 


Rey. JAMES H. WARREN, D.D., San Francisco, Superintendent. 


The amount of contributions to the Treasury for the year was 
$3,400.83, which is $566.48 more than in the previous year. The 
number of laborers under the Society’s commission in California, 
within the year, was thirty-three. They have ministered with un- 
usual regularity to forty churches and ten out-stations. [our 
churches have been organized, with an aggregate membership of 
fifty-one, and Sunday-schools with more than 300 pupils. One of 
these churches has built « meeting-honse, and is self-supporting 
from the start. Three of them are in communities where no other 
denomination is represented. ive churches have come to self- 
support. Three houses of worship have been dedicated, and three 
others are built, and the builders are waiting to pay last bills be- 
fore they dedicate. Sixty of the seventy churches of the State, 
including every one that is self-supporting, have contributed to 
the Society’s treasury. For church building, paying debts, eur- 
rent expenses, repairing, and improving, the aided churches 
have expended nearly $35,000; for Home Missions, and other 
kindred works, $600. 

Distressed by the necessity of staying the execution of plans 
for rapid advance, the Superintendent writes: “Doors were 
opened for abundant entrance ; fields white for the harvest called 
upon us for the laborers. Other men have been thrust into them, 
because word was sent all along the front that the ‘exploring of 
new fields must be postponed for the time, for the treasury was 
empty and the debt increasing. All this in the face of forces 
and powers of the God of this world storming for every square 
mile of the seven great States and Territories of the Pacific slope— 
forces drilled, fierce, defiant, and successful. They will allow 
nothing for Christ. His church must have no foothold or recog- 
nition. In politics, in schools, in conventions—to a great extent 
in newspapers—in social circles, in commercial affairs, on the ex- 
change, Christ is not wanted; he must not come in. And yet 
these great empires, with their vast treasuries of gold, and bread, 
and life, and health are his. We are here to assert his right and 
title to all of it, to the last square inch of territory, to the last 
man that lives. Shall the churches which sent us for this one 
sole object—to possess and hold for the Master, State after State 
—now send word to suspend, for how long, God only knows, the 
advance of the host?” ; 


OREGON AND WASHINGTON TERRITORY. 


The receipts from Oregon were $195.79, and from Washing- 
ton $123.45. The Society commissioned four, the same num- 
ber as last year, for Oregon, and jive, an increase of one, for 
Washington. Dr. Atkinson, besides his general oversight of the 
field, has in person supplied, more or less frequently, eleven 
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stations. Each of the other brethren has given such time as he 
could spare to outlying settlements. In this way many of them 
have been more or less regularly provided with gospel ordinances 
through this Society’s aid. Some have been ready to ask the 
question, ‘““ What are these among so many? Why continue the 
work at all on that far off rim of the Republic, unless it can be 
prosecuted with more vigor?” The answer is plain: Our whole 
work of Home Missions is one of proportions. To allot to each 
division its just share of the men and money at command, is the 
problem constantly before the Executive Committee. Were the 
liberality of the churches equal to the task, the Society would 
gladly undertake to place men in every State and Territory of the 
land. But since that cannot yet be, the hard task devolves upon 
them of wisely apportioning the Society’s resources, with regard 
not only to the needs, but also to the promise of each section. 
Obviously, the money and the men should be placed where they 
will do the most good. And so far, with equal need, the pre- 
ponderance of promise of speedy and permanent results has 
been with other regions, settled more largely by those acquainted 
with and desiring churches of our faith and polity. To such 
places young men naturally feel drawn, when planning their life’s 
work. So it has come about that, though the Society has been 
represented in Oregon for thirty years, in no year has it there 
aided more than eight men. 

With prajseworthy zeal and self-denial, these few are holding 
the position, awaiting the time, which some of them think is near, 
when increased facilities of communication shall make known the 
attractions of that vast region, and draw thither thousands of 
the young, thrifty, and enterprising, from the ancient seats of 
our Pilgrim institutions. When the churches shall supply the 
means, young men will gladly offer themselves, and the Society 
will rejoice to send them, bearing from the Atlantic coast to the 
Pacitic those ideas, institutions, ordinances, that our Father has 
given to be the heritage of add his children, and which open 
tountains of material and spiritual blessing whithersoever they go. 


OTHER STATES. AND TERRITORIES, 


In Dakota, within the year, the Society has had ten misecon- 
aries, a gain of one over the previous year. Despite the grass- 
hopper rayages, the churches and their pastors have done nobly, 
and are fuller of hope and good cheer than ever. One of this 
little band has fallen at his post, called of the great Leader to go 
up higher. His brief work, well done, is a lasting memorial of 
his faithfulness. The most striking feature of the year’s work in 
Dakota, is the opening, in November, 1876, of the Black Hills 
Mission, with headquarters at Deadwood, under the care of Rey. 
Lanson P. Norcross, late of Colorado. His task has been an ar- 
duous one, involving much self-denial, but the beginning has 
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been unexpectedly successful. He has already organized the 
only church in “the Hills,” and it is just getting into a suitable 
place of worship. The missionary now feels that he is a fixture 
in that strange, ever-changing population, on whose salvation his 
heart is set. We invoke for him and his work the prayers and 
help of the friends of the cause. 

In Colorado sé# men have been sustained, a decrease of two, 
owing to the severity of “the times” in that new State, the empti- 
ness of the treasury, and the difficulty of securing men adapted to 
that peculiar field. The General Missionary, Rev. F. B. Per- 
Kins, has been compelled, by ill-health, to leave for the more 
genial climate of California. He did admirable service while in 
Colorado, and the hope is warmly cherished that it may be re- 
sumed at no distant day. 

The hope expressed in the last Report, of re-enforcing the 
solitary worker in Utah, has been realized, in the: sending of 
Rev. A. W. Sarrorp, formerly of Kansas, to Ogden. He 
began his work at that important point, in August, 1876; and 
though his services were interrupted for a time, by the preva- 
lence of small-pox among the people, and has been pushed 
against many obstacles, he is cheertully and steadfastly hold- 
ing the ground, hoping soon to secure the means of building a 
house of worship. He is very desirous, also, to establish a school. 
It is greatly needed; hardly in any other way could he more 
strengthen his hold on the people, and increase, manifold, his 
power for good. 

In Wyoming and Nevada the Society has one laborer for 

each; one in the Indian Territory, in Texas two, in Virginia one, 
in West Virginia two, in Tennessee one—these remaining as last 
rear. 
: No enlargement of the work has been practicable in the new- 
est.and least-settled Territories, or in the South, in both of which 
sections the expense of the missionaries’ support must, for a con- 
siderable time, fall almost wholly on the Society. Yet the 
Society is American, in its aims and efforts, as well as in name. 
No part of the land is beyond the scope of its plans, and it waits 
but the return of material prosperity and the supply of its 
treasury to enter every door that our Lord shall not shut against 
it. Nor will it rest in its call upon the churches for their prayers 
and gifts, until the whole laud shall be Immanuel’s. 


CONCLUSION. 


In closing this review, the Executive Committee congratulate 
the friends of the Society that this opening year of its second 
half-century has been signalized by such evident tokens of the 
divine favor, In the midst of financial distress such as this 
uation has rarely if ever before experienced, and while all 
branches of secular enterprise have been suffering extreme de- 
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pression, this Institution has been able to increase the number of 
its laborers, and has devoted a larger amount to their maintenance 
than in any previous year. But our rejoicings are tempered with 
sadness as we lift up our eyes and look upon the fields white al- 
ready to harvest, which no messenger of ours has yet reached. 
Our unfinished work rises before us in its overwhelming vastness ; 
its claims press upon us with ever increasing weight. 

While, therefore, we offer our thanksgivings to God for what 
he has enabled us to accomplish, we would not forget that the 
progress of our work is not commensurate with the enlargement 
of the field that demands our culture. In some sections of 
the country considerable advance has been made. The outlays 
of the Congregational churches of Massachusetts and Connecticut, 
for missionary service within their own borders, have doubled in 
the last ten years. In some parts of the Mississippi Valley there 
has been equal and even greater progress. But in many of the 
remoter States and Territories, the work of the Society has had 
no enlargement during this period; in others it is only at its be- 
ginning ; in others still it is not begun. Meanwhile, the mighty 
army of emigration, though now retarded by the financial disas- 
ters that have fallen upon the country, has never paused for a 
moment in its westward march. In each of these ten years, 
hundreds of thousands have turned their faces toward the setting 
sun and sought new homes in the wilderness. They have swarmed 
along the banks of the upper Mississippi and its tributaries. Their 
cabins dot the prairies of Kansas, Nebraska and Dakota. They 
are turning up to the light and air of freedom the slave-cursed 
soil ot Texas. They are delving in the mines of the Rocky 
Mountains, the Sierra Nevada, and the lesser ranges that lie 
between. They are converting the great plains of California into 
gardens of beauty and fruitfulness. They are felling the forests 
that shade the waters of the Columbia and Puget Sound. They 
are rearing towns, Cities, States—a MIGHTY EMPIRE—on our west- 
ern border. But what is to be its character and destiny? By 
what forces will it be controlled? What influence will it send 
back over these Eastern States, and forward over the islands of 
the Pacitic and the dark contiment beyond ¢ 

These are the foremost questions that now confront the 
churches sustaining this Institution; and they demand a speedy 
answer. These churches have been quick to see and prompt to 
meet the providentia] emergencies which have hitherto arisen in 
the progress of this enterprise. Their messengers have ever been 
in the tront rank of the evangelizing forces that have claimed our 
new settlements tor Christ, and the trophies of their success 
cover all the fields of conflict from Plymouth Rock to the Golden 
Gate. Let them not be found wanting now. While they lift up 
and hold up the standard of their faith among the hills of New 
England, and in the Great Central Valley, let them make haste 
to bear it onward to every distant prairie, and mountain, and 
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cafion, and verdant slope of our Western Empire, till the promise 
shall be fulfilled: “ H1s pomrInIoNn SHALL BE FROM SEA EVEN TO 
SEA.”

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‘RELATIONS OF AUXILIARIES, ECCLESIASTI- 
CAL BODIES, ETC. 


Auxiliaries. 


Most of the State Missionary Societies were in existence before the form- 
ation of the National Society, and some of them were among the earliest 
organized efforts in our country for sending the gospel to the destitute. 
They have voluntarily connected themselves as Auxiliaries with the American 
Home Missionary Society, from a conviction that greater unity of plan and 
efficiency in action would thereby be promoted. 

The terms by which such Auxiliaries—acting on the principles of the Parent 
Society, undertaking the supply of the destitute within their own bounds, 
and paying over their surplus funds to the Parent Institution—are connected 
with the Parent Society, are such as to secure the following objects, viz. : 

First—The Auxiliary is not superseded or overshadowed by the National 
Institution, but, on the contrary, is invigorated and sustained by connection 
with it. 

This is secured by the provision that the Auxiliary is the sole agency for 
this cause that operates on its field. It controls all appointments in the 
State to which it belongs. From it alone, so far as its means will allow, 
the feeble churches receive assistance. Thus a direct relation and strong 
attachment are cherished toward it, in the hearts of the ministers and 
churches. 

Again—While the local operations of the Auxiliary are thus encouraged and 
sustained, its connection with the Parent Society is such as to awaken an 
interest in the destitute beyond its own limits, and afford facilities for reaching 
them. It is not only a Society for local purposes, but it also is a branch of 
the National Society, and, as such, has the control of all agencies for the 
collection of funds within its own field, and can direct the manner in which 
its surplus resources shall be expended beyond its own limits. Thus, the 
Auxiliaries are not merely organizaticns to help the Parent Society; they are 
integral parts of it, bound together in one whole by a common interest in 
and free access, through the Parent Society, to the great field to be occupied, 
and ee by the same general principles and rules in carrying on the 
work, ; 

Those State Missionary Societies which have not yet assumed an Auxiliary 
relation to the National Society, co-operate with it on the same principles 
which apply to ecclesiastical bodies, acting through Committees of Missions. 


Committees of Missions, etc. 


The American Home Missionary Society has ever regarded the ecclesiastical 
bodies as the appropriate judges of the standing of their own ministers, and 
of the wants of the churches in their connection. Accordingly, the commis- 
sion issued to each missionary requires that his commission be acceptable to 
the ministerial body of his denomination, within whose bounds he is appointed 
to labor. The various ecclesiastical bodies in those States where Missionary 
Societies do not exist, are invited to appoint each a Committee of Missions 
from its own members, to receive applications from its churches, and suggest 
to the Society the action proper in each case. Such a Committee constitutes 
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the official source to which reference can be had for information and advice, 
in all matters pertaining to missions in the connection to which it belongs. 
This mode of co-operation has been preferred by numerous ecclesiastical 
bodies, from the first formation of the Society. It guarantees to the churches, 
that their respective claims shall be fairly considered, with all the advantage 
of having the indorsement of the body to which they belong. The advice of 
such a Committee, acting in the name and by the direction of the ecclesiastical 
body to which they belong, is regarded as the highest authority in matters 
pertaining to the standing of ministers and churches in their connection, and 
has the same influence with the Society, as would that of a Board of Agency 
appointed by itself. 

There is one limitation to this influence, however, which ought to be 
stated. Should any ecclesiastical body so far swerve from the principles of 
truth and gospel order, as not to retain the fellowship and confidence of 
the great body of the churches co-operating in the Society, that fact would 
cause its recommendations not to be respected, as a basis of action by the 
Executive Committee. 

As cases may occur in which feeble churches may not be aware of the 
existence of any Committee of Missions or State Missionary Society, through 
which to apply for aid, a general provision is made, that an application may 
be vouched for by any two ministers, of known and approved standing, of 
their own denomination, who can certify to the facts of the case. If the 
information thus given is not sufficient, other facts are sought by the 
Executive Committee, with as little delay as practicable, from the most 
authentic sources from which they can be obtained. 

Such, briefly, are the relations of the American Home Missionary Society to 
the various organs through which the community seeks to act outits mission- 
ary feeling. It will be seen that this plan secures the united action, in the 
missionary work, of those whose views of doctrine and church order admit of 
co-operation, and whose interests in the great field are essentially the same. 
This combination insures a homogeneous policy as to the manner and amount 
of appropriations and the qualifications of missionaries; it has discouraged 
sectional feelings, and diffused throughout each part an interest in all the 
rest; and has thus formed ties between the West and the East, along which 
has passed from the latter tothe former a silent and invisible current of moral 
influences more valuable, if possible, than all pecuniary grants. At the same 
time the connection of the Parent Society with the various associations that 
act with it is such as to secure to them entire freedom in the missionary work, 
in their respective spheres, and an influence beyond them, in cultivating the 
waste places of our common country. 


Superintendents. 


Besides preaching to the destitute and taking up contributions for Home 
Missions, the Superintendents of the American Home Missionary Society exer- 
cise a general supervision of the operations of the Society within their respect- 
ive fields. By correspondence and personal visitation they ascertain the 
wants of the destitute; assist them to obtain the preaching of the gospel; 
and instruct and encourage them to develop their own means for its support. 
They receive applications for aid, and make such preliminary examination as 
may be necessary before submitting them for the action of the Executive 
Committee; and in other ways labor to insure a judicious and economical 
application of the Society’s funds. The Society has in its employ no merely 
collecting Agents, nor any whose services are not required for other purposes 
in the region where they labor. 


Applications for Aid, 


Congregations desiring aid should apply at once after finding a minister. 
They should make a full statement of the facts in their condition and pros- 
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pects which justify an application. They should also give these particulars, 
viz. :— } 
Population of the place. 
Names of the church or churches, and preaching stations.

Date of the desired commission. 


The application must be signed by the officers of the church, where there 
is one, and by the trustees or a committee of the congregation. 

If the ecclesiastical body, within whose limits the congregation is situated, 
has a ‘‘ Committee of Missions,’ the members of that committee should certify 
these statements, the standing of the minister, his prospects of usefulness 
there, and indorse the application. If no such ‘Committee of Missions”’ 
exists, the application should be indorsed by two or more neighboring clergy- 
men, acquainted with the facts. If no church or congregation is yet gath- 
ered, applicants will follow the same course, as far as practicable. 

Applications, after being so indorsed, should be sent to the Superintend- 
ent (or Secretary of the Auxiliary) for the region where the applicants reside. 

Appropriations, as a rule, bear the date of a punctual application ; and 
they never cover more than one year. If further aid be needed, a new appli- 
cation is required, containing all the particulars named above, and indorsed 
as before. To this the certificate of the missionary, that the congregation has 
fulfilled its previous pledges ; for its support must be added. The address of 
the Society’s Superintendents and the Secretaries of its Auxiliaries will be 
found on the cover of its Reports and of The Home Missionary. + 
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SERMON. 


‘AND CALEB STILLED THE PEOPLE BEFORE Mosus, AND SAID, Let: us Go 
UP AT ONCE, AND POSSESS IT; FOR WE ARE WELL ABLE TO OVERCOME IT.”’— 
Numbers xiii. 30. 


Forever honored be the memory of the princely Caleb, who animated the 
people of Israel to the conquest of Canaan! Shame on the coward spies who 
brought back an evil report from the goodly land, saying, ‘‘ We be not able 
to go up against the people, for they are stronger than we!” 

And palsied be the tongue which tells us that the spiritual conquest of this 
land, the true promised land of these later ages, is impossible! Welcome 
every voice which says, ‘‘ Let us go up at once, and possess it; for we are 
well able to overcome it.” 

Such a voice, however lacking in power, shall sound forth from this pulpit 
during the passing hour. I stand here to plead with you, and through you 
with the great body of American Christians, for the speedy evangelization 
of our whole country. I stand here to show you, with such ability as God 
may give me, that the thorough evangelization of this land, though a work 
of stupendous difficulty, is nevertheless practicable; that it ought to be 
done, and done soon. I stand here to summon the army of Israel to an in- 
stant and bold advance all along the line. 


I. The speedy evangelization of our country is confessedly difficult. 


The present population of the United States exceeds 45,000,000 souls—a 
handful as compared with the vast area over which it is scattered, but as 
compared with the population of most nations, enormous. Already Great 
Britain, France, Germany, and Austria are numerically inferior to our own 
country. This is not.a fact for boasting, but a fact for anxious considera- 
tion; a fact, indeed, which may well breed in the minds of all thoughtful 
en misgiving and alarm; for what is the composition, what the quality of 
this immense population? It is far from homogeneous. The pointed say- 
ing of Ralph Waldo Emerson touching the English people, may, wil more 
truth, be applied to our own; it is composed of the mud of all rac.» = The 
sound Anglo-Saxon element predominates as yet, but you can scary piss 
along the street of one of our great cities—I had almost said of an ixland 
village—without hearing many of the dialects of the “babbling earth; ” 
now the guttural but manly and sonorous German; anon, the compact and 
energetic Low Dutch ; here the ringing English-like Scandinavian, there the 
“soft, bastard Latin” of Italy ; at one corner the sharp, explosive Gaelic, at 
the next the grandiose, musical Spanish ; in this shop the lively, nasal Attic 
of Paris, in that the monosyllabic jabber of China. Our country is indeed a 
vast Babel in which our noble English speech sounds above all others, but 
which in wide regions sounds but indistinctly. 

This diversity of speech indicates startling differences of race, education, 
modes of thought, customs, and religious tendencies. Consider it well: we 
are not even a pure Caucasian people. With a large Mongolian population 
on the Pacific slope, with some 200,000 Indians, soon it is hoped to be in- 
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corporated into the nation, and with five millions of African blood, what is 
our place and our name in ethnology ? ’ 

Even our genuine Caucasian population is divided into two great branches, 
Celtic and Teutonic, widely differing from each other. The Teutonic blood 
in whatever channels it flows, carries with it the spirit of liberty, but of lib- 
erty abhorring anarchy, and building itself up in imperishable institutions. 
The Celtic blood is another name for gallantry, generosity, magnanimity ; 
for passionate resentment of real or fancied wrongs, for reckless daring in 
wars of patriotism and religion, and not less for blind hero-worship, submis- 
sion to hierarchical arrogance and autocratic government. Celtic religion 
crouches in trembling prostration before the priest; Celtic republicanism, 
however “red,” shouts after the victory, ‘‘ Live the Emperor!” 

Now the work of Home Evangelization is to make of Celt and Teuton, 
nay, of Mongolian, Indian, African, and Caucasian “‘ one new man, so mak- 
ing peace.” How many hereditary prejudices and inaptitudes must be over- 
come ere all these races can be smelted together, and molded into a homo- 
geneous Christian community ? 

Besides, let us not shut out from our view that dark cloud of ignorance 
which overhangs large masses of our population—a cloud so dense that one 
might be pardoned for regarding it as quite impervious even to the all-pene- 
trating light of the gospel. It is an ignorance much more profound and 
extended than what the Ninth Census denominates illiteracy, though the 
figures under that head are sufficiently appalling. According to that wonder- 
ful book there were in 1870, in round numbers, 4,500,000 persons, above the 
age of ten years, who, by their own confession, could not read, and 5,600,000 
who could not write. Considering how few are willing to confess that 
they are absolutely illiterate, it is probable that the number who can neither 
read nor write is greater by at least a million than the census reports. And 
think not that this deplorable illiteracy is confined to the late Slave States. 
Your own proud Empire State has not less than a quarter of a million 
who cannot read and write. Enlightened Massachusetts, with her smaller 
population, her innumerable schools, and her ages of culture, has 100,000; 
little Connecticut, 30,000; the great State of Pennsylvania, 222,000; Ohio, 
173,000; IHinois, 133,000; Michigan, 53,000. Looking further south, we 
find the number of illiterate in Virginia, 445,000; in North Carolina, 400,000; 
in Tennessee, 364,000. In the other Southern States, the number is in about 
the same proportion to the population. These are very startling figures, 
and they indicate the principal obstacle to the speedy evangelization of the 
whole country. : 

I should count it shame to acknowledge here, or in any other place, that 
the gospel has no power to enlighten and regenerate theignorant. I have no 
sympathy with those who assert that education and civilization must precede 
evangelization. It would be nearer the truth to say that evangelization leads 
on to education and civilization. It is evident, however, that the progress 
of the gospel must be comparatively slow in communities containing multi- 
tudes who cannot even read the Word of God. Consider the difficulty of 
fixing the attention of minds totally undisciplined, of imparting spiritual 
truth to minds unable to frame distinct conceptions, or even to carry on 
correctly even the shortest train of reasoning. Consider how confused, how 
discontinuous, how ineffectual, are the mental operations of persons who are 
utterly illiterate. 

This is not the worst: if the minds of these benighted millions were only 
vacant, we could still go to them with the simple rudiments of the gospel, 
hoping for their cordial though not intelligent reception; but those minds 
are for the most part pre-occupied. It long ago passed into a proverb that 
ignorance is the mother of superstition. The most ignorant classes of our 
population are precisely those that are most hopelessly enslaved to supersti- 
tion. In the South, multitudes of the negroes, though nominal Christians, 
are more heathen than Christian; and in the North, the illiterate part of our 
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population—for the most part our illiteracy is imported—is enthralled by 
that system in which all the most terrible and fascinating superstitions which 
ever captivated the mind of man are cunningly combined. Popery is almost 
avowedly a religion for the illiterate, and it is in these years making hercu- 
lean efforts to attract and crystallize around itself the popular ignorance, 
True, Romanism has its schools, and what it calls its education; but let us 
not forget that there is a literate as well as an illiterate ignorance, and that 
what is called education is not seldom a device for excluding rather than 
imparting knowledge. 

Now the evangelization of the whole country includes, of course, the 
evangelization of all these unfortunate millions, now sunk in brutish igno- 
rance, and bound fast in fetters of superstition. Can this be accomplished ? 
We shall see. 

Our problem becomes more perplexing when we consider how our hetero- 
geneous population is partly aggregated in great cities, and partly dispersed 
over a continent too vast to be grasped even in imagination. 

I stand this evening near the center of the greatest city of the New World, 
a city which, with her daughter-cities around her, could furnish forth a 
respectable Huropean kingdom ; a city whose opulence, commerce, literature, 
and manifold intellectual activities go far to make it what London is to 
England, and Paris to France, the fountain of public opinion, of fashion, of 
morality, and even of religious sentiment, to the whole nation; a city, how- 
ever, which is so far from being christianized, that, if the whole revenue of 
this Society were appropriated to the support of missionaries among the neg- 
lected masses, the provision for their evangelization would still be very 
scanty. You have churches by the hundred for the well-fed, well-dressed, 
well-educated, well-to-do classes; but a brisk walk of afew minutes will 
carry you from any one of those churches to the reeking, squalid streets and 
lanes, where disease, vice, conspiracies, French communisms, and a thousand 
nameless abominations are born, and cradled, and nursed into hellish energy. 
Notwithstanding the terrible mortality of these worse than heathen localities, 
they are always teeming and seething with loathsome life. The population 
of subterranean New York is always dense, always growing. 

Nothing apparently can check the increase of this metropolis. Years of 
misgovernment, or rather of systematic plunder on a gigantic scale, ruinous 
taxation, and the consequent flight of a multitude to the surrounding coun- 
try, are not sensibly felt. Far-seeing men, like the late Horace Greeley, have 
been shouting for a generation, ‘‘Go West, young men; go West ! a but 
though many have gone West, no void is left. ; Confluent streams of immi- 
gration from the Old World and from the Interior, swell from year to year 
your already overgrown population. And what is true of New York is true, 
in a less degree, of all the great cities of the country. Follow the coast line 
from Portland to New Orleans; follow the shores of the great lakes and 
navigable rivers, and you shall find them studded with flourishing cities, 
marked by much of the wealth, enterprise and influence for which N ew York 
is pre-eminent, and marked not less by those moral evils which seem to justify 
the saying of Jefferson: ‘ Cities are ulcers in the body politic.” — Bs 

Now the important fact to be noted is that, while the conversion of cities 
is the most difficult part of the great work of national evangelization, it is 
precisely that part of the work which this and similar societies decline to 
undertake. That is the special work of the great and wealthy city churches 
—a work to which many are giving themselves with a generous and method- 
ical energy heretofore unknown. It is beginning to be believed that the 
evangelization of great cities is possible. 

This Society has to do with those who are scattered abroad. While huge 
masses of our people are rolled up in cities, the majority are impelled by 
the ancient migratory passion of the Anglo-Saxon race, to explore new 
regions, to fell mighty forests, to open mines, to make the wilderness re- 
joice, and the desert blossom as the rose. To accompany them in all their 
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wanderings, to gather them into churches, to aid them in laying the founda- 
tions of new communities, of new commonwealths, is the work of the 
American Home Missionary Society, and of kindred institutions. 

One difficulty lies in the vastness of the field. Call this city the starting- 
point of the enterprise. Glancing up the coast to the northeast, and then 
along the mountain ranges towards the St. Lawrence, we survey the whole 
sisterhood of New England commonwealths, many portions of which are 
not even now thoroughly evangelized. If now we travel in imagination 
due west from this pulpit, what vast and wonderful regions shall we traverse! 
Passing through the most populous part of New Jersey, we enter the great 
Keystone State, and note with wonder its grand mountains and fat valleys, 
its inexhaustible mines and its rivers of oil, its millions of industrious citi- 
zens, and, alas, its savage bands of incendiaries and assassins. Crossing the 
“ Beautiful River,” we tind ourselves in the glorious State of Ohio, with its 
immense mineral and agricultural wealth, its splendid cities, and its noble 
breed of stalwart soldiers and incorruptible statesmen. Then comes Indiana 
the corn-field of the continent. Thence we flit on over central Illinois, with 
its boundless but now cultivated prairies, stretching out on every side till 
they are veiled from sight by their own sphericity, and with the hum and 
hubbub of distant Chicago sounding from the north. With a bound we 
cross the Mississippi; we speed on over fair Iowa, over Nebraska, over 
Colorado, to the glittering peaks of the Rocky Mountains, and the infant 
cities which hang upon their slopes and nestle in their gorges. We pass 
with a shudder over Utah, where, however, ‘“‘ only man is vile;”’ we take a 
bird’s-eye view of Nevada, hang a moment in wonder over the gold mines, 
vineyards, gigantic forests, and cataracts of California, and at last alight 
onthe shore of the Pacific. My friends, we have journeyed three thousand 
miles, and we have glanced only at a narrow belt of the States and Territories 
which make up the field of home evangelization. In our imaginary flight, 
we lett to the right, stretching up to the St. Lawrence, to the great lakes, to 
the springs of the Mississippi and of the Missouri, and far up the western 
coast beyond Behring’s Straits, an almost immeasurable region, including 
the mighty Empire State, with its five millions of people; the magnificent 
State of Michigan, with its wheat-fields, sheep-walks, pineries, and mines of 
iron and copper; Wisconsin, Minnesota, Dakota, Montana, Wyoming, Idaho, 
Oregon, Washington, Alaska, Far to the south of our path lie the huge 
States of Virginia, Kentucky, Tennessee, Georgia, Missouri, Texas, and many 
otiers, any one of which would be a magniticent domain for a Prince of 
Wales, or a Grand Duke of Russia. This, then, is the field of the American 
Home Missionary Sucicty, stretching from Vancouver's Island to Cape Cod, 
from the Arctic Zone to the tropic of Cancer. Behold, fellow-soldiers, the 
giant we are to overcome, lying in careless strength athwart the continent, 
his head pillowed in polar snows, his feet laved by the tepid waters of the 
Mexican Gulf, one hand playing with the Atlantic breakers, and the other 
with the long surges of the Pucitic ocean. To lead this giant, with all his 
brute strength and intellectual energy, a willing captive to Christ, is the 
object of this glorious war. ‘ Impossible!” exclaim the coward spies. 
In opposition to such disheartening cries, | now go on to show, 


Il.— That the speedy evangelization of the country is practicable. 


_. We are well able to overcome it;” so said Caleb to the people of Israel, 
and he told them the simple truth. They had some 600,000 fighting men, 
well organized, probably well armed, already inured to hardship, and flushed 
with victory. Was there any reason why they should be faint-hearted ? 
There is even less reason to distrust the ability of our American Israel to 
conquer and hold this land for Immanuel. Is the army numerically equal 
to the undertaking? There are in the United States about 8,000,000 com- 
municants belonging to so-called evangelical churches. These imply a 
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population of not less than 25,000,000 in more or less intimate relations with 
those churches. Several millions are under constant instruction, as bearers 
of the Word and pupils in the Sunday-school. In a comprehensive sense, 
therefore, more than half of the nation is already evangelized. The army 
of invasion is already largely an army of occupation. 

Yes; for the work to be done, the host is numerically sufficient ; nay, 
there is reason to fear that it is too numerous. If all the lukewarm and 
faint-hearted were cast out, if all the inefficient officers were cashiered, if 
the ‘mixed multitude” of camp-followers were driven beyond the lines, 
the army would be stronger for the decisive battle than it is to-day. We 
cannot doubt, however, that even after thorough sifting, it would march 
to the field an exceeding great army. 

The army of Immanuel is, on the whole, well enough organized. True, it 
is not uniform in organization, dress, tactics, or even weapons; but for this 
we have reason to be thankful. What would you think of a great army 
composed only of cavalry? What could the best corps of engineers, com- 
manded by the most scientific officers, accomplish without the other arms of 
the service? What could rifled cannon and Armstrong guns effect without. 
infantry to rush into the breach? And how could a victory be complete 
without cavalry to pursue the flying enemy, to scour the country, and to 
bring in the prisoners? 

In other words, how could the army of Israel conquer this continent for 
Christ without the sober and serried ranks of its Presbyterian infantry ; its 
two-fold Congregational corps of engineers and artillery; its myriads of 
well-trained, dashing Methodist cavalry; its co-operating fleets of Baptist 
gun-boats and submarine monitors! Even the stately, slow-moving Episco- 
palian corps is not without use as an army of reserve to pick up deserters, to 
gather in and reorganize fugitives, and sometimes, in a great crisis—like 
that, for instance, in the time of James IJ.—to march to the battle-field and 
strike a heavy blow for Christ and liberty. 

Yes, the army is providentially well organized for the great conflict, and, 
on the whole, it is pretty well officered. There are some fifty thousand 
preachers of the Word in this country—about one to every thousand of our 
population. Many of these are not regular pastors, and ought rather to be 
called lay-preachers ; but the number of those who are exclusively engaged 
in the work of the ministry is very large, and, as a class, they are as well 
trained for their work as any ministry in the world. It may be confidently 
asserted that no other professional bodies of men can compare favorably, in 
respect of careful scholarship and general culture, with the clergy of two or 
three evangelical: denominations; and while great orators are rare in any 
profession, you shall find a larger number of effective public speakers in the 
pulpit than at the bar. It must be added, with devout thanksgiving, that, 
notwithstanding occasional defections, the moral purity of the American 
ministry is high and unimpeachable. Hight millions of Christians led by 
fifty thousand men of God—what may they not hope, in such a case, to ac- 
complish ? 

But numbers, bravery, and discipline avail nothing to an unarmed or 
badly-armed host, else Cortez and his six hundred veterans would have fared 
ill among the myriads that thronged to the defence of the ill-fated Monte- 
zuma. 

When Christ commissioned the little band of disciples to conquer the 
world, he sent them forth well-armed, though not with carnal weapons; not 
with sword and battle-ax, but with the Word of God. Thus armed they 
were irresistible: The simple gospel, preached by obscure and unlearned 
men, was stronger than ancient and opulent hierarchies; stronger than all 
the philosophers, orators, and statesmen of the Graeco-Roman world ; 
stronger than Cesar with his thirty legions. Consider it well: the schools 
of Athens, Alexandria, and Antioch—that is to say, the learning, science, 
and arts which belonged to the Greek blood and culture—were powerless

against the simple story of the life and death of a Galilean carpenter, told 
in Aramean-Greek by Galilean peasants. Consider it well: the same story 
told in Rome, and throughout her provinces, speedily penetrates all classes, 
from the lowest to the highest; it arrests the attention and wins the faith of 
soldiers and sailors, of merchants and artizans, of slaves and masters, of 
teachers and scholars, of patricians and rulers; in spite of ten bloody perse- 
cutions, in spite of the madness of Nero, the ferocity of Domitian, the policy 
of Trajan, the cruelty of Decius, and “the busy sword of Diocletian,” it 
silently spreads through the greatest, the best organized, the most powerful 
empire the world ever saw; it saps the foundations of hoary superstitions ; 
it dissolves, and, in the course of ages, reconstructs the whole fabric of 
European society, subjugating by moral influence successive swarms of the 
rude and bloody but liberty-loving and heroic Teutonic race, and thus pre- 
paring for mankind that religious, civil and social regeneration which burst 
forth in light and gladness in the Protestant Reformation. All this—and I 
have compressed into a few words the history of fifteen hundred years—was 
accomplished by the preaching of the gospel; and by the preaching of the 
gospel under disadvantages and obstructions which, had it not been the very 
power of God, would have been fatal to its progress, if not to its existence. 
Soon after the primitive age, the gospel was corrupted by large admixtures 
of the “doctrines and commandments of men.” Its lowly ministry was 
transformed into a domineering, persecuting hierarchy; its simple order of 
worship into a pompous, spectacular exhibition; its living and life-giving 
truths into a dead, scholastic theology. At first it was persecuted by the 
State; afterwards the State sought its sanction and support, and endeavored 
to make it a tool. In the beginning the church was a great sisterhood of 
equal and independent churches ; at last, it was split up into a multitude of 
rival and acrimonious sects. This is not the worst: the gospel has, in every 
age, been largely shorn of its power by the moral corruption, not seldom 
breaking out into flagrant scandals of nominal Christians. Intemperance, 
licentiousness, slave-holding, wholesale murder under the name of war, and 
many kinds of gainful oppression have been not only practised, but sanc- 
tioned and defended by large bodies of men calling themselves churches of 
Christ. 

My friends, down to the present time the gospel has had no fair chance in 
the world. The preaching-angel, through all the centuries, has had diaboli- 
cal fingers clutching his throat, and choking his utterance. The resplendent 
victories of the Word, notwithstanding all constrictions and obstructions, 
are nothing less than miraculous. 

Now the cheering fact to be here noted is, that in this land the gospel is 
freed from many of those impediments which have elsewhere and in other 
ages hindered its progress. 

1. In the first place, the gospel is not obstructed in this country either by 
the hostility or the more dangerous patronage of the State. Here the church 
appears, not as the paramour of Cesar, but as “‘ the Bride, the Lamb's wife.” 
Here the prostitution of ecclesiastical power, of the pulpit, and even of the 
sacraments, to the uses of worldly policy, of political ambition, of wicked- 
ness in high places, if not absolutely impossible and unprecedented, is not 
prompted, much less necessitated, by a formal compact between the church 
and ‘the powers that be.” Here that secularism, which never fails to deaden 
the energy of a State church, may press in like a freezing atmosphere from 
the world ; but it is not the normal, inevitable condition of church-life. 
Here, in a word, the church must Yely for its extension, not upon State 
patronage and support, but upon the preaching of Christ and him crucified. 

2. Consider, again, that in this country the evangelizing zeal of the 
churches is not chilled and hampered by a repressive and meddling hierarchy. 
A genuine evangelistic ministry—that is to say, a ministry endowed with 
power trom on high for missionary work—cannot be subject to the stringent 
commands or constant interference of ccclesiastical superiors. The vital con- 
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dition of success is the largest liberty compatible with church-order, And 
this liberty is enjoyed by the evangelical ministry. 

Estimate, if you can, the power of the gospel proclaimed by 50,000 evan- 
gelical preachers, without interference of prince or prelate, 

3. Thirdly, the gospel in this land is not clogged with a cumbrous and 
childish ritual. Barbarians are attracted by splendid robes and a pompous 
ceremonial; but there is nothing more pitiably absurd than a ritualist among 
miners and backwoodsmen. Adsthetic refinements, ecclesiological sentiment- 
alisms and affectations are ludicrously out of place in a log school-house, a 
miney’s cabin, a bar-room, or a bowling alley. The hard-handed and hard- 
headed men on the frontiers ‘“‘ cannot stand” what they call ‘‘ nonsense.” 
Woe to the effeminate stripling—all ‘‘ clergyman” from head to foot—who 
hopes to win them to ‘the church” by flowing robes, by graceful attitudes, 
by bowings and prostrations, by sonorous prayers, intoned ever so artistically 
from the most excellent of liturgies! A preacher, though ever so homely in 
dress and manners, who goes to the new settlements, Bible in hand, to tell 
them in straightforward, manly language how to be saved, is pretty sure of 
a respectful hearing. And that is precisely what thousands of Home Mis- 
sionaries are doing; and I, for one, believe in their success. 

4. Fourthly, in this country the preaching of the gospel is comparatively 
free from scholastic and theological subtleties, 

I cannot, at this time, go into the history of preaching. I cannot show 
how it degenerated, after the primitive age, into rhetorical, even fanciful and 
grotesque discourse. Neither can I pause to prove that this largely accounts 
for the slow progress of evangelization ; but it will be pertinent to show you 
how great a drawback a metaphysico-theological style of preaching has been 
upon our own work of Home Missions. The preacher is competent to speak, 
in this case, as a witness, and you will not, I hope, think it unseemly if I 
speak frankly in the first person. 

Though of New England birth and Pilgrim blood, I was brought up in 
the westernmost county of New York. Large portions of it, in,my boy- 
hood, were clothed with such grand pine forests as Ruskin, in his bold way, 
calls “the shadow of God.” Here and there were little ‘“ clearings,” and 
along the streams huge saw-mills and clusters of cabins. Scattered among 
them were little school-houses, many of which were made of rough logs. 
The majority of the settlers were from the mountains of Vermont; some 
of them were of the blood, and most of them of the type of Ethan Allen—that 
is to say, they were men of gigantic strength, dauntless courage, and shrewd 
common sense; they were somewhat addicted to vices of appetite, but not 
without a good deal of unconscious moral principle and religious sensibility. 
This, surely, was a noble field for Home Missionaries. And Home Mission- 
aries were there. A few of them were the right men in the right place; but 
the majority, though men of spotless character, and devoted to their work, were 
not, as missionaries, successful. They were thoroughly educated. Some of 
them had studied theology with Emmons, Hyde, and other eminent New 
England teachers. The works of Jonathan Edwards, Hopkins, Bellamy, 
the younger Edwards, were as familiar to them as the alphabet. They 
were skillful reasoners. No Arminian could cope with them in argu- 
ment; for; indeed, Arminianism has everywhere prevailed in spite of logic. 
Their sermons were almost all cast in.one mold: first, a proposition de- 
duced, and for the most part legitimately, from some text of Scripture ; 
then a series of proofs, usually drawn from metaphysical premises ; 
and lastly, the ‘“‘improvement,” made up partly of doctrinal and partly 
of practical inferences. Those sermons, as i remember them, were written 
in clear, concise, good English, and delivered in a quiet, solemn mono- 
tone. Many of them were on the highest doctrines of high Calvinism, 
such as fore-ordination, unconditional election, divine efficiency, total 
depravity, and salvation by sovereign grace. ‘Natural ability,” ‘“ moral 
inability,” “you can and you can’t”—the very phrases awaken in my 
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memory scores of sermons which have been sleeping there for well-nigh half 
a century. 

Well; what were the results of such preaching? Much good was done to 
individuals, but the masses were not reached. The sturdy backwoodsmen 
were repelled ; those who were religiously inclined sought other teachers, often 
as illiterate as themselves, but impassioned and scriptural ; the majority lived 
and died irreligious. The churches gathered by those early missionaries 
were bound by intensely Calvinistic creeds; they were feeble forty years 
ago, and those of them which survive are feeble still. 

This picture applies to large sections of the country, and I believe it 
explains the failure of many of the early Home Missionaries from New 
England to gain the musses to the New England faith and church-order. 
Many of the best minds, indeed, were gained, and this is one reason why 
Congregational churches throughout the West have an influence quite dispro- 
portionate to their numerical strength, 

Well; all that is changed now. The tendency now is to the neglect of 
theology, and that is a danger to be guarded against ; for scientific theology 
_-which is another name for nineteenth century Calvinism—is essential to 
deep and enduring pulpit power. The tendency, however, is still stronger to 
an unconventional, manly, energetic, scriptural style of preaching. And 
this promises great things in the near future. When our fifty thousand 
preachers begin in blood-earnest ¢o talk the gospel to the masses, the country 
will have been already in effect evangelized. 

Blessed be God, the gospel is at last beginning to have ‘‘free course!” 
The sword of the Spirit is at length drawn from the scabbard ; the rust of 
ages is being scoured away, and it flashes keen and terrible in the new day 
which has dawned. The church, armed with the Word of God, shall con- 
quer the land. 

That Word has in its favor the imperishable religious instincts of human 
nature. The perennial spirit of humanity is religious. The human soul, 
conscious of dependence, longs for God; conscious of sin, it longs for 
redemption; conscious of immortality, it longs for happiness beyond 
the grave. To know God, to love God, te be one with God forever, that 
is the goal of man’s deepest desires and hopes. The gospel meets and 
satisfies these wants and ‘aspirations, and for this reason it must prevail. 
And it has in it, and with it, the power of God. A stratum of coal, cropping 
out upon the mountain-side, looks, to an unscientific eye, cold and dead. 
The man of science, however, sees in it a vast mass of stored-up energy; he 
sees in ita thousand mills, a thousand ocean steamers, a thousand leconiative 
engines, a transformed and glorified continent. Such a mine is the Word of 
God. It is energy stored up and hidden away except to those who dig for 
it, Set it free by preaching, and the world shall soon see thousands of living 
churches, thousands of thousands of genuine converts, scores of common- 
wealths new-born, a mighty republic evangelized. 

Shall I pursue the figure? The energy stored up in the coal-mine is set 
free when it is transformed into heat, and this transformation is effected by 
the union of the all-embracing oxygen with the carbon. No oxygen, no 
fire; no fire, no energy. The Word without the Spirit, the Prewma is 
dead; but as the oxygen flows round the world, ready, wherever the 
requisite conditions are supplied, to burst into flame, so the Holy Spirit 
everywhere attends the Word, embracing, like a circumambient ether 
preachers and hearers. Hence it is that the Word of God is like fire, 
Hence those local but far-shining conflagrations—so numerous just now— 
called revivals of religion. Hence we look, in these latter days, for a 
blessed and glorious conflagration, wide as the continent, which shall burn 
to ashes all things evil, but leave for the admiration of mankind and the 
glory of God a purified, regenerate, consecrated nation. So much for the 
practicability of thorough and speedy home evangelization. 
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IIL. Let ws consider, in conclusion, some of the reasons why this work ought to 
be done, and done soon: “ Let us go up at once, and possess the land,” 


@ might here properly insist on the command which binds the disciples of 
Christ to teach all nations, and show that they are to “‘ begin at Jerusalem” 
—that is to say, at their own doors, in their own country—but my present 
purpose is to show you that Now is the golden opportunity of the American 
church for the evangelization of this continent ; that delay and inaction at 
the present time would be ruinous both to the church and the nation; ina 
word, that the great work, if done at all, must be done quickly. 

It is with nations as with individuals: the plastic period, the period of 
impressibility and ductility, the period when character is formed, is early 
youth. The wildest boy, caught young, put to school, and well-trained, will 
probably turn out an honest man, perhaps a hero; but let him alone a little 
while, and he will snap his fingers in the face of discipline. Now our 
American giant, though a hundred years old, is still a child; but the rapidity 
of his growth is something portentous. When I try to picture to myself 
this country as our children and grandchildren will see it, my imagination is 
confounded. The sober calculations of statists, based on the ascertained 
laws of population, read like the random predictions of a lunatic, Medi- 
tate this extract from Maclaren, written in 1853 for the Encyclopedia 
Britannica : 

The population of the United States and British America was, “in 1850, 
22,000,000; in 1875, it will be 44,000,000; in 1900, 88,000,000: in 1925, 
176,000,000. This would be about forty persons to the square mile, only 
one-seventh part the density which England now exhibits. This could, of 
course, occasion no pressure; but let us suppose the annual rate of increase, 
after 1925, to fall off one per cent., the period of doubling will then be 
thirty-five years. In 1960, the number will be 352,000,000; in 1995, it will 
be 704,000,000.” Evidently Maclaren might have omitted British America ; 
for the increase of population in the United States alone has, up to the pres- 
ent time, outstripped his astounding figures. Making the largest deductions 
for the most improbable contingencies, it is certain that our descendants, 
within a century, will see an English-speaking people on this continent of 
500,000,000. What sort of national manhood will this be? The present 
generation will decide. Two parties are struggling with desperate energy for 
the mastery, namely, the Roman Catholic and the secular, or, if you will, 
the Atheistic. 

We have a nominal Roman Catholic population of about seven millions ; 
but this estimate includes not only children, but a multitude whose religion 
is a loose tradition which has come to them with their blood, and only 
becomes an active principle when it is excited by the violent appeals of 
priests and demagogues to clannish prejudice. Now, notwithstanding the 
boasts of the Romish press. and hierarchy, I have no fear that popery will 
every become predominant in this land; but unless it is checked—and it can 
only be checked by the evangelization of our ignorant Roman Catholic 
population—it may ruin the Republic. Should it ‘become, in the great 
future, the religion of a third of our people, it is easy to foresee the evils 
which would distract and oppress the nation; there would be a powerful 
theocracy established in the heart of the Republic, all the subjects of which 
would be bound to absolute obedience to a foreign head, worshiped as the 
infallible vicegerent of God; our publie schools, our whole system of popu- 
lar education would be overthrown, and the already thick cloud of popular 
ignorance would darken into midnight gloom; progress in science and the 
arts would be arrested, and the national prosperity would be blighted; un- 
republican and un-American ideas would be diffused among the masses, 
leading them on through the stages of revolution, anarchy, and civil war, to 
absolutism; vice and immorality would widely prevail; and the United 
States would become, not a larger, more liberal, purer New England, but 
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a more corrupt, more distracted, and more miserable Mexico, To avert 
these fearful calamities, the armies of Israel must go up AT ONCE, and possess 
the land. Rome and hell never sleep. 

But there is another army in the field; that of Infidelity. Should this 
army prevail, what would be the results? What is the avowed purpose of 
the considerable party—considerable for ability if not for numbers—which 
is now laboring so strenuously to get control of the American mind, and so 
of the mighty future of the nation ? What but to inaugurate the reign of 
godless materialism in the whole realm of human thought and feeling and 
activity? And what sort of a nation, what sort of a world, would be that 
in which such a materialism should bear sway? A world without God, 
even in dim traditionary sentiment; a world disenchanted of all the grand- 
eur and loveliness with which a religious imagination has invested it; a world 
robbed of conscious liberty, crushed, benumbed, by an iron Fate, ubiquitous, 
perpetual, inescapable; a world without moral order, without moral law, 
without conscience, unvisited by remorse, unblessed by moral self-esteem ; 
a world bounded: and shut in by the leaden horizon and sunless sky of death, 
without any glimpse of fairer, more resplendent spheres, without any distant 
sky-bright prospect of millennium beyond millennium, rising like ‘‘ Alps o’er 
Alps” in the perspective of immortality; a world without any Jacob’s ladder, 
thronged with supernal forms of visitants from heaven to earth, and of trans- 
figured saints ascending from earth to heaven; a world without the name, 
or memory, or wondrous example, or consoling presence, or divine sweetness, 
of Jesus our God! Of all this the materialism of the age seeks to rob man- 
kind. This is not all; it aims to undermine the fair superstructure of Chris- 
tian society, or rather of Christendom itself; for what is intended is the total 
destruction of that august economy of States and churches, of customs and 
institutions, which Christianity has nurtured into such wide-spread growth 
and manifold fruitfulness. 

Does this language strike you as too strong? My friends, it is not yet a 
century since a combination of so-called scientific men transformed the most 
civilized and polished people in Europe into a nation of cannibals. 

“Tg there reason to fear that our American people will fall into this whirl- 
pool of materialistic atheism? The masses of our people are as yet untainted 
with speculative infidelity ; but when we consider the materialistic tendency 
of modern thought ; when we consider the inevitable and intense secularism 
of American life; when we consider to what extent the advocates of materi- 
alism have gained the public ear, we cannot but feel painful misgivings. 

What then shall be done? How shall these ‘‘armies of aliens” be put to 
flight? I answer, BY PREACHING ; by preaching the glorious gospel of the 
blessed God, and by the Holy Ghost sent down from heaven. Nothing can 
stand before the Word of God. Roman Catholics and Infidels cannot be 
won by controversy, much less by bitter denunciation, but only by preaching 
remission of sins through the blood of atonement. Let the good newssound 
through the land. Let it be proclaimed in every street of every city, in 
every village, in every hamlet, in every.emigrant’s hut, in every miner’s 
cabin, in every lamberman’s shanty. Let the number of Home Missionaries 
be at once quadrupled. Send to the scattered settlements of the frontier a 
host of itinerants. Let all our laymen consecrate themselves to God as 
missionaries. 

The time is come for the mobilization of the armies of Israel. Too long 
have they been lying in camps of instruction, and bebind their fortifications. 
The word which now sounds through all divisions of the host is, “‘ March ! 
March | March!” 

Concentrate! Concentrate! Set the battle in array 
of outposts. No more skulking and skirmishing! No more sectarian 
jealousies and rivalries! Let:the whole sacramental host, in oné solid mass 
be hurled upon the common foe! ‘ 


Bring in the supplies! In this supreme crisis of the great struggle, let 


!Tt is no longer a war 
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Immanuel’s military chest be full to overflowing. Let money be poured 
forth like water. Think: it is for our country ; it is for the world; for the 
conversion of the world depends on the speedy evangelization of this land. 
Bring in the supplies ! 

What is it hear? “The times are hard; the country is in distress; the 
cause of Home Missions must wait.” O, Lord, have mercy upon us miserable 
sinners! Money for houses and lands; money for horses and carriages ; 
money for “esthetic furniture” and works of art; money for summer 
recreations and foreign travel ; money for the concert, the opera, the lecture, 
the theatre; money for pearls, and diamonds, and silks and India shawls ; 
money for the world, the flesh, and the devil ; money for everything but the 
salvation of our country! Christ gave his precious blood ; we grudge the 
shreds and parings of luxury and fashion! 0, Lord, have mercy upon us, 
mean as well as miserable sinners! While we wait for the means of giving 
without the pain of self-denial, or even of painless retrenchment, the country 
—this sacred land of the Pilgrim Fathers—hastens towards its ruin ! 

Did [say ruin? I retract: the country shall be saved. If the descend- 
ants of the Pilgrims prove recreant to their principles, deliverance shall come 
from some other quarter. Doubtit not, this shall be Immanuel’s land. I 
see it !—I sce it !—our country in the latter days. Isee the continent, from the 
line of eternal frost to the Isthmus of Darien, from Newfoundland to the Golden 
Gate, swarming with a mighty people like the stars of heaven for multitude 
and glory, a people consecrated to freedom, knowledge, virtue, God; a peo- 
ple all speaking the same language, all reading the same Holy Book, all sing- 
ing in grand acclaim the same hymn. “Glory to God in the highest, on earth 
peace, good-will towards men!” I see a vast federation of commonwealths, 
the white banner of the Prince of Peace floating over them all. I see the 
representatives of all nations thronging to our capital, seeking admission to 
the mighty family of Christian States: 


** And the war-drum throbs no longer, and the battle-flags are furled, 
Tn the parliament of man, the federatian of the world.”
